By the acquifition of a country, 
called Purnea, the territory on this fide the river extends 20 miles 
more to the weft than ‘T'acriagully on the other; and a line nearly 
north and fouth, from the northern mountains to the Ganges, 
marks the boundary between Purnea and the province of Behar, 
From this line the territory of Bengal extends 180 miles to the catt- 
ward as far as Rangamatty, a town belonging to the king of Affam, 
fituated in the latitude of 26.

1638, 
Sujah Continued lord of the province until 1661, when he was 1661, 
driven to take refuge in Arracan by Emir Jumla the vizir of his 

brother Aurunzebe, who had confined their father Shaw Jehan, and 

afcended his throne. From this time until a revolution which has 

happened in our days, Bengal continued in an uninterrupted fub- 

miffion to the authority of the great Mogul. 

The peculiar patience of the Gentoos in Bengal, their affection to 
bufinefs, and the cheapnefs of all produdions cither of commerce or 
neceftity, had concurred to render the details af the revenue; the 
moft minute, voluminous, and complicated fyftem of accounts 
which exift in the univerfe, infomucl: that the emperor Jehangire, 
although the Mahomedans had then been fovereigns. of the country 
for three centuries, fays in his note book,, that the application of 
ten years was neceflary to acquire a competent notion of them, 

The military pride of the Mahomedans, their indolence and fenfu- 

ality, their ignorance of the language, and the imferiority of their 
numbers,,.cendéred.themsinadequate,to.a tatk.they: detefted, and ob- 

liged them, however unwilling, to- leave the collection of the re~ 

venues, as they found it, with the Genfoos, and the fame infufficien- 

cles reduced -them to continue the Rajabs or princes, amongft whom 

the country was divided, in the fuperintendance of the municipal 

repulations of: their refpedtive diftiidls, fubjec& to rcpulated tuibutes, 

and the arbitrary fines and extortions of vilorious authority. ‘The 

greateft part of Bengal remains at this day under the intermediate 
jurididlion of thefe Rajahs, feveral of whom are defcended from. 
anceftors, who ruled the fame diftritts before the Mahommedan 

eonquelt, 

Whe Portugucze appear in Bengal before the prefent dynafly of 
Moguls ; fas an armament was fent by the vi&tory of Goa in 1534, 139g. 
to agit the reigning faltan againft the invader Shere Cawn, This 
nation, however, mever eflablifhed regular governments or ganiifons 
in the province, as in mot other parts of India. But different bands 
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at different times took up their relidence on the {or contts of Bilators

Not permitted to have fatiications, the Buglith were like . ite 
prohibited fiom cntertaining, a tility force fufficient: to: pive un 
brape to the poverument, but were allowed fo muintain an entipa 
aud jomen to do honour to the principal agents; whe thus cone 
fined to commercial views, applied thenflves with much induftry 
to promote their own, and the company’s interefts in tade. Englith 
men were fent from Hughley to thoft parts of the province in which 
the mol valuable commodities were produced + but as the number 
of fGors employed by the company did not fullice to fuperintend 
in different places, the provifion of fuch quantities of goods as 
were annniially demanded, the greateft part of the purchafia was 
managed at Hughley, where the principal agents contracted with 
merchants of the country, who, on reeciving: about one half of 
the value beforehand, abliged themfelves vader pecuniary penalties 
to deliver at fixed periods the pouds for whieh they had contradled. 
“The company being by thete di(pofitions invefled with a right in 
all the poods for whieh they hid contidted, even before tbele poods 
Were namifatured, pave the name al dnvedlent te all thei: pure 
chates in Judia. 

Thefe were the only methods of carrying on the trade with rea 
fonable expeélation of profits but they rendered the Eagdith entirely 
dependant oh the government of Bengal, who, either hy feiziny: 
thé goods which were provided, or by prohibiting them fiom bingy 
carsied to the principal refidence, fiom whence they were te be 
thipped, might at any time fubjedt the company's eflate to pruit 
detinent and Jofs and of thefe rifques: the company were to ape 
prehentive, that they kept their fidtories in Bengal dependane on the 
Profidency of: Madrafi; where they had a fort and parritin, to 
which, in cates of fudden emergency, the agenta in Bengal were to 
apply for advice and affittanes, 

hi heir trade, however, wate carted on for fame tue without 
intetraption, and with much faceeta; but ina fow years, whe 
they had creed coflly buildings s, hau accumulated: large quanttics 
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of Englith commoditics, and had given large credits in the province, 
the government deeming them as it were fettered to the thore, 
changed .its condud towards them. ‘The patents granted to 
Boughton, as well as the other ftipulations which had induced them 
to fettle in the province, were cither difavowed, or conftrued in 
contradiGion to their meaning,: the fame cuftoms were levied from 
them, as from other merchants; the Nabob affected to arbitrate 
between the company and fuch of the natives, who in order to 
evade the payment of their debts, thought proper to purchafe his 
proteélion 5 and even vagabond Englifhmen offending againft the 
company’s privileges, were encouraged to take refuge in his court, 
and to difavow the authority of their countrymen, In a word, 
every pretext which might bring the Englith affairs, under his 
copnizance was pracifed in order to fubje& them to fines and 
exadions, If the fettlements hefitatcd, or refufed to comply with 
th® Nabob’s demands, their trade, throughout the province, was 
immediately ftopped. , 

For thefe evils there were but two remedies, war, or retreat: both 
worfe than the mifchicf; for although the government annually 
ropeated: its exd@tions, the advantages of the, Bengal trade, whilft 
new, were fich as rendered it more prudent to acquiefce, than by 
defiance to rifque the whole of ‘the company’s ftock and concerns in 
the province ; and for forty years the Englith attempted no military 
rofillance, 

At length, finding thefe impofitions extravagantly increafed, 
becaufe they had only been oppofed by embaflics and petitions ; and 
having the fame canfes of complaint againit the Mogul’s govern- 
ment at Surat; [the company in the year 1685, determined to ‘try 
what condefcenfions the effec of arms might produce; and with 
the approbation of King James the fecond, fitted out two ficets ; one 
of which was ordered to cruize at the bar of Surat, on all veffels 
belonging to the Mogul’s fubjects: the other was defigned not only 
to commit hoftilities by fea at the mouths of the Ganges, but 
cartried likewife 600 regular ‘trdops in order to attack the Nabob of 
Bengal by laudt The agents at Lughley received previous notice 
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of thefe intentions, and were dnflruéted to eall in all their fois 
and conceeins, that all the Englith Cubjecls and property inipht be 
in readineds ta repair on hoard the fhips, as foo as they dhould are 
rive in the road of Ballafore, from: whence it was intended dat they 
fhould proceed and furprite the city of Chitragan, on the oppotice 
fhore, where they were Immediately to fortify themfelves, 

The conduct of this war was entrufted to Jub Chanock, the 
company’s principal agent at Hughley, aman of courage, without 
military eaperience, but impatient to take revenge of a poverns 
ment from which he had perfoually received the moft ignomivioua 
treatmeut, having not long before been imprifoned and {oourged hy 
the Nabab, One veflel of the fleet was lof, the largeft hip, with 
another, were not able to make their paflage, and the reft did no 
arrive before the month of OGober, 1686: hy which thne, a hody 
of the Nabob’s troops, probably from (ome fofpicions of the ins 
tended hoftilities, had farrounded the h@ory at Hughley, Chanack, 
therefore, on the arrival of the fhips, ordered the troops, about 4.60 
mien, to come up the river to his ailiflance, gave battle, and drove 
the enemy outof the town. A truce enfued, during which, all dhe 
company’s efleéls were fthipped + hy which time, the govginor ot 
Hughley having received contiderable reinforgements, beth fides 
were equally willing and ready to renew hoftilities, ‘The Moors 
were again difcomfited : but neverthelets, prepared to bledkude the 
fadtory agains to avoid whielt, CRanoék, on the rgth of Décom- 
ber, took the field, and marching down the weftern bank of the 
river, burned and deftroyed all the magazines of falty and grainaries 
of rice, which he found in his way between Hughley and the 
ifland of Ingelee, which lies ar the mouth of the river, near the 
weltern fhove. .On this fpot, perhaps the moft unhealthy io the 
province, he pitched his, camp, in the month of April, whiltt the 
{hips anchored in the main flream. The Moors fuffered than to 
remain here without moleftation for three months, during: which, 
ficknefs fvept away zoo Europeans, which was two thirds of the 
whole force. , 
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In the mean time, the feet fent to Surat had been much more 
fuccefstul, having taken from the Mogul’s fubjects, cargoes, which 
were valtied at a million of flerling money. Thefe loffes deterred 
the nferchants at Surat from making preparations for future voyages; 
the manufacturers and mechanics, left without employment, com- 
plained loudly of famine; and the emperor’s revenues were confi- 
derably diminifhed: upon which Aurengzebe fent one of his offi- 
cers from Delhi, with orders to hear the Englifh complaints, and 
to mitigate the oppreffions they had fuffered. Orders of the fame 
purport were likewife fent to the Nabob of Bengal, and arrived 
very fortunately for the Englith troops at Ingelec; when, reduced 
to only 100 men capable of beating arms, they were furrounded 
by 10,000 foot, and 3000 horfe. Hoftilities ceafed, and by a treaty 
fipned the 16th of Auguft, 1687, it was flipulated, that the Eng; 
high fhould not only be permitted to return to all their factorics 
in the province, but might likewife ere&t docks and magazines at 
Ulabarea, a village fituated on the weflern bank,? about 50, miles | 
from the mouth of the river. 

_,Hlowéver Chanock had not faith enough in the treaty to return 
to Entigitley witout thethipsy-ind “the Moois diftrifted the Eng- 
lifh too much to fuffer.-thern to appedr there with fuch an ad- 
vantage, Heo therefore remained three months at Ulabarea, during 
which the place was found to be fo improper for the purpofes- 
which had induced him to afk it, that he defired and obtained 
leave to remove to Soota-nutty, a town about 4o miles higher up, 
and on the other fide of the river, where the factors and foldicry lived 
in huts until they could provide proper habitations. Mean while- 
the war at Surat broke out afrefh, on hearing which the Nabob of 
Bengal paid no regard to the treaty made at Ingelee; but gave up. 
’ the Englith trade-to the tapine of his officers, and at the fame 
time demanded a very large fum as a recompence for the damage 
whith hie country had fuftained by theelate hoftilities. Chanock 
being neither in a condition té oppofe Him by arms, nor to appeate 
him with money, fent two members of the council to Dacca, to. 


try if he might be foftened by fubmiflions. Soon. after thei depar- 
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due the power of the ferment was fanflated Gom Mr Chanock 
ty Heath a commander of one of the conipany’s thip., a man af

of the provinee, Teath landed with a crow of flor and attacked 
the town, which had no defences, ‘Chis onteage was conmitted 
on the very day that che governor received a copy of the treaty 
which the Nabob bad made with the Qve deputio ar Duets by 
which it was Mipulaed, that the Muglith (hips thould atk the 
hing of Arracan. Heath pretended: to aequivtie to thet terns, 
hoping that his pofelious mmipht fucilitate bs toteutions of fur 
prizing Clitigai, whae the fect arrived on the rzth of Tandary, 
1689 3 but inding the works a. Wola the aanifony much fronger 
than he expected, Tk ath, ei he had come with no other purpoty, 
offered, as he had promised, to join che Nabob againfl the king of 
Aracans but foon after chanping his mind again, hy failed to de 
river which feady to the capital of that country, where he profered 
his fervice to the king apainft the Nahob, infifling, however, thar 
their firt attempe fhould be againi Chittagan, Buty not heing at’ 
atemper to bear the delays of an Tadian adminiftration, he as (id- 
denly took difguft againft this ally; aud on the 13th of Fohraary, 
failed away with the fleet and the Company's agents acrofs the bay 
of Bengnb'to Madrafa, where they arived on the rgth of Mareh, 
Here he apologised for his conduct by faying, that nothing bur 
fics had been told on all fides, 

Neverthelefs, this conduél, crazy and irrepjular as ir was, prto~ 
duced better efleéts than could have been expected from, menfires 
diated by the moi prudent councils: for the Nabob dnagined 
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that the contempt and difrefpeét with which Heath had treated him, 
proceeded from a refolution which the Englifh had taken, to 
abandon the trade of Bengal; and fearing to be called to a fevere 
accout by the emperor Aurengzebe, for forcing them to quit the 
province, he immediately {ent letters to Madras requefting them 
to return, and promifing all the immunities, the denial of which 
had been the caufe of the late contentions. Such a condefcenfion 
was thought a fufficient warrant of the fincerity of his intentions, 
Mr. Chanock, therefore, with his faGors and thitty foldiers, failed 
from Madrafs, and arrived in the month of July at Soota-nutty ; 
where, in confequence of the Nabob’s orders, the government of 
Hughley received them with civility. 

‘I'he next ycar they received a phirmaund or patent from Aureng~ 
zebe, allowing them to trade free of cuftoms, on condition of 
paying annually the fam of 3000 rupees. 'T. he great advantages 
intended by this favour, depended however more on the temper of 
the Nabob, than on the will of the emperors for the Englith had 
more than once before received fuch mandates, and found them of 
little ule; and the remembrance of former evils continued to 
raife folicitudess even svhew.no, immediate .caufes of apprehenfion 
fublitted, : 

The right of jurifdiGlion over the Indian inhabitants, whom the 
refidence and commerce of the Englith continually attra&ed to 
Soota-natty, became every day more neceffary to prevent perpetual 
litigations with thofo, who although employed by the Englith, 
might at any time defy them in the comts of government, in 
which the merchants of the {cttlement would be more cautious of 
feeking proteQion, if the company had power to flop their families 
and attach their cfeéts: but this right of jurifdidion could not be 
purchafed, even at Delhi, without the confenut of the Nabob ; it 
was equally neceflary that the company fhould have a fort to pice 
tedl their valuable cflcdls againf fudden violence s but even profers 
of imoney, repeated for five years fucceflivuly, could not prevail 
on the Nabob to allow thefe privileges; and they were defpaiied of, 
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when dome ubexpedled events enthled the company to obtila 
then ; 

In r6gé, the Rajahs on dhe weflern fide of the cviver Cuphley, 
took up arms: they were ieaded by bine of Burdawan, whole 
torvinory extends along the wellern fide of the river, from Nuddeals 
to the iland of Ingelee, and who Hkewile poflifled a confiderable 
difvict on the other there, contipuous to Caleuttay fo that: the 
Woplith, French, and Dutch companics, had each® their principal 
fettlement within his juritdigtion. The greateft part of the Nabob's 
army being near the court at-Dacea, the rebels made. preat. pro- 
prefs before a force fulficient co oppole them could. aQemble saad 
in the mian time they. took Hophley, plundered Munadavad, in 
the: ifland of Coffimbuzar, and fram, thence proceeded -to Rajah 
mahal, On the breaking out of this war, the three European fer 
tHlements auginented thetr foldiery, and declared for the Nahobs of 
whom they at the fame time requefted permiffion to pat. their: fies 
tories in a fare of defence apaintt an enemy, whofe refentment they 
mut incur by their attachment tobi government, "The Nabob 
ordered them in general terms te defend: thenifelves ; and they 
taking for pranted, what was not potitively forbidden, with preat 
diligence raifed walls with baftions round their fadories : the Datel 
abouta mile tothe fouth of Hughley 3 the: French two miles 
lower down the river, at Chandernagore 5 und the i ‘ at 
cutta, a finall town contiguous ite.

ligence, in order to confound the clamours of thofe who exclaimed 
againft the inftitution of an Eaft India company, as a monopoly 
detrimental to the mereantile interefle of the nation, "The come 
merce of Bengal more efpecially became the objedt of their at~ 
tention: the fibordinate fidlories of Coflimbuzar, Dacca, and Bale 
lafore, which fiad been abandoned, were naw retitled + ct exports 
and imports were doubled fn valge aud ia qitantity ? and che pt 
rifon of Calcutta was augmented to goo men: all whieh the ga- 
vernment of Bengal, contrary to its uftal maxima, bebeld without 
repupnance, and even without densanding money #8 uthe spice of 
its forbearance and, favourey hie-was the longeft terin of repolt 
from vexations, which the Englith had experienced fince their firtt 
eftablifhment in the province; and the encreafing importance of 
the colony induced the company in 1707 to withdraw the fttle. 
ments in it, from their former dependence on Madvafs, and to 
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_  Butithe nabob Jaffler Khan, whoa this’ time wae appointed to 
role Bengal, did not fafler the Englith to remain any longer in 
this ftate of odfe and independence: and the refpite whicl they 
had lately enjoyed ferved only to convince him, that, as bn be ter 
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able, they ought the more readily to comply with his demands, 
Zlaving remoyed the feat of government from Dacca to Muxadavad, 
in the ceyter of the province, he was better enabled to take cop’ 
uizagee'of their affairs ; and to difcover pretoxts and means of dif. 
treffing them, without opeuly violating the pilvileges which they 
had obtained from Aurengzebe and Azim-al-Shan, Every year of 
his adminiftration was marked by extraordinary and increafing ex~ 
tortions, not only from the Europeans, but from all ranks of 
people in the province: at the fame time he was as much dreaded 
for his abilities as detefted for his iniquities: and the prefidency of 
Calcutta, not feeing any better refource, propofed in the year 1713, 
to the company in England, that an embafly of complaint, fup- 
ported by a valuable prefent, fhould be {ent to the great Mogul at 
Delhi. ‘To this meafure the company readily acquiefced, directing 
the prefidencies of Bombay and Madrafs to join their grievances in 
the fame petition with thofe of Bengal. The nomination of the 
embaflndors was left to Mr. Hedges the governor of Calcutta, who 
chofe John Surman and Edwaid Stephenfon, two of the ablett 
factors in the f{ervice there: joining to them an Armenian, named

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the embafly, amounted to 60,000 tons: and niutuy private foitimes 
wore acquired, without injuring the company’s Gade, or Habje CUnge 
thei eftate to difputes with the government. ‘Vhe petideney, ne 
verthelafs, found to thet tatertl fiom: time te time to faoth the 
Nabob with prefents, in onder to promote the inereate af the come 
pany’s inveftment, and te fieilitate the courte of thet bafing£y tt the 
fubordinate faclories: but the poople of all denominations re filing 
m Calcutta, enjoyed, after the veruc of the embally, a depres of 
independance and fieedom unknown to all the other inhabitaits of 
Bonpals who, on the contuny, were oppreded every you with ins 
creating, vexations by the rapacity af the Nahob. 

Tn 718, the year after the embafly, Jaflicr received Gon Dethi 
the patents he had *long folicited, annexing Che provinces of Buran 
and Onrxa to his government of Bengal, aud the reverfion of the 
whole to his heir. 

The Ganges, in acoule which tends witl little deviation fitm 
the wefl to the vafl point of the compalh, flows thiouplt the whole 
province of Brrrar, and divides it into two repious. "Che fouthern, 
extends about 220 miles, fiom the river Carumnafia to Tagriagully, 
anid is fhtted to the South by the ehaio ef mountains which an dita 
fide aecompanies the courle of the Gitnposs iad foveral dilviets he» 
longing: to the province are included within the niouatains then 
{elvas, bur nene recede more ttn Ge miles fiom the rivers Me 
river Deed, whieh is likowile called the Gogra, joins the Gang: 
on its vorthern there 1Bo miles to the welt of Vacrlapnlly, Whar 
tiver for a long way befine the jun@ion tends fiom the w. sw, 
and go miles of rhe lower part of tes channel farms pare of the 
weflerm boundary of dhe northern divition of Behar, which eastends 
to the eat! 188 mike, the Hoe we Lave noted as the loaie of Pure 
nih, ahd recedes from the Clanges and Dewah go miles to the 
north; where foretls at the foot of the range of mountains, which 
hound the country of Napa/, continue with the mountains to che 
eafhward far beyond Ranpamuati, and form the northern boundardes 
of Behar, Bengal, and Affam. ‘Phe area of Behar compizeth g 


fyuare dygreca, “The capital, Patna, flands on the Southern bank 
; of 
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of the Ganges, 130 miles to the weft of Taciiagully. There are 
many manufaélures in this province, although nothing near fo 
many asin Bengal, to which it is likewife much inferior in futi- 
lity ; but it produces a gicat quantity of faltpetre, and of the beft 
opium in India. 

Onixa is the moft northein country on the eafl fide of the pro- 
montory of Indoftan. The river Pipley coming fiom the y. w. 
difembogues, as we have faid, in the latitude of 22. 25, oppofite to the 
ifland of Sagore. The channel of this river for 40 miles fiom its 
mouth, and an imaginary linc 20 miles farther to the weft, to the 
foot of the Nelligreen hills, before they curve to the eaft behind. 
Balafore, divide Orixa from Bengal. Southward it extends along 
the fea coaft to the latitude of 20, 10, within 6 miles of Gangam, 
which terminates the province of Cuicacois in the Decan. To the 
weftwatd Orixa is feparated {rom the province of Brtran by a vatt 
tra® of mountains, hitherto unexplored. The intciior of the pro- 
vince is the ftrongeft and beft foil in the empire; but from the want 
of good {ea-ports, there are few manufaQures, and very little circu- 
lation of gold and filver, in the country. Catteck, the capital, is fi- 
tuated in the latitude of 21, 23, and so miles from the fea. 

Jatiier had. no fons, but before his arrival in Bengal had given his 
only daughter in marriage to Sujah Khan, a lord of diftinGion, 
who accompanied him into the province. Of this marriage were 
born two fons, both of whom were arrived at man’s eflate, when, 
the commiffion appointing their fatha: Sujah to fucceed Jaffier was 
ent from Delhi. Sujah, although humane, was indolent and vo- 
luptuous, and his father in law, being defirous to bicak him to bu- 
finefs, fent him foon after the patents were received, to govern the 
province of Orixa, 

A few months after his arrival at Catteck, two brothers, natives 
of Tartary, came to his court with flrong recommendations from 
Delhi, in compliance with which Sujah receiyed them into 
his fervice: appointing the elder, Hodgee Hamed, to attend his 
perfon asadomeftic, and the other, Allaverdy, to command a troop 
of hor, They were both employed according to their talents. 
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Tor the elder was culm, fupple, wily, provident, but void ef ae 


Seve tual courage: the younger, flenn, adlive, intiqd, fapaciows, but 
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too high-minded to fubrnit to the complimens ne day in an 
Aflatte court, CouviQion at the allithaiee which cach tiple de. 
dive fiom the qualities of Che other cemented Chem, ao much a the 
relation of blood, in the toll invielable tuendfhips “bhi power tiul 
and uncommon union firmed fo comnantnd tortumes for in a few 
years they vaifed themfelves to the hiphett offices in Sujal’s couce 
and army 3 Hodpee Hamed becoming his prime iiinifler, ind Atlas 
verdy the pencil of his troop. ‘Che Nabob Jiffia tore tay: and 
dicadid the conttquences of their influence ¢ but the dafimiiies of 
old age had vendered him ineapabh of taking the vigorous retolue 
tions necefly to cxtiicate his taecefior fons the toils into which 
he had been deds and tn agag JaRier died, to the great joy of the 
province; but of uone moe than the two brothers, to whofe ane 
hition his death opened more extenfive profpedts, They accamparted 
Sujah to Muaadivad, and partook af the ineeate of his power, ad. 
miniMering the fame employments ty the peneral powernmucat of the 
Subihthip, as they had held in the provinee of Oring

However, after many fights, intriguce, and aflaftiuations, all fib- 
mitted, and afterwards continued in obedience to Allaverdy 5 who 
now feeling his fliength, pave {cope to his ambition, which as 
ufual, obliterated every fentiment of pratitude to the creator of his 
fortunes, 

In the mean time Hodgee maintained his influence ever the Na« 
hob by an oblequioufnels which prevented all fufpicions, aud tes 
mitted lage {ums to bis brother, which were fet te Delhi, and in 
17 ,6 procured a commiffion font thence appointing Allaverdy, Nabob 
of Behar, free fromauy dependance on the government of Bengals but 
ag there waa no insmudiate ocenfion to proclaim this tide, of whith he 

5 aheady 
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already enjoyed moft of the advantages, the brothers apreed that it 
thould be kept fecret, until there thould be a neceffity of aflerting it 
publickly. However, fuch atran faction could not be entiely con~ 
cealed; and the firft informations leading to farther inveftigations, 
Sujah, although unwillingly, was at length convinced of the 
tveacherous ingratitude of his favourites, 

He was meditating revenge, when the approach of Nadir Shah 
ftruck all the provinces of the empire with confternation, and kept 
all their rulers in fufpenfe how fa the ftorm would reach: and in 
1739, before the Perfians left Delhi, Sujah died. 

The fucceflion devolved to his only fuuviving fon Suffraze Khan, a 
man of mean abilities, and governed only by his vices. He, however, 
bore the flrongeft refontment againft the two brothers ; but the fear 
of Allaverdy reftrained him from taking away the life of Hodgee, 
who was in his power: and Allaverdy, trembling for the fafety of 
hts brother, refrained from committing any loftilitics, but improved 
his army. 

‘The ptofligacy of Suffraze Khan increafed with the means of in« 
dulgencg : and his debaucherics went to an excefs that difordered Luis 
underftanding. There was, amongft the officers of the court, an 
old Gentoo of diftinGtion, “named Allumchund, whom the late 
Nabob ufed to confult with confidence ; relying on which, Allum- 
chund ventured, in a private conference, to wain Suffiaze Khan of 
the dangerous confequences of his intemperance ; but Suffraze Khan 
anfwered him with ignominious abufe and inveélives. No one after 
this ventured to fhew any difapprobation of his inclinations; and, 
left to himftlf, he foon after committed a more extravagant out- 
rage. 
There was a family of Gentoo merchants at Muxadavad, whofe 
head, Juggutfeat, had raifed himfelf from no confiderable origin 
to be the wealthicit banker in the empire, in moft parts of which 
he had agents fupplicd with money for remittances; from whom 
he conflantly received good intelligence of what was tranfadling: in 
the governments in which they were fettled; and in Bengal his 
influcnce was equal to that of any officor in the adminiftration ; for

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hy anfiwering, ta the teafury, a fecunily 
fuming the Lands of the provines, he knew 
the details of the revenues 5 and the prot 
whiel: he commanded, rendeicd his afliflance 
cnnergency of expence.

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forcement. On hearing which, the Nabob accufed Juggutteat of 
treachery; who defended himfelf by producing letters fiom Alla- 
verdy, prepared for the purpofe, in which he was upbraided for not 
having ufed his influence to prevent the banifhment of Hodgee. 

Suffraze Khan now aflembled his troops, and ordered them to 
rendeazvous ou the plain of Gheria, which lies on the weft fide of 
the river of Coflimbuzar, about five miles to the north of Muxa- 
davad. Here he had {eareely formed his encampment, which con- 
filed of 30,000 men, horfe and foot, when Allaverdy appeared in 
fight, with an equal number, but of better troops; for amongf his 
cavalry were 3,000 Pitans, the bravef of the Mahomedans in In- 
doflan 5 and his infantry, Jevied in Behar, were much fouter than 
thofe in the army of Suffraze Khan, who were moftly natives of 
Bongal. 

Tfowever, the unexpected firmnet’ of the Nabob tnfpived Come of 
his atficars with courage ; but more were cither didifeeted, or was 
vering 5 and all belonging to the artillery bad been engaged by Al- 
Tumehund to diftharge the cannon without ball, and to defert it foon 
after tho ‘onfet, Troops after troops quitted the fiekl, as foon 
as they fai the “artilfery abatitoned.” Neverthelefs Sulfraze Khan 
continued the fight, until he was left with only a few {quadrons 
of horfe, whom the enemy were moving. to furround, when the 
driver of his clophant, warning him of the danger, offered, at the 
forfeit of his head, to convey him back filely to the capitals to 
which propofal the Nabob, witha rcfolution worthy of a better 
life, and of a better fate, replied, that he {corned to retreat 
before rebels and traitors; and ordered thy driver to pufh into the 
thickeft of the enemy's troops, toward the flandard of Allaverdy ; 
where, fupported hy the remains of his cavalry, he renewed the 
fight more defperately than ever, until he fell, thot through the 
heart by a nvuiket ball, m 

Allaverdy, without mecting any farther oppofition, marched to 
Muxadavad, where ho was immediately proclaimed Nabob of Ben 
gal, Behar, and Orixas and ufed his viory with more lenity and 
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moderation than js ufnally pradied by caflean conquerors aad 
even {pared the two fons of Sufliaze Khan, thom, with thei 
mother and other velitions, be feat te Cake up dieh refines at 
Deeca, at the extrumity of the province, where his oflivers were ine 
frruded to treat chem with rcfpedt, whil@ thei conduct fhould: pive 
nounbrage, ‘The whole province fubniitted as penceably ta bi, 
government, asif no revolution had happesed s bur Mugiut Kouki, 
who governed Otixa under Sulltaze Khan, flying fom the battle 
of Gheria, retreated to Catteck, and when fommoned by Afhiverdy, 
refuted to acknowledpe his fovercignty, Te therefore called his 
brother Hodges from Patna ta adminiQer the goverment of 
Bengal dwing his abtenes, and then marched inte Orba, and 
ja Iefs than a mouth expelled Mundi Kowl, and reduced the 
province. 

The exeefs and rapidity of his fortunes, together with the repu- 
tation of bis military abilities, alarnied the thione saad Nizam al. 
muluck, the Soubal of the futher provinces, in arder te flop the 
farther proprets of hiv muna, ineited the Morattoe. to invade his 
dominions Wiiefl as toon as die had taken poffedion of them. ta 
coufequence of whacky ancauuy of Boyooo Moratioc.anived within 
a few days jomney of the mountain, whieh howd Boapat to the 
wellward, before Allavendy hat quitted Catteck 5 who, not having 
aiven eredi¢ to the reports of tha approach, dad taken ay prccans 
tions to prevent thyir irruption s and bad even permitted the greatett 
part of the army he led into Bengal, te return to their homes; ty 
that his whole force did not excced 10,800 men, sooo of wham 
were cavalry, and anongtt them were the goa Pitina: his foul, 
however, norhing difmayed, reatfumed its wonted adivioy, ts foon 
ashe found the danger to be really formidable; and he adyauced by 
exceflive imuches towards his capital. But the Morattoes had al 
ready patled the defiles of the mountains, when he arrived near 
Burdawan 1$0 miles from Muxadavad ; where, finding hintill fay 
rounded, he oucamped in a ftroup fituation,  Hatehir Pondir, 
the gencral of rhe Mornttoes, inuncdiately tent depntica ta his 
vamp, who fhewed the Emperor's suindates, authorizing ther to 

duguind 
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demand the chout, or a fourth pact of the vevennes of the dures 
provinces for the three lal yeas, ‘They likewife dananded that hs 
dhould oblige himfelf to pay this tribute repulaly in fuutre, and 
that {ome officcis deputed by the Monattocs thould be employed in 
all the depatments of the tevanucs, in order to afeertain and {é 
eure thet! proportion, "They moreover required him. to deliver up 
the trcafures of the two lafl Nabobs, Soujal and Sufliaze Klan, or 
to pay the equivalent. 

Allavordy on hearing thefe imperious terms oideed the deputies 
to quit his camp, with a defiance flaught with contempt to thei: ge- 
neral. "The next day he renewed his maich in open day, in full 
fight of the enemy, who foon broke and difperfud his infantry, but 
were not able to make impreflion on his cavalry. ‘The Pitans were 
commanded by an officer uamed Mufapha Khan, whom they 
not only revered as their hereditary chief, but loved ay the bravett 
foldier amongll thom: Allaverdy himfelf, his nephew Zainde: 
Hamed, Meer-Jalfier his brother-in-law, and all the other officers 


of difindion, continually prefented themielves apainfl the mot 


dangerous onletss and fuch examples could not fail to animate 


a 


their followers. ;Befare, night they, had advanced Fiftocn railes in 
their way, when they halted in a flrong fituation + the‘ nievt day 
the mach was renewed with the fame comage and fucects + and on 
the evening of the third day they arrived at the town of Cutwah, 
fituated about thity miles fouth of Mugadavad, on the bank of the 
Coffimbuzar tiver, which in this part i, fordable duing the diy 
futon of the year. 

About g00 of the cavalry were killed during the retreat, but 
more horfes peritheds for only 3000 men mounted arrived at Cut» 
wah, where they remained fome days in order to recover their {a- 
tigue, having feareely flept fince they Jefe their camp at Burdawan. 
Tho Morattocs, in the mean time, allembled round Cutwah, and 
perfunded themfelves that Allaverdy would wait for reinforcements 
from Muxadayad, hefore he attempted to pafs the river, Great, 
therefore, was their furprize and admiration, when they faw him 
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preparing to ford it with the fine fpirit of defiance as he had 
dhewa in the rch of his neuch. 

"The fuceets of this aperition depended ou preventing the enemy 
from following, them into the ford through the avenues of the 
towns and eighty of the braveft Pitans, excellently mounted and 
in complete armour, were fele@led for this important fervice, under 
the command of their general Muflapha Khan, whom Zainde: 
Hamed and Meer Jaffer joined as volunteers, ‘This intrepid 
troop maintained their pot until Allaverdy with the main body 
had croffed the river: when they likewile began to retreat; and 
cutting thelr way through the enemy, all but fifteen efeaped and 
pafied the ford. 

‘As fon as they arrived, Allaverdy continued his march to Mux+ 
adavad, which he reached the next day: his firft attention, after 
this gallant retreat, was to reward thots who had fo bravely 
{econded his own perfeverance aud courage, Every foldier received 
a gratuity s all the allicers promotion: Meer Jaifier, who haul tig- 
nglized himfelf at the paflage of the river, additional penfionss 
and to Muftapha Khan he prefented # naillion of rapes, To 
Zaiudee Hamed he gave the tint place in his dleclion, sind fren 
this time deflined him for his fucceflor 5 although be had given 
hie only daughter in marriage to Nowngis Mahomed, the eldelt of 
Flodpee’s fons. gine eon weds 

"Lhe Morattoes, ep fo udperatlltiathactiMfietent intelligence, 
cx@tted’ ovet thto the ifland of Coffimbuzar, and ravaged the open 
country; but did not venture to attack the capital sand the ap« 
proach of the rainy fenton, during which the fwelling of the rivers 
would haye confined them iu the ifland, deterred them from con+ 
tinuing gn it more than three days. “Fo preferve their horfea, they 
enoiniped oh the high anda of Berhohin; in the riorth-welt part of 
the province. Tere they were enabled to form. proper refolutions, 
by the advice of one of the Soubah's officers, named Mecr-ahib, 
who had deferted to them ; he was a man of fcheme, method, and 
aftivity, had’ been deputy govetnor of Dacea, and polleftiet nich 
yoneral knowledge of the province. Inflrudled by his, they cal- 
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lected the revenues of the countries lying to the weft of the river 
Hughley. , ‘Ho likewife enabled them to form a bridge of boats at 
Cutwaby" “and having procured fome pieces of artillery, and fome 
European deferters to man them, he built two floating batteries to 
defond the bridge, ftationing oné on each fide. ‘T'hus prepared, as 
foon as the rainy feafon was paffed, they croffed again into the 
ifland, by which time Allaverdy had augmented his army by levies 
made in Behar to 50,000 men, of whom 20,000 were cavalry, and 
of thefe one half were Pitans. The enemy’s detachments, never- 
thelefs, trufting to the hardinefs and adivity of their horfes, carried 
their ravages to the furthermoft parts of the ifland, and cluded the 
troops font by Allaverdy to intercept them, who at length took the 
bettcr refolution of marching with his whole force towards their 
bridge at Cutwali; on which Bafchir Pondit recalled all his parties; 
and the whole army re-croffed the river, but in fuch a hurry that 
they neglected to break the bridge. Their rear had fearcely pafled 
before the van of Allaverdy’s army arrived, but the fire of the 
floating Nip obliged ahett to a until their artillery came 
‘ he sertenny’s ge auluensthe \Nahobis trdaps

fame terms as he had propofed at’ Burdawan; and added to them 
that the fon of Suffraze Khai fhould'bé placed in the Nabobthip, 
Allaverdy, tung by this ‘reproach ful .propoffl, «formed. ar defign-of 
circumventing his enemies, iif contempt ofall refpects divine or 


human.

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1756, defend therivulet; and as the guard of the redoubt was only 20 
Europeans, 39 more, with two fleldypieces, were fent from the 
fort. to their affifance, Four thoufand of the enemy's matcli« 
Idckis with four pieces of cannon took pofteftion of the thickots, 
and from three in the afternoon until night kept up a conflapt fire, 
the cannon againgt the redoube, the matchlocks every where, Tt was 
returned by the todoubt and the ficld-picces, which were placed in 
the vear of the bridge and oppofite to the road, and the buxerries 
wherever they chofe, At inidnight, nothing was moving in the 
thickets ; for every man after eating his meal had, as ufual, betook 
hinel€ to fleep; which calign Pitthad, who had ferved on the 
cont of Coromandel, fufpecd from their filence, and crofing the 
rivuler at midnight with his party, {eized and {piked the four pisces 
of cannon, beat up ans dioye all the troops out of the thickets, and 
returned without the lots of a man, 

The Jensautdy of Omichund’s peons, wounded as he was; dew 
cavied himéalf to he tran{ported ta the enenry's camp 3 ue li» 
advice they defifted (tom renewing the attack on the north, sud the 
whole army moved to the eaflward of the company’s bounds, inte 
which fevergl parties centered through patfages which there were na 
troops to defend, In the aflernoan they fet fire to the great bazar, 
ar'market, within half a mile north-calt of the fort, aud tonk pol 
fettion of the quarter inhabited by the principal Indiay merchants, 
which commenced half a, mile, to the noth, and, extended moftly 
along the bank of the river, A party was font to drive them away, 
and retuned with fome prifonicra, who reported that the enemy in« 
tended the nexi day to make a general attack upon the out-polts; on 
which the party, was recalled from Perring’s redoubt to the north 
of tho bounds; and every one pafled the night under arms, 

The fort of Calcutta, called Fort-William, was fituated near the 
river, and nearly balf way between the northern and fonthern exe 
tyemities 6f the company’s territory, Its fides to the cat and wetk 

“speed are yards; the fouthern fide 130, and the northern toa ¢ 
it tial Sint haftions, mounting etch ro guns: the curtains weigh" 
only foul feet thick, and, like tho fadory of Cosnbuzar, tere 
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rales, which were the roofs of chambers, formed the top of the 
rampaits; ahd windows belonging to thefe chambers were in 
foveral places opened in the curtains; the gate-way on the 
eaflern fide projeéled, and mounted five guns, three in front, 
aad one on each flank towards the baflions: under the weftern 
face and on the brink of the river, was a line of heavy cannon, 
mounted in embrafures of folid mafonry; and this work was 
joincd to the two wettern baflions by two flender walls, in 
each of which was a gate of pallifadoes, In the year 1447, 
warehoufes had been built contiguous to the fouthern curtain, and 
projecting on tho out-fide, beeween the two baflions, rendered them 
ufelefs to one another; however, the terrafles of thefe ware 
houfea were frong onough to bear the firing of three pounders 
which were mounted in barbett over a flight parapet, 

The houfes of the Englith inhabitants occupied the ground fix 
hundiet yards towards the cafl, and half'a mile to the north and 
fourth the forts bue tay (cattercd in fpacious and feparate inclo- 
fires $ ancl Kveral of them overlooked the fort; as did the Englith 
clich, whigh flood oppofita to the ». 2, bafliony wader thefe dit. 
advaiatagies ther, fire, War dedmed £9 dite capable of defence, that 
ic waa velulved to oppofe the enemy in the principal Mreete and 
avenues, 

Accordingly thtec batteries, cach mounting two ciphcesn pone 
chore, and two field picecs, were erected + one oppofite to the eaftern 
gate of the fort, at the difance of 300 yards, in the principal 
avenue, which continued in a ftraight line to the caflward as far as 
the Morattoe ditch: this battery adjoimed ou the left to the gate 
way of ah inclofure, in which, at the diftsnes of a few fect, food 
a very {padtoas houfe of ane floor, in which the mayur’s gourt.and.

Uhe third wagin the crofs-1oad3o00 yards te thts fouth of the fort, but 
the piownd ber ween was clear, Breafteworks with pallifidoes ware 
eredled in the finaller tulets at adiflanee, and trenches due acraty 
the more open grounds, Between the north battery and the 
eaftern, or that at the mayor's cout honfe, there were «mly two 
inlets, both of whiched inte a tpot lying on the cattern fide of the 
erofs-road between the church and a house belonping to Mr, Eyre. 
But the pround immediately to the foutheeatt of the tort, was much 
more open; and partof this {pacewasoceupicd by alargeinclofure, called 
The Parks thonorth fide of which kiited the principal avenue lending 
to the caftern battery, the weflan fide extrodid aoo yards alonge 
the fide of the crofa-road towards the touthcin battery, and the calern 
fide ikirted one fide of a rope-walk about fixty yaida broad. Along 
the other fide of this rope-walk flood thice Enplifh houfesy all 
within effective mufket thot of the caflein battery; whieh, bein 
ereled at the north-cafl angle of the park, might by turing f gan 
to the fouth, feour the whole length of this repe-walk, bo Gould 
got f well conmand the entrance inte a faaall lane, which led into 
the further cnd of the rope-walk from the fouth-eath “'Phis pak 
was of conte quence 5 for the enemy might font tenes proceed: te 
the fouth wall of the park, and then continne along it without in-

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The enemy, as it had been expected, attacked the out pofls on the 1756. 
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18th in the morning. At cight o'clock onc of their divitions ade 


vaneed to the fouthern battery, and, taking pofleflion of feveral, 
houfes fituated on each fide of the road beyond it, fied from their 
matchlocks, and from their wall-pieces, an cngine of much greater 
eMicacy, carrying a ball of three ounces 5 the two cighteen pounders, 
which were mounted on the battery, cannonaded the houfes, in order 
to diflodge them, but without effca, 

At break of day, two field-pieces with a platoon of Europeans 
had been detached from the caflern battery to a flight barricaded 
work at foie diflance in the avenue ; and 40 buxerrics under a good 
officer had likewife been fent to take poft in the inclofire of the 
goal, which lay about roo yards beyond the battery, on the right 
band of the avenue: the walls of this inclofure wore high, and 
holes had been fruck through, to admit the firing of the two field- 
pietos, in cafe the enemy fhould pam their way, and oblige thofe 
at Eiparricade to retreat to the goal. About"nine o'clock, a mul- 
titude of fome thoufands, armed with match and firclocks, advanced 
from the'Morattoe ditch, along the avenue ‘They were ftopped by 
the quick fixing of the two feld-pisces, which foon after difperfed 
them; but they retreated into the thickets on, either band, and, fe 
eure under that fhelter, kept up an inceffant, although irregular, 
fire on the barricade; neverthclofs, the party there maintained 
their pofl two hours, when fevcral being killed, and more wounded, 
the rett retreated, with the field picces to the goal : at the fame time 
the enemy, inflend of advancing along the avenuc, proceeded through 
by-ways, and got pofleflion of the three Englith houfes which food 
along the rope-walk, and overlooked the, back part ef the goal, on 
which they fired fo warmly from the windows and terraffes, that in 
afew minutes they killed fix huxerries, and wounded four or five 
Europeans; on which the reft quitted the incloluse, leaving the 
field. piegos behind, and returned to the battery at,the Mayor's Court, 

The battery to the north was dikewile attacked about ning o'clock, 
but here the enemy did not find the fame advantages as at the other 
two; for the flreet was narrow, and the inclofures which tkirted it 
. Vor IL K on 
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on the fide next the river afforded no fhetter that was not overlooked 
by the battery ivelf; and, on the other fide, the only houfés which 
commanded it were contiguous to one another, aud did not extend 
more than fisty yards beyonds and in each of them were patled four 
ot five Ruropeans, ‘Che firt five from the battery diffe rfid the di- 
vifion which was marching along the flrect to attack it, and de. 
terred them from appearing again ia a body : neverthelets they re- 
mained in the crofs frets, from which two or three ata time fre. 
quently ufed to come ont, fire at random, aud then retreat. A 
platoon, with a ficld-piece, was detached to drive then ont of the 
crofs tlreets ; which they cafily elected, and then proceeded along, 
the northern Qreet, until they loll fight of the batrery 3 when) the 
enemy, taking advantage of their error, returned thiough the erat 
Qrects, to cut off their retreat, but yielded again te the ficld-piycd 
and the fire of the platoon, Soon after, the whole body of the 
cnamy, which had been appohited to thta attack, went away, aid 
joined thofe who were employed apaitl the eaflern batter 
At noon the attacks in all parts ceafed at once, and every Ching 
remained quiet until tye, when the enemy recommenced their fie 
upon the giflern battery, net only trom the chive bowed dae 
rope walk, but alf from twe others on the lett hand of the avenue 3 
from which flations neither the two cighteen-pounders on dhe bat 
tery, nor the cannon from the fort, were able ro dithulpe then 
The enemy's fire was fo inceffint, that only the men neceffary to 
 ferve the guns were fuffered to romain in the battery, whilft the rett

well rclurnad, Captain Clayton was preparing to tetreat, having 
already {piked up two 18 pounders and one of the ficld-pieces 5 and 
the whole detachment foon after marched into the fort with the 
other, "Chey were fearcely arvived before the eneny took pofleflion 
of the battery, and exprefled their joy by execilive thouts, 

The tye other batteries had remained wnmoleded fince noon; 
but a party. had bee detachud trom the fouthern, to defend the pali- 
fade to the vafl of it, which was ovedooked by two kupe houfes, 
one on eich tand sa ferjeant and: twelve ncn, belonging to die 
anidigy F pofled thenfelves in one of the hows 5 and a lieutenant 
with nizyof the wilitia, all of whoo were young men in the mere 
cantils feryice of (he company, cook poffetfinn of the others the 
fire from both defended the pate until the eaflern battery was de 
ferted, when, all the gromid ‘fidny Hence td the two houles being 
open, numbers of the enemy gathered in the ground on the infide of 
the palifide, aud began to actack the two houfes, which animating 
thofe whp were attacking the palifade on the other fide, they at 
length tore it down, aud joined thafe already within, The ferjennt 
with the twelve military fw their danger before the cnemy had 
made proper difpelitions to prevent their efeape, and quitting the 
how ia which they had heen fationed, proceeded by by-waya 
which they knew to the southern battery; but did not give notice 
of their retreat to thofe of the nullitia in the other howe; who foon 
after fécing themfelves faerounded, without hopes of fuccaur og 
relief, came out in a compadt body, determined to fight their way 
to the forts but two, whofe nomeg were Smith and Wilkinfon, &- 
parated from thé veil, ahd wore immediately Intercepted : ‘the 
encmny, however, affered them quarter, which Smith refufed, and, 
itis fad, flew five men before he fell; on which Wilkinfon far. 

‘ Ka rendered, 
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rendered, and was immediately cut to pieces The othar eight, 
always prefeuting and rucly firing, pot to the fouth well angle of 
the park, when the guns, as well of the fort, as of the hatlery 
which had beun raifed acrofs the toad leading, to it, midway of the 
wet fide of the park-wall, deterred the enemy frum accompanying 
them any farther. “Ihe detachments at al the three batterles, the 
two to the fouth, and that to the north of the fort, were now te= 
called ; and boats were fent, which foon after brought away Matign 
Pifchard, and the guard of 20 men, which was remuning at 
Perring’s redoubt to the north. 

The batteries had heen fo much relied upon as the bell defences of 
the fettlement, that the deftrtion of them an the very fit day they 
were attacked created general confternation 5 and the upron of 3 500 

black Portugueze in the fort increafed the confution, OF the 
Lafears, who had been inlifted to ferve the cannon, not more than 
twenty, and of thé buxerries not one, remained, The Arndeatin 
and Portugueze militia were ftupificd with fear, Hower, the 
Englith ftill preferved their courage, and final] partics wert detached ' 
to the church, to Mr. Eyres, oppofite the angle of the iardh-eatt 
baftion, to Mr. Cruttenden’s on the north, andte the governor's 
houfe on the fouth, all which commanded the ramputa. In the 
mean time the enethy had ‘drilled the three guns which had been 
{piked and left in the eaftern battery, andturned them on the forts” 
whilft numbers of thelr troup, iheltering thenelves in the trenches 
which had beet dug in the park, and behind the walls of thar in- 
clofure, kept a conftant fire of finall arms on the ramparts. 

A thip and feven finaller veftels, belonging to the fettlement, lay 
before the fort ; and boats, with the natives who plied them, had

all the B Duropean women oft hoard the fhip; two of the council 
fi ‘inte: ed their embarkation, and were accompanied by feveral 
of the pm ttle, Beforo a yee the party at the governor's 
how ¢, having edn vat Hed by the enemy ftom the next. haute 
to. the {outhy wore rec cir rotcent expofed the rahgé of wire» 
houtes a nape to’ the eine curtail, which Was ‘the weakelt et 
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of the fort, because unflanked by any hafion; and at midnight the 
enemy were heard approaching to efealade the terafles of thefe ware- 
houfes, On which the governor ordered the drams to beat the ge 
nerd alana: hue although this fimmons was tice repeated, not a 
man appeared ia ohedienve ta iG, excepting dole wha were on duty; 
but the enemy, fappofing the garriton prepared, retreated, 

Ac two in the morning a general council of war was held, to 
which all the Englith, excepting the common foldiers, were ad- 
mitted ; and after debating two hours, whether they fhould imme- 
diately efcape to the thips, or defer the retreat until the next night, 
the council broke up, without any regular determination + but as of 
the two propofals the fir was not carried into execution, it was by 
naany believed that the other was adapted. 

The eifenny renewed their attacks as foon as the morning appear- 
ed, by which time they had mounted three puns near the fouth+ 
welt waple of the park, from whence, aswell as fiom the caflern 





battc. Sythey now cannonaded the fort, whilfl their mateblovk anon 
from fAeral houles, and behind the walls of inclofures, fired 


upon Lhe“everal houfes in which partics were remaining, as wall, 
as upon the’ Baitont-nndemmparea, - They ed not, however, ven~ 
tured to take poffeflion of the governor's houfe to the fouth, not- 
withitanding i¢had been evacuated fo mauy hours; aud another 
party wider the command af Ensign Pitthard was {cut thither carly 
in the morning. Ever and anon fone one of the defenders was 
killed or wounded: bat, although ten times the number of the 
anemy fell, their lofs in fo great a naultitude was Garcely felt, and 
immediately (upplied. Before ning, Enfign Pitchard returned to: 
the fort, wounded, and was followed by hia party; on which the 
detachments in the church and.the twa other houfes were likewife 
yacalled, and the potty they quitred wore immediately taken pof 
feffion of by the enemy, whofe courage and adivity increafid with 
their fiecefs, whilft error and confuGon prevailed mare and more 

inthe garrifom 
Many of the boats had deferted in the night; and in the morning, 
when it waa intended to fhip off the Poyrugueze women and chil+

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: happened at the very time when the detachments fromthe fay

‘the houfes and inclofures along the banks of the river, from

hopes of burning them, None of the garrifon who had embarked; 
with the Englifth women had returned to the fhore, and their. 
fright being muell increafed by the fire-arrows, they, without ar-. 
ders from the governor, removed the fhip from her ftation before. 
the fort to Govindpore, ‘three miles lower down the river; on 
which-all.the other veffels weighed their anchors hikewife,{ and. fol- 


lowed the’ hip : and to-increafe the evil ‘efleéts of their retreat, it 
maPor'g. 





obliged to abandon the adjacent howfes: in this hour of tre, 
tnany of the Englith militia, feeing the veflels under fail, woe terri 

fied with the apprehension of Jlofing this opportunity of Efcaping, — 
and quitted the thare. “The governor, utterly unexperienced in mili«, 


tary .affhirs, had hitherto fhewn no averfion to expofe his. porfon ; 
-wherover his prefence was neceflar yy. He had-early in the morning 


vifited ‘the rampatts; and after the retreat of the detachments from 
the Rae Awhen any’ alatm. was’ given that at

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had often threatened to put him to death, prevailed over all other 1756. 
confiderations, and, panick-flruck, he hurried into the other boat, S777 
Without giving watuing to the garrifon: the military commanding 
officer, and feveral others who faw him embak, followed his ex- 
ample, and accompanied him to the fhip. 

The aftonifhment of thofe who remained in the foit was not 
greater than their indignation at this defertion ; and nothing was 
heatd for fome time but execrations againft the fugitives, Low- 
ever, the concourfe foon proceeded to deliberation, when Mr, 
Peaukes, the cldeft member of the council in the fort, refigned his 
right of command to Mr. Holwell. ‘Uhe whole number of militia 
and military now remaining amounted only to 190 men: and 
two or threee boats being returned to the whaif, the new governor, 
in order to prevent any more defertions, locked the wcftern gate 
leading tg the siver, 

(Tiethip which had been flationed at the northemn redoubt fill 
remained) there; and the gariifon, having determined to defend 
themfelvg vigoroufly until they could repair on board of her, an 
officer was difpatched in a bdat with orders to the captain to biing’ 
her down immediately to the fort. But the reliance upon this re- 
fource was of thort duration; for the fhip coming down flruck on 
a fand-bank, and was immediately abandoned by the crew. fn the 
mean time the fort was warmly attacked, and bravely defended until 
the enemy ceafed firing at noon: neither did they renew their cfforts. 
with much vigour during the reft of the day, or the fucceeding night; 
but employed themifelves in fetting fire to all the adjacent houtes, 
excepting thofé which commanded the camparts. In chis interval 
the ganifon continually threw out fignals, flags by day and fires 
by night, calling the veflels at Govindpore to tettirn to the fort: 
but this their laft expedlation of relief was likewife diftppointcd, for 
not a fingle veflel came to their affiflance. 

The next morning the cnemy recommenced their attacks with 
greater numbers than ever; sand “whilft fome of the garrifun weie 
expofing theavtelves with much refolation; others were entreating 

. Ab, Uolwell to capitulate; who, to calm the nainds of {ich as 
defponded, 
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defponded, at fun-rife, threw a letter from the rampart, written 
by the prifoner Omichund, to Monickchund, the povernor of 
‘Hughley, who commanded a confiderable body of troops in the 
army before the fort, requefting him to intercede with the Nahob 
to ceafe hoftilities, fince the Englifh were ready to obey his com- 
mands, and only perfifted in defending the fort to preferve their 
lives and honour. ‘The letter was taken up, but the enemy never- 
thelefS continued their attacks until noon, when a large body at- 
tempted to cfcalade the northern curtain, under cover of a flrong 
fre of their fall arms from Mr. Cruttenden’s houfe; but, after 
perfevering half an hour, they were repulfed, and the fire on all 
the other quarters of the fort ceafed as foon as this body retreated. 
In thefe few hours twenty-five of the garrifon had been-killed, or 
avere lying defperately wounded, and feventy more had received 
lighter hurts; and the common foldiers having broke open the 

ftore-houfe of arrack, were intoxicated beyond all fenfe gf dutye 
At two the enemy appearcd again, but a€led faintly ; fand at four 
aman was difcovered advancing, with a flag of truce #1 his hand, 
which Mr. Holwell, at the general requefl, anfwered with another 
on the fouth-eatt battion, from whicnce he at the fame time threw a 
letter which he had prepared, addrefled to the duan, Raydulub, 
of the fame purport as that which Omichund had written in the 
morning to Monickchund, A parley enfued, during which many 
-of the enemy flocked to the eaftern gate of the fort, and to the 
gate of palifadoes near the fouth-weft baftion, both which they 
attempted to cut down ; whilft greater numbers, with {caling lad- 
ders endeavoured to mount the warchoufes to the fouth: a thot 
was likewife fired, which wounded Mr, Bailley, as he was ftanding 
-on the s. £. baftion with Mr. Holwell, who immediately ran down 
to bring men to the ramparts: but few obeyed, and thofe who 
would have been willing had retired to various parts of the fort to 
‘get fleep; and whilft fearch was making for them, the drunken 
foldiers, intending to efcape to the river, brdéke open the weftern 
gate of the fort, juft as a body of the enemy had forced the gate of 
ipalifades, and were rufhing to attack this likowit, which they 
found

found opening t others at the fame time had clcaladed the ware-houfess 
fa this confufion no refillance was made, and every one furren- 
dering his arms, the Nabob’s troops refrained from bloodihed ; 
but about 20 of the garrifon ran to the x. w. bation, and dropped 
from the embrafures, where fome efcaped along the flime of the 
river, and others were furrounded and taken pritoners. 

At five the Nabob entered the fort, accompanied by his general 
Meer Jaflicr, and moft of the principal officcas of his army. He 
immediately ordered Omichund and Kiflendafs to be brought be- 
fore him, and received them with civility; and having bid fome oft 
ficers go and take pofleffion of the company’s treafury, he proceeded 
to the principal apartment of the faMory, where he fat in fate and 
received the compliments of his court and attendants in mapnilicent 
expreflions of his prowels and good fortune. Soon after he fent for 
Mr. Holwell, to whom he expreffled much refentment at the pre- 
fagaptiun, of the Englifh in daring to defend the fort, and much dif 
fatisfaglion at the finallicfs of the fam found in the treafuty, which 
did not c..ceed 50,000 rupeca, Mr, Elolwell had two other confe- 
rences with him on this fubjed before foven o'clock, when the 
Nabob difniffed hit with repeated affurances, on the word of 4 
foldier, that he fhould fuffer no harm, 

Mr, Holwell, returning to his unfortunate companions, found 
them aflembled and farroundod by 4 firong guard, Several build- 
ings on the north and fouth fides of the fort were already in flames, 
which approached with fo thick a fmoke on cither hand, that the 
prifoners imagined their enemies had caufed this conflagration, in 
order to fuftocate them between the two fires, On cach fide of the 
eaftorn gate of the fort oxtended a range of chambers adjoining to 
the curtain ; and before the chambers a varanda, or open gallery: it 
was of arched mafonry, and intended to fhelter the foldicrs fron 
the fun and rain, but being low, almoft totally obftructed the 

chambers behind from the light and air; and whilft fome of the 
guard were looking in other parts of the factory for proper places 
to confine the prifoners during the night, the reft ordered them to 
agfemble in ranks under the varanda on the right hand of the gate- 
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way 3 where they remained for fome time with fo lite fulpicion of 
their impending fate, that they laughed among themnletves ut the 
feoming oddity of this difpofition, and amuted theartelves with con- 
jeturing what they fhould nest be ordered to do, About aipht 
o'clock, thofe who had been {ent to examine the cooms reported 
that they had found none fit for the purpofe, On which the prin- 
cipal oflicer commanded the prifoners to go into one of the reoms 
which ftood behind them along the varanda, {It was the comnion 
dungeon of the garrifon, who ufed to call it The Black Hole. Many 
of the prifoncrs knowing the place, began to expoftulate ; upou which 
the officer ordercd his men to cut down thofe who hefitateds on 
which the pritoners obeyed. But before all were within, the room 
was fo thronged, that the laft entered with difficulty. The guard: 
immediately clofed and locked the door 3, confining 146 perfons in 
a room not 20 feet {quare, with only two {mall windows, and, thefe 
obftruéted by the varanda. , . 

It was the hotteft {eafon of the year; and the night ungommonly 
fultry even at this fcafon. The exccflive prefltire of their bodies 
againft one another, and the intolerable heat which prevailed as foon 
as the door was fhut, convinced the prifoners that it was impoflible 
to live through the night in this horrible confinement ; and violent 
attempts were immediately made to force the door; but without 
clfe&, for it opened inward: on which many began to give a loofe 
to rage. Mr. Holwell, who had placed’ himifilf at one of the 
windows, exhorted them to remain compofed both in body and 
mind, as the only means of furviving the night, and his romon- 
flrances produced a fhort interval of quiet; during which he applied 
to an old Jemautdar, who bore fome marks of humanity in his 
countenance, promifing to give him a thoufand rupees in the morn~ 
ing, if he would feparate the prifoners into two chambers. ‘The 
old man went to try, but returning in, a few minutes, faid it was 
impoffible; when Mr. Holwell offered him a la rger fum; on whielt 
she retited once more, and returned with the fatal fentenec, that no 
telief could be expected, becaute the Nabob was aflcep, and no one 
dared to wake hime. 


in 
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fo the mean time cvery minute had increalid their fullovings, 

The firtt ee of their confinement was a profute and continued 
fweat, which foon produced intolerable thirfl, fuececded by excru- 
ciating pains in the breaft, with difficulty of breathing little thot 
of fuflocation. Various means were tricd to obtain mare roorn 
and air, Every one ftripped off his cloaths ; every bat was put in 
notion 3 and thefe methods affording no relief, it was propoted 
that they thould all fic down on their hams at the fame time, and 
after remaining’ a little while in this pofturc, site all together. ‘This 
fatal expedient was thrice repeated before they had been confined 
an hour; and every time, feveral unable to rear therafelyes up again, 
fell, and were trampled to death by their companions. Attempts were 
apain made to force the door, which, failing as before, redoubled 
their rage: but the thirft inereafing, nothing but water! water! 
became foon after the general cry, "The g ace Jemautdar imme- 
dately ordered fome {kins of water to be brought to the windows ; 

but, inftead of relief, his benevolence became a more dreadful caufe 
of deftrugtion 5 for the fight of the water threw every onc into {ich 
excoftive agitations and ravings, that, unable to yolift this violent 
ar ‘of nature, none could wait to be regularly ferved, but cach 
with the utmoft ferocity battled apainfl, thofe who were likely to 
get it before him; and in thefe conilids many were either prefied 
to death by the efforts of others, or fafveated by their own. This 
feene, inftead of producing compaiion in the guard without, ouly 
excited their mirth; and they held up fights to the bars, in order 
to have the diabolical fatisfaction of fecing the deplorable contentions 
of the fufferers within; who, finding it impoflible to get any water 
whiltt it was thus furioufly difputed, at length faltered thofe who 
were nearctt to the windows, to convey it in their hats to thafe be- 
hind them. It proved no relief either to their thirt, or other ful- 
ferings ; for the fiver encreafed every moment with the encrealing 
depravity of the air in the dungeon, which liad been fo: offen ro- 


fpired, and was faturated with the hot and deleterious cffluvia of 


putrifying bodies; of which the flench was little Je(s than mortal. 
Before midnight, all who were alive and had not partaken of the 
f. 2 age 
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air at the windows, were cither in a Iethargic Rupe fidion, or rave 
ing with delirium. Every kind of invedlive and abute Was altered, 
in hopes of provoking the guard fo put an end to their mileries, hy 
firing into the dungeon ; and whilfl fome were blafpheming, their 
creator with the frantic excerations of torment in defpair, heaven 
was implored by others with wild and incohcrent prayers; until the 
weaker, exhanfted by thefe agitations, at length laid down quietly, 
and expired on the bodies of their dead or agonizing friends, Thofe 
who {Hill furvived in the inward part of the dungeon, finding, that 
the water had afforded them no relief, made a lafl eflort to obtain 
air, by endeavouring to feramble over the heads of thofe who food 
between them and the windows; where the utmoft Arength of 
every one was employed for two hours, cither in maintaming his 
‘own ground, or in endeavouring to get that of which others were in 
pofleflion. All regards of compattion and afledion were loft, and 


. no one would recede or give way for the relief of another. Vaintnets 


fometimes gave fhort paufes of quict, but the firft motion of any one 
renewed the ftruggic through all, under which ever and anon fome 
one funk to 1ife no more. At two o’clock not more than fifty re« 
mained alive. But cven this number wee too many to partake 
‘of the faving air, the conteft for which and life, continued 
until the morn, long implored, began to breaks and, with the 
hope of relief, gave the few furvivors a view of the dead, ‘The fire 
vivors then at the window, finding that their intteaties could not 
prevail on the guard to open the door, it occurred to Mr. Cooke, 
the fecretary of the council, that Mr. TIolwell, if alive, might have 
more influence to obtain their relief; and two of the company un+ 
dertaking the fearch, difcovered him, having {till fome figns of life ; 
but when they brought him towards the window, every one refuted 
to quit his place, excepting Captain Mills, who with rare genero- 
fity offered to refign his; on which the reft likewife agrecd to make 
room. Ee had {carcely begun to recover his fenfes, before an of- 
ficer, font by the-Nabob, came and enquired if the Mnglith chief 
futvived ; and foon after the fame man returned with an order to 
»open the prifon, The dead were fo thronged, and the furvivors had

fo little Arength remaining, that they were employed near half an 
hour in removing the bodics which lay againft the door, before 
they could clear a paflage to go out one at a times when of one 
hundred and foity-fix who went in, no more than twonty-thice 
came out alive, the ghafllief forms that ever were fern alive. “ihe 
Nabob’s troops beheld them, and the havock of death fom which 
they had cfeaped, with indifference ; but did not prevent them from 
1emoving to a diftance, and were immediately obliged, by the 
intolcrable ftench, to clear the dungeon, whiltt others dug a ditch 
on the outfide of the foit, into which all the dead bodies were pro- 
mifcuoufly thrown! 

Mr. Lolwell, unable to land, was foon after cartied to the 
Nabob, who was fo far from fhewing any compaffion for his con- 
dition, or vemorfe for the death of the other pitfoners, that he only 
talked of the treafures which the Tnglith had buried 5 and threatens 
inpelin? with father inpmics, if he perfifted in concealing, thum, 
ordered hin to be kept a prifoner.  “Vhe officers to whofe claige he 
was delivered, put him into fetters, together with Meflis, Court and 
Waleot, who were likewife {uppofed to know fomething of the 
treafures ; ithe reft of the firvivors, amongtt whom were Meflis. 
Cooke and Mills, were told they might go where they pleafed ; but 
an Englith woman, the only one of hor {x amongft the fullurers, 
was referved for the feraglio of the general Meer Jaffier. The dread 
of remaining, any longer within the reach of fuch ba:barians deter- 
mined moft of them to remove immediately, as far as their ftrength 
enabled them, fiom the fort, and moft tended towards the veffels 
which were flill iu fight; but when they reached Govindpore in the 
fouthern part of the company’s bounds, they were informed that 
guards were flationed to prevent any perfons from paffing to the 
vefils, on which moft of them took fhelter in deferted huts, whae 
foe of the natives, who had ferved the Englifh in different employ- 
meuts, came and adminiftered to their unmediate wants. ‘Two or 
three however ventured, and got to' the veflbls befere fun-fet. “Their 
appearance and the dreadful tale they had to tell were the feverett 
wf reproaches to thofe on board, who, intent only.on their own pre 
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ervation;, haduriade no: efforts. tot : Eiiite the cfeape er the ref of 
_the garrifon never perhaps ‘was fuch an opportunity of performing 
an herdic adion fo ignominioully. neglected : for afingle floop, with 
fifteen brave.men on board, might, in {pite of all the efforts of the 
‘enemy,. have come Ups. and, anchoring under the forty, hay uC surricad 
away all who fullered in. the dungeon. 

, But the trepidation on board of all the veftels had been fo great, 
“that, having failed in the morning in’ order. to: proceed lower down 
thes fiver, the fire from -the fort oe Ti annah, where the chenly: had 
rove: a. fnew anda floop 
afhore : on which the reft returned to the fation they had quitted: at 
ae where, the Ky remaine I oa the 2: a when, tt y were

diminithed before they had pafied through the rapine of the foldiery, 
and the cmbezzlement: of the olficers: appointed to manage the 
plunder. The Nabob, irritated by the difappomtment of his ex- 
pectations of immente wealth, ordered Mr. Holwell and the two. 
other prifoners to be fent to. Muxadavad, in hopes that they would 
at lat difcover where the. treaties ‘of the fettlement were. buried.. 
This order was executed by: his officers with all the feverity that 
the fear of caufing the death of the prifoners would admit: \'They 
were put: itito! an open boat, without fhelter from the intenfe fan 
andheavy rain of the-feafon, fed only with rice and water, and 
loaded with irons, notwithftanding their bodies were covered with 
painful boils 4 a V enifis by Pane whe furuved Lis s dangeon to+ 








of their sdtfaicinent? ; 
‘Tt could fearcely be imagined ae the? Nabol by a ter tach: flag erates 
injuries, fhould fuffer.the remains of the colony to abide wéthit his. 
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aint determined to avail himfelf of the terrar of his arms againft his 
rival and iclation, the Phoufdar of Purneah, 

Tg perpetuate the memory of his vidlory he ordered the pame of 
Calcutta to be changed to Alinagoic, fignifying, The Part of Cad ; 
and, leaving a gairifon of 3000 men, and Monickchund to command 
in the place, he departed with the ieft of his aumy on the fecond 
of July. Two or three days before his departure he publithed Tue 
to fuch as had efeaped the dungeon to return to their houtes in the 
town, where they were fuplied with provifions by Omichund, 
whof intercoflion had probably procured their return. But this in- 
dulgence was rendered of fhoit duration by the intemperance of 
a ferjeant, who ina fit of drunkennefs killed a Mooman. This 
happened on the lat of June, on which the ban was publithed againtt 
every Euopean who fhould be found in the territory, AI fled 
immediately to the French, Dutch, and Pruffian fadlovies, froma 
whence at different dimes moft of them repaired to the fect at 
Falta. 

As foon as the Nabob’s army had croffed the river near Hughley, 
he fent a detachment to the French, and another to the Dutch tet. 
tlement, threatening to cxtirpate them both, if they did not im- 
mediately pay him a large fum of money: but, after receiving many 
fubmiflive affurances of their pacific difpotitions, he contented to re» 
leafe the Dutch for the fum of 450,000 yupees, and the Ireneh 
for 109,000 lefs; which difference, it is fyid, he madebocaufe the 
French ‘had fupplied him with 200 chefts of gunpowder, as he was 
marching to Calcutta. At the fame time he réleafed Mr. Watts 
and Mr. Collet, who had hitherto been led prifoners in his camp, 
and configned them to the care of the Dutch governor at Chin» 
chura, from whom he took an obligation to produce them when- 
foever they fhould be demanded. On the ith he arrived at 
"Muxadavad, from whence he iffued orders, commanding the feizure 
and fequeftration of all the effé@s and merchandites belonging’ to 
the Englith, or their tenants, in all parts of his dominions, towe 
ever, finding that no difcoyeries could be obtained congeming the 
teafures which he fuppofed to be buried in Caleutta, he, on the 
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16th, in compliance’ with the! frequent intergeffions, ofthe wilew 
of Allaverdy, ireleafed Mr. Toliwel} and his tyyo companions, jfigni- 
fying their deliverance in perfon, as he was pafling by the thed 
of their confinement. ‘They immediately repaiyed to the Dutch 
factory, where they: were received with much hofpitality, and, 
from thenee proceeded to Chinchma. | 6a hs 

Mean while, the flect remained at Fulta, whergthey were jojned 
by feveral, other veffels from the fea. ‘The company’s agents likewile 
from the fubordinate falories at Dacca, , Jugdga, and Ballafore, 
having on the fist alarm, efcaped from thofe ralidencies, reforted to 
the fleet. For forme time ino provifions cguld ibe proctred ;_ but as 
foon as the Nabob'’s army left Calcutta, the county people ven~ 
ture to fupply them. .. " ; Ow 

The want of convenient fhelter, as wel] asthe dread of being 
furprized, obliged theral all to fleep on board the veflels,, which were 
fo much crowded, that all lay promifcuoufly on the decks, without 
{ifelter from the rains of the! feafon, and for fome time without a 
‘change of raiment ;. for none had brought any ftore away: and 
thefe hardfhips, indonfiderable as they,may feem, were grievous to 
perfons, of whom ithe, greatet.part had: lived ‘many years in the 
gentle cafe of India, But fafferings which the hardici cannot rotitt 
enfued: for the lower part of Bengal, between the two aims of the 
Ganges, is the moft uhhealthy country in the world; and many 
dicd of a malignant fever, which infeéted all the veffels, 

But, inftead of alleviating thei: diftrefles by that {pirit of mutual 
good-will, which is fuppofed to prevail amongfl companions in mi- 
fery, every one turned his mind to inviduous difeuffions of the 
caufes which had produced their misfortunes} although all feemed to 
expect a day when they thould be reftored to Calcutta. ‘The younger 
men in the company’s fetvice, who had not held any part in the 
government, endeavoured to fix every kind of blame on their fu- 
periors, whom they wifhed to {ee removed from ftatians, to which 
they expecled to facceed. At the fame time, the members of the 
council accufed one anpther, all concurring to lay the feverefl 
blame upon the governor 5 and thefe examples gave rife to the fame 
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Ranga, AS; othe agpacious; yainifters of Surajah ‘Dowlah might have. 
made him believe; more efpecially fince the Nabob Allaverdy. 
never 9 agguled, the -Englith of fuch sie peat ices: "The-other article 
1 hy, Mr, Watts, concerning the p rtection given to the fubj jects 
6; Nal vob, was likeywite -infited on; alehough for fifteen years 
Fite afs,~ the government ‘had: never claimed any perfons 
efidence in Calcutta. However, thefe refleions 
e in particular, it was boldly. aflerted, that the 
lendals, . which certal aly, did contribute to the Na- 















bob's 8 Re its had been urchated by. large bribes: but this ac- 
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tion which flattered the pufillanimity and other vices of his own 
mind. se ; 

The Englifh at Falta, notwithftanding their wrangles, agreed to 
acknowledge the authority of the governor, and of fuch others as 
had been members of the council at Calcutta, who in the begin-’ 
ning of July deputed Mr. Maningham, one of the members, with 
a military officer, to reprefent their condition to the prefidency of 
Madrafs, and to folicit the expedition of an armament to their 
aftitancee With them Lur narrative returns to the coaft of Coro- 


mandel. 


ALL was loft before the prefidency of MadrafS even received in~ 
telligence of the danger s for the letters, advifing the furrender of 
Coffimbuzar, did not arrive until the x sth of July. ‘The experience 
of former embroilments between the Europeat fettlements and the 
government of Bengal, fuggefted hopes that the Nabob would, as’ 
his predeceffors, be appec fed with afum of money. But whetlier 
this or the worft fhould happen, it was deomed neceffary, in either 
cafe, to fend a reinforcement without delay ; in the one, to render 
the fettlement more refpeétable to the Nabob; in the other, to 
afford refuge to fuch as might have efcaped the calamities of war. 

"The fquadron under the command of Admiral Watfon, and the 
Delaware, one of the company’s fhips lately arrived from England, 
chanced at this time to be in the road of Madrafs: but, as it would! 
have been highly imprudent to fend away, or divide the fquadron 
antil the laft extremity, a detachment of 230 men, moftly Buro- 
peans, were {hipped on board the Delaware, under the command of 
Major Kilpatrick. They failed on the'zoth of July, and on the sth 
of Augutt arrived letters from the fugitives at Pulta, with details of 
the capture of Calcutta, which fearcely created more horror and re« 
fentment than confternation and perplexity? , : 

We have faid that the prefidency was at this time preparing to 
fond a detachment of 300 Europeans with deputies to Salabadjing, 
who had folicited this affiflance to rid himfelf of the Fronch army 
under the ‘cotamand of Mr, Bufly. The government of ‘Pondi- 
chetry, a8 foon as they ‘received intelligonce that Mr. Bully had 
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taken poffeftion of Charmaul, and that the maintenance of this poft 
againft their enemies was the only probability of a reconciliation 
with them, refolved to fend the fuecours, which Mr. Bufly, foe- 
feeing theevent, had long before requefted, when he feparated from. 
Salabadjing at Sanore. Accordingly, soo Europeans and a train 
of field artillery weie embarked on one of the French company’s. 
thip’s called the Favorite. ‘The thip failed on the rsth of July, 
the very day that the prefidency of Madrafs received the firft intel- 
ligence of the diftrefles in Bengal: the troops were to be landed at 
Mafulipatam, from whence they were to march to Golcondah. 

Hitherto the French influence in the government of Salabadjing 
had been regarded as the evil which threatened the mofl danger 
to the Englifh concerns in India, and the temoval of it had beem 
the conftant obje@ of their attention ; but it now became an im~ 
mediate confideration, what refpect ought to be paid to this view, 
compared with the neceflity of reinflating the loft affairs in Bengal. 

‘Letters from’ England dated in the month of Auguft of the pre- | 
ceding year had informed the prefidencics in India, that a war witly 
France feemed inevitable, and that hoftilities would in all probability 
commence’ very foon after the difpatch of thofe letters; which 
moreover gave intelligence that the French were preparing to fend 
a fleet of 19 fhips of war, with 3000 regular troops, from Breft to 
Pondicherry: On this it had been determined to make many im- 
provements and additions to the fortifications of Madrafs ; but as no 
paiticular work was yet compleated, what was done had rather 
weakened than augmented the flrength of the place. 

The troops maintained by the Englith and French governments 
on the coaft of Coromandel were at this time nearly equal, each 
confifting of about 2000 Europeans, and 10,000 Sepoys, who on both 
fides were feparated in different garrifons and fituations in an extent of 
600 miles} The dutachment of 500 men fent to Mafulipatam had di- 
minifhed the French foice ferving in the Carnatic, to be by this 
number, lefs than what the Englith had in the province, exclufive of 
their troops to the fouth of the Coleroon ; nor had the French as yet 
any fguadron in India to oppofe that wnder the command of Mr. 
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Watton; but it was imagined that their expeélcd armament would 
give them as decifive a fuperiority at fea, as. on Shore. ; 

On the other hand, a privation of the Bengal inveftments for 
three years would ruin the Lnglith company ; and if the {cttlements 
there were not iramediately recovered, the French upon the arrival 
of their armament would urge and affifl Suwajah Dowlah againtt 
any future attempts of the Englith to re-eftablith themfelves ia his 
dominions; in which cafe, an expedition to recover them would re- 
quive a large and {pecial armament from England; where, perhaps, 
the national exigencies in other parts of the world might not allow 
a force adequate to this fervice ; and where, at all events, the equip 
ment could not be made but at a much greater expence than would 
be incurred by employing the force at this time ready on the coaft 
of Coromandel, At the Jame time the national honour required 
immediate reparation, and the horrors of the dungeon cried gloud for 
exemplary vengeance, 

Neverthelefs there prevailed in fome of the members of the 
council a flrong piopenfity, at all cvents, to afi Salabadjing. ‘The 
partizans of this opinion infifted, * that, as a force fulficient to en- 
s¢ counter the Nabob of Bengal with any probability of fucects, fub- 
* {tracted from Madvals, would leave the EngJith in Coromandel to- 
“ tally incapable of refifting the French after the arrival of their ar- 
‘ mament; it was more expedient to fend the so gun fhip of Mu 
* Watfon’s fquadron, and deputics, with a power to-treat with the 
“* Nabob. Ifthe negociation fhould prove unfuccefaful, -the thip, 
“ with the force under Major Kilpatrick, were to make depredations 
“and reprifals ; and, if they could, were to rotake and maintain 
¢ Calcutta, By this expedient, Coromandel, it was faid, would be 
“¢ preferved, Salabadjing might be properly {upported againfl Mr, 
“ Buily, and Mr, Watfon avoiding the encounter of the French 
* {gnadron until his own-dhould be reinforced from England, might 
“ then meet,them on equal terms.” ‘Thefe arguments would have 
appearell {pecious any where but in India. They were oppofed by 
one of the membots ofthe council, who, having refided nine years 
in ‘the company’s ferviee at Calouttay knew ithe Strength and info» 
lence ofthe Moorith government in Bengal, believed that nothing but 
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vigorous hoftilitics would induct the Nabob to make peace or repara- 
(ion, and confidered the force propofed as uncqual even'to the retaking 
of Caleutta : he thercforeinfifled “that it ought to be fufficient to at- 
“tack thé Nabob even in hig capital of Muxadavad; at Icaft, a 
“« battalion of 800 Europeans, with as many Sepoys as could be 
* tranfperted, not lefsthan 1500: that as the fquadron, if divided, 
** would be of little fervice any where, the whole fhould proceed 
“to Bengals that fuch an armament would foon decide the con- 
“* teft; that after peace was made, the {quadron, with a large part 
“¢ of the troops, might return to the’ coaft, and arrive in the month 
** of April; before which time, the nature of the Monfoons ten- 
“* dered it improbable that the French armament, fince it had not 
*¢ yet appeared, would be able to make their paflage-to the coat, 
‘In the mean time the detachment fent to the relief of Mr, 
* Bufly had deprived the government of Pondicherry of the 
“« meahs of making’ any attempts in the Carnatic, which the 
* force of Madrafs could not cafily frnflrate.” This opinion, after 
many and fepeated objeétions, became at laft the unanimous lenfe 
of the council, 

This vofblution. was communicated to Admiral Watfon, who, 
dftek ‘conifiilting his council of war, confented to it. Some difficul- 
ties arofe about the difpofition of the captures which might be 
made by the fquadron; but this was foon adjufted by an agree- 
ment, that whatfoever property fhould be taken which had be- 
longed either to the company, or to Englifh individuals, or even to 
natives, who were tenants of the company when the Nabob com- 
menced hoftilitics, fhould be reftored without diminution to the 
proprictors ; but that whatfoever fhould be taken which lad never 
belonged either to the company, or to fuch as were under their 
protection, fhould bécome without participation or referve the pro- 
perty of the fquadion. 

But other points of equal moment to the fuccefs of the expedition 
ftill remained to bg decided; and, indeed, hy having been mingled 
without diftinéion with the more general queftions, they had helped 
not a little to perplex ahd protract the déliberdtions of the council. 


Thefe points were; Who thould comimand the land forces ? What 
: : fhould! 
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1756, fhould be the extent of his authority in military operations, and 

Serene / in negotiatiofs with the Nabob? In what dependance ot relation 

y he ought to ftand to the late governor and council of Calcutta? 

How far their authority as a prefidency ought to be maintained ov 
impaired? 

Each of the remaining council of Bengal had written feparate 
detters to the prefidency of Madrafs, in which fuch mifdemeanours 
and mifcondud were reciprocally imputed to all the others, that, 
if no allowance had been made for the prejudices of exafperated ad- 
verfity, it would have been abfurd to intruft the re-cftablifhment 
of the company’s affairs to thofe, who, by their own accounts, had 
ruined them; and, indeed, enough of the caufes and progrefs of 
the calamities in Bengal were not at this time fufficiently developed, 
to exempt the late prefidency of Calcutta from much blame, The 
difficulty of deciding concerning their authority fuggefted to Mr. 
Pigot, ‘the Governor of Madrafs, a defire to go himfelf to Bengal 
as commander of the army, and with full powers, as the compa~ 
ny’s reprefentative in all other affairs: but he wanted military ex- 
perience, nor had the council authority to give fo extenfive 4 com- 
miffion to any individual. Colonel Adlevcron then claimed the 
military command, oflering to go with his whole regiment 5 but he 
wanted experience in the irregular warfare of India, and his powers 
were independent of the company’s agents. "Lhe climate of Bengal 
was fo adverfe to an afthmatic diforder, with which Colonel Law~ 
rence was affli€ted, that it was thought he would be difabled, from 
that inceffant aftivity requifite to the fuccefs of this expedition, of 
which the termination was limited to a certain time, Colonel Clive 
was therefore chofen to command the troops. 'T’o affure the exertion 
of the mofl vigorous hoftilitics until peace was made, and then the 
return of the troops in April, it was refolved to inveft him with 
fndependent power in all military matters and operations, and in 
onfequence to furpith him with moncy, and empower him to draw 
bills. Jt was, however, refolved to acknowledge Mr. Drake and 
the former members of the council, as a prefidency, with fill 
powers in commercial and civil affairs, and to remit them Likewifo 
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a large {um ef money. Mr, Manningham, who had been fent fiom 
Falta as their reprefentative, objcded ftrongly to the powers given 
to Clive, as derogating from the authority of that prefidency, and 
contrary to the inflitutions of the company, Two months pafled in 
debates, before rhefe final refolutions were taken, and then the em- 
barkation began. The floop of war belonging to the {quadron had 
been difpatched fome time before, to inform the Englith at Fulta 
of the intended armament, and to exhort them not to quit the river 
in defpair of affiflance. 

"The {quadron confifted of the Kent of 64, Cumberland of 70, 
Tyger of 60, Salifbury of 50, Bridgwater of 20 guns, and a fire- 
fhip ; to which were added, as tranfports, three of the compairy’s 
thips, and two {maller veffels. On. board of this flect were embarked 
900 Europoans and 1500 Sepoys; 250 of the Europeans were of 
Adlercron’s regiment ; the reft, the befl men of the company’s troops, 
Tt was refolved to fend inore Sepoys as conveyances fhould offer. 
Admiral Watton hoifted his flag in the Kent; and Admiral Pocock 
in the Cumberland. Colonel Clive embarked in the Kent; he car- 
vied Setters written by Salabadjing the Soubah of the Deean, and 
Mahotnedill Nao of Axgoty as svell as from Mr. Pigot, exhort 
ing Surajali Dowlah, to make immediate reparation for the injuries, 
and calamities which the Englith had fuffered from his unprovoked 
refentment, The inftruétions to Clive recommended the attack of 
Muxadavad itfelf, if the Nabob continued obftinate ; and the cap- 
ture of the French fettlament at Chandernagore, if the news of a 
wat with France fhould arrive whilft the troops remained in Bengal. 
The flect fet fail on the 16th of October, and were out of fight the 
next day, 

This effort to tecover the {ettlements in Bengal left the forces 
of Madrafs too much diminifhed to detach to fuch a diftance as 
Golcondah a body of troops fifficient to aflift Salabadjing cfleau- 
ally againft the French army with Mr, Bufly; and aga few would 
be of no fervice, and might be, loft, it was refolved to fend none. 
Jn the mean time the French atmy wore maintaining their ground 
iniCharmaul. , 
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1750. On the fame evening that they took pofleffion of this poft, detach- 

“~~ ments were ftationed in two others ; the one was a large habitation 
called Ganchmau/, ftanding in a fpacious and walled euclofure, almoft 
dppofite to Charmaul, about 400 yards on the other fide of the 
tiver Moufti; in this poft were lodged 300 Sepoys. ‘he other 
was an edifice called Daudmul, built on a rifing ground very near 
the weftern fide of Charmaul, which it overlooked. It was an 
ancient and very Gingular ftruQure, confifting of two florics of arched 
mafonry, each ftory difpofed in feveral ranges of arches, and the 
upper covered by a terrafs ftrong enough to endure the fervice of 
cannon. Four twelve poundeis were mounted on this terrafs, and 
the adjoining ftreets and avenues wore barricaded: the guard here, 
befides the atillery men, was 500 Sepoys, with feveral European 
offlcers of experience, 

On the 6th of July, the day after the army entered Charmaul, 
1000 Sepoys, with all the European cavalry and fix field pieces, 
went out in the evening with intention to beat up the Morratoes 
in their camp, which continucd in its firft fituation, about feven 
miles to the weft; but they had taken the alarm, and abandoned 
the camp before the detachment arrived. The next night another 

"detachment with more fuccels beat up one of their parties ih a gare 
den on the eaftern fide of the town. The French troops now took 
pofleftion of all the magazines in the city which belonged to the go- 
vernment, and likewlfe carried away all the cannon which were 
monnted.on the walls, not that they wanted artillery, but in order 
to withdraw them from the enemy. ‘The interval between the 
ranges of building and the tank in Charmaul was planted with rows 
of palmira and coco-nut trees; which were now cut down, and 
with them and other materials, {caffolds were ére€led againtt various 
patts of the walls, to ferve as lations for mufketry. : 

On the Sth, another detachment with fix ficld«pieces marched out 

“in, opon day, and cannonaded the whole body of Morratoes, whiels 
hovered around for fome.time, until fome of their horfos were killed, 


In the evening, the Motratocs quitted their former ground,. afd ene 
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camped within duree miles of the city under the sock and fortrels of 
Golcondah, probably with an idea.of protcion from the puns of the 
fortrofs s but Candagla, one of their pencrals, who commandid 2000 
horfe, encamped with them at the bank of the river about half way 
between Golcondah and the city, where they were the next night 
beaten up by a detachment of 500 Sepoys with the ‘huffars. "They 
fled, Icaving many of their horfes picqucted in the camp, and even 
the military drums,and cymbals of their commander: but the French 
detachment did nat Jofe a man. 

The rainy weather prevented any more fallics for feveral days ; 
mean while the numbers of the cnemy incicaled greatly. ‘The 
Phoufdars, or, as they are commonly called, the Nabobs of Kanoul 
and Coudanore, came each with 3000 Pitans well mounted: other 
chiefs of the fame rank, and others of infeiior, as well Mabomedan 
as Indian, brought their troops: for every tributary and dependant 
in the vaft viceroyalty of the Decan had been fumumoned. But fe- 
evoral of thefe chicts, efpecially Kanoul, privately aflured Mr. Bufly 
they did not intend to ad cflectually againgt him, 

On the roth arrived Jaffier Ally Khan, much exafperated at the 
death of bis nephew, vith: 39q0 horfe, gooo foot, and the firtt di- 
vifion of artillery, confifling of 20 pieces of cannon. ‘The main 
body of the army with which Salabadjing and Shanavaz Khan re- 
mained, moving only four miles a day, was fill ata confide rable 
diftance, Jaffer Ally immediately held a council af war, in which 
it was refolved to flrcighten the blockade of Charmaul, and to 
begin by taking poffeffion of the inofl advantagcous pofls in the city 
itfelf 

Mr, Bufly reccived immediate intelligence of this council; be 
had hitheyto refrained from diftreffing the inhabitants } but now, in 
order to deter the enemy from eftablithing themfelves in the city, 
he pofted a detachment at an cdifice ftanding in the high ftreet, and 
called Gharmingrets, ov the four towers; it was a fquare piazza of 
arches, having at cach, end a tower 60 feet, high, with balconies at 


the top, from which the Mahomedan pricft calls the people to 
Na prayers 5 
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prayers ; fome mifchief might be done with muikctry from thefe 
balconies, and the loop-holes, which gave light to the winding Mairs 
but there were no means of employing attillery in the tops, for they 
were vaulted 5 nor within, for there were neither floors or landing- 
places 5 neverthelefs feveral fall pigees of cannon were pointed oul 
of theloop-holes, from a convidtion that the encmy would not im- 
mediately difeern their inutility. Mr. Bufly then informed Jaffier 
Ally, that if any of his troops entered the city, he would deftroy the 
whole with fire 5 and this menace ftopped his intention ; he how- 
ever ftationed an advanced detachment where Candagla had en- 
camped, which was beaten up and difperfed the next night by a party 
of 50 Buropeas and 500 Sepoys. The rains immediately after, fall- 
ing again heavier, and lafling longer than before, hindered all en- 
terprizes in the field for a fortnight. 

Some months before Mr. Bufly had commiffioned the French 
agents at Surat to levy a body either of Abyflinians or Axabs, whohh, 
as being of more courage and endurance, he intended to difcipline 
ag the choiceft of his Sepoys. Six hundred had been colleéted, and. 
were on their march, when M:. Bufly arrived at Uydrabad, and the 
enemy hearing of their approach detached Janogee Nimbulcar with 
his 3000 Morratocs to intercept them. ‘The Morratoos met them 
on the road fome miles on this fide of Aurungabad, and harraffed 
them continwally for three days 3 during which they killed fifty; 
one hundred and filty difperfed, and the remaining four hundred, 
worn out with fatigue, farrendered : Janogee returned with his pti- 
{oners to the camp, and confined them in the fortrefs of Golcondah, 
but treated them well. 

The weather having cleared on the 26th, a detachment with 
three field-pieces may ched in the evening, and at midnight attacked 
that part of the enemy's camp, Where they kept their artillery 5 the 
multitude.of bullocks in this quarter, feared by the firing, eucreafed 
, the confufion, of the troops: the fort of Goleondah took the alarm 

‘and fired all its cannon at random; but two of the French field- 

pieces bresking down, ftapped the detachment from purfting their 
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fuccefs, and they returned, having {piked up only three of the guns 
in the cnemy’s camp. 

‘The next day came up 4000 Sepoys under the command of Mur- 
zatabeg, This man commanded the Sepoys of the detachment with 
which Mr. Buffy firft marched into the Decanin 1751, ‘he next 
year he left Mr. Bufly when at Beder, and, raifing a body of 
Sepoys on his own account, took fervice with Balagerow, whom he 
left when before Setingapatam in 1755, and went over to the 
Myforeans; from thence he went to the Nabob of Sanore, and was 
in this place when invelted in the beginning of the prefent year 
by Salabadjing and Balagerow. Having during his command of 
the Fiench Sepoys gained the attachment of moft of their officers 
by largeffes and other compliances, he had ever fince continued a 
cosrefpondence amongft them, whenever they were in the field, 
in conjunQion with, or near, the armies in which he was ferving, 
ag Mr. Buffy had experienced in the campaigns of Myfore and 
Sanore, This quality, and the military experience which he was 
fuppofed to have acquired whilfl im the French fervice, induced 
Shanavage Kbon.to hire him, as foon as it was known that Mr. 
Buffy had determined to make a ftand at Hydrabad, Murzafabeg, 
as foon as engaged, made forced marches before the main body, and 
fent his cmiflaries forward: and on the very day of his arrival at 
Hydrabad, a whole company of French Sepoys, who went out into 
the plain under pretence of exeicifing, marched away, their firelocks 
thouldered, and joined him at Golcondah, 

"The next day the whole army moved from henee with twenty 
pieces of cannon under his direction, and at noon appeared to the 
wettward within a mile of Charmaul. The infantry and artillery 
took pofleffion of all the eminences ; and the cavalry drew up in the 
intervals, whexe the ground was plain, Immediately 250 of the 
French battalion and 1000 Sepoys, with fix field-pieces, marehed out 
to try thein, whilft the reft remained in their pofts ready to ad. as 
oceafion fhould requires and two pieces of canton were mounted on 
the towa in the x. w. angle of Charmaul, which commanded a 

_wew of the field. ‘The detachment defpifed the cnemy fo much, that 
3 they 
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they ventured to feparate into three divifions, and cach with two of 
the ficld-pieces advanced againtt different bodies of infantry, ala can- 
fiderable diftance from cach other. “Ihe cavalry every where flung 
themfelves between, and continually furrounded the thive divihons, 
whofe defliudtion to a ftanger would have feemed inevitable; atid 
indeed nothing but the firm reliance on the general difeipline could 
have warranted the hazard, or have fiumounted the danger 3 bat 
with this advantage and the dexterity of the field-picces, cach di- 
vifion either fufficed to its own defence, or, when preffed, teecived 
afiftance from one of the others. In the different evolutions the 
enemy's cavalry were often within reach of the two guns al Char 
maul, of which even the random fhot did execution, whilfl the enc« 
my’s cannon were fired, although continually, with very little ef 
fect. Their infantry did nothing but fhift (rom fate ground to 
fafer, and Gre with fear, In this varicty of fights the engagement 
lafled five hours, and did not ceafe until the fun was fobs the Mrench 
troops fired 35000 mufket carlridges, and goo fiom their ficld-picees s 
tag of the cnemy’s horfes were countd dead on the plains by 
which the total of their lofs mull have been confiderable. ‘Char 
of the French was flight 5 fix Scepoys hilld, and thirty wounded : 
of the Europeans none killed, and only four wounded, 

‘Iwo days after, on the 1ft of Auguit, came up Salabadjing bim- 
fclf, and the main body of the amy. A council was immediately 
held, in which Murzafar Khan propofed a general affault on Char- 
maul. This deliberation was in a few hour's communicated ro Mr, 
Bufly, who immediately demolifhed feveral of the adjacent houfes ; 
but the attack was not made, ‘The intrigues of Murzafar Khan had 
already pervaded the whole body of Scpoys, and the greateft part of 
them had promifed him to defeit with their arms, the firft time they 
thould:be Jed into the fields their correfpondence was difcovered ; 
ad determined Mr, Buffy ta make no more fallies, 

, Bythis time reinforcements were approaching, Mr. Moracin, the 
French chiéf.of Mafulipatam, on the firft advices of the rupture at 
Sanore, hail colledted 160 Europeans and 700 Scpoys, which, with 
five field piecos, raayched in the middle of July, under the command 

of 
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of Mr. Law, the fame officer who capitulated at Seringham in 17535 
but when arrived at Bezoara, about go miles inland, exceflive caine d- 
tained them here feveral days. In the interval the Favotice artived 
at Mafulip am with the troops fiom Pondicherry, of which, all in 
condition, marched immediately ; but were fo much retarded by the 
rains, and the inundations of the Kriftna, that they did not arrive 
at Bezoara until the 3d of Auguft, when the whole, now 480 Eu~ 
ropeans, 1100 fepoys, and 11 field-pieces, proceeded, and anived on 
the roth within fifteen leagues of Hydrabad. 

The miniftry of Salabadjing determined to intercept this reinforce- 
ment: all the Morratoes, 12000, other {maller bodies amounting to 
4000, in all 16000 cayaliy, with infantry of various denominations. 
and commands, to the number of 10,000, were ordered on this fer~ 
vice. Mr. Buffy, as ufual, received information what troops were 
appointed ; he was perfonally acquainted with all the commanders, 
hadebeen of ufe to feveral of them, and had lately received fome 
marks of good.will from Janogi and Ramehundur, who commanded 
6000 of the Morratoes. He therefare propofed a conference, which 
was accepted by fovéral of theft chicfs, who repaired in the night ton 
tent pitched on the other fide of the river near Gauchmaul, where he 
met them unattended and alone. Wanting pofitive knowledge of 
what paffed in this interview, we conjedure that he wiought upon 
them by promifes of greater advantages, if he fhould be reftored to 
his former influence in the government of Salabadjing, than they 
could expect, either from the’ gratitude of Shanavaze Khan, or the 
friendthip of the Englifh, who, it was believed, were to take the 
place of the French, in the army and councils of the Decan. ‘They 
promifed not to a€. againft the reinforcement with any efficacy, and 
only as much as might be neceflary to fave appearaiccs, confirmed 
thefe aflurances by their oaths, and gave Mr. Buffy the diflin@ions 
and colours of their refpective banners, of which he immediately 
difpatched information to Mr. Law, as enfigns from which he 

‘would have nothing to fear, 

‘The reinforedment cdntinued their march on the trth, and had 

now to pafs a tract of mountainous country covered with rocks and 
: thick. 
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thick woods, which they entered, marching in a file of four abreatl. 
The advanced guard were 400 {epoys, under the command of an 
officer named Mahmood Khan. After marching five hours, in which 
they had only advanced nine miles, fome partics of the enemy were 
doferied forward in the road; on which Mahmood Khan, as if im- 
patient to attack them, quickened the pace of the Scpoys. "The cap- 
{ain of the grenadiers, whofe company followed next in the line, 
fent orders to him to halt, which he difregarded and as foon as 
the Scpoys were out of fight, fone irregular firing was heard: foon 
after came a meflenger, requefting tho grenadiers would advance 
to their affiftance, who he Kid were furrounded by the enemy ; but 
the captain having fufpicions fent forward feouts, who difcovered 
the banners of the Sepoys mixing quietly with thole of the enemy. 
This treachery was cffedled by the intrigues of Murzafar Khan, 
who was here ‘in petfon, aud immediately began to attack the 
French line with thefe very Scpoys, and the whole of the infaptry 
of Salabadjing’s army fent on this fervice, which was committed 
to his direction. Befides the ufual and lighter aimsa part of the in- 
fantiy w9flded 2000 caytocks, a fue-arm frequently made ufe of 
in Europe in the catly times of gun-powde , and then called a wall- 
piece; but at prefent rarcly ufed, excepting in Indoftan and the 
eaftermoft parts of Afia: it is a gun cight or ten fect in the barrel, 
carrying a ball of one, two, or three ounces aud under the mid- 
dle of the barrel is fixed by a fyivel, either one iron fpike, or two, 
which open crofeways, and beitig fluck, in the ground fupport the 
piece, and affuve its aim: it carries far point blank, but the larger 
fizes are fo wnweildy, that two mene are required to move and ma~ 
nage them, and they can fearcely be fired quicker than a piece 
of cannon. Parties were continually detached to diflodge thefe 
caytocks, and whatfoever other troops were annoying the line 
fom the rocks and thickets on either hand. At noon the line 
neattie, to open ground, where they halted ; and the fall of a heavy 
fhowet of -x4in damaged the enemy's powder, and put an and to 
adtheir attacks. 
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They retired toa hill half a league diftant, and took pofleffion of 
a village at the foot of it, called Gorampally, which the french 
troops marchicd before day-break to attack, and found all the cne- 
my’s cavaly in the field; by whom they were foon furrounded, 
Ramchunder and Janogec, according to their promifes, a@ed only 
in fhew, which Mr. Law admired, and could not account for, not 
having yet received the information concerning them frm Mr. Buf- 
fy; but Candagla, who had rejected his proffers, aéted more effi- 
cacioutly, attacking the baggage in the rear; and difperfed the whole 
train of oxen on Which it was laden, ‘The troops in the village made 
little refiftance, and the reinforcement réfled there during the re- 
mainder of the day. Hitherto’ only one European and three or four 
Sepoys had béeeh killed, and twelve of both wounded, but by the 
flight of the evolies and the fearing of the oxen all their provifions 
were loft, and the troops were obliged for their meal to kill fome of 
the draught-bullocks of the artillery. 

At noon Mr, Law received the letter from Mr. Budly, with ind 
formation of fuch of the enemy's banners as did not intend to a& 

vigoroufly, atid at feven i in the evehing’ renewed his march. ‘T'hd 
next flagé Was Melipore, 19 miles from Gorampally, and the 
whole way through difficult defiles, The eheny with unufual alert- 
nefs, although it was night, fent forward all their infantry to line 
the thickets; and Mr. Law, as the ufé of the field-pieces greatly 
retarded the march, only oppofed the enemy with platoons, which 
were detached to wherefoever the fire came from. At feven' in the 
niorning’' the line arrived at Meliapore, and took poftin a ruined mud 
fott near the town. Only two men had beon killed, and three 
wounded ; but all were exhaufted with fatigue, and every carriage 
wanted repair; and the next ‘march was more difficult than any 
of the former. It was therefore refolved to remain at Meliapore un« 
til the men were entirely recovered ; but this repofe led them into 
réflections, always dangerous when troops are in dangérous cireums 
fanices: and veiy fobt.the whold body were perfitaded that they had 
done all that was' poffible, and that it now behoved thé army of 
Charmoul to ad: likewife, and sHarch to their relief The officers,

inftead of reprefling, caught, the defpondency, and prevailed on Mr, 
Law to difpatch a letter to Mr, Bufly, exprefling their doubts and 
anxiety concerning the farther progrefs of the reinforcement. 

In the mean time the news of Mahmood Cawn’s defe@ion had 
been fpread with cxaggeration through the main camp at Golcondah, 
and encouraged the miniftry to fend more troops againft the rein- 
forcement. Mr, Bufly, to repre{s this intention, fent in the night of 
the rath a flrong party, confifting entircly of Europeans, to beat up 
the advanced guards of the camp, and the attack was made with much 
fuccefs; but on the fame night he received the letter from Mr, 
Law, which encreafed his perplexity; becaufe he could not truft 
his Sepoys in the field where their feducer Murzafacawn adted, nor 
could he without equal imprudence fend a number of Europeans fuf- 
ficient to make their way to Meliapore. Judging, however, from 
his awn experience in various conjunctures, he deemed the rcinforce- 
ment ftrong enough to accomplifh the remaining, as they had the 
preceding part of the march, provided the officers led them with in- 
trepidity ; and in this convidtion he wrote to Mr. Law, commanding 
him, in the name of the King, to march immediately, and at all 
events, on the reccipt of the Ictter. Not doubting, likewife, that 
the miniftry of Salabadjing, if they fhould hear of the defpondency. 
of the reinforcement, would make an utmofl effort in this time of 
decifion, unlefs deterred by the frongeft apprchenfions, he tho 
next day pitched his own tent, which was very, confpicuous, and en- 
camped with 150 Europeans and 300 fepoys, on. the ftrand above 
the bridge on the other fide of the river Mouffi, The numbers were 
fludioufly magnified, and, with the profence af Mr. Bufly in the field, 
infptred fuch a varicty of apprehenfions concerning his defigns in the 
camp at at Golcondah, that they even recalled the detachments they 
had fent the day before. ; 

The peremptory order from Mr, Bufly at Meliapore arrived in the 
morning of the 14th, and Mr, Law immediately iffucd orders to 
march. ‘The reinforcement, although they had remained four days 
and three nights at Meliapare, had not got the reft they wanted ; 
for the fort was in {everal parts open, and the enemy had har- 
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raffled them continually with fkirmifhes, even by night as well as 
day. Atnine at night they began their march, the preparations 
for which had been perceived, and gave the cnemy time to make 
their own, ‘The road for the firft four miles winded through defiles 
in the rugged rock, over which carriages could not pafs without at- 
tention to every turn of the wheel. The cnemy in feveral places 
felled the wood acrofs the road, and all their infantry were in’ pot 
feffion of the moft advantagcous flations before the French troops en- 
tered the defiles; and their ire, efpecially from the caytocks, was 
much better direéted than againft the former marches. Men began 
to fall in the firft difcharges ; no general rules of aflion could be ob- 
ferved to get onward was the only principle; it was now become 
fortunate for the French line that they had no baggage, and nothing 
to deferid but themfelves and their artillery; which, although a great 
encumbrance in the defiles, was to be their beft refource when out 
of them, A large body of the enemy’s cavalry, led by Candagla the 
Morattoe, followed the line into the defile, and through the night 
endeavoured to retard the march by their din and clamours, but as 
foon as it was light, acted with more efficacy: for, as many as the 
road permitted charged the rear, although the guard confifled en- 
tirely of Europoans, and had two ficld-pieces: it was commanded 
by D’Arambure, an officer of proved gallantry, and next in rank to 
Mr. Law. Still repulfed, the cavalry fill renewed their onfets, 
Europeans were cut down, and Morattocs fhot at the very muzzles 
of the guns. At fun-rife the van of the line came to the iffte of 
the defile, againft which the enemy had planted all their cannon, 
go pieces; behind which appeared all the cavalry which had not 
followed in the rear: but they feemed to rely on the artillery more 
than on themfelves, which was fo ill ferved, that it neither inter 
rupted the troops in iffuing out of the defile, nor afterwards from 
forming in the opening; when the field-pieces, as they came out, 
were turned to fcour the thickets behind, and foon drove away 
what parties of the encmy were fill molefling the remaining part 
of the linc. Whilft the troops were forming, the enemy’s cavalry 
and cannon in the front haftened onward, to pafsa fimall river called 
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Cingoram, about a mile from the thickets, and drew up on the 
other fide. T’he cavalry, with Candagla, followed the french troops 
as they marched towards the rivers the approach to which on both. 
fides was a defcent. All the ficld-pieces were ordered to. remain 
on the hither-bank, until the reft of the troops had pafled ; and! 
this fervice was likewife committed ta D’Arambure, who judicioufly 
divided their fire againft the enemy on the other fide, and thofe in 
his rear, which kept both at a diftance, until the whole of rank and 
file had croflef and formed, and were able to defend themfelves 
againgt the enemy on that fide; when the cannon were fent over 
one by one, during which the remaining continued to awe tha 
enemy on the fide they ftood, againft whom every piece, as foon 
as it landed on the other fide, was likewife pointed ; and parties of 
the battalion, likewife waded into the ftream ready to refcuie the laft 
pieces. But the cavalry had already {uffered too muclr at a diftance, 
to venture this nearer vifque, and all the lofs which the French fine 
faftained, after leaving the thickets until they had pafled the river,. 
was by the eaytocks and other fire-arms of the omemy, fheltered 
wherever they found fafe cover. The country forward from the 
river, although not plain, was open, and the French troops were 
animated with new alacrity by the view of the {pires of Hyderabad, 
which now appeared in fight. The whole of the cnemy’s cavalry 
moved on as they, and furrounded them on, all fides, but made no 
effectual attacks; for thofe who-were willing, were difpirited by the 
backwardnefs of the great body of Morattoes commanded by Rum~ 
shunder and Janogee Nimbulcar, who aéted faintly according to: 
their engagements with Mr, Bufly. At length, at five in the after- 
noon, the reinforcement arrived at the town of Aydnagur, fituated. 
fix miles from the river Cingoram, and the fame diftance from Hy- 
derabad. ‘They had been 18 hours without refpite in march and 
ation ; during which 25 Europeans, of whom two were officers,, 
were killed, and 6s wounded. The Sepoys fiftcred’ more. "The, 
enemy, it was faid, loft 800 horfes and more than 2000 men : the. 
Evench fired 40,000 mufkatecartridges,, befides their field-pieces, 
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At Aydnagur they found fome {canty provitions, of which they 
were in much necd: at nine in the evening, Mr. Bufly received 
intelligence of their arrival, and immediately detached 140 Europeans 
and rooo Sepoys, with carriages, to bring the fick and wounded, 
and 20 mules, laden with provifions ready drefled. He at the fame 
time detached another party, to give alarm to the camp at Golcon- 
dali, in order to prevent them from fending any troops to interrupt 
the march of thofe proceeding to Aydnagur, who arrived there at 
four in the morning without moleftation. At fix all were in marclr 
again from Aydnagur, and at ten arrived at the city of Hyderabad, 
having met with na interruption, nor even {een any of the enemy 
in the way; for they had all been recalled during the night to the: 
camp at Golcondah, Mr. Buffy received the reinforcement with 
the acknowledgements due to their perfeverance and valour; and 
they were {carcely arrived, before he reccived a meflenger fent on 
a*dromedary by Salabadjing with propofals of peace, and affur- 
ances that he had ordered all hoftilities to ceafe. Mr. Buffy 


anfwered, that he was not averfe to a reconciliation, but that his. 


reinforcement was arrived, and he. feared nothing the Souhah’s army 
could do. 

The negociation neverthelefs continued. Mr. Buffy demanded, 
that Murzafar Khan and the late deferter Mahmood Khan fhould 
be delivered up to him. Salabadjing replicd, that as a prince he 
could not, without lofing the confidence of the whole world, fur- 
render any perfons whom he had received into his fervice and pay, 
but that he fhould not impede any means that might be employed’ 
to make them prifoners. The conjundture did not admit of any 
ftipulation for the remoyal of the minifter Shanavaze Khan, Jaf» 
fier Ally Khan, the old Nabob of Rajahmundrum, came and made 
his, fubmiffions to Mr. Buffy, blaming himfelf much for having 
taken part with men, whofe views and underftandings;, he faid, he 
had now. every reafon to defpife, Janogee Nimbulcar delivered the 
Arabs and Abyflins he had confined in the fortrefs of Golaondah, 
but kept their arms, Every thing being fettled, Mahomed Hut 
fein, the king’s Defan, accompanied by the principal lords of the: 
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court, vifited Mr. Buffy in his tent on the goth, and the fame day 
Mr, Bufly proceeded, with an efcort of 300 Juropeans and 1000 
Sepoys, to pay his refpeéts to Salabadjing, who received him with 
the diftin@ions of an officer in the Mogul government, fecond 
only to himielf. The interview was courteous, and the protefla- 
tions folemn. No hints were given of the late difagreements, and 
future meafures were concerted with much feeming confidence. 
New patents were immediatcly prepared, and lettcrs difpatched 
through all the governments of the Decan, to deftroy the impref. 
fions which had been made by thofe written during the rupture. 

Thus ended this diflrefs; the greateft in which Mv. Bufly had 
been involved fince his command in the Decan. Nor would his 
perfeverance and refolution alone have (ufficed, without the fagacity 
of his chara&ler, and the influence of his reputation. 

Befides the provifions which were laid in ftore, the army at Char- 
maul was conftantly fupplicd with cattle for the fhambles, and ib- 
rage for the horfes, oxen, camels, and clephauts, by bands of a 
people called Lamballis, peculia to the Decan, who are continually 
moving up and down the country with their flocks, and contra to 
furnith the armies in the field. ‘The union among fl all thefe bands 
renders cach refpcétable even to the enemy of the army they are 
fupplying but they are not permitted to deal with places befieged ; 
neverthelefs Mr. Bufly furmounted this objeétion, by bribing the 
Morratoes, who, for the fake ‘of marauding, undertook the pa- 
troles of Salabadjing’s army, to let the Iamballis pafs in the night, 
and it was efpecially concerted, that the convoys fhould come in on 
the nights when the French troops made fallics on the enemy's 
quarters, 

But money was equally neceffary, and the want of it had well 
nigh reduced him to quit Charmaul; for he had exhaufted the 
public, his own, and all he could borrow on his own credit, anc 
had ho means of raifing more, excepting by giving referipts on the 
revenues of thefour ceded provinces ; but niofl of the renters and 
polygars of thofe countries wore, in the prefent conjunure, oncou- 
raged to withhold’*them by the letters which they received from the 
miniftry of Salabadjing, and fill more by the practices of Thrahim 
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Cawn, the governor of Chicacole, who, although raifed by Mr. 
Bufly to this poft, from the command of a company of Sepoys, 
difavowed the French authority, and declared himfelf only fabject 
‘to Salabadjing, as foon as he heard that the French army had 
ftopped at Hyderabad; on the news of which, the bankers, who 
had hitherto fupplied Mr. Buffy, agreed that it was not fafe to ad- 
vance money on thefe refcripts, nor on any other fecurity which 
he might offer: but Vizeramrauze, the Rajah of Vizianagur in 
Chicacole, judging with more fagacity than Ibrahim Ally, ordered. 
his agents at Golcondah to aflure Mr. Bufly of his fidelity and the 
regular payment of his tributes; and one night, when little cx- 
pected, and moft wanted, a man came to Charmaul, and, being 
permitted to {peak in private with Mr. Bufly, delivered with the 
meffige of Vizeramrauze a fam of gold, as much as he could carry 
concealed under his garments. It was fufficient for the prefent 
wang, and the fame man afterwards furnifhed more as neceffary, 

On the day of the reconciliation, Murzafer Khan and the deterter 
Mahmood Khan moved, and encamping with their Sepoys in a. 
flrong fituation at fome diftance from Golcondah, where they relied 
on the affurances of protetion which they had received from the 
wife of Salabadjing, who held the firft rank in his feraglio. Mr. 
Bufly neverthelefs font out partics on feveral nights to furprize 
them, and Mahmood Khan was taken; but from confideration of 
his former fervices, and the good-will borne to him by the French 
Sepoys in general, his life was fparcd. Murzafer Khan main- 
tained his ground fome wecks longer, until his Sepoys began to 
routiny for want of pay, when fome of them proficred Mr, Bufly 
to deliver him up, who fent a party to reccive him; but a little 
while before the party arrived, he efcaped with a few attendants,, 
and went to Poni, where he entered again into the fervice of Ba- 
Jagerow, by whom hé was fome time after put to death, for a con- 
fpiracy.., 

No other military operations happened during the reft of the 
year at Golcondah. Shanavaze Khan continued to manage the af- 
fairs of the government as duan ; and Mr. Bufly interfered little in 

his,

his purpofes, having taken the refolution to proeced, with the 
greatefl pat of the troops under his immediate command, to reprefs 
the infurreftions, and regulate the government, in the ceded: pro- 
vinccs, On the 16th of November, hebegan his march, with soo 
Europeans and 4009 Sepoys, leaving 100 Europeans and tooo Se- 
poys with Salabadjing at Golcondah, who towards the end of the 
year prepared to proceed to Aurengabad. 

The armament to Bengal had not only deprived the prefidency of 
Madrafs of the means of diftreffing the French affairs in the Decan, 
but left them without the power of making any military cfforts in 
the province of Arcot. No prefling: occafions had required the fer- 
vice of their forces in the field in this part of the dominions of 
their ally, the Nabob Mohamed Ally ; but the confufions which had 
induced the prefidency to fend Mohamed Iffoof into the Manura 
and TintwuLLy conntri¢s had not fubfided, when his miffion itfelf 
produced new difturbances, 7 

This officer with Maphuze Khan, and their refpedtive troops, te- 
mained at Chevelpetore duing the months of June and July, and 
all the adjoining Polygars had cither made their fubmifiions, of 
feemed willing to be quict. Te then requefted Maphuze Khan to 
march out of the countiy, and proceed with his troops to Arcot, 
according to tho injunétions of his brother the Nabob, who would 
be ready to fettle accounts with him, and pay what arrears might 
be due to his foldiery, Mapluze Khan acquiciced without objec 
tiot, and Mahomed Ifbof {ent with his ¢amp the 18 pounder he 
had brought from Tritchinopoly, that it might be depofited in 
Madura, becaufe it ericumbered his march up and down the countrys 
and a company of Sepoys went to take caie of the 18 pounder on 
the road, He then allotted fix companies to gairifon Chovelpetore, 
and guard the adjacent countrys and with the reft, about 2000, in 
which were included thofe leviéd by the Nabob and fent to Ma 
phuze Khan, he proceeded from Chevelpetore on the ft of Augutt, 
sand on the roth arrived at the town of Tinivelly, 

By this time the prefidency of Madrafs had made arrangements for 


ithe management of thefe countries, and concluded an agidemient with 
Moodilee, 
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Moodilee, the native of 'Tinivelly, who came to Madrafs on this 
purpofe in the month of April. The fouthern and more fertile dif 
trials, which in former times belonged to the hingdam of Maduta, 
had by various alterations and appropriations been annexed to the 
government, and intermingled with the rent-rolls, of Tinivelly ; 
and the greater Moravar, during the confufions which prevailed fince 
the year 1750, had made encroachments on the weft: fo that what 
remained at this time under the ancient denomination of Maduia, 
and under the immediate juiifdiGion of the city, did not extend in 
any dire€lion above 4o miles, and, in mofl, much lefs; which, 
being commanded on the weft and noith by mountains and Poly- 
gais, and bound on the eaft by the woods of Moravar, was in every 
part expofed to depredations from the wild inhabitants of the neigh- 
bourhood. The land of the territory is likewifc in many parts in- 
cumbered with plots of rock, and, where free, the foil, except in 
a few diftriGs to the fouth, is of laborious and expenfive cultivation. 
Prom thefe detriments and defeéls, the annual revenue of the whole 
territory feldom exceeds 120,000 rupees; at the fame time that the 
maintenance of the city, its garrifon, and other military pofts in the 
country, raife the expences to triple this fum, On the other hand, 
the country now rated under Tinivelly is of much greater extent 
and fertility, commonly yielding a revenue fiom 11 to 1,200,000 
rupees a year; but fhould Madura and its diftriéts be in the hands of 
an encmy, the country of Tinivelly would be conftantly expofed to 
the moft ruinous attacks, and could receive no fupport from Trit- 
chinopoly ; which renders it neceflary to maintain the one at a cers 
tain lofs, as the only means of fecuiing the advantages which may 
be derived from the other. The family of Moodilee, having for 
roo yeats been employed in farming diftri€ts in both countries, 
had, in this long courfe of time, rented every part, and knew the 
properties of each. He accordingly refufed to undettake the dif 
tri€ts of Madura, but offered to rent the country of Tinivelly for 
three years, at the annual rent of 1,100,000 rupees, clear of all 
expences, to be paid at three periods in each year: for which pur- 
pofe he was to be invefted with the ufual authorities of jurifdi@ions, 
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1766. civil and criminal: he obliged himfelf to maintain not lefs than 

%——__ r000 of the company’s Sepoys, under the command of fuch offi- 
cers as the prefidency thould appoint; and engaged to produce, 
within three months from the contrat, the fecurity of tubflantial 
Sforoff, ov money-changers, for the rcpular payment of the Upulated 
fos. The agreement was concluded in the beginning of July ; 
immediately on which Moodilee appointed agents, and fent orders to 
place flags with the company’s colours, in the cultivated lands; and 
foon after proceeded himielf to adminifler his office in perfon, 

Mahomed Movaf, on his arrival at Sinivelly, found that the agents 
of Moadilee had, in the beginning of their occupations, been over~ 
uiled aud iafulted by Meir Jaffer, who had hitherto managed the 
countiy for Maphaze Cawn. ‘Phe difpute indeed had ceafed, but 
the prudge {till remained: and to prevent any farther effeéts, Ma- 
homed Ifoof ordered Meir Jaticr to depart immediately to Madura, 
but permitted him to take three field-pieces which belonged to him, 
and whatfocver tetinue he chofe: he at the fame time detached five 
companicy of Scpoys to reinforce the garrifon of Madura, and or- 
dered than to prote@ and watch Meir Jaffier and his people on the 
road. "Chey had not proceeded two days, when unexpected intelli- 
gence flopped their march. 

On the arrival of Maphuze Cawn from Chevelpetore, all the 
cavalry in his fervice were aflembled in the city of Madura; their 
number was 2000, all of good quality, for he had difbanded the 
lefs cffeCual. ‘The day after his arrival, the Jemautdars in a body 
furvounded his houfe, aad declared that he fhould not move out 
of it, until their arrears were paid, which, by their own account, 
amounted to 700,000 rupecs. They were headed by the governor 
Danithmend Cawn, who from this time was better known in the 
country by the name of Berkatoolal, although not the fame officer 
who defended Trinomalce in 17533. ‘The company's Sepoys in the 
garrifon woudered at thefe proccedings, difcourfed of them, and fut 
peéted thatthe tumult sas concerted, as a pretence to keep poflefiion 
of the city ; for Maphuze Cawn might have been flopped any where 
elfe, as well as at Madura; their opinions being known, and their fidelity 
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unfhaken, the Jemautdars of the cavalry feized the commandcrs of the 
three companies, and having confined them, difarmed the common 
men, aud turned tlcm out of the town 3 but the next day related the 
officers, on recolleétion that no advantage could be derived from their 
detention, and that they might, by continuing in the city, learn what 
it was not wifhed they fhould know. As foon as they were gone, the 
brother of Myana came into the city from the woods of Nattam with 
2000 collories, a confiderable ftock of provifions, and fone money ; 
im return for which fervice, the Jemautdars gave him the town of 
Tirambore and the pagoda of Coilguddy, in which they had fome 
troops. The fuddennefs and facility with which thefe operations 
patled, fufficiently fhewed that meafures had been previoufly con~ 
cetted for the fuccefs of the rebellion, The poffeffion of Ma- 
dura, the principal objeét of the confpiracy, being fecured, it was 
not thought neceflary to diflemble any longer. Invitations were 
{gnt to every Polygar in the country to join, A man mounted on 
an. clephant was received in ceremony at Madura, bringing a patent, 
as from the Nabdb, appointing Maphuze Cawn to the government : 
and parties fent into the neighbouring diftri@ts pulled and tore.down 
with derifion the‘Company’s flags, which had been planted by the 
orders of Modilee, according to the cuftom of the country, on the 
lands appropriated to cultivation. 

‘The Scpoys which ‘had been turned out of Madura, fent mef- 
fengers with an account of what hapgned to Mahomed Ifloof, who 
had not entertained a furmife, when he reccived intelligence, of 
the revolt. He inftantly difpatched orders to the detachment march- 
ing to. Madura, to halt, which they ‘had already done; and to feize 
Meir Jaffier and his effets. We appointed Jemaul Saheb to remain 
with 1000 Sepoys at ‘Tinivelly, and proceeding himfelf with the reft, 
about 700, joined on the road the detachment he had fent forward, 
which the Sepoys coming from Madura had joined before. On the 
roth of Auguft he encamped at Secunder-maly, a ftrong poft three 
miles to the fouth of Madura: his whole force confifted of 1500 
Sepoys and fix field-pieces; but, not having a piece of battering can- 
non fince he had deprived himfelf of the 18 pounder, he wifely 
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judged that it would be deftrudtion to no purpole to have attempted 
‘an efcalade againft fach fiperior numbers as were in the city 5 for 
even the collerics fight well behind walls. The day after his arrival 
fome cavalry advanced near his poft; but were driven back by a few 
difcharges from the ficld-pieces, with the Jofs of two men. Skir- 
mithes of this kind paffed every day after, and on fome without any 
lofs on either fide, On the 13th of September the renter Modilee 
arrived in the camp with two companics of Scpoys, which had 
efeorted him from Tritchinopoly through the countries of the two 
Moravars, and the next day he continued his journcy towards 
‘Tinivelly. 

"The Pulitaver, Catabominaigue, and the other Polygars of ‘Tini- 
velly, took time to confider how they fhould a& in confequence of 
the revolution at Madura, and the Jemautdars there, not finding them 
{o ready to join as they had expected, began to think of preferving 
fome openings to a reconciliation with the prefidency. Accordingly 
they wrote letters apologizing for the revolt, and afcribed it intirely 
to their neceffities for want of pay: and lowered their demands to 
400,000 rupecs. All the force which could be fpared from the imme- 
diate fervice of the Carnatic being at this time required for the reco- 
very of the Company's fettlements in Bengal, the prefidency em- 
powered Captain Calliaud at ‘T'ritchinopoly cither to treat with the 
Jemautdars, or to employ fach other means as lie fhould judge ox- 
pedient to recover Madura, On this authority Captain Calliaud fent 
his interpreter from. ‘Trichinopoly to Maphuze Cawn, who, in the 
very firtt conference, unable to keep his temper, avowed that he 
thought himfelf very ill ufed by the appointment of another renter, 
and that he would never give up Madura, until the Tinivelly coun- 
tries were granted to him on the fame terms as they had been let 
to Mvodilee, The interpreter {ecing no likelihood of accommodation 
with him, tricd with the Jemautdars, offering ta pay 50,000 rupees 
immediately, although he had brought no money, and 130,000 
more after they fhould have evacuated the city. The Jemautdars 
agveed to thefe terms and went to Mahomed Iffoof’s camp in order 
to obtain his confirmation, who not thinking himfclf {ufficiently 
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authorized, advifed them to wait, without deparling from the agree- 
ment, until it could be ratified by Captain Calliaud; to which they 
confented. Captain Calliaud approved of the terms, but added as an 
indifpenfible condition that Maphuze Cawn and Berkatoolah fhould 
be delivered up with the city, To this likewife the Jemautdars 
feemed to have no objeGtion ; on which oiders were difpatched to 
Moodilee to fend money and bills for the amount of the agreement 
without delay from Tinivelly. ‘Thefe various negotiations and cor- 
refpondences employed 30 days, during which feveral events hap- 
pened which contributed to cliange the ftate of affairs. 

The family of Moodilee by their occupation of renting the coun~ 
tries had formed conneétions with moft of the Polygars dependant 
on Tinivelly, more efpecially with the Pulitaver and Catabominaigue s, 
and on his invitations the Pulitaver and feveral others met him on 
the road. Catabominaigue and others int their agents ; all came, as 
ufual, with confidurable retinucs, and in the midft of this multitude, 
Moodilee entered the town of ‘Tinivelly on the 27th of September, 
and proclaimed his commiffion, But the Colletics of the Polygars, 
whom no confideration can reflrain from thieving, committed night 
robberies in'the town and adjacent villages, Several of them were 
taken and punifhed by the Company’s Scpoys; on which others 
tole the cffeéts of the Sepoys themfelves, who, irritated as much by 
the infult as the lofs, transferred their refentment on Moodilee, be- 
caufe he fuffered the Polygars to remain in the town, and continued 
to treat them with civility. At the fame time the troops of Travan- 
core renewed their incurfions into the diftri€ts about Calacad; and 
Nabey Cawn Catteck, who had concealed himfelf ever fince the de- 
feat in which Moodemiah was killed, now appeared again, made 
overtures of reconciliation to Maphuze Cawn, which were accepted; 
and having cnlifted 400 of the horfe, which Maphuze Cawn had 
difbanded, kept traverfing the country between Madura and 'Tinivelly. 
Thete difturbances, and the diflention between the rentcr Moodilee 
and the Company’s Sepoys, had already deterred the bankers from 
furnifhing him with the fums neceflary for the commencement of 
his own bufinefs, at the time that he was culled upon to fupply 
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the money for the payment of the Jemautdars at Madura. All he 
could difpatch immediately was 20,000 rupees, which Nopped on the 
road from an apprchenfion of being, intercepted by Nabey Cawn 
‘Catteck 5 and it was fome days before he could obtain authentic 
bills of exchange for the amount icquired, 

Mean while the Jemautdars having, the power in themfclves, had 
taken no pains to conceal their negotiation from Maphuze Cawn and 
Berkatoolah, who, having no other means to overfct it, employed in- 
triguc, ‘There was, among the Jemautdars, once named Scer Cawn, 
aman of art and {pirit, attached to Berkatoolah 5 he had hitherto 
gone with the reft, with the view alone of lading them back, when- 
foever the oppottunity fhould off. No money coming on fevoral 
days in which it was expedled, Seer Cawn fugecied to his comrades, 
that the interpreter had amufed them with the negotiation in order 
to cover fome other defign, perhaps the furprize of the city, by 
Mahomed Tfvof’s troops at Secunder Maly; and advifed them, to 
think of a reconciliation with their friends rather than truft any 
further to thofe whofe views they did uot know. Maphuze Cawn 
and Berkatoolal: improved the coffees of thefe fupgcttions by lavith 
promites, which prevailed, and immediately after the reconciliation 
500 horfe marched to join thofe with Nabey Cawn Catteck. 

Notwithfauding this change, the interpreter {till remained in the 
city with hopes of renewing the negotiation, on which Captain Cal- 
laud refolved to go to’Nattum himfelf, to be nearer at hand to pive 
the neceflary inflru@ions ; and, warned by the late difappointment, 
he took with him from Tritchinopoly an agent belonging to the 
houfe of Buckanjee, the principal forof or banker in the Decan, 
whofe woid was every where efteemed as ready money. Arriving 
at Nattam on the asth of OGober, he was met there by the inter- 
ypreter, and an officer lately fent by the Nabob from Arcot to treat 
with the Jemautdars. The officer reprefented that neither Maphuze 
Cawn tor Berkatoolah were in reality averfe to an accommodation, 
but infifted that the prefidency fhould give their guarantee for the 
‘terms, fince neither of them would truft the Nabob: that Berka- 
toolah, who was rich, required only protection for his perfon, family, 
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and effeéts ; but Maphuze Cawn, a provifion adequate to his rank. 
On this information Calliaud ordered the interpreter to renew the 
propofal of paying the Jemautdars, and pledged his own word to 
Maphuze Cawn and Berkatoolah ; but infifted that Maphuze Cawn 
thould immediately accompany him to Tritchinopoly. Both feemed 
fatisfied, and Maphuze Cawn made preparations as if he intended to 
proceed to Nattam the next day; but this day brought on the change 
of the monfoon, with fuch fevere and tempeftuous weather, that 
nothing could ftir abroad, The fort of Nattam had no fhelter againtt 
the fky, and the rains holding without intermiffion, Captain Cal- 
liaud apprehenfive that the roads might become impaflable, and keep 
him longer than he ought in prudence to remain out of his garrifon, 
left Nattam the next day, and reached Tyitchinopoly on the 30th, 
where a day or two after came the interpreter, the Nabob’s officer, 
and a Jemautdar fent by Maphuze Cawn, to explain his own de- 
mands. He requefted to be placed in the government of diftrids, 
any*where in the Carnatic, from which he might appropriate 200,000 
rupecs a year for his own maintenance ; and alledging that he had 
been obliged to fell every thing he had, to fatisfy in part the demands 
of his troops, he afked, but without infifting, for 20,000 rupees to 
furnith himfelf again with neceffaries. Captain Calliaud difmifled 
the Jomautdar with affurances, that thefe terms fhould be complicd 
with, and fet out himielf for Madtafs, in order to obtain the con« 
firmation of the prefidency, and to cxplain to them the general flate 
of affairs in the fouthern counties. 

At this time the expedition to Bengal had carried away onc half of 
the Englifh force in the Carnatic, and intelligence of the declaration 
of wat with France increafed the neceflity of every caution : in con- 
fequence of which Captain Calliand on the fecond day of his jour- 
ney met letters from the prefidency, with pofitive orders tot to quit 
his garrifon without their cxprefs permiffion ; on which he imme- 
diately returned to Tritchinopoly. 

Mean while, the diflention between the Company’s Sepoys and 
their renter at Tinivelly had encreafed, and had produced evil con- 
fequences. Moodilec by his contract was only obliged to furnith the

pay of the Sepoys employed by himlelf; but Mahomed Utoof by a 
wrong interpretation, imagined that Moodilee was obliged to main- 
tain the whole number wherefoever employed 3 and moreover to.dit- 
charge the arrears of their pay, of which two mouths were due on 
his arrival in the country. Tn confequence of this mifake, Jemaul- 
fahab, who commanded the Sepoys in ‘Tiniyelly, demanded the 
amount, and on Moodilce’s refufing to pay it, confined him under a 
guard for feveral days; during which he ordered: the Pulitaver and 
the other Polygars, to quit the town,. with threats of fevere. pu- 
nifhent if they remained any Jonger. . ‘They departed immediately ; 
‘but inflead of returning to their homes, the Pulitaver went to Nabcy 
‘Cawn Catteck and offered him his afiftance, both in men and money ; 
and by their united reprefentations, Catabominaigue was. induced, to 
join their league. At the fame time.the troops: of ‘I'ravancore kept

“pendant. on Calacad. The hopes ‘of the ‘advantages which might 


be derived from thefe confulions, were much more agreeable to the

‘The ref of the 
battalion, s00, with all the Sepoys, and two field-picces, landed, 
and at fun-fet marched from Mayapore, under the comniand of Co- 
lonel Clive, and under the condudt of Indian guides. ‘The ficld-pieces, 
with a tumbril of amnnunition, were drawn by the troops: for the 
council at Fulta, through dread of the Nabob’s refentment, had not 
ventured to provide any bullocks cither of draught or burthen, ‘The 
guides, in order to prevent difcovery, led the troops at a diflance 
from the river, through a part of the country, which was uninha- 
bited indecd, but full of fwamps, and continually interfe@ed by deep 
rivulets, which rendered the draught and tranfportation of the three 
carriages fo tedious and laborious, that the troops did not arrive un- 
tilan hour after fun-rife at the place of ambufeade. This was a 
large hollow, which in the rains might be a lake, finking about ten 
feet below the level of the plain: it lay about a mile from the river, 
a mile and a half north-eaft of Buz-buzia, and half a mile to the caf 
of a high-road leading from this place to Caleutta, The caftern, 
and part of the fouthein bank of the hollow, were flirted by the 
huts and enclofures of a village, which feemed to have been aban- 
doned fome days before. ‘The grenadicrs and 300 Scpoys were de- 
tached from the hollow, to take poffeffion of another village on the 
bank of the river adjoining to the northern wall of the fort of Buz. 

buzias where, it was fuppofed, that their appearance would induce 
the garrifon to miftake them for the whole of the Englith troops on 
fhore; and that in confequence of this notion they would retycat 
along the high road, inftead of the bank of the river. The com- 
pany of volunteers were detached, and pofled themfclves in foie 
thickets near the high road, but on the farther fide {rom the hollow, 
towards which it was intended that their fire thould drive the fugi- 
live garrifon. The reft of the troops remained with Colonel Cliva, 
and concealed themfelves, fome in the hollow, and others in the 
adjoming village, and the two field-pieces were placed on the north- 
fide of the village. “The troops being exceflively fatigued, were per- 
mitted 
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mitted to quit their arms, in order to get reft; every man Latd him- 
felf down wheie he thought beft, fome in the village, others in the 
hollow; and from a fecurity which no fuperiority or appearances 
in war could juflify, the common precaution of Rationing centincls 
was negleéted. In a few minutes they were all aflecp. It happened 
that Monickchund, the governor of Calcutta, had come the day 
before to Buz-buzia, with 1500 horfe, and 2000 foot. ‘This officer 
had no courage, but much circumfpection; and fome of his {pies 
had followed the Englifh from Mayapore, and had obferved all their 
motions in the morning. 

About an hour after the troops had Jain down to fleep, they were 
awakened by the fire of {mall arms on the eaftern fide of the village, 
into which, at the fame time, a multitude of matchlock men were 
difcovered advancing with refolution. All the foldicrs, wherefoever 
feattered, hurried on the alarm into the hollow, in which their arms 
were prounded, about 60 yaids from the enclofures on the caflern 
bank ; here they formed the line as faft as they could; but, unfortu- 
nately, the artillery-men, inftcad of repairing to the two field-pieces, 
which would have proteéted-the-whole,: ran to-feek protection thems 
felves from the line. During this confufion, the enemy, mecting 
no refiftance, advanced and took pofleffion of the eaftern bank ; from 
whence, under the fheltcr of various covers, they kept up a conti« 
nual, although irregular fire, wounding feveral, and killing an en- 
fign. Colonel Clive, apprehenfive of a panic, thould he order the 
troops to march out of the reach of the encmy’s fire, commanded 
the line to ftand firm, and detached two platoons, one from the right, 
the other from the center, oppofite to which the enemy’s fire was 
ftrongeft. Of the platoon fiom the center eight men were killed by 
one volley, before they gained the bank; the reft neverthelefs re- 
turned the fire, and then forced their way with their bayonets into 
the village; where they were joined by the other platoon, which 
had fucceeded with the lofs of only three men. This intrepidity 
quelled the enemy’s courage, who no longer appeared in bodies, 
but fhifted in {mall parties from fhelter to fhelter, firing rarely, and 
with little effeét ; however, fome officers on horfcback ex pofed them~ 
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felves with much refolution, endeavouring to rally their men; but 
in-vain, In the mean time, the company of volunteers, as foon as 
they heard the firing, marched back fiom the high road, and refeucd 
the field-picces, of which fome of the enemy had taken poffeftion, 
but didnot know how to uf them. Upon this, the artillery-mon re- 
turned from the line to the field-pieces, and immediately began to 
fire them into the village, which foon drove all the enemy out of ir, 
who fled as faft as they could to join a large body of-horfe, which 
was now difcovered advancing from the fouth towards the hollow: 
but, on perceiving the fugitives coming from the village, this ca- 
valry halted at the diftance of half a mile. On this the Enpuith 
troops, with the field-picces, formed regularly on the plain, and 
advanced towards the cnemy, who were commanded by Monick-~ 
chund, They flood feveral fhot from the field-pieces, until one 
chanced to pafs very near the turband of Monickchund, who imme+ 
diately gave the fignal of retreat by turning his elephant, and the 
whole body marched away to the north-eaft and returned to Calcutta, 
Had the cavalry advanced and charged the troops in the hollow, at 
the fame time that the infantry began to fire upon the village, it is 
not improbable, that the war would have been concluded on the 
very firtt trial of hoftiliries. 

‘As foon as the enemy retreated, the troops matched to the village 
on the bank of the river, from whence the detachment pofted there, 
was advancing to join them.’ By this time the Kent, having out- 
failed the other fhips, anchored before Buz-buzia, and alone filenced 
the cannon of that fort; but the troops having already undergone 
fo much fatigue, it was determined to defer the affiult until the 
uext morning, They pafled the reft of the day in the village, with- 
out giving or xreceiving any moleftation, and in the evening were 
joined by 250 failors from the fquadron,, One of thefe having got 
drunk, ftraggled, at eight in the evening, to the ditch of the fort, 
which he crofied, and {crambled up the rampart ; where, finding 
no centiriels, he hollowed to the advanced guards in the village 
that he had taken the fort; on which they quitted their poft, and 
joined bim on the rampart, when they found the place evacuated, 
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the enemy having abandoned it as foon as it grew dark enough to 
conceal their retreat. Several guards of Sepoys procecded imme- 
diately to poft centinels round the walls; and whilft this was doing, 

* fome other failors, who were likewife very drunk and had got into 
the fort, fuppofed fome of the Sepoys to be fome of the enemy’s 
men who had not efcaped ; and in this notion fired their piftols, and 
killed Captain Campbell, an officer of the company’s troops, 

‘The operations of the morning at the hollow, irregular and im~ 
perfeG as they were, changed the contemptible opinion which 
Monickchund and his foldiery had conceived of Englith troops, from 
their own fuccefs at the taking of Calcutta; and on his return 
from Buz-buzia to that place, he remained there only a few hours, 
and leaving 500 men to defend the fort, went away with the reft 
of his command to Hughley, where having likewife communicated 
his own terrors, he proceeded to carry them to the Nabob at Muxa- 
dawad, ‘On the other hand, the refolution and a@ivity with which 
the enemies matchlock men began their affault on the village, im- 


prefled moft of the Englith officers, and many of the common men,. 


with a much higher opinion of the troops of Bengal than they de- 
ferved} 

The floop of war had been fent forward fome days before, and 
anchored in fight of the forts of Tannah and Aligur, where her ap- 
pearance had’ deterred the governor of Hughley from fending the 
fhips laden with bricks, which he had intended to fink in the pafs, 
The ficet left Buz-buzia on the 30th of December, and anchored 
on the 1ft of January between thofe forts, which the enemy aban- 
doned without firing a fhot, leaving on the platforms so. pieces of 
cannon,, which they had brought from Calcutta, many of which 
however were not mounted. The next morning, Colonel Clive, 
with the greateft part of the Europeans and Sepoys, landed and 
marched along the high road from Aligur to Calcutta; and at nine. 
o'clock the Kent and Tyger anchored before the Englith fort ; but 
for want of wind cotld not immediately prefent their broadfides ; 
during which difadvantage the enemy cannonaded them brifkly from 
the line of guns on the brink of the river, killing nine men in the 
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Kent, and feven in the Tyger; but their fire flackened as that from 
the fhips increafed ; and before eleven they deferted the fort, and 
foon after the town ; when a detachment fent from the fhips, under 
the command of Captain Coote, hoifled the Englith colours in the 
fort; for the troops with Colonel Clive were not yet arrived. ‘The 
next day Admiral Watfon put Mr. Drake, and the former members 
of the council, in pofleflion of the government. 

The greateft part of the merchandizes belonging to the company, 
which were in the fort when taken, were found remaining without 
detriment; for this part of the plunder had becn referved for the 
Nabob ; but every thing of value belonging to the inhabitants had 
been removed out of the fettlement: fome of the bet houfes had 
been demolifhed, and others damaged by fire; in the middle of the 
fort a mofque was ereéied with the materials of feveral buildings 
which had been pulled down to make room for it} but no alterations 
had been made in the fortification. About 50,000 of the Indian 
inhabitants had returned to their dwellings during the government 
of Monickchund ; they were indeed moftly of the lower ranks of 
people § for his rapacity had detefred fuch as were known to have 
property from trufting themfelyes within his reach. 

Whatfoever joy the Englifh inhabitants might feel at their reflo- 
ration to the town, it was foon allayed by the contemplation of the 
ruined ftate of their habitations, and of the poverty to which they 
were reduced, having no means to procure themfelves {ubfiflence, but 
their wiial allowances from the company. 

Mr. Drake, notwithftanding his adveyfities, had retained fome cor- 
refpondents, and the company’s money fome fpies, from whom he 
received intelligence as foon as he arrived at Caleutta, that the town 
of Hughley was in great confternation, and that it would be fome 
time before the Nabob’s army would march froin Muxadavad ; upon 
which the committee refolved to attack Hughicy without delay, The 
twenty-gun fhip, the floop of war, and three other vefléls, wore ap- 
pointed to this fervice; and on board of them embarked 150 Euro~ 
peans, being thofe of Adlercron’s regiment, with 200 Sepoys ; they 
failed on the 4th of January, and hoped to reach Hughley in one 

tide ;

tide; but the twenty-gun fhip frock upon a fand-bank, which {top- 
ped their progrefs for five days. Qn the roth they arrived at 
Hughley. 

This town lieth about 23 miles above Calcutta, adjoining to the 
north part of the Dutch fettlement of Chinchura, from whence it 
extends three miles on the bank of the river: at the northern extre- 
mity of the town is a fort, which was at this:time garrifoned by 
2000 men: 3000 more had been fent from Muxadavad to guard the 
town, but thefe retreated as foon as the Englifh troops landed ; ro- 
maining however within a few miles. ‘The veffels battered the fort 
until night ; and although the breach was fcarcely pradticable, it was 
determined to ftorm it before break of day. A falfe attack was made 
at the main gate, whilft Captain Coote with the other divifion, accom- 
panied by fome failors, mounted the breach before they were difcovered 
by the garrifon, who no fooner faw the Englith on the ramparts, than 
allof them quitted their pofts, and fled out of the lefler gate. Thice 
@uropeans and ten Sepoys were killed in the attack. On the rath 
Captain Coote, with 59 Europeans, and roo Sepoys, marched to the 
Bandell, a large willage three. miles north of the fort, where they 
deftroyed feveral granaries of rice, and in their return were fur- 
rounded in the village by the fugitive garrifon, and the troops which 
had been fent from Muxadavad, from whom they difengaged them-~ 
felves without lofing aman. Qn the 16tha party proceeded in boats 
fome miles to the northward, and deflroyed feveral more gianaries 
on each fide of the river, and on the rgth the Europeans, with the 
fmaller veflels, returned to Calcutta, 

During this expedition to Hughicy, news arrived from Aleppo, that 
war had been declared between Great Britain and France in the pre- 
ceding month of May. There were 300 Europeans, and a train of 
field artillery at Chandernayore : and the fele€ committee of Calcutta 
expected that they would immediately juin the Nabob, with whom, 
it was thought, tliat the Englith force, great as it was, would then 
be unable to cope, and in this perfuafion they determined to treat 
with him. Accordingly Colonel Clive wrote a letter to the 
Seats at Muxadavad regquefting them to acl as mediators 3, but news 
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of the attack upon Hughley ariiving at the fame tine, exafpcrated 
the Nabob and all his officers fo much, that he immediately began 
his maich, and the Sea¢s were afraid to appear as friends to the 
Foglith; they however deputed their ableft agent Rungeet Roy (o 
attend the Nubob, and ordered him to correfpond with Colonel Clive. 
Vhe morchant Omichund likewife accompanied the Nabob’s army. 
This man, anxious to recover his fhattered fortunes, had followed 
him from Calcutta to Musadavad, where ingratiating himfelf with 
Moonloll, who although no public minifter, had more influence than 
all of them together, he foon acquired a degree of confidence and 
intimacy with the Nabob himfel?; who neverthelefS reftored with 
avery {paring hand his cft&s which had been feized in the general 
plunder and confifcation of the Englith property, Omichund being 
likewife proprietor of moft of the beft houfés, and having many 
other interctts in Calcutta, was folicitous to regain his former in- 

fluence amongtt the Englith, by promoting the pacification. ° 
In the mean time the Englith had not been negligent in making 
preparations to oppofe the Nabob’s approach to Calcutta, for they had 
fortified a camp with fevcral outpofls around it, about a mile to the 
northward of the town, and half a mile from the bank of the river. 
The fituation was well chofen ; for a large lake, which commenceth 
about two miles to the eaflward of the Morattoe ditch, and adjoins 
to marfhes which extend to the fea, rendered it impoffible for an 
enemy coming from the northwatd to enter the company’s territory 
without pafling in fight of the camp; and at the end of the month 
the field artillery of the army was compleated by the arrival of the 
Marlborough, which had the greatuft part on board. On the goth, 
the Nabob’s army began to crofs the river, about 10 miles above 
Hughley. Their approach immediately deterred the villagers from 
bringing any more provifions either to the town or camp, and all 
the natives who had been hired for the fervices of the army, deferted, 
The want of bullocks fill continued, and there was but one horfé 
cither in the camp or town, and this had been brought from Madrafs. 
However, the apprehenfions of the French joining the Nabob, were 
in agreat meafure removed; for they, inftead of this refolytion, 
which 
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which it was certainly their intereft to have taken without delay, ree 1757. 
fufed him their affiflance, and propofid to the Lnglifh, that the two Sy" 
nations fhould engage by treaty not to commit hoflilitics againft each analy: 
other in Bengal during the continuance of the war in Europe, 
Neverthelefs, Colonel Clive defpaired of victory over the Nabob, al- 

though unaffifted by the French force; and yielding to the advice 

of Rungeet Roy, wrote a letter tq the Nabob on the goth of Ja- 

nuary propofing peace, The Nabob anfwered with cxpreffions .of 
cordiality; but continued his march. As he approached, an Arme- 

nian, named Petrus, brought and cartied feveral meflages; and on the 

ad of February, the Nabob defired to confer with deputies, and February. 
promifed to fend paffports for then in the evening ; but no paffports 

came; and the next morning at day-break, the villages to the 
north-eatt were feen in flames, and foon after the van of his 

army appeared advancing in full march towards Calcutta. ‘Their 

way was along a high road, which runs for a mile noith and fouth,

Chandennagore ; efor 
there was time before the fetting in of the fouthery monfoon. The 
WNabob detefted the idea; but, dicading aa immediate renewal of 
hoftilitics, tempotized; and pretending that Mr. Bully from the 
Decan, and a {quadron from Pondicherry, were coming to Bengal, . 
he requetted that the Englith would prevent them from entering his 
dominions; and, asa farther difguife, he requefted 20 Englith gun«

In the mean time Mr. Watts fet out for Muxadavad, and with him 
were fent the artillery-men requefted by the Nabob ; he was likewife 
accompanied by Omichund, whofe condu& in the late negotiation 
had effaced the impreffion of former imputations, infomuch that 
Mr. Watts was permitted to confultand employ him without referve 
on all occafions. They ftopped on the 18th near Hughley, whore 
Omichund difcovered that a meffenger from the Nabob had arrived 
the day before with a prefent of 100,000 rupees to the government 
of Chandernagore ; that the governor of Hughley, Nuncomar, had 
received orders to aflift the French, in cafe the Englith fhould attack 
them; and that a detachment of the Nabob’s army was marching 
from Augadeep to reinforce the troops at Hughley ; on which Omi- 
chund vifited Nuncomar, and by pompous reprefentations of the 
Etglith force, by affurances of their proteGlion and favour, and the 
ptomife of 12,000 rupecs to be paid as foon as Chandernagore fhould 
be taken, won him over to their interefts ; a ftriking inftance of the 
extrerne vente ty sy ide pi atallcsenenposss 19 eth themtighetrauike to. 
Indoftan; for the aiihual emoluments of the Phoufdar amounted to 
250,000 rupees. On the arft, Watts and Omichund arrived at 

"Augadeep, when the Nabob immediately fent for Omichund, and, 
expreffing much indignation at the intention of the Englifh to at~ 
tack Chandernagore, commanded him to anfwer ftriétly whether 
they intended to maintain, or to break, the treaty. Omichund told 
him that the Englifh were famous throughout the world for their 
good faith ; infomuch that a man in England, who on any-occafion

‘Ihe Nabob belicving this intelligence, fent a mob of fer- 
vants and troops to examine the fa@ory, where they found only 
eight Topaffes and go Buropeans, of which fome were Miench de- 
ferters, and the refl were the Englifh guaucis whom he had boi- 
rowed for the fervice of his own autillery, and had lately returned, 
Neverthelefs his fufpicions that the Mnglith intended to move tu- 
wards Muxadavad continued, and induced him to reconeile bimfeli’ 
with Mcer Jaffier; whom he ordered to proceed immediately with 
15,000 men, to reinforce Roydoolub at Plafley, Believing, like- 
wile, that the Englith hips of war could proceed up the great arm 
of the Ganges to the northern point of the iflaud of Coflimbuzar, 
and then come down the Coflimbuzar river to Muxadavad, he coms 
manded large piles to be fixed acrofs the river at Sootey, about 20 
imiles above the city. Such was his extreme ignorance. He at 
the fame time ordered Mir. Law to remain with his men at Boglipare, 
half way between the pafs of Tacriagully and Patna; and his officers 
in Behar were infliucted to fupply all their wants. 

In this conjunQure MecerJaMfier, fearing: that by a refutal to proceed 
to Plafly, he fhould turn the Nabob’s fufpicions upon himielf, obeyed 
with appearance of alacrity, and marched from the city on the agth 
of April, but left his agent to carry on the correfpondence with Mr. 
Watts; who, to remove as muchi as poflible all fufpicious appears 
ances, ordered the detachment which had been flopped at Cutwalr 
to return to Calcutta; he at the fame time difpatched My. Scrafton 
to the lect committee, and on the 6th of May received their refo- 
lutions concerning the treaty with Jafficr, when, in concert with 
Jaffier’s agent, whom we fuppofe to be fill the Armenian Petrus, 
they eftablifhed pofitive fums to the articles, ftipulating monies. The 
raing detained the agent in the city until the rath, when he went 
to“Plafly, and seturned on the rgth, with affurances, that Meer 
Jaffier ihtively, confented to all thé articles; but requefled that the 
vonféderacy might be kept fecret from Omichund, whom he regarded 
as'an intriguing Gentoo without fortitude or honefty, : 

This 
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This opinion was probably fuggefted to him by the Seats, who 
knew the abilities of Omichiund, and might apprehend that his in- 
fluence with the Englith would interfere with their own, if he 
fhould have a leading part in the intended revolution. This reflraint 
very much perplexed Mr. Watts: for Omichund had already been 
trufted too far, to be now treated with diffidence, without much 
rifque to the fcheme, if he fhould by other means difcover the real 
caufe, why no farther attention was had to the propofals of Yar 
Khan dattsa, Mr. Watts foon found, that fuch evafions as men in 
his fituation generally employ, could not elude his fagacity, and 
therefore ,told him the confederacy with Jaffier; but had de- 
layed this confidence fo long, that Omichund faw it was ex~ 
torted by fear and neceffity, From this hour implacable hatred arofe 
between them, although they co-operated in the conduét of the con~ 
federacy. + 

From his own experience of the prattices of Indoftan, Omichund 
had no doubt that Mr. Watts would be amply rewarded by Jaffier, 
if the revolution fueceeded. At the fame time he found that no advan- 
tage was intended fobs more than reftitution. in common with: 
the other Gentao merchants of Calcutta, but that he fhould run 
the fame rifques of his perfon as Mr. Watts, which to both were 
great indeed; and more of his fortune, as being much greater than 
Mr. Watts’s: he therefore claimed a commitfion of five in the hun- 
dred on all the Nabob’s treafures in money, and a fourth part of 
his jewels. The common people, to whom numbers give no diftin® 
ideas, rated them at 45 millions of pounds ftorling, which nothing but 
idiotifm could believe; but better enquirers {uppofed them to be 
four millions and a half; on which Omichund’s fhare would have 
been 675,000 pound fterling. ‘The audacity of the pretenfion implied 
malignant art; but it is faid he threatened to reveal the conf{piracy to 
the Nabob, 3f mot complied with. If fo, the boldefl. iniquity could 
not go farther. Mr: Watts int his letter om this fubje@ intimates, 
that he had fome apprehgnfions of fuchia corifequence if Omichund 
were not fatisfied. Wowever, in their conference he evaded a po» 
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fitive aifwer, and’ Omichund was contented by the promite of re. 
erring: his claim to the fele& committee, 

-'On the rath he fent the articles of the:treaty, as finally fettled 
cby himdfelf, and. accepted by Meer Jallier, and communicated two 
‘other inftances of Omichund’s improbity. "The one was, that

the main body of the Nabob’s army as foon as the Enplith began the 
attack, and endeavour to take the Nabob prifoncr. After thefe ex- 
planations, he gave his full affent to the terms of the seal treaty, and 
to whatfoever other donations had been flipulated ; then placing the 
Koran on his own head, and his hand on the head of his fon, whilf 
Mr. Watts held the papers open before him, he fwore with great 
folemnity, that he would faithfully perform all he had piomifed, 
hey then refolved, that Omar-beg, one of his officers who had 
lately carried feveral meflages between Jaffier and Mr. Watts, 
thould immediately proceed with the treaties to Calcutta; and Mr, 
Watts returned as he came, undifcovered. Having brought this 
dangerous negotiation to a conchufion, no other affairs requived his 
prefence at Muxadavad ; but ag his retreat would leave the Nabob 
without a. doubt.o£ the hoftile intentions of the Englithy he deters 
mined to remain feemingly in his power until the laft extremity, 
and, in the mean time, to make fuch preparations as would fecure 
his flight, 

The public treaty as written in Perficy and figned by Meer Jaffier, 
is thus tranflated: “ T (wear by God, and the Prophet, of God to

‘Ihe four Englithmen and the Tartar, 
armed with pilols, mounted their horfes at Maudipore about an hour 
betare fanfit: they were accompanied by fome dog-keepers leading 
gteyhounds, and each borfeman was, likewile, attended his groom 
on fool, This fervant in India is, hy habit, capable of keeping 
pace for feveral hours with the horfe, although going at a great 
rac. Having proceeded at a gentle pace on the plain, until they 
were about fix miles to the fouih, they fent back the dog-keepers, 
faying, that they themfclves would return Ieifurely another way. 
Immediately after this they met two Coffids, or meflengers, dif- 
patched by Colonel Clive, with a letter to Mr, Watts, permitting 
him to leave Muxadavad, if nothing more required his flay. It 
being now dark they quitted the road, and ftruck to the left, 
wheve the country at fome diflance was uninhabited, and covered 
with thickets, along the {kirt of which they procecded to the fouth, 
as fafl as they could, until they thought themfelvcs 30 miles from 
Coflimbuzar. They then tuned to the weit, and about midnight 
came to the village of Aguadecp, fituated on the bank of the river. 
At the cntrance of the village was a party of the Nabob’s horfe, 
picketed on each fide of the road in the open air; but this guard 
was, as ufual at this featon of the night, fo fail afleep, that not 
one of them arofe to enquire who were come amongft them, 
Having paffed to the fouthern extremity of the village, they difco- 
vered two fmall boats, which were only capable of containing the 
riders, The ‘Tartar, unwilling to lofe his own horfe, undertook to 
fave thofe of his companions, who leaving them with him, imme+ 
diately went into the boats, and rowed down the ftream about eight 
miles, to the point where the Coflimbuzar and Jelingeer rivers 
a i hore they founda party of foldiers with fome boats, difpatched 
torefeort them to the army. Having thus efcaped out of the reach of 
danger) they, took fome refrefhment, and continued their way before 
dayebresk, In the boats with the foldiers; and the next day, at

; miles 
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miles to the north of Hughley. Mr. Watts, immediately on his ar- 
tival, font back one of his own meflengers, who chanced to be in the 
camp, to Muxadavad, with intelligence of his own fafety, and of 
the approach of the army. The Armenian Petrus, with the mefin- 
ger from Mecr Jatficr, arrived the fame day. The Tartar, with the 
grooms, foon found a.boat in which they embarked, and holding the 
horfes with the bridles lengthened, fwam them all fafely acrofs the 
rivers they joined the army the day after Mr. Watts. 

Intelligence of their fight was carried to the Nabob early in the 
morning after their departure, juft as he was about to commence 
hoflilities againfl Meer Jaffier.. The information overwhelmed him. 
with aftonifhment and terror; for it convinced him at once of what 
he had hitherto difbelieved, that the Englith were confederated with 
Jaffier; and {ecing now the whole extent of his danger, magnified 
by his own timidity, he determined, if poflible, to feparate their 
union; and immediately revoking the ordcis to attack Jaffer, he 
employed emiflaries to treat wjth him. At the fame time feveral 
af the Nabob’s officers, on whol friendfhip Jafficr relied, were cx- 
hortlh gai tiret tooptetliation-setecw tt aproéd;” but, , 
either through fufpicion or feorn, refufed to vitit the Nabob.. Such 
an objection at any other feafon would have excluded all further in- 
tercourfe; but the Nabob, relinquifhing his flate, went to the pa- 
lace of Jaffier with a retinue not fufficient to give umbrage., This 
vifit produced an agreement, fandified, as uftal, by mutual oaths 
on the Koran.. Jaffier promifed neithe: to join ov give affiftance to. 
the Englith in the impending contefb; the Nabob to permit him as. 
foon as peace fhould, be reftored,, to retire unmaleftad gut of the pro-- 
vince with his family and tteafures. This interview was on‘the 
rsth, and precarious as the reconciliation was, it elated the Nabob.

‘The Englith foldiers being told, that they fhould receive a dona- 
tion of money, ceecived the orders to march on to Daudpore with « 
actlanations, nov fhewed any detire to flop for the plunder which 
lay {pread around them, Uhey halted, however, until the commif- 
faries had taken pofliflion of as many oxen as fulliced for all the artil- 
ley and carriages of the amy; their own being much inferior ta the 
Nabob’s. A detachment was fent forward, under Major Coote, to 
purfie, or rather to obferve if the enemy rallied; and the whole 
army arrived at cight o’clock, and refled at Daudpore. "This impor= 
tant vidory was gained with little lof. Only 16 Sepoys were killed, 
and 36 wounded, many of whom flightly : and of the Europeans 
about go were killed and wounded; of which numbor, fix of the 
killed, and ten of the wounded, were of the artillery, as were like~ 
wife the only two officers who were wounded during the differdnt 
operations of the day. 

Ip the morning, Colonel Clive deputed Mr. Scrafton and Qmarbeg: 
to conduct Meer Jaffer to Dandpore, who reccived them with re~ 
forve, and an air of anxiety, as if he apprehended, that the Englith 
refented his conduct, in not having joined them, conformably to his 
promifes; he, however, immediately procceded with them to Daud. 
pore, accompanied by his fon Meirum, and his ufual retinue. 
On entering the Englith camp, he alighted from his elephant, and 
the guard drow out, and refted their arms, to receive him with the 
ufual honours. Not knowing the meaning of this compliment, he 
ftarted back, as if he thought it a preparation to his deftru@ion 3 
bur Colonel Clive advancing haftily, embraced, and faluted him 
Nabob of Bengal, Behar, and Orixa, which removed his fears. 
They conferred about an hour, he making fome apologies, and the 
Colonel no reproaches ; but advifed him to proceed immediately to 
the city, and not to fuller Surajah Dowlah to efcape, vor lis treafures 
to he plundered, Meer Jaffier returning to his troops, haflened with 
them to Muxadavad, and arrived there in the evening, that is, of 
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the 24th. Colonel Clive then difpatched letters to Roydoolub, Latty, 
and'Monitkchund, and to Monickchund he piomifed that no on- 
quiry fhould be made concerning the plunder of Calcutta, The a my 
‘proceeded in the afternoon, and halted fix miles beyond Daudpore. 

Surajah Dowlah got to the city befoic the midnight after the 
battle; and not a few of his principal officers arrived theic alinott 
as foon as himfelf. ‘Thefe he aflémbled in council. Some advifid 
him to deliver himfelf up to the Englith, which he imputed to trea 
chery; others propofed, that he fhould encourage the army by the 
offer of preat rewards, and appeat again at their head in the moin- 
ing. ‘This he {eemed to approve, and, haying ordered an immediate 
diftribution of three months pay to the troops, difmiffed the council, 
and retired into the feraplio, where, left to his own reflections and 
his women, his terrors returned, 

‘The next morning, the 24th, he fent away his wornen, with 50 
glephants laden with their fyrniturg and neceflarics, and with them 
a great part of his own jewels, and fome gold rupees ¢ and determined 
to efcape himfelf in the night; but, having Ipft all confidence in 
evely officor-of-difia dion who-fostunerethorhe-timielt-or ils 
grandfather had made, he intrufted his intentions only to the eunuch 
who governed his feraglio. The arrival of Meer Jaffier in the even~ 
ing, although he attempted nothing immediately, haflened the 
Nabob’s departure. Having difguifed himfelf in a mcan drefs,, he 
went fecretly at ten o’clock at night out of a window, carrying a 
cafket of his moft valuable jewels, and attended only hy his favourite 
concubine and the cunuch. They got undifcovered into a boat, which 
the cunueh had prepared at the wharf of the palace: it immediately 
rowed away: td the northward. It was his intention to efcape to Mrs 
Law, and with him to Patna, the governor of which province was a 
faithful adherent to bis family. At ntidnight,‘Mcer Jatticr was in« 
formed of his flight, and immediately fent foveral parties in purfuit 
of him.

at three equal payments; Roydoolub was allowed a conuuiilion of 
five in the hundred on the fums for reftitation, which amounted to 
17,709,000 rupees, and this was one of the gratuities which had been 
had out to Omichund. ‘The couference being ended, Clive and 
Sriafton went towards Oimichund, who was waiting in tull affarance 
of hearing the glad tidings of lis good fortune; when Clive tid, “ It 
* is now time to undeceive Omichund +” on which, Scrafton faid to 
him in the Indoflan language, “ Omichund, the red paper is a trick; 
* you are to have nothing.” Thefe words overpowered him like a 
blafl of falphur; be tink back, fainting, and would have fallen to 
the ground, had‘not one of his attendants taught/him tn his arms ; 
they carried him to his palankin, in which they ¢oveyed him to his 
houfe, where ho remained many hours in fupid melancholy, and 
began to fhow fome fymptoms of infanity. Some days alterg be 
vilited! Colonel Clive, who advifed Lim to make a pilerimage ty fome 
pagodas Swhich he accordingly did foon after, toa famous one near 
Mauda: he went, and returned infate, bis otind every duy more 
and tore approaching to idiotitins and, contrary to the ufial 
manners of old age in Indoflan, fill move to the former excellence 
of his undeeftanding, he delighted in being continually drefled in 
the richeft parments, and ornamented with the moft coftly jewels, 
In this Mateof tirbectlliey, he'died about a year and a half atter the 
thotk of his” dtfhppdintment, ‘Grounded on his importance, by 
knowing the feeret, he held out the terror'of betraying it, to fecure 
his own advantages. Whether he would have betrayed it, if re~ 
fused, is uncertain: for part of his fortune was in the power of 
the Hinplith, and he had: the utmoft vengeance of Jalficr and his 
confederates tu tear, However, the experiment was not to be tried. 
But, on the other hand, as his tales and artifices prevented Surajah 
Dowlah from believing the reprefentations of his mofttrufty fer- 
vants, who carly fifpected, and at length were convineed, that 


the' Englith were confuderated with Jalfier; the 2,000,000 of 
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rupecs he expcéled fhould have been paid to him, and he left to 
enjoy them in oblivion and contempt. 

On the ad of July, two days after the conference at the Sears, 
news came to the city that Suajah Dowlah was taken, and the re- 
poit excited murmurs amongft a great part of the army cneainped 
around, ‘The rowers of his boat, fatigued with excellive toil, flop- 
ped in the night at Rajah Mahal, and the Nabob, with his concu- 
bine, took fhelter in a deferted garden; where he was difcovered 
at break of day by a man of mean condition, whofe cars he had 
caufed to be cut off, when at this place about 13 months before 
he took the fatal and fuious iefolution of retuining fiom his in- 
tended expedition againft Purneah, to the deftruétion of Calcutta. 
The injured man revealed him to the brother of Meer Jaffici, 1c. 
fiding in the town, and he to the foldicrs who were fecking him. 
They huetied him back to Muxadavad with the eagey diligence of 
men who kuew the value of their prize; and to recommend them- 
felves {till more to their employers, treated him with every kind of 
infolence and indignity compatible with the prefervation of his life. 
Ia this manner they brought a about midhight, asa common, 
felon, into the prefonee or WHET, ii the very palace which 
arfew days before had been ihe feat of his own refidence and def 
potic authority, It is faid that Jaffier fLemed to be moved with 
compaflion ; and well he might, for he owed all his former for- 
tunes to the gencrofity and favour of Allaverdy, who died in firm 
reliance, that Jaflier would repay his bounties by attachment and 
fidelity to this his darling adoption 5 who, himfelf, to Jalfier at leaf, 
was no criminal. Swiajah Dowlah proflrated himfelf, and with ex- 
ceffive tremor and tears implored for life alone, But Mecrum, the 
fon of Jalfier, a youth not feventeen, fierce, barbarous, and in his 
nature crucl as Surajah Dowlah himfelf, infifted on inftant death, 
Jaler ordered the prifoner to be removed, and the foldiers who had 

taken led him inte a diftant abepe He ang bf “the. vileft of the pa- 
lace, which they Jae by dxp: sci ofr futher ‘ofler 's. Moft of 
the principal men in the “gordi t were at this time in the pa- 
lace, (ore to teftify their vefpeéts, others to tranfa& the affairs of 
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their offices. AU thefe Jaflier confulted. Some, although they 
had before trembled at the fiown of Surajah Dowlah, now des 
fpifed the meannefs of his nature, more than they had dreaded the 
malignancy of his difpofition: others, for their own fakes, did 
not chise to cncourage their new fovercign in defpotic atls of blond- 
thed: fome were auated by veneration for the memory of Alla- 
verdy + others withed to preferve Surajah Dowlah, cither as a refource 
to themielves, or asa reflraint upon Jaffier: all thefe propofed a 
fri but mild imprifonment. But the refl, who were more fubtle 


“ courtiers, seconded the opinion of Meerum, teprefenting the rifques 


of 1evolt and revolution to which the government of Jaffier would 
continually be expofed, whilfl Surajah Dowlah lived. Jaffer bim- 
felf gave no opinion 3 and Meerum fecing, his unwillingnefs to pro- 
nounce, advifed him to go to vefls and he himfélf would tako care 
of the prifoner. Jaffier, pretending to underfland thefe wards as 
if they ineant no violence, difmifled the aflembly, and retired into 
the inward apartments of the palaces; when Mecrum privately {ent 
oneof his own menial fervants, in whom he mot confided, to the 
guaid, with the fatal mandate; which they received with the ruth- 
lefs alacrity of sullians who murder for reward, ‘Uheir boiftcrous 
intrufion into the chamber immediately convinced Surajah Dowlah 
of their purpofe, and the inftane terrors of death threw him into a 
Grong agony of bitter lamentation, At fongth he recovered {afi- 
ciently to alk leave to make his ablutions, and to fay his prayers. 
A pot'of water chanced to be near, which the executioners, tmpa- 
tient to perform their work, haftily threw over his head. ‘The for- 
vant then (ruck with his poignard, and the others finifhed the mat. 
facre with their fords. Elis mangled remains were expofed, in the 
morning, through the gity, upon an elephant, and then carricid to 
the tomb of Allaverdy, where they were buried, ‘The populace 
‘beheld the proceffion with awe and confternation ; and the foldiery, 
having no longer the option of two lords, aceopted the promifes of 
Jattier, dud yoftained from tumult. 
e 
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Thus perihed Surajah Dowleh, in the 2oth year of his age, aud 
the rsth month of his sign, by the hands of vinkencc, av his father 
and grandfather had pciithed before him; and by means not untle 
thofe which were cmployed by both his grandfathas to detuay the 
heir of their benefaQor, by whom they, as Jaffer by them, had 
been promoted from obfcurity to the higheft ranks of the fata 
There were found with his fecietary copies of the letters he had 
written to Mr, Buffy in Chicacole, and to Mr. Law in Beliar. In one 
to Mr. Bufly, dated a {ew days after he had fworn to the peace con- 
cluded with the Englith on the 6th of February, he prefféth him, to 
{ind 2000 men under the command of trufty officers, and in another 
invites him to march himfelf with his whole force into Bengal, To 
Mr, Law he writes foon after his departue into Behar, and befute 
the confederacy againft himfelf began to move, that he js determined 
to attack the Englith, and orders him to return immediately with 
his party to Muxadaval. "Tyrant as he was, if he had icfpcéted the 
advice of his grandfather Allaverdy, and not have excited the detef 
tation of the Gentops, at the fame time that he was yendering him- 
felf dreadful to the principal Mahomedan. officers of hig court, the 
Englith would-havefayndenp-allinncedudicien ttochavewentyyed the 
ri{que of dethtoning him: but it is probable that the fame iniquity 
of chara&er, which urged him to the doftru@ion of Calcutta, would 
foon have called forth other. ayengers of other atrocious deeds. 

The party of Frenchmen, with Mr. Law, advanced from Bagli- 
pore as foon as they received the laft fammons of Surajah Dowlah, 
but fo late, that they had not pafled Tacriagully, when they head 
fome confufed reports of the battle of Plafly, ov which Mr. Law 
halted, waiting for more certain information. Had he inumediately 
proceeded 20 milesfarther, he would the next day have met and faved 
Surajah Dowlah, and an order of events, very different from thofe 
which we have to relate, would in all probability have enfued. After 
waiting two days at Tacriapully, Mr. Law received intelligence that 
lie was takon 5 on which he immediately matched, back into Behar, 
intending to offer-his fervice to Ramparain, the vicc-nabob of the 
province, 
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Of all the Gentoos whom Allaverdy had raiftd to high appoints 
ments, Ramnarain feems to have been the only one, whole gratitude 
had not been cflranged by the defpotie caprices of Surajal: Dowlah, 
But they were connected by the fame refentments + for, wll Sura- 
jab Dowlah was harbouring grudge againtl Meer Jalller at Musadae 
vad, Ramnarain was at variance with a brother, and a biother-in- 
law of Meer Jafficr, who had confiderable employments at Patna, 
The knowledge of this animofity liad deterred Reydoolub, although 
conneéted with Ramnarain by religion as well as bufinefs, fom at- 
tempting to gain his concurrence to the confederacy ; nor does it 
appear that Ramnarain knew any thing of it until it was brought to 
the point of decifion. In the mean while, he ieparded' the party 
with Mr. Law as an important refource to Surajali Dowlah, in cafe 
hoftilities (iould be renewed with the Englifh, and had accordingly 
fupplied thom, although {ecretly, with thie means of fubfiftance 
ever fince thoy had retreated into his province, The new regency 
at Muxadavad had, therefore, no veafon to cxped his willing sc- 
quicfeence to the revolution, or not to fufpea that he would not 
entertain tHe party with Mr. Law, and even ftrengthen himfelf fill 
more by alliances with the neighbouring powers to the weflward, 
The beft means of averting thefe confequences confifted in fending 
a detachment cxpedite and ftrong enough to deflroy the French 
party before they reached Patna, or a force fufficient tordeter Ram 
narain from taking them into his pay when they Mould arrive there, 
Meer Jaffer, notwithftanding the feeming acquiefcence 'of the 
foldiery to his acceffion, was afraid to truft any confiderable body of 
them at a diftance, and efpecially in the precarious province of Be- 
har; but was afhamed to acknowledge his miftruft, which Clive penc- 
trated, and devermined to undertake the expedition with the Englith 
troops alone, The detachment confifted of 230 Europeans, three 
companies cach of roo Sepoys, so Lafcars, and: two ficld-pieces, 
Both fix-pounders, and Major Coote was appointed to the command,. 
The baggage, fores, carriages, ammunition, and provifions, were 
Jaden in 40 boats, all of which were very ill equipt, whether with 
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rowers or tackle; and, neverthelefs, were not ready before the 6th 
of July, when they left Muxadavad; by which time the French 
party had got half-way to Patna. 

The news of the battle of Plafly was brought to Calcutta on the 
asth of June in a letter from Colonel Clive to Mr. Drake, the go- 
vernot, who immediately communicated it to the council, The 
victory was deemed decifive ; and all reftraints of fecrecy being now 
removed, the purport of the treaties were immediately tevealed by 
the members of the council to all they met. In a few minutes all 
the inhabitants of the town, impatient to hear or tell, were in the 
ftreets. The reftitution of public and private property; the dona- 
tions to the Iquadron, the army, and individuals; the grants to the 
company; the privileges to the Englifh commerce; the compatifon 
vf the profperity of this day with the calamities in which the colony 
was overwhelmed at this very feafon in the preceding year: in a 
word, this fudden reverfe and profufion of good fortune intoxicated 
the fteadicft minds, and hurried every one into the excefles of in- 
temperate joy; even envy and hatred forgot their energies, and were 
resonciled, at leaft for a while, to familiarity and good-will; for 
‘every Sha iw that ne ower porcion er alvantages Was intimately 
and infeparably blended with that of every other perfon in the 
fottlement, 

‘The prefidency immediately prepared a veflcl to carry thefe wel- 
come tidings to England, Mr. Maningham, who had been deputed 
from Fulta to Madrafs, chancing to return at this time to Caleutta, 
was immediately fent to Muxadavad, where Colonel Clive, Mr, 
‘Watts, and himfelf, were appointed to adi as a committee in the 
management of all public affairs. ‘Their fixft care was to get the 
money {tipulated by the treaties. Roydoolub perfifted in his affér- 
tions of the fcantinefs of Surajah Dowlah’s tieafury, and endea- 
voured to prove them by fadls which were not true. At length, 
after a variety of difeuffions and equivocationa, the committee by the 
6th of July received; in coined filver, 7,271,666 tupecs. "This trea- 
fine was packed up in 7oo chefls, and Jaden in 100 boats, which 
proceeded under the care of foldiers to Nudiah 5 from whence they 
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were efvorted by all the boats of the (yuadron and many others, 
proceeding with bannas difplayed and mufick founding, as a tri- 
umphal proceflion, to contraft that in which the inhabitants of the 
Ganges had foen Surajah Dowlal returning the year before from the 
duftru€ion of Calcutta. Never before did the Englifh nation at 
one time obtain fach a prize in folid money; for it amounted (in 
the mint) to 800,000 pounds flerling. T'rom real or pretended dif 
ficultics, no more money was received until the gth of Auguft, 
when Roydoolub paid 1,655,358 rupecs; and on the goth of the 
fime month he delivered gold, jewels, and cafh, amounting to 
155995737 xupeos: the three payments amounted to 10,765,737 
rupees. ‘The whole fun agreed to be paid, as one half of the fipu- 
lations of the treaty, was 11,350,000 rupees ; the deficiency, 584,905, 
was fill delayed ; but the commiflion which had been promifed was 
paid to Roydoolub, 

During the receipts of the money the committee had likewite ag- 
tended to the other articles of the treaty, A mint was eftablifhed at 
Calcutta, and the firft rupees were coined there on the rth of 
Augut. Agents were feut to re-cflablith the fuberdinate factories. 
Mandates from the Nabob were ifved for the freedom of the Ing. 
lith trade throughout the province, but permitting it only under the 
ufual paffport of the company’s dufluck, and without exemption 
from the former prohibitions of dealing in any commodities, except- 
ing fuch as wore imported, or were purchafed to be exported to fea, 
It was difficnlt to defing the, limits of the lands ceded to the com- 
pany, fouth of Caloutta, for they had never been furveyed by the 
poverament: and great quantities of falt being manufactured in the 
difttiGs nearcfl the fea, the tenants and renters, who pained much 
by this commodity, were averfe to the introdudion of new mafters, 
who, as merchants, might with to appropriate this trade to them- 
felves: their patrons, refenting the lofs of thofe prefents and ‘ad- 
vantages, which they received for their protection, figgelted every 
obftacle to prevent the Nabob from giving thefe diltrids to the 
[oglith ; and prevailed fo far, that it was agreed the company fhould 

not 
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not exercife any authority in them, until all the lands had been 
furveyed, and.every man’s pofleftion afcertained, 

All the profperities which had been imagined on the news of the 
battle of Plafly were now realized in Calcvtta. A cominittec of the 
moft refpectable inhabitants were appointed to diftribute the money 
received for the reftitution of the lofles of individuals, and executed 
the office with much diferction and equity. Commerce revived 
throughout the fettlement, and affluence began to fpread in every 
houfe; but as it is the nature of man to err with great changes 
of fortunc, many, not content with the undifputed advantages ac- 
cruing from the revolution, immediately began to trade in falt and 
other articles, which had hitherto been prohibited to all Europeans; 
and Meer Jaflier complained of thefé encroachments within a month 
after his acceflion, which, although checked for the prefent, were 
afterwards renewed, and at lat produced much more mifchief than 
even difintercfled fagacity could have forefeen.

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of the neighbouring difui@s. Here intelligence was obtained, that 
the feveral chiefs in this part of Behar had enlifled forces to aftitt 
Ramuarain ; and {pies reported that they had left Mr, Law’s party at 
Benaroz, which is by the road at loaft 140 miles. beyond Chuprah, 
and that they were fupplicd there by Bulwanfing, the Rajah of the 
diftti@, who was dependant on Sujah Dowlah the fubah of Oude, 
Farther purfuit was evidently vain, but certain of producing imme. 
diate hoftilitles with Sujah Dowlah, whofe te.ritory commenceth 
at the river Dewah, which difembogues into the Ganges 18 miles 
to the weft of Chuprah. The Major, therefore, refolved to wait 
here for farther orders, and on the rath received a letter from Colo- 
nel Clive, inflru@ting him, as a fcheme of Meer Jaffier’s, to return 
to Patna, and endeavour, in concert with Mahmud Amy Cawn, ta 
wreft the government from Ramnarain, The troops, leaving the 
baggage to follow, embarked carly the next moining ; and fuch is 
thg flrength of the flream at this feafon of the year, that they ar- 
rived at Patna by noon, although the diftance along the courfe of 
the river is 44 miles, Tt appeared to the Major that the only means 
of executingwhisindauctions, shouldbe. towaffiult .the. citadel, in 
which Ramnarain always refided, and at this time only with 
aooo mens but Mabmud Amy reprefented that their force was not 
fufficient to inveit it fo clofely as to prevent Ramnarain from 
efcaping by fom of the fecret paffages, and propofed to defer the 
attempt until he himfelf fhould be joined by 1500 of Rammnarain’s 
troops, whom he had engaged to defert. 

But by this time Ramnarain had taken the alarm, probably by 
information from his frierids at Muxadavad of the orders fent to 
Major Coote and Mahmud Amy, which, confirmed by the hajty 
return of the detachment from Chuprah, frightened him fo much, 
that he now {pared no attentions to the Major, and received his 
vifit with much affeGation of complacence. Two days after, the 
Major received.aJetter from Meer Jaffier, fraught with fufpicions 
that Mahmud Amy had bosn falfe witnefs againft Rammarain, as a 
pretext for levying forces, with the intention of feizing the governs 
ment for himfelf, Enough has not been difcoveied of the feciets + 
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of Jaffier to account for this abrupt change and contradiction of an 
opinion, which had hitllerto been the grentef anxiety of his mind. 
Lfis letter, however, precluded al! farther intentions of hofiility ; and 
on the 22d a conference was held by appointment in the citadel, 
to difenfs and reconcile all differences. Major Coote and the two 
biothers, Mahmud Amy and Meer Coflim, came each with 
fliong cfcorts, and Ramnarain was attended by all his principal of 
ficers, "The two brothers, with the calmnefs peculiar to the manners 
of Indoftan, accuted him of a defign to affaffinate them, which 
indced had been repoited in the city ; then of his intention to rebel 
apainft Meer Jaffer, in proof of which they urged his connivance 
at the paflage of the French troops through Behar, the oaths he. 
had taken {rom the officers of his army, his correfpondence and pro- 
pofals to Sujah Dowlah, Ramnarain folemnly denied all thefe 
accufations, and produced a letter lo had juf received from Sujah 
Dowlah, which indicated no fuch intentions as were imputed to 
their correfpondence : he then faid, it was true, that he had been. 
attached to the Jate Nabob, becawe bis fortunes had heen raifed by 
the princes of his family; but vow that Surajal.Dowlah was 
no more, and none of his family remaining worthy or capuble of the 
government, on whom fhould he fo naturally with to depend as on. 
Meer Jaffer, whom their caminon patron, Allaverdy, had raifed fo» 
near his own perfon and dignity. [fe then called a bramin, and,. 
in the prefence of his officers, and:a crowd of attendants, folemnly 
wore allegiance and fidelity to Meer Jaffier, and friend(hip and goods 
will to Meer Coffim and Mihmud Amy. ‘The two brothers re- 
turned the compliment, by taking an oath on the koran that their- 
heart was clear of all ill-will to Ramnarain, and fhould continue fo.. 
They then embraced him, and all rhe three Major Coote,.as the 
mediator of this reconciliation, Neverthelefs, neither fide believed: 
the.other, but cach withed to gain time, and to wait events: for- 
Rarnnarainy knew that the orders fron Muxadavad would prevent 
Major Coote and the brothers of Meer Jaifier from agting» againft’ 
hig a Reet and’ they, knew: that hey, diftppointed of the affift.

ance of Sujah Dowlah, would be fubmiftive, until he was better pre- 
parod ¢o affert independence. 

Before this conference Meer Jaffier had determined to secall the 
tletachment ; but Major Coote did not receive the orders to return 
until the beginning of September, and in the interval the troops re- 
mained, uninteriupted by any alarms, in the company’s factory an- 
joining to the city. All proceeded in the boats, which left Patna 
on the th of September, and artived in feven days at Muxadavad, 
although the diflance is 300 miles, 

The confederacies of ambition are as liable to be broken by fuccefs 
as difappointment. Meer Jafficr had many relations; and not only 
they, but all others who were his adherents or dependants before 
his acceflion to the Nabobthip, thought they had the bett right to 
partake of the change of his fortunes; and thofe, who without pre- 
vious connexion had acquiefced to the revolution, thought their title 
bettgr. But the donations to the Englith had exhaufted the treafury, 
and none of the officers of the government could be removed with- 
out infringing the declarations by which Jaffier had obtained the 
general fubmiffion..to his foversiguty,.and. which Clive had satified. 
Some money had been diftributed amongft the army of the govern- 
ment, but much [cfs than their expectations; and their difcontent 
acquired prefumption by the complaints of the whole populace of 
Murxadavad, who had beheld with deteftation the gold and filver of 
the capital oftentationfly carried away by foreigners. A large fum 
SHU remained duc of the firfl half of the treaty-monies, and the 
term of the firft payment of the fecond half was approaching, for it 
fell in OQobers and the comunittce at Muxadavad were continually 
prefting the treafury for the balance already due. ‘ 

‘There is no prince in Indoftan, who docs not try every means to 
avoid the payment of money, Mipulated at a diftant period ; and Meer 
JSaflier imagined his libevalities to individuals, who were the heads 
of the Englith nation, would relax their flridtinels in the public 
terms. But Colonel Clive had neither afked, nor Mipulated for the 
prefents he had reccived; and having refufed evesy other offer from 


he various interefts which compofed the government, thought their 
. Coca obligations 
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obligations mutual, and maintained the indepoudency of his command, 
Neither Jaffier nor his fon had fafpeded this fermnefs in his cha 
raer. Le not only infilcd on the payments of the traty-monies, 
ab they became duc, but, when Gimpercd with to approve changes in 
the amy and adminiftration, which Jaffier withed to make in order 
to gratify bis own favourites, Clive let him underfland, that he would 
permit nouc, as deeming them dangerous to the public tranquiltity, 
and contrary to declarations, fanduificd by his own.  Jaffier felt thede 
reftraints with abomination, whieh tuned his head to notions of 
emancipating himfelf from the afeendance of the uplith; but, 
warned by the experience of the confederacy whieh had raifed him 
to the fovereipnty, Cov the neceflity of firft breaking: the power of the 
Gentoos, in whom the Buglith would find the fame vefources againtt 
himfelf, as he with the Englifh had derived from them againgl Su- 
rajah Dowlah. Roydoolub, as the head of the Gentoo line, was firtt 
to be deftroyeds but, dreading the fapacity of Clive, Jaffier deter- 
mined to fet nothing in motion which might awaken his {ufpicions, 
whilfl he remained at Muxadayad 3 and jn the interval, both he and 
his fon Meerom carricd themfelves to him with cvery appearance of 
opennels and confidence, and Clive often partook of the timniliaity 
of their private amufanents, 

On the rgth of September, the day after the detachment from 
Patna arrived 1 Muxadavad, Clive went away to Calcutta, leaving 
Watts, Maniugham, and Scrafton, to tranfuct the company’s affairs 
with the Nabob and his minifters. The detachment from Patna was 
flationed in the fatlory at Cofimbuzars the reft of the troops, which 
had ferved at Mafly, were tent down the river, and quartered at 
Chandernapoare, as a more healthy fituation than Calcutta. 

We thall now retum to the affhirs of Coromandel and the Deegan.

HE prefidency of Madrafs received no intelligence concerning 

the fuccefs of the armament to Bengal, before the rsth of 
February, between which day and the 22d, adyices arrived, by 
various veflels, of the re-capture of Calcutta, the attack of the 
Nabob’s camp, and of the treaty made with him on the trth of thac 
month, in which conjunQure Colonel Clive gave hopes that he fhould 
foon. return with a great part of the troops. On the arf Admiral 
Pocock arrived, as we have faid, fron Vizagapatam, landed the re~ 
maining. Soldiesg. of the Ri EARY & Areas, zegeived 100, the fame 
number of failors, and ailed the next day to rejoin the {quadron in 
Bengal. : 

According to the principle adopted on the departure of the arma~ 
ment, the Prefidency had continued to avoid all hoftilities in the 
Carnatic ; but the failure of Lieutenant Rumbold’s negotiation with 
the Jemautdars of Madura, in November, raifed no improbable ap- 
prehonfions, that the influence of the government of Pondicherry 
would, if it had not already, foon infinuate itfelf into their councils, 
untefs immediately interrupted by fome exertion ; and the dangerous 
confequences whjch would enfue, determined the prefidency to 
revoke the reftraint they had laid on Captain Calliaud not to en- 
page in-any military operations from Tritchinopoly 5 and in the end 
of the year, they allowed him to employ fuch means as he fhould 
think expedient, for the reduétion of Madura, and permitted him 


to command the expedition in perfon; they likewife fent feveral 
officers, 
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officers, with fome flores and ammunition, which the parrifon of 
Trichinopoly could aot {pare without diminithing its own comples 
ments: they went by fea to Devicotah, from whence they were to 
proceed through the Tanjore country, 

Captain Calliaud, whilft waiting for thefe fupplies, Went to ‘Tans 
jore, as well to obtain trodps from the King, as ‘to tnake peace 
between him and ‘Tondiman 3. for Monacjee ‘in the beginning of 
the year had taken the fort of Kianelly, which had been: fo long 
the object of contention between thems but found the difference, 
as before, irreconcilable ; neverthele{s, both profered every aftif.

“Che Prefidency, whilfl wailing the refalt of this expedition, had, 
howfoever unwilling, been obliged to engage in hoflilities in the 
Carnatic, "The Nabob, in the beginning of the year, had demanded 
of his brother Nazeabulla, the governor of Ne/ore, a fubfidy of 
100,000 rupees above the uftal tribute; which the country could 
afford to pay, “having fullered little from the diftrefles of the war, t 
whieh the reft of the Carnatic had fo long, been expofed; but Na« 
vaabulla cquivecated and apologized.  Tehlafs Khan, the brothor of 
the Nabob’s buxey or general, marching at this time with soo borfe, 
and other troups, to colledt the tributes of the northern Polypars, 
advanced as far as Serapely, a fort 12 miles fouth of Nelore, and 
propofd an interview with Nazeabulla, who accepted the vilit, piv 
ing his oath on the Koran; bur roquefted Iqklats Khan to come 
with few attendants, loft guaerels fhould arife between them and his 
own. The vit produced:no change in Nazeabulla’s excufes for not 
paying the money, and Ichlafs Khan loft the city in the evening 
without harm 5 but, after it grow dark, his efcort was attacked by 
an ambufeade of matchlockemen in the bufhes near the road, and 
one of them was killed. The Nabob imputed this outrage to the in- 
ftigation and example of his other brother Maphuze Khan at Ma 
dutay: and, of an adventurer Meerfacb, who was in pofteflion of Bit’ 
‘vanalore, ‘and pl os wherever he lifted. ‘The anguith whiéh 
the Wy ol} expec ed at this focond rebellion rifing in his ows fenily,” 
ah “a the es to. somgly with his garneft requelt : re~

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duce Nazeabulla; but his troops were not ready to march from 
Arcot before the ft of April, although the outrage happened 
on arf of February; during which Ichlafs Khan was ‘waiting for 
them with his detachment at Kalaftry, the town of the polygar Da- 
werlah Venketappah-naigue, 70 miles to the §. w. of Nelore. The 
force from Madrafs was only roo Europeans, the company of 
56 coffrees, and 300 Sepoys, with one 18 pounder, three fix 
pounders, four cohorns, and one howitz. Lieutenant Colonel Foid, 
of Adlercron’s regiment, was appointed to command the expedi- 
tion, The Sepoys and bullocks proceeded by land. The Europeans 
and Coffrees, with the artillery and ftores, embarked on the firtt of 
April, in a fhip and a floop, which anchored the next afternoon op~ 
pofite to the mouth of the river Kandeler, feven miles to the Noith 
of Kiftnapatam, a town of confiderable trade, from whence they 
expected the ufual affiflances of the port; but the inhabitants, inti+ 
midated by the threats of Nazeabulla, abandoned the town on the 
appearance of the veflels, which were employed feven days in effed.- 
ing the difembarkation with tio mafloolasthey had brought from 
Madrafa, Duxing this interval the, Hoaegetnd. bullogs arrived 5 
but edolies ‘and ‘more bul ocks were netefary before ‘thé detachs 
ment could move from Kiftnapatam, and the Nabob’s army from 
Arcot was not near enough to {upply them ‘before the aad of the 
month, . 

The next day Colonel Forde marched, and on the asth joined the 
Nabob’s army at Serapely, which was commanded by his brother Ab- 
dullwahab, and had been enceeafed by the troops of the polygars Ban- 
gar Yatcham and Damerlah Venketappah, and all togethci amounted 
to 10,000 mony of which gogo ‘were cavalry, On the 27th the army 
encamped before Nelort..«’This town ftands about. 560 yards to the 
fouth of the river Pennar, extending about 1200 yards from eatt to 
weft, and 600 on the other fides. The walls were of mud, and only 
the gateways and a few of the towers of fldne. ‘The parapet was fix

‘Nazcabulla, on the approach of, - 
Abdulwahab, had gone away with 100 horfe, and left the city to 
be defended by. a refolute officer, with a parrifon’ of 4000 Penns, 
who were inftrudted and affitted by 20 Myenchnien, {ent from Ma. 
fulipatam. The Englith troops cneamped along the river'in: face. of 
tho town, the Nabob’s and the Polygar’s at a diftance higher up. 

On the agth, the eightcen-pounder, with the field-pieces, together 
with the cohorns and howity! began to'fire from the mound of a 
tank at the diftance of goo yards; but by miftake apaint the 
ftrongett part of the wall, on which, in: four days, they made no 
impreflion, In the. night: of the ad of May, . all the: artillery was 
moyed, to a battery erected . about: 200. yard to: the left, and: ioe 
neare the wall, which i in this part was vilibly ina ruinous condis. 
ounder: fired brifkly during the next day, and: byt 
the. evening. made a breach which appeared pradticable 5 and. hte. 
therto only one man had been wounded by the enemy’s fire, which 
had been very few cannon-fhot, but continual from-finall arms. The. 
next day Abdulwahab. dammoned the governor, who aatwered. with: 
civility, that. he could.not deliver the fort toany one.-without a po 
fitive, order. from, Nazeabulla, whole falt he $6, Ir was.therefore. 
refolvod to form the next morning; but, during this interval: the: 
garrlfon had:-been diligently enaployed. in, counterworkipe t tlre breach. 
trench. through the rampart, and, 
which ‘joined. at ‘right angles with. 
thofe from the rampart, and enclofed a {pace of fore yards fquares, 
thefe trenches were to.be defended. by, men ‘armed with long pikes. 
while numbers, flationed,. fome along the. ramparts, fame. in va-. 
ceafion,, and others i ithe ener houles,. a 
vere to nnoy. the aflailants,, 
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brifkly ag the line was approaching, and ‘more efpecially from the 
tower‘on ‘the-left of the breach, that Col. Forde ordered a fix-’ foun 
der from the battery, which, at tho diftance of a hundred yar dss 
‘kept up.a conftant fire on the parapet of this tower, mordindced with 
‘the hopeof. intimidating, than the expe@ation,of doitig any detiiment..

Ma- 
eduufs s but Colonel Forde had already been informed by the preti- 
dency, that the French troops were aQing in the-field, and threatened 
idefigns which might render it neceflary to recall his detachment, 
By the rgth:the wounded were fufficiontly recovered to march; and 
ho determination beiug as yet reccived from the profidency, Colonel 
Forde, in compliance with the repeated requefls of Abdulwahab, 
crofltd the Pennar with the whole army in purfiit of Nazeabulla, 
avho, it was faid, Mill continued in the neighbourhood: on the tsth 
they halted at Sangam, a pagoda of note go miles welt of Nelore, 
where they were informed that Nazeabulla had quitted the coun~ 
try, and was gone to the French at Condavir; on which the army 
returned the next day towards Serapely, but by another road, leay- 
ing Nelore to the left. On the way Colonel Forde mer feveral let» 

tery, fipnifying the enerealing apprehentions of che prefulcney 5 and 
on his arrival at Serapely, received oxprefs orders to rettin with the 
utmoft expedition to Madrafs, 

The goverament of Pondicherry, with the advices of the deel 
ration of war againft Great Britain, received orders to refrain from any 
military operations of rifque, until the great armanteft preparing in 
France fhould arzive ; which injundions they had implicitly obeyed: 
but when they faw Madrafs dividing its force, although nose 
ftronger than their own, on fervices at fuch diflance from each other, 
as Nelore and ‘Tinivelly, they thought they too might attempt fome 
acquilition without much danger. I fowever, they began with great 
caution, On tho 6th of April, the day after the Englith troops um» 
“barked for Nelore, a body of 200 Europeans, and 1000 Sepoys, 
which had for Came ime lain encamped to the welkward of Pondis 
chorry, marched under the comumand of Mr. D'Auteuil, who had 


Jately returned from Trance; they procceded, giving out fome other 
objects, 
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objcéls, to cover their real intentions, which were to fall upon 
Elavanafore by farprize. 

This place is fituated about 60 miles welt of Pondicherty ; it 
confifts of a fort and a pettah both flanding on a plain, and neither 
having any difficult defences: the diflriéts are of no great extent, 
but extremely fertile, Before the truce between Mr. Saunders and 
Godcheu, it was taken poffeftion of by an adventurer named Meer 
Allumodean, but more generally known by the name of Meer 
Saheb, who procured his confirmation from the Nabob, then at 
Tritchinopoly. Under this fanGtion, he maintained a much greater 
force, efpecially of horfe, than the incomes of his government 
could afford, and fupported them by plundering the neighbouring 
diflriéts, pretending, that the managers of them were attached to 
the French. In an excurfion immediately after the truce in 1755, 
he plundered all the French diftricts between Seringham and Pondt- 
cheriy, when the prefidency of Madrafs rebuking his proceedings, 
he shade retribution to the I'rench gover nment, who permitted him 
to keep a finall fort he had taken from then i ia the neighbourhdod 
of Earner Rane a gee Te ena + gee iecpellion: aadted . Latpis 
clong 1 the Nt ho propofed that the Englith detachment, 
which efcorted ie fon after from Tritchinopoly to Arcot, thould 
attack Elavanafore in the way: and again that the Englifh army 
thould proceed againgt it, in the beginning of the laft year, imme- 
diately after it had retreated from Velore. On the other haiid; 
Mecr Saheb, knowing himfelf reprobated by the Nabob, and feeing 
nothing to be got by uniting with the French, thought the 
mutual enmity between the two his beft protectiony aqd paid no 
refped. to dither s but dincrsafed” his force, and. j fing te x det 
predations on the poflesisns. of. both * 2B Befldes driving wi the catlte, 
which he afterwards fold to the owner’, itiaves pin re his cuftom 
to foize din’ parfops of fabftance, whom he confined titi! they had 
paid heavy aii forhns, Jn the month of: Septeiaber, he, in one ex- 
curfion, fwept ainiyy006 heeves,and 6000. theep, indifferently from 


the country round; and in’ the beginnisg of the ‘prefent year oe 
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plundered the neighbou hood indifcriminately, "Vhe Nabob then 
pretended to fulpect him of being in league with M Maphuze 
ahah at Mada, and Nazeabulla at Nelore; but as foon as it 
was known, that the government of Pondicherry intended to attack 
Hlavanafare, he vequefled the preflideney of Madrafs to protect hina, 
nother than fiir fuck valuable difricts to fill into the hands of the 
Eench. 

Mr. D'Auteuil advancing by foreed marches appeared before Tla- 
yanafore on the roth; and, whilfl they were cucamping, Meer Sa- 
heb tallied wirh all his cavalry and moft of his foot, and had well 
uiph routed the whole of the French force, when he was fhot 
through the body: his troapy immediatly ceated the fight, 
but efeotted him with much attention back to the fort, D’Au- 
tucil, on this trial, fent to Gingee for reinforcements and can- 
non; and, in.the mean time, prepared to make a regular attack + 
on the 16th anived 2g0 Luroponns, with 1000 Scpoys, and the 
batteting cannon; but on the fame day Meer Saheb died of this 
wound; on which hi, brother, with the families of both, went 
away in the night, and the pauifon after their exaniple Likewite 
abwudoned the fort before he morning.

even Capt, Jof. Smith, who now commanded in the city, apprehei inded 
and warned the prefidency ofthis; danger. But the force which 
had taken Blavanafore was uncqual to the enterprize 3 and 1D)’ Auteuil 
moved back fion Mlavanafore to Chilambium, where he arrived on 
the i of May. From hence be marchcd and encamped on the

In the mean time, Captain Calliaud, whilft regulating the af 
fais of the renter at Tinivelly, acquired intelligence, that the con- 
federates were treating with the Myforeans at Dindigul for aid 
againft the Mnglith and their adherents, the Pulitaver offering 
to pay down s00,000 rupees, and the Jemautdars of Maphuze 


Khan to give up the diftrias of Sholavanden, in which are comprized . 


a flrong pafs, and the only road, between Madura and Dindigul. 
Nevertholefs it was not intended that the country, when conquered, 
thould be given. either to the Myforean or Maphuze Khan: it was to 
be teftored to a defcendant of the ancient kings, who lived in con~ 
cealment in the country of the greatér Moravar: and Maphuze 
Khan was to have a fuitable cftablifhment in Myfore. ‘ 

This news encreafed the neceffity of attacking Madura as foon as 
pofiible ; but the arrangements at Tinivelly were not finithed until 
the roth of April, on which day, Captain Calliaud began his 
march from thence, with 180 Europeans, 2,500 Sepoyg, fix, field~ 
Aplocéag aiWaixoed holon MihomedrTivefeominanded the Sepoys, 
and Madditee what horfe were levied by himfelf. Six companies of 
Sepoy’s ‘were left for the defence of Tinivelly, and the fame number

of the capture of, Chandernagore, but without a fingle platoon of 
the troops which had been fent in the armament 5 and, the (eafon 
heing now changed, none were to he cxpetled before September. 
Intelligence of this difappointment was foon conveyed to Pondi- 
cherry 3 and it now appeared, that the French had waited to deter 
mine the operations of theis own troops by the force which might 
be fent back from Bengal to Madras. “They immediately tinned’ alt 
their garrifons, and, retaining none but invalids in Pondicherry it- 
felt, curolled the European inhabitants to man the walls + all thef 
parties haflened to join D’Autueil’s camp before Ariclore, who, 
fending forward a detachment of 100 Europeans and s00 Scpoys to 
SeHingham, followed’ himfelf with the main body on the rath of 
May «his whole force confitted of 1000 Europeans, battalion and

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The two eighteen-pounders intended for Madura were fent off 
from Tritchinopoly early in the morning of the rath, under the 
efcort of two companics of Sepoys; but had not proceeded three 
miles, before a flrong party from Se1ingham croffed the Caveri, and 
marched to circumvent them; which being perceived from the town, 
Captain Jofeph Smith re-called the guns, and marched out with a 
confiderable part of the garrifon to protect them, on which the 
enemy returned to the ifland. On the r4th the van of their main 
body, with D’Autueil, arrived, and with the garrifon of Sesingham 
encamped at the Pagodas of Wariore. It was fome time that captain 
Smith had,expeted this vifit, and he had made all the preparations 
which the means in his power, admitted to receive it: he had filled 
the ditch round the town with water by the wfual fluices from the 
Caveri, neverthelefs feveral rocky paits remained fordable : the pa-

The terror fpread by this incurfion was of much more detriment 
than the mifehicf’ done at Conjeveram 5 for all the inhabitants of the 
open and fertile goantyy along, the Patiar, abandoned. their labours 
and occupations, and the renters as wual amplified the Lofles they 
were likely to fuflain in the colleGion of the revenues, The prefi- 
dency of Madras, {enfible and vexed at their error, immediately 
ordered the army to march back, and re-crofs the Paliar, Col. 
Lawrence, although fie had refolved froma the time he was fiyper= 
fided by Colonck Adlercron, never to a under his command, on 
this ovcafion offered to join the camp as a voluntecrs and Adlercorn 
accepted the propofal with good will, "I'he army marched from 
the Mount on the rgth. ‘The L*rench, on their approach, retived 
from Ontramalore to Vandiwath, and intrenched frongly within 
halfa mile of the eaftern fide of the fort, fummoning reinforce» 
ments from all their parrifons in the rear. ‘Che Englith, likewile wait« 
ing for detachments and the Nabob’s cavalry from Arcot, did not ad- 
vance to Quttamalore until the agth, when an ancommon ficknets 
broke out in the camp 3 men being fuddenly feized, and dying in re 
hows, aud as many died as recovered, "Che mortality continued 
four days, but the camp having moved on the filth five mites 
heyond Outramalore, fewer men fell down the next, and in two days 
more the ficknels intirely ceafed. On the rxth of July they encamped 
within fight of the enemy, whofe buflars hovered round the Hne, 
but came uot near cnough to receive any harm. By this time the 
ftvength of the two armies, although different, was nearly equal : 
the I'rench had 800 Muvopeans, of which roo were huflars, and 
1500 Sepoys; the Englith zoo Huropeans, 2000 Sepoys, but no 
horfe, excepting a few troopers, to forve as {couts. On the 14th, 
go9 of the Nahub’s horfe arrived from Arcot; and the next morning 
god ofthem, with five companics of Sepoys, advanced towards the 
anomy’s cdinp, followed by the picquct of 100 Europeans, with a 
fickdspiqney and at the fame time the whole line drew out, weasly to- 
mnéotin geionplaadtion,, if the, enemy would give the opportunity ; 

but 
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but they recalled their advanced pofts into their intrenchments, and 
only fent out their huffars, who, as before, ventured nothing, 
‘This trial convinced Col. Lawrence that nothing but the certainty 
of advantage could bring them to aélion; and enough being done 
to convince the country that the former retreat had not been in 
confequence of fear, he thought it beft to put an end to the expence of” 
the campaign. Thearmy marched away on the 26ch, and the enemy 
rnade no motion to harrafs them. On the 28th, they arrived at 
Conjeveram, where 500 Europeans, with 1500 Sepoys, remained’ 
in cantonments, under the command of Licutenant-colonel Forde : 
the reft returned to the garrifons and ftations from whence they 
had been drawn. ‘Thus ended this campaign, in which the whole- 
force that Madvafs and Pondicherry could bring into the field, re- 
mained 40 days within a few hours march of each other, and fepa- 
rated, without a man wounded on either fide. Neverthelefs, both 
wore right, according to their different views and circumflances, in: 
yefraining from adlion. 

The garrifon of Madura was for much elated by the departure of 
Captain Gallioud with she:beft of the troops, and by the caufe in the 
danger of Txitchinopoly, that the Jemautdars, who had made pro- 
pofals to him, would not continue any communication with Lieu- 
tenant Rumbold and Mahomed Iffoof; who ordered up fix of the 
12 companics of Sepoys from Tinivelly and Palamacotah, and moved 
the camp from the s. £, to the x, £, of the town on the other fide of 
the river Vigec, in order to cut off the communication of the gartle 
fon with the river, from which they drew their water, as all in the 
tanks of the town and plain was putrid. 

- The four fides of Madura front nearly to the four ‘aida points. 
The river pafling from the x. w. wafhés the walls at the nm. 
angle; the bed, unicts immediately after heavy rains, lies ini 
dry flats of fand, on fome of which are buildings; the channels. 
between ate fhallow. ‘The Enplitht camp extended on the nor-- 
thern fide of the ‘iver, ‘oppofite thé angle, and within point 
blank of part of the walls on the eaft and north fides, for 


nothing was feared from the decayed artillery of the town. 
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The gate-way of the north fide, fiom whence the garriton got 
their water, was near the nN. we angle, and about go yards 
from the river; on the fide of which, oppofite to the gate, they 
thiew up a tetrenchinent, jn which they kept a guard to pro- 
te@ the water-cariigrs, Tivutcnant Rambold, with the Hurapeans, 
paid the river under cover of a fickl piece, and having ditlodged 
the gnard fiom the poft on the other fide, kept pofleflion, flrength- 
ened it with better retrenchments, and flationcd two companies of 
Sepoys to maintain it. "This immediatly obliped: the enemy to 
open another gate, it was that to the fourth, and to get thei water 
fiom the tanks within and without the town, which foon threw 
many of tham into fluxes. 

Rinubold and Mahomed Iflvof remained three or four days without 
doing any thing mote, hoping to put the enemy off their guard, and 
thon, taking a night when the wind blew very ftrong, advanced, 
with a large party of Sepoys, carrying bundles of flraw injxed with 
more effeual combuflibles, which they piled and fet fire to again 
the outward doors of the gateway 5 which were foon confumed, and 
the party fullored very litle, being, concealed by the thickue® of 
the finoke, and {Hl more proteéled by the indifference of the parri« 
fon, who knew thar own fecurity; for, when advanced with a 
petard through the windings of the gateway to the fecond door, 
which opened immediately into the city, the troops, to their great 
furprize, found the front of it bricked up with a ftyong wall; upon 
which they retired withoyt delay, By this time, the Sepoys from 
"Tinivelly were advancing; and Captain Calliaud, being convinced that 
the French army were not likely to return again to Tritchinopoly, had 
detached a platoon of go Europeans, with 300 Sepoys, and an 18 
pounder, which were Jikewife on the road to Madura, ‘The garrifon 
heating of the approach of thefe reinforcements, refolved to mnake a, 
vigorous effort hefore their arrival. Angelligence was received of their: 
intédtign,, and to be prepared againfl it, the ground on cach fide of 
the cai wag, fipiced by cutting the mound of a large tank at fome 
diftinte inthe rears and Mahomed Ifvof undertook, to, defgnd. the 
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poft on the other fide of the river with the ufual guard of two com- 
panies of Sepoys, and the addition of a field-piece. On the gth of 
the month the onemy made the fally at noon day. They were 300 
Sepoys, 200 cavalry difmounted, and 200 mote on their horfes. 
The riders came round from the weft, and crofling the river, kept 
galloping on this fide the camp, but without venturing to pafs the 
fwamp; but the foot iffuing from the north gate, which they had 
unbricked, advanced freight forward to the wateting poft. A thot 
had fearcely been fired, before the two companics of Sepoys, either 
from panic or {pitc, for Mahomed Ifloof was a fevere commander, 
abandoned him, and difperfed, all but ten men, with whom he re- 
treated to a choultry, on an ifland in the river, to which ‘they were 
followed by part of the enemy, whilfl the reft feized the pun, Licu-- 
tenant Rumbold on the danger advanced with the company of Cof- 
fres, and one of Sepoys, leaving the four othe: companies, and the 
field-picees for the defence of the camp. Le made his way good 
to the Choultry, where he found the finall party of detenders 
reduced to their laf cartridges having killed more than their own 
numbér of «the wtemyy*wha rétieated'as {oon as the reinforcer 
ment came up. On the rrth of June, arrived the detachment from 
Tritchinopoly; when Rumbold mounted the cightcen pounder they 
had brought, on the recovered poft. It fired three days, until mofl 
of its ammunition was fpent, but without heing able to make a 
practical breach 3 and in the mean time the enemy threw up a re- 
trenchment with a decp ditch before the breach, and flrengthened 
_ the ditch with palifades; fo that nothing could be done by af- 
fault without more force. The profidency had forefgen, this; and: 
notwithflanding' thelr orhersalarms; fill continndd intent on the re- 
duétion of Madura, as the moft dangerous advantage of which the 
French were likely to get poffefiion, if not immediately recovered 5 
of which feuf@ nothing could be a greater proof than their infutli- - 
cient efforts 4, for the »atgehaptertigininddl “a ‘coinplete army. ‘They 
therefore left it to the-lifctetiony of Calliaud, to proceed again to . 
the attack, with fich a force as fhould not leave Tiitchinopoly . 


expofed again to too much rifgue, Some days paficd in waiting the- 
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return of a detachment of so Europeans, which had come trom, 
and had been lately fent back io ort St, David; and as toon ag 
they retuned, he took the field with 90 Buropeans, 4oo Scpoys, 
an eightecn-pounder, and 200 horfe fupplied by the king of "Tan- 
jores more than half the Europeans wae Wiench and Dutch de- 
Yerters, chofen, that none but the Engtith foldicrs might be left to 
mard the French prifoneis in the city, “The enter Moodilee, na- 
turally Gimorous, and awed by the imperious temper of Mahomed 
Iffvof, had quitted the camp, and followed Calliand when he 
marched to the relief of Tritchinopoly 3 from whence he now again 
returned with him to Madura, ‘The detachment fit out on the 
aeth of June, and arrived on the gd of July. ‘The Sepoys called. 
from Tinivelly had joined a few days before; but Mr, Rumbold 
had neverthelefs heen obliged to reduce his operations to preventing 
the garrifon from getting water from the river, and provifiarts from 

the country. A 
Calliaud, fecing the dexterity with which the enemy had counter 
aed the baticry of Rumbold, refolved to prevent them from ap» 
poting the fame obflacles to that which he intended to erect, by keeps 
ing them in ignorance of the part he fhould attack, until the firft 
thot was fired. “The gabions, fafcines, and platforms, were pre- 
pared in the camp; and as foun as all were ready, the troops al+ 
Jotled marched on the pth at night to the watercourfe which runs 
to the weft of the-sity, andtuaifed the battery againit the curtain 
, between the gateway and the tower which had been attempted by 
eferlade of the rf of May. It mounted two eighteen-pounders, 
with four ficld-picecs, was tinifhed before the morning, and at day- 
break began-to fire, "The parapet of the fauflé-bray was foon beaten 
down, and the inward wall, although Qrong, was by noon thule n fo 
much, that theapatapag.ef this likewd(e.fell entirely, and the wall ite 
‘Aelf was fuiliciently fhatteredetexpaynit.a man to clamber to the tops 
but, insthis fhort time, the garrifon had flaked the rampant behind 
awith the trunks sof Palmeira trees tt on end: a few thot knodked 
Hood Que, nor could any of them have Leon firmly Gxed, and to 
dedvesthe enemy no more time ta prepare farther defondds, Cal. 
diaucd 
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Kiaud refolved to florm immediately. Of the Euopeans, only the 
artillery-imen were left at the battery: all the battalion-men, who 
were 120, marched, followed by the company of Coffiecs, and they 
by 400 Scpoys. Calltaud led the Europeans, and Mahomed Iffooff 
the Sepoys. ‘The garrifon had difciplined 300 of their matchlock- 
men as Sepoys; who, although much inferior to thefe troops, 
were improved far beyond their former ftate; thefe were potted on 
the weftein gate-way, which, projeéting beyond the fanffe-bray 
into the ditch, flanked the tower attacked; and a multitude were 
crouded on the ramparts behind and on each fide of the breach. 
The troaps, although galled, advanced refolutely through the ditch 
and faufle-bray, and four of the moft ative fcrambled up the 
breach to the rampart, but were immediately tumbled down dead, 
or mortally wounded, ‘This repreffed the ardour of thofe who were 
following : ‘an officer threw out imprudent words, and the infirmity 
vifibly caught the whole line, notwithftanding the exhortations and 
agtivity of Calliaud, who was in the faufle-bray dire€ting the affault, 
Whofoevor mounted afterwards came down without getting to the 
top, pretending the impoffibility, although the danger was -ds great 
jn -the fauflevbray-below 3 for, *befides the thower ‘of other annoy- 
ances, the enemy had prepared bags and pipkins filled with meer 
powder, to which they {et fire as they tofled them down on the 
heads of the affailants, and the fcorch of ‘the explofion was in- 
evitable and intolerable. Neverthelefs, Calliaud continued the af 
fault half an hour; when finding that no command was any longer 
obeyed, and that much Jofs had been fuflained, he ordered the re- 
treat, Four of the braveft ferjeants were killed, and as many 
wounded,, and 20 other Europeans were either killed or defperately 
woutided ; of the Coffrees 104 of the Sepoys roo were difabled, 
but few of this body were killed, and fewes died afterwards of their 
wounds, ; :

* poled, that Mr. Watfon, with the thips under his command, would 
« arive fiom Bengal, in the other track, by the middle of September, 
« when overy fuccels might be expedted, from the jundion of the 
* two {quadrous, and even Pondicherry itfelf brought to rifque.” 
The agent did not perceive the miftake until too near te cfiape, but 
had time to conceal, as’ he thought, the letter between two planks 
of the feat: he was received on board with civility, and with the 
maftoola’ carried to Pondicherry. 

Several anxious days pafled in expectation that the French thips 
would bear down from thence, and feour the road of Madnats, 
where the lofs of the China thips would have been of much evil 
confequence to the Company’s commerce. Several days more, before 
even an imperfect account could be obtained, what the Mrench fhipa 
avere, what force they brought, and what their proceedings after 
their arrival; and dt was long after, before the motives of thar con- 
aluél at this time were difcoverad, 

The fquadron confitted of four thips of 60 guns, two of 50, three 
of 36, 90, and 2a, and two of 16 guns, with a bomb-keteh ; in all 
1a veflels, moft of which failed from France in the end of December, 
‘but being feparated by a gale of wind, the Inft did not arrive at Mau- 
vittus until the asth of June. ‘They brought from France the re» 
giment of Lorrain, with so of the king's artillery, the whole under 
the command of the Marquis de Soupires, of the rank of marthal 
de camp, which anfwers to that of major general with us. They 
failed on the 1ft of July from Mauritius to the ifle of Bourbon, 
whore they took on hoard My. Bouvet, who was appointed to con» 
duct-the {quadron to Tadia ; he was governor of’ this ifland, and one 
0f the alilef navigators belonging to France, On the rgth, they 
auived at Foule Pointfon Madagafcar, where they remained the ;relt 
0 the snotith taking in provifions, of which their own iflands were 

‘ “not 
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not able to furnith a fufficiency. From hence they Guile on the 
rft of Auguft, and on the oth of September, the day after their ar- 
rival at Pondicherry, landed 983 men of Lorrain, of which 63 were 
fick, the so artillery-men, and 60 volunteers from Bourbon, with 
their equipages ; befides which had been cmbarked in the fhips, 20 
pieces of battering cannon, fome mortars, and a preat number of 
bombs and balls, M. Soupires, who by his commiffion took the 
direction and command of all military operations, fummoned a 
mixed council, of the military, the marine, and the civil govern- 
mont, in which he propofed that the thips and troops fhould im- 
mediately inveft and blockade Fort St. David ; but the letter from the 
prefidency of Madrafs to the Englifh Admiral had been difcoveted in. 
the Maffoala, and raifed fuch a confternation in the French {quadron, 
by the apprehenfions of feeing every hots a force fuperior to their own, 
that Mr. Bouvet declared he had done cnough in landing the troops, 
and fhould fail immediately back to the iflands: no arguments could 
change his rofolution, nor would he wait to difembark the artillery 
and heavy ammunition, becaufe they forved as part of the balla in 
the vdifferettt-hips; which it would! requive fifteen days to fhift and 
reinftate in a condition ‘fit for failing. ‘Thus was much detriment 
prevented by the accident of difcovering the letter, which, at the 
time it happened, was deemed a great mifchance. : 

The fudden departure of the French fhips diminifhed in fome 
degree the apprehenfions which had been ratfed by their arrival. The 
army from Conjeveram was ordered to encamp on. the plain near 
Madrafe ; the detachment with Polier, which had returned as far 
as Tripaffowr, to march back and protet the feaft at Tripetty, until 
concluded : and Calliaud.was permitted to eontinue before Madura, 
if any chance reniained of getting thé place. ‘ 

This officer, very infirm before, fell dangeroufly ill immediately 
after the repulfe of the laft attack, and was obliged to retire to the 
neighbouritigs village of Tivalore, where he reniained until the qth 
of Auguft, before his health ‘was fuffidiently reftored to endure the 
fatigues of thé camp; however, this’time was not entirely loft. The 
greater and lofler Motavars, at his {licitaion, fent their troops as far 
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as Coilptddy, ready to a on call. ‘The Polypar Catubominagte 
came hingelf with 1ooo Colleries. — Myanah, who was the fugitive

On the firfl of O@ober, Mr. Soupire cncamped the ref of the Lor- 
rain regiment at Valdoor, as a body of obfervation ready either to inter 
cept any fuccours which might be fent from Fort St. David, ar to 
match to the Paliar, if the main body of the Englith force at Madrats 
fhould take the field to interrupt the fiege of Chittipet, ‘The kellidar, 
on the firl motion of the French troops, faw his danger, and afked in 
prefling, but manly terms, the afliflance of the prefidency. Te wag 
then almoft too Jate, for the Englith had no force at hand, foffi- 
cient to make their way through the firft divifion which had fet 
down before his forts neverthelefs flratagem and aQivity might have 
conduéted fome. Unfortunately the Nabob Mahomedally bore a 
deep grudge againft the kellidar, for offences which power rarely 
pardons. He had received is appointment from Murzafajing, 
which had- been confirmed by Nazirjing, and by his fucceffar, the pre» 
fent Subah, on the conditions of the ancient governors of furts in 
Indoflan, appointed by the Mogul to refrain. ifead of (rengthen- 
ing the hands of the Nabob, againfl whom the kellidar is obliged, 
in many ittauces, to (hut his gates. Nizar Mahomed never quitted 
this idea of his own dignity, keeping his court, conftituring officers, 
and levying troops, without afking the Nabob’s confent or apprata- 
tion 5 and fome months before aggravated. his oflence by receiving: a 
commiftion from Salabadjing, appointing him, in addition ¢o his 

-own, arid with equal privileges, governor of the neighbouting fort 
‘of Polove, from which is diftri@s had been often molefted, ‘Whe 
patents were ufhered into Chirtapet with mich ceremony, and pros 
claimed to the garrifon and vaffals withoftentation, immediately after 
which the kellidar took the ficld with the preatelt part of his foree, 
and marched agaiw{tRolore. ‘The Nabob, ftung and exafperated, ves 
proached the prefidoncy’ with tha procecdings of their ally, whom, 
having formerly ‘ferved fx Bengal under the Nabob Allaverdy, he ace

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cherry, to the dillrefs of his own government and the Tnelifh afais 
in the Carnatic. The prefidency reprimanded the ky lida for the 
intemperance of his condu& againtk Polore, who imumaddiately Vos 
tired, and apologized with a frankneds fcarcely compatible with dit- 
Gimulation; and from this time, which was the end of the lait 
year, he continued to inform them of his wants, tranfadions, 
and apprehenfions. Neverthelefs, the Nabob’s reprefentations 
(fuch is the infirmity of human nature, which cnters even into 
public councils) Jeft fufpicions : othorwife, means would, in all pro- 
bability, have been contrived to have thrown 100 Europeans into 
the fort at this jun@ure ; nor would they before have negledted to 
fupply it with fome pieces of cannon, which the kellidar had often 
follicited, '[he fort of Chittapet is built of ftone, and is exten- 
five, being within the ditch 540 yards from north to fouth, and 
430 on the other fides: it has round tower's at the angles, and in 
cach of thefe a high cavalicr ; befides which, it has only 10 fquare 
towers, three on the longett, and two on cach of the other fides. 
But all thefe towers are much more {pacious, than in the generality 
of tha,forts of Goromandel ; and the gateway on the northern fide is 
the largeft pile of this contruction in the Carnatic, being capable of 
containing on its terrafles, five hundred men drawn up under arms. 
The faufle-bray is fkirted by a fireight and flight parapet without 
projections into the ditch, which is fupplied with water, but with 
the ufual negligence of Indian fortifications, was at this time in fome 
parts fordable. Adjacent to the weftern fide of the fort, nearly of

Madura: the news, although premature, was believed, and deter- 
mined Mahomed Ifloof to ‘be there before them. Accordingly, 
on the rft of December, he began his march from ‘Tinivelly, 
leaving theie and in the other pofts, a fufficient force to make head 
againft Maphuze Khan and his allies, and on the 4th arrived at 
Chevelpetore, where he remained waiting for more certain advices 
concerning the Myforcans, until the end of the month ; and in the 
mean time, fent a flrong detachment to repair the fort of Shola- 
vanden, Before this time, no farther expectation remained of Moo-~ 
dilee’s abilities to manage the revenues ; and he was called to Ma- 
diafs, in order to exhibit and explain the details of his adminiftra- 
tion; but remained fick and fettling his accounts in the woods of 
‘Tondiman, Calliaud had fent Lieutenant Rumbold in the month 
of Augulk to communicate the ftule of the country; but this of 
ficer died on the way at Tort St. David in the month of Scptem= 
ber: and the prefidency, as foon as the rains were {et in, ordered 
Calliaud hindelf to come. Te arrived on the 14th of November, 
under the fafe-guard of a pailport fiom Pondicherry, and having 
communicated his knowledge and opinions returned on the ath, aud 
reached “Fritchinopoly on the rath of December: his reprefenta- 
tions Convinced the pretidency, that the difurbances would never 
veate, nor any revenue be collced, adequate to the military expences, 
whilft Maphuze Khan maintained his force, pretentions, and al~ 
diances, in thefe countries. It was therefore propofed to the Nabob, 
who fill continned. ar Madrals, that Maphuze Khan thould be at 
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fured of receiving an annual income, fafficient for hist decent 
maintenance, out of the revenucs, provided he would quit the 
country with his cavalry, and difband his other oops. By this 
plan, if nothing fhould be got, nothing would be loft; and the 
French, fiuflrated of all connexions, would find it impradlicable to 
get footing in thefe provinces. ‘T'he Nabob approved the propofal, 
and fent an agent to treat with Maphuze Khan. 

‘Thus ended this buly anxious year in the Carnatic and its depen- 
dencics, during which almoft every day brought the folicitude of 
fome fufpended event, or the expectation of fome important mit 
chance; but unremitting caution and vigilance, dire€led by know- 
ledge and fagacity, fupplied the defe@ of force. The only error 
committed by the prefidency was their neglect of Chittapet, which 
was feverely atoned by its Jofs. ‘The only advantage obtained was 
the acquifition of Madura; but this much more than compenfatcd all 
the dctriments of the year. ‘Thus the Englith councils. ‘To thofe of 
Pondicherry no blame could be imputed, becaufe they were reflrided 
by the moft pofitive orders from France, and even ventured more 
than they were authorized to rifque. 

Mr, Bufly, the commander of their forces in the Decan, had 
during this ycar employed them with much more activity, becaufe 
uncontrouled in his operations. His army, continuing their march 
from Hyderabad, arrived at Bezvara on the Kriftna in the end uf 
November of the preceding year, from whence, inftead of going to 
Mafulipatam, they flruck to the notth-eafl, and proceeded by a 
frequented road, through the province and city of Elon, from 
whence they arrived on the roth of December at the city of Ra- 
mundrum, fituated on, the Godaveri, about 30 miles from the fea, 
and a day’s march from the Englifh falory atIngeram, On their 
approach, Ibrahim Cawn, whom Mr, Buffy had raifed to the go- 
vernment of this and the province of Chicacole, dreading the pu- 
nifhment of his ingratitude during the diflrefs of Charmaul, quit- 
ted the country, and went away to Aurengabads but the Rajah 
Vizeramrauze, confident in the proofs he had given of his-attach- 
anent, met their army accompanied by feveral other Indian .chicts, 
avith their forces, which, with his own, amounted to 1to000 men: he 
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was reqeived wich every mark: of refpedt, “and employed the fivour 
‘ih which he ftood, tothe gratificdtion of an aninielity, which had 


_ long: been the leading pattion of his windy’The, tradition of thets 


countries fays, cthat many centuries before “Mahomedanifin, a king 
-of Jaggernaut, in Orixa, marched to :the fouth with’ a-preat army, 
which fubdued not only thefe provinces, ‘but, crofling the Krilna, 
conquered in the Carnatic, as far as Conjeveram + thefe onquelts 
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cond,: but bun: with: the hufband of their virginity 3 ‘and, although 
this creel practice is not unfrequént i in, moft of the high families 
and cafts throughout India, yet it is: generally optional: but with 
‘the women of es antient Polypars, the mofk indifpentable of 
neceflities,

“beld. in the utinoft contempt, as of Jow extraction, and of new | 
note, Dittrits belonging to Vizcramrauze adjoined: to thofe ot 
i Bobilce, wholé people diverted the water of the rivulets, and made 


spredations, which Vizeramrauze, for want of better military 
epletsy and from the nature of Rangario’s country, could not reta- 

yameanze ued his vtmoft influence and arpunrents to 
Bully of the neceflily of removing this neighbour 5 
fly. Netotd, that he thould quit his hereditary round 
ot 
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of Bobilec, in exchange fo other lands of preater extent andivalue, 
in another spart of the province; but Rangarao treated the propofal 
as an infult, Soon afier, it became neceflary to fend a detachment 
of Scpoys to fome diftridls at a diflance, to which the fhorteft road 
lay through fom« pat of the woods of Bobilee; permiffion was 
obtained; but, cithcr by fome contrivance of Vizeramrauze, or the 
predetermination of Rangarao, the detachment was fharply at- 
tacked, and obliged to retiie with the lofs of 30 Scpoys killed, and 
more wounded, Vizcramrauze iaproved this moment of indigna- 
tion; and Mr. Bufly, not forcfecing the tetrible event to which he 
was procceding, determined to icduce thé whole country, and to 
expel the Polygar and all his family,. 

The province of Chicacole has few extenfive plains, and its hills in- 
creafe in frequency and magnitude, as they apptoach the yaft range 
of mountains that hound this, and the province of Rajahmundrum, 
to the nw. ‘The hills, and the narrower bottoms which fepaiate 
them, are fuflered to over-run with wood, as the beft protection. to 
the opener vallies allotted for cultivation. The Polygar, befides his 
other towns and forts, has alwaye one fituated in the moft difficult 
part of his country, which is intended as the laft refuge for him~ 
felf and all of his own blood. ‘The fingular conflru€tion of this 
fort is adequate to all the intentions of defence amongft a people unufed 
to cannon, or other means of battery. Its out-line isa regular fquare, 
which rarely exceeds 200 yards 3 a large round tower is raifed at each 
of the angles, and a fquare projection in the middle of cach of 
the fides. The height of the wall is 22 feet, but of the 1ampart 
within only 12, which is likewife its breadth at top, although 
it is laid much broader at bottom; the whole is of tempered clay, 
railed in diftinét layers, of which each is Jeft expofed to the fun, 
until thoroughly hardened, before the next is applied. The parapet 
rifes 10 feet above the rampart, and is only three feet thick. It is 
indented’ five {eet,down from the top in interftices fix inches wide, 
which ave three or four {cet afunder. A foot above the bottom of 
thefe interflices and battlements, runs a line of round holes, ano- 
ther two fect lower, anda third within two feet of the rampait: 
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Thaldtholes are, ag ufual, formed with pipes of babed list thiy torve 
alesse enncn sarms, artows, ad hanecay and the iaterbiess 
for the freer ate of all theft auns, inflead of loop: bole. whieh eanuct 
be jafiited or cutin the chy. Phe towers, aad Che fynare projers 
ions inthe aniddle, have the fame patapet as the reflot the walls 
and in two of the projections, on oppotits dides af the tort, are 
gateways, of which the entrance is uot in the front, but on one 
fide, from whence it continues through half the maG, and then 
turns by a right angle into the places and, on any alirm, the 
whole paflage is choaked up with trees, and the outfide fiv- 
sounded to fome diftance with a thick bed of thick brambles, 
‘The rampart and payapet is covered by a fhed of flrong thatch, 
fupported by pofls; the eaves of this thed proje& over the bat. 
tlements, but fall {fo near, that s man can fearecly {queeze his 
body between: ‘This thed is fhelter both to the rampart and guards 
againft the fun and rain. An area of goo yards, or more, in every 
diretion round the fort, is preferved clear, of which the cireumter- 
ence joins the hiph wood, which ts kept thick, thace, four, ‘or five 
miles in breadth around this ccater. ew of thefe forts poruit more 
than one path through the wood, ‘Che entrance of the path fiom with- 
out is defended by a wall, exadtly fimilat in confrudion and frenpth 
to one of the fides of the fore; having its round towers at the ends,’ 
and the {quare projection with its gateway in the ruiddle Trem 
natural fagacity, they never rnife this redoubt on the edge af the 
woods; but at the bottom of a vecals, cleared on purpofe, and on 
each fide of the recefs, raife broaft-works of earth or hedge, to 
gall the approach. ‘The path admits only three men abrealt, winds 
continually, is every where commanded by breafl-works in the 
thicket, and has in ics courfe feveral redoubts, firilar to that of the - 
entrance, and like that flanked by breaft-works on each hand. Such 
were the defences of Babilee; againtt which Mr. Bufly marched, with 
750 Europeans, of whom 250 were horfe, four field-pteces, and 
eleven thoufand Peons and Sepoys, the army of Vizeramrnuze, 
who commanded them in perfon, 
Whillt the field-picces plicd the parapet af the firt redoubt at the 
entrance of the wood, detachments entered into the fide of the revel, 
: with 
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with fire and hatchet, and began to make a way, which togllted to 
bring them in the rear of the redoubt ; and the guard, as foon as con- 
vinced of their danger, abandoned their ftation, and joined thofe in the 
pofts behind; the {ame operations continued through the whole path, 
which was five miles in length, and with the fame fuccefs, although 
not without lofs. When in fight’of the fort, Mr. Bufly divided his 
troops into four divifions, allotting one, with a field-piece, to the at- 
tack of cach of the towers. Rangarao was here, with all his pa- 
rentage, 250 men bearing arms, and nearly twice this number of 
women and children, 

The attack commenced at day-break, on the 24th of January, 
with the ficld-pieces againft the four towers; and the defenders, 
left fire might catch the thatch of the rampart, had pulled it down. 
By nine o’clock, feveral of the battlements were broken, when 
all the Icading parties of the four divifions advanced at the fame 
time, with {caling ladders ; but, after much endeavour for an hour, 
not aman had been able to get over the parapet; and many had 
fallen wounded; other partics followed with as little fuccefs, until 
all were fo fatigued, that a ceffation was ordered, during which the 
field-pieces, having beaten down more of the parapet, gave the fecond 
attack more advantage; but the ardour of the defence encredfed with 
the danger. The garrifon fought with the indignant ferocity of wild 
reatts, defending their dens and families: feveral of them food, as in 
lefiance, on the top of the battlements, and endeavoured to prapple 
with the firft afcendants, hoping with them to twift the ladders 
lown ; and this failing, ftabbed with their lances, but being wholly 
xpofed themfelves were eafily thot by aim from the rear of the 
fcalade. ‘I'he affailants admired, for no Europeans had ever feen 
uch excefs of courage in the natives of Indoftan, and coptinvally 
Hered quarter, which was always anfwered by the menace and in- 
ention of death + not a man had gained the rampart at two o’clock in 
he afternoon, when another ceffation of the attack enftied ; on which 
Rangarao affembled the principal men, told them there was no 
iopes of maintaining the fort, and that it was immediately ne- 
oflary to preferve their wives and children from the violation of 
uropéans, and the more ignominious authority of Vizeramrauze, ' 
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A numbyr called without diftin@ion were allotted to the worl ; they 
proceeded, every man with a torch, his lance, and poinard, to the 
habitations in the middle of the fort, to which they fit fire indif 
criminatcly, plying the flame with ftraw prepared with pitch and 
brimftone, and every man flabbed without remorfe, the woman 
ot child, whichfoever attempted to eftape the flame and fufto- 
cation. Not the helplefs infant clinging to the bofom of its mother 
faved the Jife of either from the hand of the hutband and father. 
‘The utinofl excefies whether of revenge or rage were exceeded by the 
atrocious prejudices which diélated and performed this hortible {aciifice. 
The maflacre being finithed, thofe who accomplifhed it, returned, like 
men agitated by the furies, to die themfulves on the walls. Mr. 
Law, who commanded one of the divifions, obferved, whilft look- 
ing, at the conflagration, that the number of the defenders was 
confiderably diminifhed, and advanced again to the attack: 
after feyeial ladders had failed, a few prenadicrs pot over the 
parapet, and maintatucd their footing in the tower until more 
tecured the pofleflion, Rangarao halening to the defence of the 
tower, was in thi, inflant Milled by a amuthet ball. Tin fll 
cnereafed, if poflibh, the defperation of his fricnds; who, crowd- 
ing to revenge his death, left the other parts of the Luparts 
bas and the other divifions of the [french troops, having ad- 
vanced likewife to their refpedive attacks, numbers on all fides 
got over the parapet without oppofition + neverthelefs, none of the 
defenders quitted the rampart, or would accept quarters but cach fell 
advancing againfl, or ftruggling with, an antagonift; and even when 
fallen, and in the laR agony, would refign his poignard ouly to death. 
The flanghter of the confli&t being compleated, another much more 
dreadful, profented itfelf in the area below: the tranfport of vidory 
loft all its joy: all gazed on one another with filent aNonifhnent 
and remorfé, and the fiercefl could not veftde a tear to the deplorable 
deftruion {pread before them, Whilf contemplating it, an old 


“man, leading a boy, was perceived advancing from a diflant recefs : 


be was welcomed with much attention and refpedl, and condu@ed 
by the crowd, to Mr. Law,, to whom he prefonted the child with 
« thee 
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thefe words; “This is the fon of Rangarao, whom I have preferved 
* againft his father’s will.’ Another emotion now fuccetded, and 
the prefervation of this infant was felt by all as fome alleviation to 
the horrible cataftrophe, of which they had been the unfo: tunate au- 
thors. ‘The tutor and the child were immediately fent to Mr. 
Buffy, who, having heard of the condition of the fort, would not 
go into it, but remained in his tent, where he received the facred 
captives with the humanity of a guardian appointed by the ftrongeft 
claims of nature, and immediately commanded patents to be pre~ 
pared, appointing the fon lord of the territory which he had offered 
the father in exchange for the diftrias of Bobilee; and oidered 
them to be ftri@ly guarded in the camp from the malevolence of 
enemics. 

The enfuing night and the two fuccecding days paffed in the 
ufual attentions, efpecially the care of the wounded, who wae 
many 3 butin the middle of the thid night, the camp was alarm- 
ed by a tumult in the quarter of Vizcramrauze, Four of the {ol- 
diers of Rangarao, on fecing him fall, concealed themfelves in an 
unfrequented part of the fort until the night waf far advanced, when 
they dropped down the walls, and {peaking the fame language, 
pafled unfufpeded through the quarters of Vizcramrauze, and 
gained the neighbouring thickets ; where they remained the two fuc- 
ceeding days, watching until the buftle of the camp had fubfided; when 
two of thom quitted their retreat, and having by their language again 
deceived thofe by whom they were queftioned, got near the tent of 
Vizeramrauze; then creeping on the ground they pafled under 
the back part, and entering the tent found him lying on his bed, alone, 
and afleep. Vizeramrauze was extremely corpulent, infomuch that 
he could fearcely rear himfelf from his feat without affiftance : the 
two men, reftraining their very breath, ftruck in the fame inflant 
with their poignards at his heart 3, the fir groan brought in a cen- 
tinel, who fired, but mificd ; more immediately thronged tn, but the 
murderers, heedlefs of themfelves, cried out, pointing to the body, 
* Took here! We are fatisfied,” They were inftantly thot by the 
croud, and mangled after they had fallen ; but had ftabbed Vizeram~ 
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rauze ih places. | Had they: failed,. ‘the other two remaining in the 
foreft ware bound by the {ame oath to perform the deed, or perith jv 


the attempt. 
The army haftened to quit this tragic ground. They proceeded 


through the hills to the north, fummoning the tributes of a variety 
of polygars, who, terrified by the fate of Bobilce,: paid without se- 
fiftanee ; nor did they meet any oppofition, until they arrived at the 
diftridts of Gumieer. This country is much more. extenfive than 

that of any other of the antient Polygars 5, it commences:about 407 
miles to the North-weft of Ganjam, extending about so. miles “in 
that dire@ion, and 20. in ‘breadth 5 it is even more impenetrable: 
than the country of Bobilee, its forclts confifting entirely of bam- 
hoes, which grow clofer, and refift the axe and fire better than any 
other vegetation; relying on which, the inhabitants da not think it 
neceflary to ereét redoubts forthe defence of their. patlis,, but: ob- 
find: them «with frequent ‘and. temporary barriers. of bamboes,. 


“wrought in a° variety of entanglements... The. polygar of Gumfeer 


yefufed his tribute, of which the arrears amounted to 180,000 rue 
pees. and Mr. Buily,. intending, for other views to remain awhile in 
the northermoft parts of the Chicacole province, refolved to employ. 
fome of the time in: reducing this country.. Day by day the traaps 
were employed with. exceftive toil and fatigue in rooting up, cutting: 
down, and endeavouring. to: burn..a way through. the fore. The 
whole diftrict is. efteemed. one of the hottcf regions’ of Indoftan,, 
and is peculiacly. fubje& to Rrokes. of the fan; by. which feven Eu 
ropeins were in-one day: killed feveral harticrs were forced; ot patt, 

andthe: Polygar, “beginning to. think himfelf in danger, made. propo- 
fals, which Mr, Bufly was cqually willing to accept, having loft.

progrefs. which the army had made, this Accommadation was, con 
cluded. in the middle of: April. 
~ Some time. before; Mie’ Bufly: had received - fthara from: ‘Surafals; os 
ulali,. the uabob of Bengal, requetting his afliftance to expel their 
my,. the Englih, out of that province; the Nabob of 
II the expences: of the French army, - and. ‘promifed. 
2° further 
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further explanations: which Mr. Bufly fappofed would be brought 
by fome principal officer of his court, furnithed with the -theaas of 
conduéting the ariny through the province of Orixa ; in which ex~ 
~ pectation he refolved to. remain near-the. frontiers of: this : ‘province, 
and the army marched. from Gumfeer to Ganjam, which is the 
laft town in Chicacole. It is a fea-port much frequented ‘by coaft-. 
ing veflels, and the French had at this time a fadory there: the 
army remained in the neighbourhood until the roth of May, but, 
inftead of : further overtures from Surajaly. Dowlah, received intelli- 
gence, that the Englith had taken the: French fettlement of Chan- 
dernagores which convincing Mr. Bufly of the imbecillity of the 
Nabob, who had fuffered: them to gain fuch an advantage i in, his 
country, he relinquithed. all. ideas of further connexion with him ;, 
but refolved immediately'ta make. retaliation on the. Englith fettle- 
ments in the northern provinces. 

In confequence of his orders the Europeans he had left in gar rifon’ at 
Rajahmundrum, when joined by more from Mafulipatam, marched 
againgt the factories of Madapollam, Bandermalanka, and Ingeram, 
“which ftaid near the fea oi, thre é different: arms.of the Godaveri: ‘The. 
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‘natives. here: weave excellent cloths : at ‘cheap rates, and the ‘three frato- 


ries annually furnithed 700 bales.for the Company’s market in Bn gland. 
Ingeram only had foldiers, and/only 20, and all the three factories fur- 
rendered on the firtt requifition. The reduction of Vizagapatam, 
as being nearer, Mr.. Baily referved to himfelf; but. being fare of 
his prize, remained in the city: of Chicatole until he had fettled the, 
affiirs of this government.. On. the 24th of June the van of his 
army appeared before Vizagapatam.. -A-river coming frona the north. 
ane murning | Short eaftward to the tea forms. An arm, haf ‘land, a nile, 
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wallss towards the fea, the efplanade was char, csceptine a falut- 
ing battery, where a lodgement might be calily made ¢ after many 
injudicious additions of works round the fort, which only made it 
work, it was found neceflary to throw up an entrenchment to the 
north, beyoud the town, in the fhoulder of the peninfula, quite 
acrofs fiom the tiver to the fea, with a battery at each extremity, 
and another on a hillock near the center, but this was commanded 
by a fand-hill direy oppofite, and within point-blank. "The accefa 
acrofs the river fiom the fouth, was fuifictntly fooured by batte~ 
ries, which commanded not only the paflige, but the entrance of 
the river intl, through which all embarkations from the fea mut gain 
the fhore, as the fiuf prevents even a boat from landing on the 
beach + indced the whole feheme of the defences feemed to have 
been calculated only to oppofe the attempts of pirates and polygars. 
The garrifon confifted of 150 excellent Europeans, and 300 Sepoys; 
the Englith families in the town were so perfons, On thetameday that 
the vanof Mr. Bufly’s army appeared in fight, the Company's fhip Marl- 
borough anchored in the road, on board of which was the chief ca- 
gincer of Madiafs, proceeding to Bengal. Ite landed, and having the 
next morning reviewed the works, with Captain Charles Campbell, 
who commanded the troops, both pave their opinion that the extent 
could not be defended, even with a much greater force ; and adviled 
that all the @uropeans thould be immicdiately embarked, and the 
Scpoys, with two or three officers, left to make the hefl cupitula~ 
tion they could; but all the boat and fithetmen had deferted in the 
night, and the wind blew fo frong from the fea, that none but 
thofe accuflomed could manage the boats over the bar, which that 
of the Marlborough carrying back the engincer, experienced, being 
twice overict and a man drowned before fhe got out. At noon, can- 
non appeared on the fand hill; foon after the main body of the 
enemy, and a fummons to furrenders after two or three meflages, 
the capitulation was figned at rm at night. All the Europeans, 
whether troops or inhabitants, were to be prifoners of war; the 
Sepoys and natives free to go where they liked; the Company’s 
cffedlsy capture; individuals, Mr. Bufly faid, fhould have no reafon 
be a to 
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to complain: he kept his word with the utmofl liberality, refign- 
ing without difcuffion whatfoever property any onc claimed as. his 
own. ‘The Marlborough having anchored at the Dutch faGory of 
Bimlapatam, 12 miles to-the northward, he permitted the chief, Mr. 
Percival, Captain Campbell, and feveial others, to proceed in her to 
Bengal. 

From Vizagapatam, the army proceeded to Rajahmundrum, where 
they remained fome time, and then took the field, and advanced 
again to the northward, to awe the tributaries who {hewed any ten- 
dency to difobedience ; but were not obliged to exercife any hoftilities 
of confequence. ‘Thus ended the year 1757, in the northern pro- 
vinces: during: which, the abfence of Mr. Bufly from the court of 
Salabadjing, gave his enemies the opportunity they wifhed, of taking 
meafures to weaken the future effects of his influence over that 
prince, in the adminiftration of his government. 

Nizamally and Baflalut Jung were the two brothers of Salabadjing, 
who, ag well as himfelf, were prifoners i in the camp of Murazatajide, 
when the death of this prince in Cudapah, with the influence of 
Mr, Bufly in his army, raifed Salabadjing to the throne of the 
Decan. The early fagacity of Mr. Buffy then forefaw, that the twa 
brothers would be made the enfigns of faction and revolt, if they 
were admitted to any participation in the councils of the govern- 
ment; fince by their birth, their cmployments, if any, mutt be great. 
He therefore advifed Salabadjing to allow them incomes fuflicient for 
all indulgencies, but to give them no appointments of trufl and 
power, and to oblige them, under pretence of diftindlion, to accom- 
pany him wherefoever he moyed, In this reflraint, tempered by all 
exterior attentions, they continued, and feemed fatisfied, until the 
open rupture between Mr. Buffy and Salabadjing’s adminiftration at 
Sanore; when Shanavaze Khan refolved to raife them into public 
importance, as his own future patrons, with the very views, of which 
the apprchenfion had led Mr. Bufly to prevent their promotion. Ba- 
lazerow was, as we have feen, cncamped at that time before Sanore 
to whom Shanavaze Khan communicated his intention, fupprefling 
the motive, and requefted him to urge the advice to Salabadjing, 
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with the document of his own cxample, who always employed his 
brothers, or his fon, in the moft important expeditions, which he 
could not attend hinfelf Balagerow knew that his own policy 
could not be the rule of a different Mate, and weaker underflanding: ; 
but faw the views of Shanavaze Khan, and withing for the very 
divifions they would erate in the adminiflration of the Decan, pave 
the advice ; and Salabadjing, always catily led, appointed Nizamally, 
the elder of the two brothers, to the government of Berar, the moft 


-extenfive in the empire, but of which more than half had been dif- 


membered. by the conguefls of the Morattoe Janogee ; and to Baf~ 
falut Jung he gave the country of Adoni, which lics fouth of the 
Kriftna and north of Mytore; Baflalut Jung went from Sanore to 
his government, but Nizamally not until after the reconciliation, of 
Charmaul. 

“The brothers being then cftablithed, Mr. Bufly could do no better 
than appear indifferent to the arrangements he could not reverfe 
without renewing the immediate fle. of unappeafed animofities, 
before he was in a flate to encounter them. Te therefore went away, 
as we have feen in November, to the ceded provinces, as the moft 
certain means of providing money, without umbrage, for future con+ 
tingencies. ‘On the vyth of December, Salabadjing began his in- 
tended march from Golcondah to Aurengabad, "Ihe army contifted 
of 10,000 horfe, and 15,000 foot, with the French detachment of 
200 Europeans, and soo Sepoys, whom Shanavaze Khan could find 
no pretence to prevent from accompanying Salabadjing. ‘They ar- 
rived at Beder in the beginning of January, when Balaperow was 
taking the field at Poni. And Shanavaze Khan detiring to gain his 
concurrence to the defigns‘he had formed, refolved to loiter in this 
part of the country, hoping that the approach of Balagerow might 
give opporturiities of an interview between them. He accordingly led 
the army againft a confiderable Rajah named Chunderfain, whote 
territory lay near Calberga, 40 miles to the fouth of Beder, and 
whilft hoftilities were carrying on againft the Rajah; he fummoned 
Balfault Jung to join the ftandard of the Subahthips with the forces 
‘from’ his government of Adonis which added another delay until 

‘their 
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their arrival, But advices being received that Balagerow was march« 
ing ftyeight to the fouth, and intended to crofs the Kriftna, the 
Subah’s army renewed their march to the norward, when in the 
heginning of February news arrived, that the Affghans had taken 
Delhi, that a large detachment of their army were plundering Agra, 
and that parties from this detachment were on the road to Brampours 
which, from fome conclufions of which we are ignorant, determined 
the Subah’s council to proceed no farther to the north, whilft the 
Pitans were fuppofed to have any intentions of advancing to the 
fouth ; fo that they did not approach Aurungabad until the beginning 
of May, In this interval Seid Lafcar Khan, who had been Duan of 
the Decan, and had given the nothern maritime provinces to the 
French, died at Aurengabad ; his treafures were reported to be great, 
and with all his effeéts reverted, according to the inftitutions of the 
government,to the fovereign ; but they were depofited in the fortrefs 
of Doltabad, of which the governor was his near relation, and had 
always heen ohfequious to his will. 

This place i is called, and deemed impregnable, flanding on the 
4ummit of a mountain, which is furrounded with two other inclofures, 
of which that on the plain contains a large town : notwithfanding 
the neteflity of communication to admit troops and provifions, cach 
has its particular governor: but the two lower forts are fo overtowered 
by the upper, that they rarely refift the will of the governor there, 
who, until the late confufions of the empire, was always efpecially ap- 
peinted by the Great Mogul. 

Shanavaze Khan had fucceeded Seid Lafcar in the office of Duan, 
of which one of the moft beneficial duties is to take poficition 
for the emperor of the eftates of all who dic, holding, or having 
held, any office in the governmgnt she therefore proceeded feveral 
- days before’ the army, with a large détachment and fome: artillery, 

and fummoyed all the forts; the loweft after a flight refiftance, and 
much parley, furrendered on, the third day,: the governors of the 
“two others ‘being leagued together held out a month ; but having 
negletted to lay-in a flock of proyifions, and being furrounded by 
_ the whole of Salabadjing’s army,, they at length yiclded to money ; 
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dnd Shanavaze Khan’ immediately changed the garvifons; ard pl aced 
ane of his.own de pendants i in the command of all the forts, with 
the unwilling compliance of Salabadjing, and the approbation of. the 
TEmperor’s Duan; Mahomed Hufein, whom ‘Shanavaze Khan bad 
lately gained over to his views.’ Te found in the fort a great treature 
belonging to Seid Latear Khan, of which 700,000 rupees were pub- 
lickly avowed, and more fiulpotted: In the end of Septeimber-a body 
of 6000 Movattods from Poni, under the command of Vizvazroww, the 
éldeft'fon of Balagerow, artived near Aurengabad, with pretentions 


‘of which we are ignorant : their march had been expeed, and ¢ gave 


Shanavaze Khan a pretence to call up Nizamally frond Berar with 
the troops of his government, who arrived at the fame time as Viz~ 

vazrow ; the Morattoe chiefs dependant on the’ Subahthip, and feveral 
p; fo that. the

orattoes, notwithftanding their inferiority,

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canie, invelted’ with-fovercign power, but left the « appearances to; Sala- 


badjing, whom. he. affeéted to confults and, abrogated none. of his 5.

 thé-cares of his ftate.. Nizamally. immediately gave additional ho- 


nours-and jaghires to his brother Baflaulet Jung, and with a fubtle 


affectation of indifference concerning the feal, committed it to’ his 
care. . Both-the next day introduced Shanavaze. Khan: to Salabadjing, 
who received him. with the exterior ceremonials of good-will and 
favour.."The "officer who: commanded "the French detachment 
had. neither, experience. nor , force fufficient to counteract the pro- 
gre. of this, plot; but redoubled his. attention in guarding the 
perfon of. Salabadjing, which perhaps . faved his life, It was the 
general opinion that the expedition ‘of the Morratoes with Vizvazrow 
had been concerted by Shanavaze Khan, as the leading means of ac- 
complifhing this.revolution. 

At happened i in the middleof December ; Mr. Bufly received intel- 
f dt at Rajahmundrum in the beginning of January, and 
ely bepaihis march; , witha all his force, to'teleate’ Salabadjing 
from 'thefe bonds, We fhall Lnow return ‘to the aff of. 













THE fir news of the French fquadron was ag bivaght to Calcutta 
on the rth. of, September, by the Reyenge, which had efcaped front 
them on, the 8th; in the road of Fort St. David. Other. advices 
followed, with inforination ‘of the troops. they had ‘brought,’ and of 
the expectations at Pondicherry of a much greater force in the. be- 
ginning of the enfuing years in confequience of which the prefidency 
of Madeafs eee with much folbcieide the fennel ae had often 
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go being men of better condition, were not confined. The party 
which forved with Stefeey at the battle of Plafly had efeaped into 
the diftits of Berbolies where the timidity of the natives tufered 
them to remain without molcflation ; and other ftragglers from va- 
rious paits had inereafed the number to 60 Europeans. 'Thirty 
had gone away in boats from the French fadlory at Dacca, under 
the condud. of the chief, Mr. Courtin, and proceeding along the 
tivers had entrenched themfelves near the mountains in the nofthern, 
part of the diftriG of Rungpore, which adjoins on the weft to Purneahy, 
Tt was fufpected that fome of the prifoners, who were at large, were 
correfponding, not only with both thefe parties, but alfo with Mr. 
Law’s in Oude, and with the army of Mr, Buffy in Chicacole. Tt was 
therefore vefolved to fend away all of the higher fort to Pondicherry ; 
and in the beginning of OGvher, 34, of whom two were Jofuits,, 
were embarked in a fhip hired for the purpofe, and called the Refti- 
tution, From reliance on their parole the thip was manned, as ufual, 
by lafcars, or mariners of the country, with only three Englithmen 
to command them. As foon as they were at fea, the Frenchmen, 
as they cafily might, overpowered the crew, and carried the fhip to 
Mafulipatam, where they declared themfelves free, and the thip a 
lawful prize, 

Before Colonel Clive left Muxadavad, the Nabob had fammoned 
Ramiamfing, the Rajah of Midnapore, who was head of the Spies, 
to come there, in order to fettle the accounts of his diftrials, on 
which, as ufial, a confiderable balance flood due from him in the 
books of the treafury. Ramramfing had always been in clofe 
connexion with Roydoolub, who, to remove fufpicions, advifed him, 
at loafl openly, to obeys but Ramramfing fent his brother and 
nephew, whom the Nabob immediately put into prifon s and pre~ 
vented the difapprobation of Clive, by reprefenting, what was true, 
that Ramiamfing had been the enemy of the Englith, having car- 
ried ‘on for Surajah Doulah the correfpondence with Mr. Bufly and 
My, Law 3 and that he had forwarded whatfoever Frenchmen had 


efvaped to the fouth, through Orixa to Chicacole. Roydgolub had 
no doubt that this proceeding of the Nabob’s was a preparation for 


his 
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his defigns againft himfelf, but concealed his perfuafion, and wifely 
refrained from claiming the Englith guarantee until the danger 
fhould come nearer. ‘Thefe coincidences prevented Clive fiom en- 
tertaining any fufpicions of the real motives of Jafficr’s condud to« 
wards Ramramfing, before he returned to Calcutta; but Ramram- 
fing, as foon as he heard of the confinement of his brother and 
nephew, affembled his force, which confifted of 2000 horfe and 
6000 foot, and wrote to Colonel Clive, that if he were attacked he 
fhould feek refuge wherever it was to be found; which his country 
well afforded by the jungles or thickets with which it is covered, and 
the mountains to which it adjoins, He however proficred to pay a 
Jack of rupees as a prefent to Meer Jaffier, and even to make his 
obcifance to him in perfon, if Clive would warrant his fafety. Clive 
immediately recommended the reconciliation to the Nabob, who at 
the fame time received intelligence, that the people of Purneah, under 
the command of Opul Sing the Gentoo, whom Suiajah Dowlah had 
appointed to govern this province after the defeat and death of his 
coufin Seid Hamed, had taken up arms, and proclaimed a brother of 
Seid Mahomed, on hearing that the Nabob had given the govern~ 
ment to his relation Coddum Huffein, whom they dreaded for his 
character of rapacioufnefs and tyranny, 

Both thefe infurrections arifing under the flandard of Gentoos, 
drove the Nabob from all the diffinmulation, with which he had 
intended to conceal his pw pofes, until he had cut off Roydoolub, 
and the other principal heads of the nation; and in his vexation 
he openly, perhaps not unjuftly, imputed both rebellions to the 
practices of Roydoolub, He immediately commanded 6000 horfe 
and foot to march with Coddum Hufféin to Purneah, and soo horfe, 
with Cojee Hoddec to Midnapore: Both divifions were to fet out 
on the 6th of O€ober, and Cojee Haddee proceeded; but the 
troops appointed to Coddum Huffein, ‘abetted by their officers, re- 
fated to move until they had received their arrears, and clamoured' 
other difcontents, The city was in agitation, Roydoolub affembled 
his force, and would no longer vifit the Nabpb; whoa few a 
“ft 2 arter 
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aftr received intelligence from Colonel Clive, to whom it had been 
fent by an exprefs-boat from the Mnglith reticent at Chuprah, figni- 
fying that * his {pies had met meflongers on the road, who faid, that 
* they had delivered letters flam the widow of Allaverdy to Ran- 
 naiaia, the governor of Behar, and were carrying others to Sujal 
“ Dowlah the Nabob of Oude, requefling him to march, and join 
« Ramnarain againfl Mcer Jaffier.’” This, if truc, was the mofl 
powerful confederacy which Jaificr could have to fear; and bore 
ftrong marks of originating from Roydoolub, from his attachment 
and refped to Allaverdy’s widow, which he opeuly continued, nots 
withflanding the clevation of Jaffier. Clive foretecing the animotity 
which the intelligence would occation, fuppretied his own fulpicions ; 
but ordered the troops at Coflimbuzar to join the Nahob on the firfl 
call; and promifed to march him(elf, if neceflary, with the main body 
from Calcutta and Chandernagore. "Uhefe profers abated the tumult 
of the Nabob’s troops; and the mediation of Mr, Watts produced an 
interview between the Nabob and Roydoolub, on the r7th of Oelobcr, 
when each fivore oblivion of former diflrufls, and future fiiendthip ; 
and upon this apparent reconciliation, the Nabob ordered bis whole 

army to aflemble on the plains of Getiah, tix miles trom the cily. 
A fow days after, a fredh infurrefion appeared in another part of 
the provinee, The two fous of the Nabob Suflraze Khan, whom 
Allaverdy had {pared when their father fell, definding his diadem, 
remained on the acceflion of Jaffier in the city of Dacca, where they 
had fived 16 years, without fhewing cither abilities or inclination to 
raife diflurbances, Neverthelefs they immediately became objects oF 
fufpicion (o Jaffier, who in the firll days of his government brought 
back the elder Haflizally Chan to Muxadavad: there feemed tire 
occafion to fear him, for his letter to Clive on this occafion was writ- 
ten with the humility of a beggar: but the other, Ammannee Chan, 
either from nature or defpair, exerted more refolution, The governor 
Cent to Dacca by Mcer Jaffier came very poor ; and fo much money 
‘of,thowravenues had been drawn to Muxadavad, that the foree he kept 
up ‘even in the fort did not exceed 200 men, who were ill paid, ane 
the 
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the troops of the diflri@s were, as ufual, asabble fit only to diftrain 1757. 
upon the unarmed and timorous inhabitants 3 this weakncfs of the Od ober. 
government, and the attachment of a few friends, encouraged Am- 
mannee Chan to tamper with a part of the garrifon in the fort, and 
they agreed to teize the governor, when Ammannce Chan was to de- 
clare himiclf: the day fixed for the exccution was the 22d of Oc- 
tober; but two days before, one of the confpirators revealed the 
fecrct to the governor, who immcdiately feized Ammannce Chan 
with feveral of his adherents; and afked affiftance of the Englith 
faory, who fent 60 buxeries, which was half their force, and 
wrote to Calcutta for a company of fepoys, which were immediately 
detached, and marched acrofs the country. This confpiracy could 
not be imputed to Roydoolub, but it increafed the perplexitics of 
Jaffier, 

Of the troops which were ordered to march with Coddam Huffein, 
only 3000 had moved, who were waiting at Rajahmahal for the ref, 
and their arrears, ‘Three months pay were due to the whole army, 
of whieli not lefs than 10,000 men, horfe and foot, were under the 
immediate comunand of Roydoolub, who had influetice with the com-' 
manders of many more; and notwithflanding the late oaths of re- 
conciliation, kept his houfe under pretence of ficknefs, nor would 
fulfer any of his troops to march from the city. Thefe cxamples, 
and perhaps his inftigation, encouraged the Nabob’s troops, to refule 
likewife, unlefs they were paid in full. "The Nabob diftributed fome 
money, and, as another means to recall their obedience, pitched his 
tent and difplayed his Qandard in the camp, and went to refide there 
on the 7th of November, waiting for the main body with | Clive. November. 
He teft his fon Meerum to command in the city. 

Meerum, as foon as his father was gone, {pread the pod of 
advices he pretended to have veceived {rom Patna and Delhi. ‘The 
Nabob’s relations at Patna gave wnformation, that Ramnarain the go- 
vernor lad encamped to the weft of the city with his whole force, 
12,000 men; that Sujah Doulah, the fubah of Oude, had likewife 


‘taken the field with his army from Lucknow, together with Mr, 
Law’s 
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Law's party of uropeans, and intended, in conjundlion with Ram~ 
narain, to maich into Bengal. ‘The letters from Delhi faid, the mi- 
nity Hee difipproved of the acceftion of Jaffier to the Nahobthip ; 
that Mirza Mundee, the fon of Surajah Dowlah’s younger brother, 
an infant, ought to have been proclaimed, and that Roydoolul had 
propofed he fhould be appointed by the Mogul, with affurances that 
he fhould be able to carry the nomination into execution with [the 
affittance of the Englith. Many probabilitics {tood againtt the au- 
_thenticity of the intelligence from Patna, and the advices ‘from 
Delhi bore Mill fronger marks of h@ion, On the soth in the morn- 
ing the whole city was in confternation, and the troops in their dif- 
feront quarters in tumult. A band of ruffians fent by Meerum had 
in the night entered the palace of Allaverdy’s widow, with whom 
lived the widow of Zaindce Hamed, and her infant grandfon Mirza 
‘Mundee. They murdered the child, and gave out that they had 
likewife flam the two mothers, In the morning the three bicrs 
were carried publickly to burial, amidft the filent grief and ab- 
horicnce of the people; for the two women, exclufive of the high 
condition from which they had fallen by the death of Surajal: 
Dowlah, were the moft refpeable of their fex for their vittues and 
the nobility of their fentiments. The caufe was ditbelieved. Roy- 
doolub afferted that all the accufations apainft himfel! were the inven- 
tions of his cntmies. ‘T' he Englith troops at Coflimbuzar turned out 
to keep the peace, and preferved it, On tho 13th Scrafton vifited 
cand reproached Mecrum, who, amongth other vindications, ill pre- 
ferving a Tacret, faid, “ What thall not kill an old woman who,goes 
“about in her dooley to fir up the Jomautdars againfl my father ?” 
A few days after it was difcovered that the two women had not. been 
muudered, but had been taken out of the palace, and put into 
boats, which fet off immediately for Dacca; and their pretended 
« biers were exhibited, in order to prevent any interruption to the ree 
gue of their perfons. 
 Nevetthelefs, the death of the child left deteflation, fafficient to 
. extort farther apologies, The Nabob declared, that he neither com 
manded nor even had any knowledge of the deed, until it was por 
petrated 
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petrated, and both he and his fon avowed that the intelligence from 
Delhi was communicated by the Seats. The Scats pofitively denied 
the affertion ; on which a new reconciliation was propoled with Roy- 
doolub, who, accompanied by Scrafton, vifited Mcerum on the rth, 
and oaths of friendfhip and confidence were again renewed ; and 
Roydoolub fent the greateft part of his troops to the camp. The 
Nabob, receiving no reproaches from Scrafton, thought all refent- 


“ments fufficiently quieted, at leaft for a while, and marched away 


from the plains of Gheriaon the 17th, in order to oblige the detach- 
ment loitering at Rajalmahal to crofs the Ganges, and attack the 
rebels, in Purncah. 

The rainy feafon in the lower parts of the country had this year 
been lefs unhealthy than ufual ; and only 40 men had died of the Eng- 
lith troops quartered at Chandernagore and Calcutta ; but the intems 
perance produced by the diftiibution of the prize-money of Plafly, 
had f{pread fuch ficknefs, after the :ains ceafed in September, that 
two thirds of the rank and file were in the hofpital at the end of 
Oober. Their recovery retarded the departure of the whole until 
the r7th of November, when they embarked and proceeded from 
Chandernagore. 

In this interval Colonel Clive had prevailed upon Ramranfing to 
come to him from Midnapore. ‘To avoid the Nabob’s troops with 
Coja Haddee, who, at Clive’s requefl, were halting at Buidawan, 
he embarked at Piply with a party of European foldicrs, which 
had been fent thither to efcort him to Chandernagore ; from whence 
he procecded with the army to Muxadavad, The Rajah of Ber- 
bois, on hearing that the Englifh troops were preparing to take the 
field, fent parties to furround and feize thé Frenchmen with Sin- 
fray ; but they got warning of his intentions, and of 60, 36 efcaped, 
The other 24 were made prifoners, and conducted to Coflimbuzar, 
and from thence fent to Calcutta. Four of them were agents of 
the French company, who had been taken and had given their 
parole at Chandernagore, 
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‘The troops with Clive arrived at Muxadavad on the 25th of No- 
vember. Mecrum, dreading his refentment for the muider of the 
infant Mirza Mundee, had releafed the brother and nephew of 
Ramramfing from their imprifonment before his arrival, and received 
Ramranfing himfelf, whom Clive introduced to him with much 
coutefy ; to Clive he demeaned himfelf with every fimulation of hu- 
mility, Roydoolub, when preffed by Clive to march with him, con- 
tinued his pretext of ficknefs, adding the better plea of the publick 
bufinefs, which required his prefence for fome days longer in the city ; 
but his apprehenfions of the Nabob and Mcerum were at this time 
encreafed by new fufpicions, which they pretended to entertain of him. 

Mirza Sallec, the renter of the province of Orixa to the Morratoe 
Javogec, having been deficient in his payments and accounts, 
came to Muxadavad a little before the death of Surajal Dow- 
Jah, towhom he propofed fome project for reftoring that province to 
the government af Bengal. A Mortatoe named Subut then obtained 
the government from Janogee, and he likewife had lately been at 
Muxadavad, where he contraQed a connexion, fuppofed to be 
more intimate than it was, with Roydoolub : he was at this time at 
Jonagee’s court, but fent forward his agent, named Chemnefaw, to 
manage, until he himfelf fhould come, Chemnefaw arrived at 
Cutteck in the beginning of November, and received the vitic 
of the Englifh refident there with much infolence, and his at- 
tendants talked publickly that a body of 6000 Morratocs were 
coming with Subut himfelf, who intended to march into Midna- 
pore, and demand of Mcer Jaffier the ceflion of all that country to 
the fouth of the river Piply, which anciently ufed to be rated as a 
part of Orixa. Thefe difcourfes induced the Englith refident, and 
gave pretence to the friends of Meer Sallee, to reprefent Subut and 
Roydoolub as engaged with one other, Roydoolub to give the Morratoe 
the country he wanted, and the Morratoe to alli Roydoolub in time 
of necd againft Mcer Jafficr. Mcerum pretended to believe the plot; 
but Clive gave no credit to the imputation, and fecing that Roydoor 
lub’s miftrutt of the Nabob was the principal caufe of his unwilling 
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nefs to be near him, acquiefced to the delay he required, and pro- 
mifed to effeét an entire icconciliation between them. 

On the goth Clive marched from the city, taking all the Euro- 
peans at Coffimbuzar. They were 250, and not ro of them ill, 
having been preferved by the excellence of the climate here from the 
ofleéts even of equal intemperance with thofe below, of whom more 
than roo of thofe which came with Clive weie unable to proceed 
any farther, and were left to garrifon the {aflory. The Sepoys, 
in whatfoever quarters, had been prefeived by the ufual regula~ 
uity of their lives from all cxtraordinary illnefs. ‘The whole 
force was 550 Europeans, including the aitillery-men, and 1500 
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Sepoys, On the 3d of December they arrived at Rajahmahal, and December, 


“encamped within half a league of the Nabob’s army. He vifited 
Colonel Clive the next day, when the whole line was drawn out to 
receive him, and performed their exercife and fome evolutions, 
which be admired, and ordered 10,000 1upecs to be diftibuted 
amongit the foldicrs. 

Coddum Euftin, with 2000 horfe and sooo foot, had fome days 
before crofled the Ganges oppofite to Rajahmahal, where a river 
coming from the north leads into the midft of the Purneah country. 
‘The rebels, more difpirited by the approach of the Englith troops, 
than the appearance of the Nabob’s, quitted their intrenchments, 
which were ftrong, and difperfed before they were attacked. Soon 
after Ogulfing was taken piifoner, on which all the other officers 
either fubmitted or fled the country; and in lefs than a fortnight, by 
the gth of December, Coddum Huffein was in quiet pofleifion of 
the government. 

The extinétion of this rebellion, the fubmiffion of Ramramfing, 
and no appearance of the renewal of difturbance at Dacca, left the 
Nabob without any farther apprehenfions for the tranquillity of Ben- 
gal, and determined him to march immediately to Patna, fully bent 
on removing Ramnarain, who was ftill ftanding on his guard, but 
had been difappointed in his expectations, if he ever entertained any, 
of being joined by Sujah Dowlah, whom his own affairs detained 
in his own country. Clive, fecing the time he had waited for, re+ 
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fufed to accompany the Nabob to Patna, before all that remained to 
be paid and fettled of his agreements with the Wuglith fhould be dif. 
charged and fulfilled. In apgravation of this dilenuma, if was im- 
poffible to fatisfy the Englith claims immediately, without the at 
fiftance of Roydoolub, through whole office, as duan, all money, 
bills, and patents, muft pafs; and on this ground Clive reprefented 
to the Nabob the abfurdity of their variance, and propofed a feri- 
ous reconciliation, of which he himfelf would be the puarantce, 
The neceffity of marching to Patna prevailed, and the Nabob, at 
leaft in appearance, acquiefced ; and on the notice, Roydoolub reco- 
vered, ieft the city, and arrived in the camp on the a3d of the 
month, Fle was the next day introduced by Me. Watts to the Na~ 
bob, who seccived him with every demonfiration of cordiality, On 
the goth, the Nabob, Roydoolub, and Omarbeg, came to the tent 
of Clive, and Mr, Watts affifted at the conference. Before other 
bufinefs, the Nabob and Roydoolub made a folemn renunciation of 
all their former fafpicions and animofity. On the ftate of the aca 
count of the treaty monics, there was now due near twenty~ 
three lacks of rupces. Orders on the treatury at Muyadavad were 
figned for the immediate payment of ra and a half lacks, 
and refcripts given on Ormaibeg, as Phoufdar of Ifughly, and: 
on the Rajahs of Burdwan and Kifnagur, for the remaining half 
of the 23 lacks, Thefe refcripts are called tuncaws, and entitle the 
holder to receive to the amount from the treafuries of the difhiids 
on which they are given, as the revenues come in. Tuncaws were 
likewife given on the fame diftridls for the next payment, amount- 
ing to 19 lacks, which would fall due in the enfuing Apiil. The 
Nabob ordered Roydoolub to iffue under the fealg of the Nabobfhip 
and Duanny the patents empowering the company to take pofleflion 
of the ceded lands fouth of Calcutta, with the authority of Zcmin. 
darry ; which, being feudal lordthip of land, does not extend to 
lifes but to imprifonment on any occafion, and to the feourge, even 
for the evafion of debt, efpecially to the government: but the Na- 
bob referved to hirnfolf the annual fum of 222,958 :upees atifing on 


thefe lands, and allowed by the Mogul goverument, as on many 
. athers 
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others in the province, as a jaghire, or penfion for his expences 
without account, All thefe points were adjufted without difpute, or 
even the appearance of diffenfion; but it was fill more neceflary 
to fettle the objec. of the prefent expedition. The Nabob’s intention 
to remove Ramnarain, in order to pive the government of Patna to 
one or other of his more immediate dependants, would inevitably 
be produdlive of long difturbance and confufion ; for it could not be 
doubted that Ramnarain, knowing the Nabob’s enmity to him, 

- would, on the approach of the aimy, offer any terms to Sujah Dow- 
lah for his affiftance, unlefs prevented by affurances he could rely on, 
that it was not intended to difplacc him. Obnoxious as Clive knew 
the propofal would be, he made it ; adding to the obvious arguments, 
the neceflity to which, the Englith troops might at any time during 
the campaign be reduced, by the arrival of a French force in the 
river, to return on fudden warning to defend Calcutta; when the 
Nabob and his army might be left fighting with their own enemies in 
Behar. He then, as before in (he cafe of Ramramfing and Roydoolub, 
offered his mediation if neceflary, promifing to preferve every right of 
the Nabob’s demands and authority. ‘The Nabob again having no valid 
alternative to propofe, confented’ that Clive fhould wiite a letter to 
Ramnarain, advifing him to come and pay his refpeéts to the Na- 
bob on the road; and affiuing him of fafety and favour. AI thefe 
material points being fettled, it was refolved to march forward 
without delay. ‘Thus cnded the conference with fceming amity, but 
real grudge in the Nabob to Roydoolub and Clive, and not without 
fufpicions in them of him. 

On the ad of January, three days after the conference, the army 
began to move fram Rajahmahal. At the Nabob’s requeft the Eng- 
lith Icd the van. Roydoolub, with his, amounting to rg000 men, 
and the artillery of the government, followed next; and the Nabob 
with the main body, amounting to 40000, brought up the rear: 
cach had their fleet of boats ; and for the convenience of provitions and 
encampment, as well as to prevent the occafions of quaricl amongft 
the refpective foldicries, it was agreed. that the three divifions fhould 
always make their halts at the diftance of one day’s mach fiom 
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each other, ‘They followed the fame road as Major Coote had 
matched. ‘The progrefs of the troops of the government was con- 
tinually interrupted by halts to bring on their baggage and repair 
their artillery ; and the Englith were obliged to wait, as the Nubob 
did not like they fhould be far before him. On the agth he reecived 
letters fiom Delhi, advifing that the patents of his confirmation in 
the Nabobthip had been made out, and titles granted to his fon and 
feveral others of his family; and the Seats informed Colonel’ Clive, 
that he likewife was created a munfubdar or commander of 6000 
horfe, with feveral names. All! the advices hitherto received from 
Patna, reported Ramnarain to be taking meafures for his defence, 
and that he had broken down the bridges on the road within 30 miles 
of Patna; but he had not then received the letter from Clive: as 
foon as it reached him, he wrote an anfwer, without any flipulation, 
or fign of miftrufl, that he fhould proceed without delay to wait on 
Clive and the Nabob. Accordingly on the 2ad he embarked in his 
boats, whilfl his retinue of cavalry marched along the road, and on 
the asth vitited Clive. “The next day he proceeded, accompanied by 
Mr. Watts, to the Nabob, who received him with the attentions 
utually tcflitied to his rank in the Mate, and requefled him to follow 
in the rear, in order to facilitate their communications on bufineds ; 
but ir reality to mark his inferiority to the province. This inten- 
tion efeaped not the obfervation of the camp, but even produced re- 
ports that the Nabob had placed him there, out of the reach of fuccour, 
in order to deftroy him ; and Clive himfelf, not receiving either let~ 
ters or intelligence from him for feveral days, had the fame fufpi- 
cions, and wrote for explanation to Omarbeg and Roydoolub ; from 
whom, as well as Ramnarain, he reccived letters on the 3d of Te- 
bruary, which fatisfied him of the fafety of Rammnarain’s perfon, but 
did not remove his apprehenfions that the Nabob meant, him ill in 
other refpects, On the 4th the Englifh troops halted at Jaffer 
Cawn's garden two miles from the Kelah or fort, which flands at 
the caft end of the city of Patna. Marly the next morning, a large 
body of the Nabob’s troops were perceived marching to the left, and 
patting beyond the Einglifh towards the city, and Clive received pri- 
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vate information that Coja Haddce, who commanded them, was 
ordered by the Nabob to fufler no troops, excepting his own divifion, 
to enter the gates until the Nabob him/elf fhould atrive there, This 
arrangement was intended to give a notion to the capital of the pro- 
vince, that the Englith troops were as fubfervient to the Nabob as his 
own. Clive waited until Coja Haddee’s divifion were in pofleflion of the 
gate, and then marched up, demanding admittance, Coja Haddee being 
altached to Roydoolub, and knowing his refpeé: and reliance on 
Clive, mentioned the general order he had received from the Na- 
bob; but faid, that it could not be meant to extend to his friends 
the Englith, and admitted the troops with more pleafure than re- 
Iudtance, Clive, fatisfied with having eftablifhed the point of ho- 
nour, did not flop, but continued his march through the city to the 
Englith fa@ory, which ftands on the farther fide, very near the 
weftern gate. The next day, being the 6th, he received a letter 
from the Nabob, with inconfiftent excufes for the forced march of 
Cojce Haddee's divifion, and requefting Clive to encamp at Banka- 
poor, which is five miles beyond the Englith factory, where the 
company have a large garden. Clive had before determined to do 
fo; and the troops proceeded thither immediately. The day after, 
another letter defired him to move to Dinapoor, five miles farther, 
becaufe the Nabob himfelf intended to encamp at Bankapoor. ‘This 
defign of ‘removing the Englith troops to fuch a diftance, and of 
keeping the whole of the Nabob’s army between them and the city, 
raifed {ufpicions, which correfponded with other intelligence. Pro- 
mites, delays, diftrefles, relief, were to be alternately employed, and 
bribes as the laft refource, to draw Clive to an acquicfeence to the 
Nabob’s defigns, which continued invariably to deprive Ramnarain of 
the government of Patna, and to confer it on his own btother Meer 
Coffim, when the other offices and departments of the province 
would be fhared amongft the favourites and dependants of his for- 
mer fortune, Roydoolub, who had always fulpected, was now con-~ 
vineed that fuch were the Nabob’s intentions, and, feeing his own 
deftrudtion blended with Ramnarain’s, united their councils, what- 
foover might have been their former connexions, without referve, 
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Both by their emitfaries, for they dared not write, and the order 
of encampnaent prevented vifits, explained their ideas of the Nabob to 
Clive, and artfully infinuated dangerous intentions even againil the 
Cnalith, Clive knew not what to apprehend, but did not entitely 
reject the opinion of treachery 5 and to prevent it, crofled the whole 
of his amy with the boats and flores into a large ifland in the 
Ganges, which lies oppofite to Bankapoor, where they were fe- 
parated from immediate communication with the fhore. He at the 
fame time fent Mr, Watts to the Nabob, to difcover the meaning 
of his laf requeft, and to complain ferioufly of his condu& to 
Ramnarain, whom he had kept in the camp inftead of permitting 
him to return with proper marks of dignity to the city, contrary to 
his promifes at Rajahmahal. Mr. Watts perceived no fymptoms of 
treachery in the Nabob, but likewife no willingnefs to conclude the 
bufinefs of Ramnarain, which he faid he fhould defer until he faw 
colonel Clive. On the rath, the Nabob came into the city; and 
Ramnarain likewife, but without any marks of authoity. The 
Nabob kept his army on the caflem fide, inflcad of encamping 
them, as he had propoftd at Bankapoor, to the wet, On the rqth, 
Clive vilited him, and this was the firfl time they had met, fince 
they parted at Rajahmahal. The Nabob imputed the delay of 
Ramnarain’s appointment to Roydgolub, who had the accountsand 
artangements to fettle, It is parc that Roydoolub, finding Clive 
lef imprefled with refontment againgt the Nabob than he withed, 
thought this delay would not fail to exafperate him ; which the Na- 
bob now turned on himfelf, and had well nigh made a quarrel be- 
tween them, if Clive had not recollected the neceffity of fufpeAing 
the views of all, and of entering into none beyond what was con- 
ducive to the public welfare. 

Much mote time would probably have been wafled in the confli& 
of thefe intrigues, if news had not arrived from the weflward, which 
renewed the former apprehenfions of the approach of Sujah Dow- 
‘Jah from Lucknow, who was now to be accompanied by a great 
body of Morratoc horfe, and as before by the party of Europeans 

with Mt, Law, who were remaining under his prote@tion and fup- 
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port at Allahabad; and with thefe icports, arrived in the camp the 
Morratoe Subut, who, inftead of proceeding directly to his goveiu- 
ment of Orixa, came from Nagore with a commiffion from Jonagee 
and Balagcrow, to demand the arrears of chout due to the Morratoe 
nations from the province of Bengal, which amounted to 24. lacks 
of rupees, ‘The vicinity of an army of Morratoes at this time 
in the Doab, not only protected Subut from indignity, but obliged 
Meer Jaffier to fupprefs any manifeftation of his former fufpicions 
of the union between him and Roydoolub; and the fame dread ren- 
dered the Englith as neceflary to him as when he took the field at 
Muxadavad ; and on the 23d, he performed the ceremony of dit- 
pofing of the government of Patha, fetting in full Durbar, attended 
by all his courtiers. A {uit of drefs with jewels ona golden plate was 
laid before him, which he ordered to be carried away immediately with 
an efcort to his fon Meerum at Muxadavad, whom he called Nabob 
of Patna. Then another fuit of the fame prefents, which he gave 
with his own hand to Ramnarain, pronouncing him deputy ‘to 
Meerum in the Nabobfhip. The appointment of Meerum was 
merely nominal, not derogating from the authority of Rarhnarain, 
which continued refponfible to the Nabob alone, but rendering him 
liable to fome additional prefents; and the bargain for Ramnarain’s 
appointment had been fettled at feven lacks of rupees, which were 
exadled under the pretext of a balance remaining due on the adjut- 
ment of the accounts of the province, Other fums, unknown, but 
fuppofed not inconfiderable, were likewife colleéted by the Nabob ; 
for the chiefs of all the diftris, as well Moors as Indians, were 
fummoned, as wfual in fuch vifitations, to pay homage, and none 
came empty-handed; and thofe againft whom were any real or fic« 
titious caufes of complaint, were feverely fined. Of thefe Compar 
Cawn and Sunderfing, two petty rajahs in that part of the moun- 
tains which lie between the province of Behar and the diftri& of 
Berboin in Bengal, had been fighting for three months, and only 
laid down their arms on the approach of the Nabob. Both were 
fiummoned to attend the Durbar. Comgar Cawn, who was moft in 
fault, evaded ; and Sunderfing would not come until he received af 
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farances from Clive of being treated with juflice, Pulwanfing, 
another of thefe Indian chiefs, whofe ditlrials lye at the sw. extre- 
mity of the province among ft the mountains along the banks of 
the Caramnafla, was a notorious plunderer, and had incurred the re- 
fentment of Ramnarain: he likewife refufed to appear until he had 
received the fame {ecurity. Thefe attentions to the mediation of 
Clive grated the Nabob’s mind, which returned to its former an 
tipathics, on intelligence that ncither the Morratoes nor Sujalx 
Dowlab were likely to profecute their intended project of invading 
Behar. Clive, neverthelels, did not relax the rein, 

All the falt-petre provided by the Puropean fettlements in Bengal 
is made in the country on the other fide of the Ganges above Patna. 
"The fiom was always monopolized, and had long been in the hands of 
Cojah Wazeed, the great merchant of Hughley. Difputes had often, 
rifen between his fervants and thofe of the Englifh factory at Patna 
and two months before they had come to blows, when two of the fac« 
toty’s fervants were killed, This accident’ guve Clive the plea of 
alking the N abob to grant the farm to the Englith company, as the 
only means of preventing fuch difputes in future. fo offered the 
higheft terms at which the farm had ever becn rated’; but the Na- 
bob knew, that he could not cxaét on any pretence from the com= 
pany the additional prefents, which the renter, whilf his fubjec, 
could not refufe. ‘This motive of his repugnance was, however, 
below his dignity to ackrowledge, and: after many objefions he 
confented, referving the receipt of 20,000 maunds, or 1,600,000 
pounds weight atyear, for his own ufe. The agents of the Dutclt 
Baft-India company protefted againft the grant; which Clive an. 
fered by producing a letter, in which they had afked the farm of 
Surajah"Dowlah: foi themfelves, However it was agreed to fupply 
them with the quantity they uftd to purchafe, 

‘The obtainment of this favour did not induce Clive to any ree 
miffion in the authentic demands, ‘The troops were in the fourth 
thonth ofthe campaign, and only the pay of two, amounting to 
two lacks, ‘had.been fupplied, Although the Rajahs of Burdwan 
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and Kifnagur had accepted the tuncaws given on their diftrits, they 
had hitherto paid nothing ; and Omarbeg, as Phoufdar of Hughly, 
doclared that he had no means of fatisfying any part of the 6,500,000 
rupees charged on him, excepting by giving a'quantity of falt, 
‘which when fold might produce two lacks. On this, Clive wrote 


to Roydoolub that he fhould fend his troops to afk their money of 


him, and fignified to the Nabob that he might {pare the Euglith 
five out of the feven lacks he was to receive from Ramnarain, The 
Nabob replied, that this very fum was appropriated to pay the Mo- 
pul’s tribute at Delhi, but offered bills on Ramnarain for two lacks, 
payable at 50,000 rupees a month, which Clive was contented to 
receive. 

‘The to and fro of thefe official difcuffions had brought the time 
to the 18th of March; and the Nabob, having now nothing to 
fear from foreign enemies before the end of the rainy feafon in Sep- 
tember, refumed his firfl views of giving the government of Patna 
to Mcer Coffim, but, till afraid to venture whilft the Englith troops 
remained in Behar, refolved to outflay them, and became as an- 
xjous to fend them away as he had been to bring them with him, 
Knowing their want of money, he thought the more he fhould delay 
to fupply it, and poftpone their other bufinefs, the fooner they 
themfelves would become defirous of departing, to fave expence to 
no purpofe. 

Clive, fafpeéting this cunning, infifted that Roydoolub fhould 
immediately give fecurity for the deficiency of the Tlughley tuncaws ; 
but Roydoolub was on the point of making a vifit of devotion to 
Guyah, atown of great fangtity and pilgrimage, fituated at the foot 
of the mountains, 60 miles to the fouth of Patna, He fet out on the 
rgth of March, and Clive refolved to remain until he returned : 
but on the fir of April fent forward the main body of the Englith 
troops on the road to Bengal, with orders to proceed flowly. They 
were augmented by rooo Sepoys, who had been levied in the Bodge- 
pore country, where the natives are much hardier than in Bengal, 
and even more than in any part of ‘Behar, On the yth, Roydoolub 
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seturned from Guyah, and by this time the Nabob had taken the 
refolution of poing to pay his devotions likewife, at a famous durgar, 
or tomb of a faint, near the town of Behar, which is fituated 4o 
miles to the fouth-eaft of Patna: by this journey he faid no time 
would be loft, as it would require ten days to adjuft fome affhirs 
and accounts in difpute between his brother Mcer Coffim and Ram- 
narain: he hoped in this interval that the Englith troops would 
have been far advanced on their way, and Clive have joined them, 
in which cafe he intended to return to Patna, and remove Ramna- 
rain, But Clive refolved not to feparate himfelf from Ramnarain 
until he faw him out of danger, and advifed Roydoolub likewife, 
although in the field, to keep at hand. A momentary inftant of ge- 
neral fatisfa&tion and compliments occurred on the 14th by the arri- 
val of meflingers from Dethi, with the authentic patents of the ho. 
norary titles conferred on the Nabob, his relations, and Clive: they 
likewife brought finnuds, or the commiffion for the Nabobthip, but 
deficient in fome cflential formalitics, which were withheld until the 
Nabob fhould have remitted a fum of money to Delhi: the fuunuds 
were, neverthelefs, proclainied as fully valid, and few knew the con= 
trary. ‘The noxt day, the Nabob proceeded to Behar; and, fecing 
that Clive fill romained at Patna, inf uéted his brother Meer Coflim 
to diflemble, who accordingly pretended to be perfeétly fatisfed 
with the adjaftment of his affairs with Ramnarain, and promifod to 
leave Patna and come to Muxadavad as foon as he had fettled his 
more private concerns; and the Nabob himfelf, inftead of returning 
as he had intended from Behar to Patna, proceeded from thence on the 
24th ftraight aciofs the country to Bar on the bank of the Ganges, 
about 35 miles below Patna, where the main body of his army and 
their flecet of boats were affembled ; on which Clive left the city, 
carrying Ramnaraim with him, to take leave of the Nabob, On the 
goth, the Nabob Roydoolub, and Ramnarain, met by appointment on 
board of Clive’s budgerow. The Nabob exprefled perfeQ. fatisface 
tion in Ramnarain’s integrity and fidelity, affured him of being con. 
tinned in the government, and permitted hina to fet out the fame 
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day on his return: he then ordered a part of his army to march 
on to Muxadavad, and kept the reft to armufe hunfelf with in 
huntings ales» the hills; but confented that Roydoolub thould ac- 
company Chy , in order to difcharge the deficiencies of the balances 
of money duc on the treaties. Thus ended this political campaign, in 
which an army of 50,000 men had marched 300 miles out of their 
own province, and continued four months in the field, without firing 
amufket; but produced the full accomplifthment of all that Clive 
intended, who maintained his decifion over all intercfts, by not 
yielding to the prejudices of partiality, or the proffers of private 
advantage. 

The French party which had efcaped from Dacca to Rungpore, 
had raifed a mud fort not far from the foot of the mountains, on the 
bank of the river Tefta, in which they maintained themf{clves un- 
molefted, until Coffim Ally, the Phoufdar of the country, received 
the Nabob’s orders to attack them; when thcy were furiounded by 
agreat number of his people, who in lefs than a month reduced 
them to famine; on which they embarked in their boats, and went 
down the river, intending to regain the Great Ganges; but were 
followed and harrafled fo much, that they landed again, but ou 
the other fide of the river, and marched to the neighbouring town 
of Dinagepore, the capital of a Rajah, who with much timidity 
was a good man, which Mr. Courtin knowing, refrained from any 
violence to his people; who were all as timorous as the Rajah 
himfelf, and maintained the party with provifions, until an officer 
at Mr. Courtin’s requeft came from Coffimbuzar, to-whom they fur 
rendered prifoners, and were received with fome terins of indulgence, 
Their number was reduced from 30 Europeans to 11, and'from 100 
to 30 Sepoys. 

The fmall number of troops left in Calcutta after the army took the 
field with Colonel Clive, wasnotfullicient tokeep up theneceflary guards 
with fufficient ftri€tnefs; which encouraged the French prifoners 
to attempt their efcape. The building of the gaol was not fufficient 
to hold them; and, as the enclofure had very high walls, they were 
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permitted to remain in the area; taking advantage of this liberty, 
they dug under the wall in a part unfrequented and covered with 
buthes, and in the night of the 18th of December, all of them, 
being go, eftaped through the hok, and before morning moft of 
them had crofiid the river, and not one was immediately retaken, 
Some woe fufpedted to have gone to the Danith fadlery oppotite 
flughley; but the agents thee would not admit the fearch, A 
month after 15 were {topped in Midnapore; and in the month of 
March, 3o more at Cutteck, going through Orixa, to join their 
countrymen in Chicacole, 

The fquadion with Mr, Pococke failed for the coafl of Coro- 
mandel, in the beginning of I'ubiuary; the condemnation of the 
Kent, and the difpatch of the floop to England, had reduced it to 
three fhips of the line, and two frigates of 20 guns. Their de» 
pature, frequent although vague reports from fea of French, ar 
maments, the expectation of fending a great part of the Englith 
force into the field again with the Nabob, and above all the recent 
remembrance of calamity, had determined the prefidency to provide 
for the futuic fafity of Calcutta, by tatfing a fort capable of the 
utmoft defence ; and all the natives which could be hired were con- 
tinually employed in the work, The fpot was chofen 1200 yaids 
to the fouth of the old fort; but not fo near the river, 

Various reports had been brought to Muvadavad, during the 
campaign to Patna, In February, foon after Ramnarain joined the 
camp on the road, it was ‘faid that the Nabob had caufed him to be 
affafinated ; but, at the fame time, came other news, that the Ra« 
jah Sundeifing, by the inftigation of Roydoolub, had fallen on the 
Nabob’s quarters in the night, and had killed him in his tent, Lfow- 
ever improbable, Mecium believed both reports, and affembled all the 
forces quartered round the city: this alarm was {oon quieted by au- 
thentic {ctters from the camp; but the fame principles of fufpicion 
and animofity had driven Meerum to greater cxceftes of appichen~ 
fion, on the approach of Colonel Clive and Roydoolub returning 
from the campaign. 
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The Coflimbuzar river from January to June is too fhallow for 
boats of burthen, which obliged the Englifh troops, with their 
fleet, to keep along the preat river, until they came to Bogwon- 
gola, and from whence they marched acrofs thie ifland to Muxadavad, 
where Clive arrived on the 1sth, and found the whole city in the 
utmoft confternation ; and on the fame day, he received advices of 
great importance from the coaft of Coromandel ; to which our nar-- 
rative now returns. 
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LE new year opened in the Carnatic with as little adivity as the 
laft had clofed, ‘The Mench troops 1emained in Pondicherry 
waiting the artival of their expefled armament fiom Europe, during 
which, Mr, Soupiie, as he fays in a memoir he has publifhed, en- 
tered into a negociation with two Jemautdars of the Englifh Se- 
poys to furpiize Tritchinopoly, by means of the French prifoners, 
Four hundred were in confinement in the city, and go or 60 had at 
various times been received into the Englith fervice, and in the end 
of December, foon after Calliaud returned from Madrafs, two of 
the enlifted Frenchmen accufed one De la Forge, who had been 
accepted as a furgeon’s mate, that he had tampered with them to 
concur in a project, by which the foreigners in the fervice of the 
garrifon were to murder the Englith guards in the night, then 
open the prifons, arm the piifoners, and with their affiftance, over- 
power the reft of the troops. Four other Frenchmen avowed the 
fame converfation with De la Forge, who, with much obftinacy, 
denied that he had ever {poken one word to any one of them: he 
was however hanged two days after his trial. This might have 
been the firfl opening of Mr. Soupire’s {cheme, although he fays 
nothing of it; but nothing was difcovered of his confpiracy with 
the Sepoys, which he feems to have protracted until the end of 
April. 
Enfign Banatyne at Outramalore, receiving intelligence that 200 
of the French Sepoys at Carangoly had deferted on fome difpute 
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with the renter, and that the sefl were inclined to mutiny, marched 
on the night of the 2 sth of January, with s00 Sepoys, and 50 Muro- 
peans, and an hour before day-broak made an affault by efcalade ona 
part of the wall, which was in a tutnous condition 5 but they were 
repulfed with the lofs of 11 Sepoys killed, and 2 Europeans wounded. 
Slight as this was, no action of equal enterprize pafled in the con- 
tending diftrids until the end of April, although the mutual incur- 
fions were as frequent as before ; but being always Icvelled at de- 
fencelefs villages, they carried the reproach of robbery, more than 
the reputation of war; and cach fide lofing as much as it gained by 
thefe depredations, the J’rench officer at Vandiwath propofed a con- 
ference to put an end tothem, and Banatyne was permitted to treat 
with bim. 

The reports which the French government fpread with much di- 
ligence, of their approaching fuperiority on the coafl of Coro- 
mandel, encouraged even the moft infiguificant chiefs, which held 
under the Nabob, or the company, to queftion or infult their autho- 
rity. In the vait plain which occupics the Carnatic, fiom the lati« 
tude of Puliacate to the river Coleroon, are many traéls of findy 
ground fpread amongfl the riche diftricts of the country, “heft 
foils having always been negle@ed by the labourer, and left to nate, 
propagate abundance of ufelefs vegetation. In fome, which with 
care would rear the coco-nut, the eaflern palms prevail, a few of 
which, rifing to their full growth, {pread their feeds with the wind, 
which in a fucceffion of time cover the whole exteut with plants, 
that frangling one another by their multitude, remain fMunted, and 
create the ftubborneft of thickets. Others of thefe tras, infead 
of bearing the palin kinds, will only produce a ftrong and fpreading 
thrub, whicl: rifes to the height of cight or nine feet, and forms 
one continued coppice. Many of thefe wilds are from ry to 40 
miles in circumference, and all of thefe extents are poflelled by petty 
Polygars, with their clans of half-favage fubjeds, whofe ovcupation 
ig to rob the neighbouring villages in the night, and in the, day to 
take all kinds of venifon and game, in which they are (o'expert, 
that they rarely fail, on the fhorteft notice, to produce the quantity 
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demanded by any perfon in authority. By thefe obeifances, and 
fometimes a fmall prefent of moncy, and now and then ridding the 
country of a tiger, they compenfate their thefts, which are rarely 
attended with bloodfhed, or violence; when they are, troops march, 
their hamlets are burnt, and prifoners taken, the chief himfelf in 
preference, who atone feverely for the mifdeeds, whether of them- 
felves or their fellows. ‘T'wo of thefe Polygars, between whofe 
woods the fort of Trepafloor is fituated, ventured in the end of Ja- 
nuary to make incurfions, not only into the diftriéts dependant on 
this fort, but even into thofe of Pondamalee, within 15 miles of 
Madrafs, and carried off large quantities of grain and cattle from 
the villages ; on which the commandant, Jemaul Saib, who had re- 
turned from Tinivelly to Madiafs, was ordered to march againft 
them with four companies of Sepoys, ‘The one, named Rangapah 
Naigue, immediately afked pardon, and made reflitation and atone- 
ment: but the other, Wardapah Naigue, flood on his defence, until 
Jemaul Saib had penetrated into his woods, and burnt fiveral of the 
hamlets concealed in them ; on which, he fubmitted likewife, and 
the Sepoys were withdrawn. 


The army of the Morattees under the command of Balaventrow, . 


which, in the preceding year, had dofcated the Nabob of Cudapah, 
who fell in the battle, found notwithftanding this viQory, that they 
could not cafily compleat the reduion of the country; for Abdull 
Nabcy Cawn, the coufin-german and nearefl relation of the de- 
ecafed Nabob, threw himfelf with a ftrong force into the thongett 
fortrels of the province called Sidout,ncar the town of Cudapah and the 
late field of battle; and others of the Pitan Captains ftood on their de- 
fence in their refpe@ive holds, the fieges of which would employ more 
time than the extent of Balaventrow’s expedition. He therefore fent 
agents to negotiate with Abdall Nabey ; but likewife detached partics 
to harrafs the diflriGs adjacent to the forts which held out; duriag 
which he marched himfelf with the main body of his army actofs 
the province of Cudapah to the cailward, and, when arrived on the 
confines of the Carnatic to the Nw. formed three divifions, one of 
which went againtt the Polypar Bomrauze; the other entered the 
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difias of Damarlah Venketappah and Bangar Yatcham-naigue ; 
and with the third he appeared himfelf before Nelore, ‘The Na- 
bob, in fettling the treaty of tribute in the preceding year with 
Armetrow, the deputy of Balaventrow, gave, in the general aflet|- 
ment on his vaflals, an order on each of thefe Polygars to pay him 
70,000 rupees, and the pretence on which Balaventrow now com- 
menced hofllities againft them was, that the aflefliment meant only 
the rate of the a@ual year, whereas they owed, he faid, for the fix be- 
fore; and the reaion he gave for attacking Nelore was, to prevent Na- 
zeabulla from marching againfl the Nabob, with a large body of French 
troops, which he heard were advaycing to join him from Mr. Bufty’s 
army; but Nazeabullah, having without hefitation paid him a {um 
adequate to his expeélations, he a few days after wrote to the Nabob, 
recommending a reconciliation between them. His detachments plun- 
dered the fair towns of Venkati Gherri and Calaftht; and all the three 
Polygars were fo frightened, that, in cxpedlation of the affiflance 
of the Englifh, cach of them gave bonds and fecurity for the payment 
of theit,tabute to the Nabob, which were not equal tothe demands of 
Balaventrow; immediately after this the Morattocs left their coun- 
try, as the Polygars believed, from. refpect to the remonflrances 
of the profidency, but in reality purfuant to orders received at this 
time from Balagerow: they returned into Cudapah, where Balaven- 
trow concluded at Sidout a treaty with Abdul Nabey Cawn, by 
which it was agreed, that the country fhould be equally divided be- 
twixt them: and the Morattocs were put in poffeflion of Goram- 
condah, a ftrong fort and pafs midway in the rauge of mountains, 
which bound the province of Cudapah to the weft. A part of the 
army was left to guard the hare of the Morattocs in the province, 
wid Balaventrow, with the reft, recrofled the wefturn niountains, 
ind marched towaids Sirpi, ordering at rhe fame time the detache 
nent with Arnctiow at Velore to join him there. 

"The Nabob’s brother, Abdulwahab, having gathered 1000 horfe, 
ind % ar 3000 foot, moved in the beginning of the year from 
Chitore ta Chandergherrt. "This place was ancicutly the capital of 
fhe Carnatic, at prefent an open town in ruins, It is fituated about 
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ro miles from the famous pagoda of Thipetti, which Abdulwahab 
endeavoured to perfuade the company’s renter to deliver up: but the 
renter referred him to Madrafs, and he was deterred from the hot 
tilities he intended, by the march of Jomaul Saheb againfl the poly- 
gars of Trepaflore. Not knowing thicrefore what to do with his 
troops, who clamoured for pay, le fent them under the command 
of his principal officer to Mortizally of Velore, who was prepating 
to attack the fort of Tripatore, atthe bottom of the valley of Va- 
niambady. We are ignorant on what pretenfions thefe hoftilitics 
were founded, but they were undertaken with much earneftnes : 
for, befides his own, and the troops of Abdulwahab, the Phoufdar 
likewife engaged the body of Morattoes then in his town with 
Armetrow. The whole force was 4000 horfe and 6000 foot; but 
the fort of Tripatore was of difficult approach ; and on the 8th of 
February, the day after the batteries were opened, a cannon-ball 
killed Armetrow; which being perecived by the garrifon, they fallied, 
routed the befiegers, and took their cannon. ‘l'he Morattoes imme- 
diately after this defeat quitted the country, and joined their main bady 
in Myfore ; and the troops of Mortizally and Abdulwahab returned 
to their homes, 

Mr. Pocock, with the fhips of war {roi Bengal, arrived at Madrafs 
on the 24th of February ; they had been abfent 17 months on the 
expedition, ‘I'he two frigates were immediately detached to cruize 
oft Pondicherry. Some days after, arrived the Quecntborough fligate,- 
which Admiral Stevens had difpatched with advices to Madrafs, from 
whence the had been fent to Bengal, and now returned from thence, 
On the 24th of March, Admiral Stevens himfelf arrived from Bom- 
bay with 4 fhips of the lines and on the 17th of April the {qua- 
dron failed to the fouthward, 

"The Myfore general Hyderally, after his retreat {rom Madura in the 
end of the preceding year, continued at Dindigul, waiting the arrival 
of a body of French troops, with which he intended to return to the 
attack; and in the interval Mahomed Iffoof marched with his army 
from Chevelpetore to the city of Madura, and fet to work to rp ir 


the fortifications. As the I*rench troops in the Pagoda of ase 
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could not be diminifhed without danger from the garrifon in Mitch. 
inopoly, Mr. Soupire fent the force he intended for Uydarally ton 
Pondicherry 5 and from the reCtraint ladon all his military operations, 
they were no more than 300 Sepoys and 75 Muropeans, who anived 
at Dindigul in the end of January. They were commanded by Mr, 
Aftiuc, the fame officer who had been defcated by Major Lawrence 
befrg ‘Tittchinopoly in the year 1753, from which time he had 
continued a prifoner on his parole until the month of O@ober of 
the preceding year, when he was exchanged, On his arrival at 
Dindigul, he found [ydcally prefied by urgent aflaine to rerura to 
Seringapatam, the capital of Mylore, which broke the fcheme of 
attacking Mydusa; foon after the interview, Lyderally departed, and 
Mr. Afliue returned to the pagoda of Saingham, where he artived 
on the 2oth of March, and, having been long ill, died on the aad ; 
he was a gallant and worthy man, 

The agent font by the Nabob to Mapliuze Khan arrived at Nelli- 
tangaville on the 28th of February, and found him there, encamped 
in paltry tents, with 50 hoife, offuntatious of his poverty, pretend- 
ing much difcontent againdl his allics, aud snuch attachment to the 
Nabob ; but when terms of reconciliation wee propoled, nothing 
lefs would fatisfy him than the govcrament of the whole country 
as an appanage tp fees indeed he was never mafler of his own 
opinion, and at prefent not of his will, for the wellan polygars, 
elated by the rifting fupetiority of the French in the Carnatic, took 
the field, and obliged him, who depended upon them for his fab- 
fiftence, to lend his name, and to appear with them in perfon as the 
pretention of their holilities: the army was compoted of the troops of 
the Pulitaver, of Vadagherti, of the Uirce minor polygars, Cotaluva, 
Nadacoureh, and Savandah ; and from the caftern fide, of Etiaporum, 
the dependant of Catabominaigue, who himfel{ continued firm te 
his new connexion with the Englifh, The confederates bad Jike+ 
wife perfuaded the Poly gar of Shatorc under the hills, whofe fort 
is only fifteen miles to the fouth of Chevulpetore, to enter fo far 
into their views ay to admit a body of the Pulitaver’s Colleries into 
his fort, with whom and his own he made dcpredations into the ad- 
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jacent country, whilft Mahomed Ifloof, apprehenfive of the arrival 
of Tyderally and the French, kept his force colleGed in Madura, 
As foon as the news of Hyderally’s departure was confirmed, Ma- 
homed Mlovf took the ficld and marched againft Shatore. The poly- 
gar on his appearance made fubmiflions, turned out the Pulitaver’s 
men, and paid a fine in money ; but as foon as the Englifh troops 
returned to Chevelpetore, he renewed his depredations; on which 
Mahomed Iffoof attacked the fort again, which the polygar, after a 
flight refiftance, abandoned ; and one of his relations was appointed 
in his ftead. In the mean time, the confederates had, in various at- 
tacks from Nellitangaville, taken all the pofts between this place and 
Tinivelly, and many of the men placed to guard them were put to 
the fword: at Tirancourchy, which was taken by affault in the 
night, 27 hofemen, and a greater number of Sepoys, were killed. 
The confederates, clated with theft fuccefles, thieatcned all who did 
not joi them, and attached the polygar of Outamalce, becaufe he 
had refufed. They likewife prepared to take pofluftion of ‘Tinivelly, 
and boafled that they would reduce the fort of Palamcotah. But the 
approach of Mahomed Iffoof from Chevelpetore flopped their prov 
grefs, nor had they courage to give him battle ; but, having 
ftrengthened the pofls they had taken, retreated to Nellitangaville, 
fending, however, detachments to harrafs and interrupt his ope- 
vations; but without fuccefs 5 for all their parties which ventured to 
meet, or could not avoid the encounter of the Sepoys, were beaten, 
and by the end of April all the pofts which had been taken were 
recovered, Mahomed Iffoof then 1vfolved to carry the war into the 
enemy’s country, and to begin with the polygar of Vadagherri, al- 
though the mofl diftant, becaufe the moft powerful of the alliance. 
His villages in the plain were in flames, and the troops had begun to 
penctrate into the wood which enclofes his fort, when Ifvof received. 
advices and inftrutions from the prefidency at Madrafs, and from Cap- 
tain Calliaud at Tritchinopoly, which called him and the troops un- 
der his command to fervices of much greater neceffity and importance. 
At day-break, on the 28th of April, a fguadron of 12 fail were 
deferied flanding in from various points of the compals for the road 
4 of 
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of Tort St. David, where the Englifh frigates, ‘Usiton and ee 
water, chanced to be at anchor, lt was foon perecived that the 
flrangers were French 5 and two or three of the thips beingto the 
north of the road, whilfl the rfl were advancing from the fouth, 
precluded the efcape of the frigatcs, as the wind blew from the ofling. 
The captains, therefore, prudently refolved to run their thips sare 
4n order to preferve the men, which they effected without lofing auy. 

The French {quadron was commanded by the Count Dp Aché, 
After fome change in the fhips which were firft appointed, he failed 
from Breft on the 6th of March of the preceding year, with the 

Zodiac of 74 guns, the Belliqueux of 7o, the Superbe of Gy, be- 
longing to the navy of France, and a so gun fhip, with a frigate 
belonging to the Eafl-India Company, On board of thefe fhips was 
embarked the regiment of Lally, confifting of 1080 men, go of the 
royal artillery, a great number of officers of difin@ion, and 
the count de Lally, Colonel of the regiment of his name, licutenant 
general in the French army, and now appointed CGovernor-gencral 
with the moft extentive powers over all the French poffefions and 
cflablithments in Ladia. ‘The {hips had feareely got clear of the land, 
when a fquall of wind carried away the main-top gallant and the 
mizen top-matl of the Bolliqueux, on which fhe made the fgnal of 
diftref, and “was obliged to anchor near the fhore in bad ground. 
The Zodiac immediately tacked, and worked clofe-hauled to aflifl her, 
and the fquall continuing, carried away the main and fore-topmaft of 
this thip likewife, “Thefe accidents induced Mr. D’Aché to return iin. 
mediately into the port of Breft, as affording the {peedieft means of ro- 
pairing the dainages. In the hort interval between the final orders for 
the departure of the {quadron, and the advices of its return into Breft, 
the French miniftry at Verfailles had received {uch finifter accounts of 
the French affairs in Canada, that they changed the deftination of the 
fhips Belliqueux and Superbe, and appointed them to Americas and 
ordered Mr. D'Aché to remain at Brefl, until joined by other thips 
of equal force; which, however, the navy of ffrance, in this time 
of diftrefs, was not able to {pare from its other neceflities. But the 
French Eaft India Company had feveral thips, built exprefsly to ferve 
3 . * when 
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when required, as men of war, of which four had failed jn De- 
cember, with the repiment of Lorrain ; and three woe now added 
to the two Mr. D’Aché already had under his command ; and he wag 
to take the others at the Ifle of Trance. The delays of aflenabling 


the Company’s fhips from Port /’Oricnt retarded his departure from . 


Breft until the qth of May. The thips carried with them a malignant 
fever, at that time reigning in the pot. On the 23d of July they 
anchored at Rio de Janeiro in Brazil, having lof 300 men of all 
kinds by the fever, which continued even in this climate, although 
healthier than moft in the world: having waited two months in 
expedtation of this benefit, the fquadron fajled on the 25th of Sep- 
tember; and after a paflige of 85 days, Nill infected with the ficknefs, 
artived on the 18th of December at the Ile of France. Here they 
found the fhips which had carried the regiment of Lorrain, returned 
from Poudicherry. Taking their crows and fuch of the fhips as he 
chofe, Mr. D’Aché formed the fquadron, with which he now ap- 
peared on, the coat, They failed from hence on the 27th of Ja- 
nuary: It would be ufeful to know their rout, in order to avoid it ; 
for their paflage was very long, ‘not making the coatt until the 25th 
of April, when the Diligent was fent forward to Karical to get in- 
telligence of the Englith {quadron ; and returning on the 27th with- 
out any, ftruck on a fand-bank, which detained all the fhips the 
yeft of the day in getting her afloat. On the 28th they appeared, as 
we have feen, before Fort St. David, 

Every fuccefs was expegted to fallow the arrival of this arma- 
mont in India. “I'he fhips were to drive the Englifh {quadron off 
the coafl, the troops with thofe already at Pondicherry were to dee 
molifh the Englith {ettlements; and fuch was the confidence of not 
meeting an cnemy in the ficld, that the inftruétions formed at Ver~ 
faillés ordered Mr. Lally to open his operations by the fiege of Fort 
St. David, before which the fhips anchored, ih order to land the 
troops as foon as thofe from Pondicherry could march to inveft the 
place. "The wreck of the two Englith frigates confirmed thefe pre- 
famptions ; and Mr. Lally went away in the Count de Provence of 
$9 guns, attended by a frigate called the Diligente, to proclaim his 
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commiffion, and give ‘ ‘the neeeffay orders at Pondicherr y; he landed 
at five in the afternoon, and was received with all the diftinGions an~ 
nexed’ to his authority. In the mean time the other fhips worked 
in, and anchored off of Cudalore, two miles to the fouth of Fort St. 
David. 

The Englith {quadron having in tent days otha a8 high to wind- 
ward as the head of Ceylon, ftood in again for the coaft, which they 
made on the 28th, off Negapatam, ‘and proceeding along thore,. dit: 
covered at nine the next morning the French fhips riding off Cid: 
dalore, which immediately weighed and bore down towards Pondi-

water, and the wind blowing freth had saiftd fuch a heavy fwell, that 
the tumbling of the thips at anchor would have rendered the various 
operations of fetting up mafts, yards, and fhrouds, always difficult 
fatfea, almoft impradticable, It was therefore refolved to sepair under 
faite, The {hips accordingly ftood in for the land siw, the wind fill 
at 8 5Rabut the current was flvong and. the unweildy Cumberland 
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falling continually to lecward obliged the others to abide by her; 1758. 
fo that, before the morning, when they came to an anchor in fhore, hae 


they were a league to the north of Sadrafs, and 35 miles to the 
fouth of Pondicherry, off of which the engagement began, The 
French {quadron had fuflered fo much lefs aloft, that they anchored 
at ro at night in the road of Alamparva, 15 miles to windward of 
the Englifh. The Bien Aimé during the fight had the flings of her 
theet anchor {hot away, which dropping, run out the cable, which 
was immediately cut ; another thot unpeiceived had grazed the upper 
coil of the cable bent to the beft bower, with which the thip came to 
anchor at Alamparva, but on the firft flrain this cable parted; a {mall 
anchor was immediately dropped, but would not hold; there was 
no other ready ; and before the fails could be fet, the fhip was driven 
into the furf, and ftranded without the poffibility of recovery ; but 
all the men were faved, and afterwards mofl of the cannon and 
Kores, 

. ‘The firft hour of Mr, Lally’s arrival atPondicherry was diftinguithed 
by the exceflive vivacity of his charaéter. Before the night clofed, 
tooo Europeans and as many Sepoys were on thelr march to Fort 
St. David, commanded by the Count D’Eftaign, who landed with 
him: but {uch was the hurry to be in motion, that they proceeded 
without provifions, and their guides led them aftray, and brought 
them into the bounds over the plain to the weft, where they did 
not arrive until feven in the morning; the guard at the redoubt of 
Chimundelum retreated before them to the Garden-houfe, where 
was another ; and both together retired to the fort, after five or fix 
were killed. ‘They were followed almoft to the glacis with fo 
much prefumption, that {even of eight of the enemy wore killed by 
the cannon from the xamparts, af which indeed abundance were 
fired on their appearance: Neverthele{s, many preft by hunger re- 
mained ranfacking the houtes near the efplanade for immediate 
viduals; on which two companies of Sepoys under the command 
of an European officer were fent againft them from the fort, who fired 
away all thelr ammunition at too great a diftance to do or receive 
aby harm, Several finalley partics of Sepoys were likewife dotached 
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to fur prize “frigeling plunderess; and: before noon broughe in fix 
Europeans, from whom an account: of the chemy’s force was ob- 


‘tained. In the afternoon was heard. the fir firing of the two 


tquadrons, which were then almoft out of fight, and toon after dif- 
appeared, : 

The next day Mr. Soupire came up with more troops, fome heavy 
cannon, anda convoy of provifions 3 and on the firft of May, Mr. 
Lally himflf, efcorted by two companies of Wuflars, arrived at the 
garden-houfe, and immediately detached the Comte D’Efaigne acrofs 
the river: of Tripopalore® ‘to reconnoitre and take poftnear Cuddalore. 
‘This town-remained in the fame condition as when attacked twelve: 
years before by the troops ‘of Dupleix; inclofed. on the three fides 
towards: the land with a: rampart: and. finall: baftions, which... had

“the conttary.. The garrifon of Cuddalore contiQted of four com= 
panies of Sepoys, and a few artillery-men, under the command of 

a lieutenant with. an enfign 3 who were reinforced in the evening of 

Mt. Lally’s arrival: by 30 Europeans and fome Lafcars, from: Fort : 
St. Davide.

‘D'Eftaigne’s arrival, it-was demanded, of him ‘to. fend-in proviti fons” 
for their daily faftenance during the ‘imponding’ fiege. Me. I Lally,

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where they were to remain until the fate of Fort St. David fhould 
be decided ; on which their own was to depend. 

Che impatience of Mr. Lally’s temper had already {pread difcon- 
tent through the {ettlement he was fent to govern. Not finding 
the fame means and facilities for military operations as he had. been 


accuftoined to in the armies of Europe, he refolved to create them, . 


as it were, in fpite of nature... The different cafts of the Indian-re- 
ligion being appropriated to {pecific and hereditary vocations, many 
of them are entirely prohibited from fervile offices and hard labour 5 
and of thofe allotted to” fuch occupations, each mutt abide by that 
alone to which he was born. The hufbandman would be difhonoured 
by employing his mattock excepting in the field he is to fow; and even 
lower races have their diftinGions, infomuch that the cooley, who 
carries a burden on his head, will not carry it on his fhoulder + di- 
ftinctions likewife: prevail amongift the foldiery, for the man who 
rides, will not cut the grafs that is to feed his horfé; nor at this time 
-would the Sepoy dig the trench which was to protect him from a 
canhon-ball: hence the numerous trait of followers and attendants 
‘which always accompanies a camp in'India. Another embarraflinent 
‘Hleewife-arifes fron the want of horfes proper for draught, which is but 
ill fupplied. by the feeble bullocks of the countrys nor are fufficient 
numbers even of them properly trained to be purchafed on emergency. 
_ Excepting in the fiege of Pondicherry by Mr. Bofcawen, thefe defects 
had not been much felt in the hoftilities between the two' nations, 
becaufé mutual; and fix field-pieces generally decided a battle ; two 
“of battering cannon, the fate of a fortrefs: but anothet warfare was 
now to enue, for the reduétion of Fort St. David required a regular 
fiege. ‘The hurry with which. Mr Lally bad: obliged ‘the firtt di- 
vifion to march againft Cuddalore, left no time ‘to ‘colleét the ne» 
ceflary number.of cooliés and. other attendants ‘in Pondicherry; on 
which’ he ordered the’ deficiency: to be fupplied by. the Indian inha- 
bitants of the town, a number of whom were prefled, and employ- 
ed without’ diftington, in carrying burthens, and other fach fervices. 
"The violence created terror; the'difpiace, indignation. Mr, Deley~ 
“git, and the-council; who. till -yetained their functions, but under 
ene eee: tee tha 
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the controul of My, Lally, geprefented the invonveniencics which 
niiehe wife fiom ali nating the attachment of the native 5 hut thei 
yemonfliance diew his rfimtment on thenvelves, minrd wath fags 
qicions, that they only wifhed to protes thole who were fable ient 
to their own emoluments and advantapes in the povernnx at. Vhe 
flrain of this cxcrtion only diminifhed the efleét; and the cannon 
and flores fullowed fo flowly, that as faon as the troops had taken 
poffeffion of Cuddalore, Mr, Lally returned to Pondicherry, in order 
to accelerate their acrival by the fame means which had already been 
employed with 16 little fuccets. 

The {quadron with Mr, D'Aché were fix days in working up 
frou Alampatva to the road of Pondicherry, whore they anchored 
on the fixch of May. The troops were immediately landed, and as 
fat as they came on fhore marched off’ for Fort St. Davids and the 
heavy artillery and ammunition, for want &f means by land, were 
embarked, to be landed at the mouth of the tiver Panar, which lies 
about a mile to the north of Fort St. David. The park of artillery 
was formed at the Garden-houfe. Mr. Lally returned to Cuddalore 
on the tyth, and in the enfving night the cugincers bepan to cred 
a battery for two 24. pounders, on the uorth bank of the river of 
Bandapollam ; they were ouly intended to fire plunging-fhot into the 
fort, being tooo yards diflant from the walls: neverthelefs the 
garrifon fired abundantly during this and the fuccceding night to in 
terrupt the work. 

Three confiderable rivers, coming from the weftward, gain the 
fea in the fpace of four miles within the hounds of Fort St, David; 
the bed of the Panar lice about 1800 yards to the north of the river 
of Tripapolore, and the two comnrunicate by a canal which runs 
nearly parallet to, and about ro00 yards diftant from, the margin of 
the fe. Mort St. David ands in the angle where the canal joins 
the river of Tripapolore 3 which paffeth clote to the fouth face of the 
fort, and there tends off to the fouth an arm that foon joins the tiver 
of Bandapollam, when both united in one channel continue along 
the caflern fide of Cuddalore, Separated from the fea by a mound of 
fond. The waters of ‘Tripapolore and Bandapollam proteéled the 

fort: 
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fort from the regular approach of trenches on the fouth s but on the 
weftand north the ground prefented rather more advantages than ob- 
ftacles to an enemy. 

By many additions and improvements FortSt. David'was now become 
afortificationarmed at all points ; but theoriginal defe0 of want of {pace 
in the body of the place fill remained ; being only 140 fect from w. 
tou. and 390 from w; to s. The four baftions at the angles mounted 
each 12 guns. The curtains, as well as the baftions, were furrounded 
by a fauflebray with a brick parapet... The out-works were, a horn- 
work jto the north, mounting 34 guns; two:large ravelins, one on 
the eaft, the other on the weft; a ditch round all, which had a cu- 
vette cut along the middle, and was fupplicd with water from the river 
of Tripapolore ; the fcarp and counter-{carp of the ditch faced with 
brick 3 a broad covered way: excellently pallifaded, with arrows at the 
falient angles commanding the glacis, and the glacis itfelf was provided 
with well-conftruéted mines. All thofe works, excepting the horn- 
work, were planned by Mr. Robins, but the horn work was raifed 
befure his arrival in India with much ignorance and expence, the whole 
being of folid mafonry,,and the rampart’ too narrow to admit the 

free vecuil of the guns. ‘The ground to the north of the fort, in- 
oluded by, the fea, the rivers of Panar and T'ripapolore,:and the canal 
which joins them, is a plot of fand, rifing in feveral parts into large 
hillocks, which afford good fhelter againft the fort. On the edge of 
the canal, 1300 yards to the north of the fort, ftood an obfolete re~ 
doubt, called Chuckly-point, It was of mafonry,. fguare, mounted 
eight guns, and in the area were lodgments for the guard: the entrance 
was a pallifaded gate under an aich, but the.redoubt was not en- 
clofed by a ditch. About 200 yards to the right of this flood ano- 
ther fuch redoubt, on a fand-hill called Patcharee, Four hundred 
yards in the rear of thefe redoubts, was another fand-hill, much 
larger than that of Patchatee ; on which the Dutch had a factory- 
houfe called Thevenapatam ; but. the houte had Jately been de~ 
molifhed ; and a fafcine battery of five guns was raifed on the hill. 
In a line on the left of this hill, and ‘on the brink of the canal, 
was a gateway, with a narrow rampart and. battlements, which 
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commanded a bridge inimedintely under it, leading over the canal. 

The paiyiton in Vor. St. David confined af 16v0 natives, Sepoys, 

Lafcars, and 'Topatics ; 641g Mutopean,, of “whom 286 were efléives 
83 purfionels ot infirm; and ago wore feamien, the crews of the 
“"Tyjton and Biidewater, which had sun alhore on the appearance of 
the Franch fquadron. 

Totelligenee was obtained on the t5th that the enemy intended on 
the onfuing » night to attacks all the pall on the fand; on which they 
were pratt tothe number of 86 Europeans and yoo Scpoys. At 
fun-fet, the French troops marched from Cuddalore to the garden- 
hovfe, and at nine o'clock {vom thence in three divifions, which halted 
at fome diflance from the canal, waiting the fignal to attack. The 
divifion on the right was to force and take pofleffion of the gateway 
oppofite to the hill of Thevenapatam the center was to ford the ca- 
nal, and march againft Chuckley-point ; and the diyifion to the left 
croffing the canal whete it joins the river Panar, was to come down 
and ftorm Pattharee ; but the center and the left were not to begin 
their attack before the right was cugag¢d. The fignal was made by 
arocket at ten o’clock, and at the fame inflant a fhong fire com- 
menced againft the fort itfelf, fiom five guns on the ramparts of 
Cuddalore, the two on the battery on the bank of the Bandapollam 
river, and from two heavy mortars on the weft, ‘This annoyance was 
intended to diftra& the attention of the garrifon, and fuccecded, for 
they returned it with muclt violence, although with more uncertainty. 
The divifion on the right advaneing to iy atlack of the T’hevenapa- 
tam gateway, was unexpettedly flopped by the want .of the bridge, 
which had been deflroyed, and the canal hercabouts was not fordable; 
nor could the center divifion find the ford they expeéted. ‘The pots 
on the fand were now alarmed, but the two divitions, noverthelefs, 
food on their ground, waiting for intelligence fiom the divifion on 
the left, which was led by the Count D'Eiftaign, who foon after 
fent word that he had croffed with cafe at the head of the canal; 
on which the center moved up thither, and croffed after him, whilft 
the third divifion continued before the paleway, to keep the 
troops there and at ‘'ic¥ondpatdm from teinforcing the two points, 

: They 
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They were both attacked at the fame time with numbers fufficient to 
aflaule all round at once, and in half an hour both were carried ; 
two officers and all the Europeans were made prifoners, but moft 
of the Sepoys 1an away. The two divifions together then marched 
againtt the battery on the hill of Thevenapatam. ‘This attack com- 
menced at one in the morning, and was refifted with mauch {piit 
until three, when the cnemy got pofleflion of the battery; whcre, 
likewife, the Europeans were taken, and the Sepoys efcaped. The 
fire from the fort deterred the enemy from continuing at T'hevena- 
patam ; and they retired to the two points, which they fupported 
with 400 men, fheltered behind the hillock of Patchatee, None of 
the Scpoys who had fled returned into the fort, but efcaped along the 
fea-thore acrofs the river Panar, 

At day-light a detachment from the fort took pofleffion of the 
battcry again; on which the enemy immediately 1¢einforced the 
troops at the points with 5 of 600 mcn, from the camp at the garden- 
houfe ; which fufficiently indicated another attack onthebattery, andto 
avoid it the detachment was prudently recalled, together with the guaid 
at the gateway on the canal. At night, the enemy broke ground, car- 
rying on a trench of communication between Chuckley and Patcharec 
points, and although the exceffive heat of the weather ought to have 
referred this fervice to the night, it continued through the two fuc- 
ceeding days, and by the night of the rgth, the work was advanced 
to the hill of hevenapatam, extending in the whole 800 yards. 
Vive mortars (rom the weft opened at the fame time as the trenches 
were begun; but no cannon were fired excepting thofe on the ram- 
parts of Cuddalore, from which one thot on the 18th killed Licu- 
tenant Davis, two ferjeants, and five black men, On the zoth, the 
enemy opencd another trénch leading from the weft fide of the hill 
of Thevenepatam to the gateway on the canal, and tepaired the 
bridge there: they likewife eftablifhed two twelve pounders amonpft 
the ruins of fome fifhermen’s huts on the beach, which commanded 
the entrance into the river of Tripapolore from admitting any boats 
fiom the fea. Thefe guns were dheltered from the fort by two 


hillocks of fand, but had no communication with the encmy’s lines,. 
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and were left to the guard of the artillerymen alone, who being few, 
the garrifon detached 60 Sepoys and fome Europeans at 11 the 
next day, to attack them; but the fally only produced a little 
fkirmithing. 

By this time, all the black artificers and menials had quitted the 
fort; and of the whole body of Sepoys, only 200 remained; the 
want of them laid the ftrain of duty much heavier on the Europeans; 
of whom little fervice was derived {rom the feamen, as not being 
fubje& to the fame controul as the foldiery. On the 22d, an Eng 
lith fhip anchored, and for want of boatmen to carry a letter to her, 
the fort warned her danger by firing fhot at her, on which the failed 
out of the road. The enemy continucd until the 26th, employed 
in conftruéting four battcrics, and in pufhing on their trenches, 
which they carried from the hill of Thevenapatam obliquely to- 
wards the north-eaft angle of the glacis; during which, the five 
mortars to the weft, and the guns from Cuddalore continued the only 
annoyance, Téhe fort continued to lavith away their fire night and 
day on every thing they faw, heard, or tifpedled; by which 20 
cartiages of thei own guns were difabled, and the works thenifelves 
fhaken. About midnight of the 26th, a battery of feven guns, ad- 
ded to that of the five mortars to the weft, was opened, and kept up 
a conftant fire. ‘The next night fome of the failors bioke open the 
treafury, not to take the money, but fome arrack, with which they 
got exceedingly drunk, and, according to their regulations, could 
only be punifhed by confinement. 

By the goth, the enemy had advanced their trenches to within 
200 yards of the glacis; and in the fame day finifhed and opened 
the three other batterics 3 one of three guns, with five mortars, againfl 
the angle of the northweft baflion ; another of fix guns and four 
mortars on the hill of Thevenapatam, facing the front of the horn- 
work; the third of four guns, about 300 yards to the fouth-calt 
of Thevenapatam, and nearly oppofite to the angle of the north- 
eaft baflion. "The former battery to the weft continucd to enfilade 
the north face; and the defences on this fide had already fuffered fo 


much, as well from the fhock of their own firing, as from the thot 
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and fhells of the cnemy, that they could barcly return the fame num- 
ber of guns; and the encreafing want of powder left none to {pare 
againit the fhot from Cuddalore, and the two guns on the bank of the 
river of Bandapollam. The enemy’s bombs had likewife ruined the 
rcfervoirs and the only well of good water in the fort, and that 
in the ditch was too biackifh to be drunk. 

All hopes were now tuned to the fquadron; the garrifon knew 
by letters, which had efcaped the enemy, of the fuccefs of the late 
engagement, and no conjectures could account for the long delay of 
their return. Mr. Pococke, as foon as he anchored off Sadrafs on 
the 29th of April, difpatched a boat with advices to Madrafs, and 
requefted, that all the recovered feamen in the hofpital, and as 
many Lafcars as could be fpared, might be fent to reflore the lofs 
which had been fuftained. About 100 of each were fent the next 
day, the Lafcars by land, the feamcn in maffoolas, It was fix days be- 
fore they got on board; and on the 7th of May the fquadron weighed; 
but, proving after three days tial, that they could not advance 
againft the wind and current by working in fhore, they put to fea, 
and in fifteen days got to windward of Fort St. David, into the Jati- 
tude of 9. 30.3 but the wind at this time rofe fo ftrong from the 
weft, that the Cumberland could not bear up againft it, without 
encreafing her Icaks fo much, that it became neceflary to let her 
drive; and as the other fhips were obliged to keep her company, the 
{quadron, inftead of reaching Fort St. David, fell to leeward as far 
as Alamparvah, where they anchored on the 26th of May. Here 
they obtained no intelligence, for the place belonged to the French, 
who fuffered no boats to go off, and thofe belonging to fhips’ cannot 
land through the furf. The wind having abated, the fquadron 
weighed anchor again the fame day, and plied to the fouthward 
with the Jand and fea breezes, which were fo faint, that they only 
gaincd four leagues in two days, when on the 28th they difcovered 
the French {quadron at anchor in the road of Pondicherry, which 
had remained thee ever fince their arrival, waiting the recovery of 
their fick and wounded, of which conditions, but principally of 
the fick, near a thoufand were incapable of duty. The appearance 
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of the Enplith fquadion fpread no little alum. Mi. Ache tins 
mediately convened a council of his captains, with the pooner 
and council of the town, whorefolved, that it was mofl ospedicut tor 
the fhips to remain moored as clofe as poflible to the thore, tit 
they might reccive the affiflance of the guns along the Arand + Lat this 
refolution was not valid until approved by Mr. Tally; who in- 
ftantly went fiom the camp to Pondicherry, ordering a detachment 
of 4oo Euopeans to follow him as faft as they could much. He ar- 
rived caily in the motning of the goth, convened the ufiul council, 
and tendeicd the detachment, with the fame number of Sepoys 
and Lafcars, to ferve on board the fhips, and protefted againft the 
difgvace of not mecting the Englifh {quadron in the open fea, 
‘This reinforcement changed the foumer refolution, Mr, Lally. re- 
turned to the camp in the evening; and the next day Mr. D’Achd, 
with the cight principal fhips, now manned with 3300 men, 
weighed anchor, but, inftead of bearing down on Mr. Pococke, 
who could not work up to him, kept the wind, plying for Fort St. 
David. 

The befiegers during this day kept up an inceflant fire from ar 
pieces of cannon and 13 mortars, which every hour became fupe~ 
rior to that of the fort; not for want of mounted artillery, but of 
ammunition, of which fuch quantities had been Javithed away 
when no adequate effe& could be expected, that the garrifon was 
obliged to fpare it now, in the hour of need and real ufe, On the 
firtt of June, the fire continued with fuch encreafing fuperionity, 
that the failors, and even the artillery men, at times, quitted their 
guns, At noon, the French fquadron were perceived working  to~ 
waids the road, and by the clofe of the evening, the enemy had 
carried on their trenches to the foot of the glacis oppofite to the fa- 
licnt angle of the Nn. baftion, where they began to ered a battery, 
and all the embiafuies in the fort which commanded this {pot were 
ruined, and their guns either difmounted or withdrawn : {fo that 
the enemy might foon make a lodgement in the covered way 3 but 
could get no farther until the ditch was drained or Glled up. Ne» 
verthelefs, it was apprehended, that the French fquadron might 
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land a great number of men, with whom the troops on fhore 
would make a geneial aflault, which ihe pariifon or defences were 
not decmed in a condition to refift. On which, Majo. Policr, and 
Mr. Wynch, the tempoiary governor, thought it neceflary to hold 
a council of war, in which it was unanimoufly decided, that they 
ought to capitulate on the beft terms they could make, and articles 
were prepared: however, the defence was continued thiough the 
night, and until ten the next day, in the folicitous, but difap- 
pointed expectation of fecing the Englifh fquadron : a flag of tiuce 
was then hoifted, Majo: Polier and one of the company’s agents 
went out, and returned at four in the afte:noon, with the articles 
altered by Mr. Lally, which it was agiced to accept. At fix in the 
evening, a company of French grenadicis were admitted into the 
fort, and the garrifon marched with diums and colours to the foot 
of the glacis, where they grounded their arms, and furrendered 
themfclves and thar enfigns to the French line diawn up to receive 
them. They were, with all convenient {pced, condueted to Pondi- 


cherry, where it was flipulated they fhould remain, until an equal | 


number of Fiench piifoners were delivered there, when the Englith 
were to be fent to Madrafs, o: Devi Cotah, at the option of Mr, 
Lally, He rejected the propofal, that Foit St, David fhould not be 
demolifhed during the war, and, in confeqnence of inftiuétions fiom 
France, immediately oidered all the fortifications to be razed to the 
giound. The French officers, on contemplating the works, wee 
furptized at the facility of their conqueft, not having loft twenty 
men by the five of the place, although moie by ficknefs, and the 
ftrokes of the fun, in the trenches. ‘The French fquadion anchoted 
in the road the evening afte: the furrender, when Mr. D’Aché landed 
and having conferred with Mi. Lally, weighed anchor on the 4th, 
and ftood to the fouthward, in order to cruize off of Ceylon. 

The army before Fort St. David confifted of 2500 Europeans, 
exclufive of officers, and about the fame number of Sepoys. In 
order to compleat this amount, and to leave in Pondicheriy a 
force fufficient to make bead againft any motions from Madtafs, 
Mr, Lally had drained all the out-pofts and ganifons in the Car- 
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natic, toa fourth of their ordinary guards 3 and had recalled the 
whole garrifon of Scringham, having agreed to deliver over this 
place to the brother of Lydeinaig, who arrived with a party of 
Myforeans from Dindigul, and took poffeflion of it on the rath of 
May, when the I'rench troops marched away for Foit St. David, 
They confilled of 100 Europeans and 1500 Sepoys: but one half 
of the Sepoys deferted on the road, for fear of the unufual fervices 
to which they heard thofe in the camp were applicd: having for 
the firfl time been employed in throwing up earth in the trenches ; 
on which the rel, with the Europeans, were ordered to halt at 
Chilambaruam, where they were joined during the fiege by 200 
Europeans from the camp. This force was intended to fuccour 
Karical, in cafe the Englith fquadron fhould make a defcent there. 
As foon as Fort St, David capitulated, Mr. D’Eflaign was detached, 
with fome more troops and cannon, to join, and proceed with 
them again{t Devi Cotah but this officer, on good intelligence, left 
the cannon at Chilambi um, and on the 4th appeared with the troops 
before Devi Cotah, which the gartifon abandoned on his approach, 
It confifted of 30 Europeans, and 600 Sepays; they marched away 
through the Tanjore country to Tritchinopoly. 

As foon as Devi Cotah was taken, the army returned with all 
expedition from Fort St. David to Pondicherry, and on the evening 
of the yth, Mr. Lally made a triumphant entry, which had been 
concerted, into the town, and proceeded to a magnificent Te Deum, 
which was followed by a fumptuous entertainment ; immediately 
after which, he renewed his bickerings with Mr. Deleyrit and the 
Council, becaufe the public treafure was almoft exhaufled ; not 
without accufations that they had diverted it to their own emolu- 
ments. 

‘The Englith fquadron faw the French {er fail from the road’ of 
Pondicherry ; but, kept back by the Cumbeiland, loft, mflead of 
yaining ground, and fell to Ivewaid again as far as Alamparva, off” 
af which place, Mr. Pococke received on the sth a letter, difpatched 
by the Enelith ageut at Sadiafs, informing him of the lofs of 
Wort St. David. At this time, the {quadron had not more than 

five 
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five days confumption of water on board: and the only poit to the 
fouthward, where it could be fupplicd with fufficient expedition, 
was the Dutch fettlement of Negapatam ; which, being roo miles 
to windward, they were not likely to reach in lefs than 10 days; 
Mr. Pococke, therefore, bore away, and anchored the next day in 
the road of Madrafs. 

Abdulwahab, the Nabob’s brother, on the tcturn of his troops 
from ‘Terpatore, where Armetrow was killed in February, had pa- 
raded them again about Chandergherry in the fame hopes as before 
of intimidating the renter of Tripetti; but, flill continuing him. 
felf afraid of the Englifh Sepoys ftationed at Trepaffore, refrained 
from hoftilities, and tried profers of money, which the renters re- 
fufed, and advifed him toa reconciliation with his brother. The 
pofleffion of Tripetti had always been the objc& of every adven- 
turer who faw any chance of fuccefs; becaufe its revenue, equal to 
30,000 pounds a year, arifing from the contributions of devotion, 


is always more certain than that of any harveft in the Carnatic -- 


and the acquifition was foon after attempted with more earneftnels 
than the {chemes of Abdulwahab. Before the departure of Bala~ 
ventrow from the country of Cudapah, two officers of diftin@ion, 
named Ragava cherry and Balakiffen Sauftry, arrived with a com- 
miffion from Balagerow, to {uperintend the chout or tribute to the 
Morratoes from the Carnatic; in confequence of which they afked 
Balaventrow for a body of troops to proceed by military exccution, 
He refufed, alledging, that he had already fettled this bufinefs with 
the Nabob of Arcot, who had given no new occafion of offence ; 
and on his departure to Sirpi, inftruéted his fucceffor not to permit 
any hoftilities. ‘The two officers, difappointed, levied 500 horfe 
and 1000 foot, of thofe who had been in the fervice of the late Na- 
bob of Cudapah, but difbanded after his death; and proceeded with 
them to the country of the Polygar of Mattavar, which extends 
along the river Kandeler to the n.w. of the diftri&s of Tripetti, 
and a part inferts itfelf between the counties of Damerla Venka- 
tipy Naigue, and Bangar Yatcham, as far asa pafs in the moun- 
tains called Cara Canambaca, which is within twenty miles of the 
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pagoda. The renter pofted 7 or 800 peons in the pats, who kept the ad- 
venturers and their force at bay, although joimed by the troops of Mats 
tavar, until the beginning of May; when they forced their way 
through ; and, on the sth, attacked the town of Tripetti, where 
the renter flood his ground, with only 300 Sepoys and 500 Peons ; 
but had fecured them under the cover of garden-walls from the im- 
preftion of the enemy’s horfe, when Ragavacherry expofing himtelf 
intemperately in endeavouring to encourage them, was fhot dead, on 
which all bis followers ran away, although only 10 men, befides 
himfelf, had been killed: he fell near the place where Mahonicd 
Comaul was killed, five years before, in the fame attempt, 

This was the only event of any rifque, which had happened in 
the Nabob’s territory, fince the arrival of Mr. Lally; for the great 
draughts of men which had been made from the French forts on 
the frontier to carry on the fiege of St. David, had reduced their 
garrifons to the incapacity of attempting any thing beyond tranfi- 


“tory excurfions to plunder. But the Enplith prefidency now con- 


cluding that the French army would mareh apainfl Madrafs imme- 
diately after their fuccefs at St. David, delayed no longer to give 
their final orders for the retreat of their own gurrifons with 
the dependant out-gaards, from Carangoly, Chinglapet, Conje- 
veram, Covrepauk, and Arcot, which had previoufly fene in their 
artillery and flores, referving only as much mufket-ammunition as 
was neceflary for the march. Arcot and Covrepauk were delivered 
to the Nabob’s troops, of which a body were remaining in the city; 
Conjeveram and Chinglapet to the peons of the refpedive renters ; 
and the partizan Murzafabeg, leaving only a few of his men in 
‘Trivatore, went with the ref into Carangoly. The Enplith garri- 
fons having united at Chinglapet, came together on the yth of 
June, the day after the return of the fquadron: they amounted to 
250 Europeans and 2000 Sepoys ; but the garrifons of Pondamelee 
and Tripaffore, confilling only of Sepoys, were not withdrawn, 
beeaufe they proteded a valuable diftriG {rom the ineurfions of the 
adjacont Polygars, and might at all times retire to Madrafs, before 


any detachment from the I*rench flations on the other fide of the 
4 ¢ Paliar. 
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Paliar, could arrive to cut off their retreat. Frequent debates had 
been held in the council concerning the expediency of withdiawing 
the gairifon of ‘Tritchinopoly, which it was refolved to poftpone 
until the lafl extremity; but in the interval the commandant Ma- 
homed Ifloof was ordered, after leaving a fufficient force in Palam- 
cotali, to move towards Madura, and even to march to Tritchinopoly 
itfelf on the firtt {uammons from Captain Calliaud. This officer, on 
the 16th of May, the day after the French garrifon had quitted the 
pagoda of Seringham to the Myforeans, fummoned them to fur- 
render it, and detached his fecond, Captain Jofeph Smith, with a 
party, to take poft in Jumbakiftna. The Myforeans replied by 
firing cannon from Seringhamy againft this place, which were 
anfwered the next day by a bombardment from two mortars ; and jn 
the enfuing night they abandoned Seringham, leaving a confiderable 
quantity of military ftores, and eight pieces of cannon, which the 
French had left to them: they returned from whence they came, to 
Dindigul. Calliand immediately took pofleflion of the pagoda, and 
garrifoned it with soo Sepoys. 

Mr, Lally, notwithftanding his wrangles, confulted Mr. Deleyiit 
and the jefuit Lavaur concerning the future operations of the field, 
Madrafs feemed the immediate and moft important temptation ; for, 
notwithftanding the utmoft exertions, many of the eflential parts of 
its fortifications {till remained incompleat ; and the defence of Fort 
St. David had raifed in Mr. Lally a contemptible opinion of the 
Englith troops in India: but Pondicherry could not immediately fur- 
nith money to {upport the campaign, not means to tranfport by 
land the vaft quantity of artillery and ftores neceflary for the fiege, 
which could not be conveyed with any certainty in the fhips of the 
French {quadron, whilf, the Englith kept the fea, The Nabob’s 
country to the north of Chittapett and Vandiwath, by the retreat of 
the Englith garrifons, prefented a much eafier conquelt, and the 
chance of no inconfiderable revenue, with the advantage of prefling 
Madrafs itfelf by a variety of diflrefles ; but Mr. Lally could not 
brook the flow, although certain means of colleing moncy, which 


would have arifen from this cxpedition. Yielding therefore to the 
advite 
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advice of Cather Lavaur, he preferred another, from which they ox- 
peded to get more, with equal cafe, in a much fhorter time. 

The king of Tanjore, when betieged by the arthy of Marzafijing 
and Chundatihch with the French troops in 17g1, had compounded 
the arreats of his tubute, and had given Chundafaheb a bond. for 
5,600,000 1upees, before the approach of Nazirjing’s army oblipcd 
them to retreat out of his country 5 the bond was in the pofleftion 
of the government of Pondicherry 5 and an incident in the capture 
of Fou St. David concurred to fugpeft the expediency of marching 
into the Tanjore countiy, and demanding this money {word in hand, 
The French had found in Fort St. David a prifoner of picater con- 
fequence than they expe@ed : his name was Gatica; he was uncle 
to the depofed king of Tanjore, whofe pretenfions the Englith af- 
ferted in 1749, when they entered the country, and took Devi Cotah, 
The king then and now reigning, when he ceded this place to them 
in propriety, flipulated by a feerct article, that they fhould prevent 

‘this prdtender from giving him any moleflation in future ; to enfure 
which, it was neceflary to fecwe his perfon ; but he withdrew hin- 
felf out of their reach; however, being in pofleflion of his uncle, who 
was the leading man of the party, and had entirely managed his 
nephew, they detained him a prifoner, but under an caly confine- 
ment, within the fort, where he remained until fated by the fall of 
the place to be employed by the French, with the {ame views as 
nine years before by the Englifh: and Gatica was now produced at 
Pondicherry with much oftentation and ceremony, in order to excite 
the apprehenfions of the king, that the pretender himfelf would ap- 
pear and accompany the French army, whom neverthelefs they did 
not proclaim in his ftead. 

How niuch foever Mr. Lally agreed in the preference of this cx- 
pedition, he differed even to animofity both with Mr. Deleyrit and 
‘the Jefuit in another meafure of fill greater importance. He had 
brought fom France the Qiongeft prejudices againft the character of 
Mr, Bufly, whom he believed to have continually amufed his nation 
with phantoms of public utility and danger, in order to fecure the 
continuance of his flation, in which he was fuppafed tg have al- 
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veady pained an immenfe fortune : a few days after he landed, he 
had fent the Marquis of Conflans to a& as fetond in the army of 
the Decan ; but now, thinking that the capture of Fort St. David 
had cftablithed his own reputation beyond the imputation of jealoufy, 
he difpatched a letter to Mr. Bufly, to come without delay to Pondi- 
cherry, pretending that he wanted his advice ; and, fufpicious of the 
intimacy which had always {ubfifled between Moracin and Mr. Buty, 
he likewife, and on the fame pretence, recalled Moracin from the 
government of Mafulipatam. 

Six hundred men of Mr. Lally’s regiment, with 200 Sepoys, 
under the command of Mr. Soupire, formed a camp of obfervation 
between Alamparva and Pondicherry : only s0 able, with the in- 
valids of the army, were to be left in the town; and, to calm the 
apprehenfions which were cntertained by the inhabitants, of a fudden 
defcent from the Euglifh fquadron, it was refolved to recall their 
own under the walls, The injunétion reached Mr D’Aché off 

Karical on the 16th; and he anchored the next day in the-road of. 
‘Pondicherry. On the 18th Mr. Lally took the field, but, as before, 
unprovided with the neceflary attendants, bullock-men, and market- 
people; for the unufual compulfions, which had been prattifed 
during the fiege of Fort St. David, deterred the natives of fuch oc- 
cupations from engaging in the fervices of the camp ; and the in- 
habitants of the country removed their cattle, from dread of the 
Huffars, who had been permitted to drive in what were neceflary 
for the viualing of the army, without paying the value. The 
march between Pondicherry and Karical, where the troops were to 
rendezvous, is interfected by no lefs than fixteen rivers; fix before 
you arrive at the Coleroon, which are generally fordable, excepting 
in the rains, but the Coleroon is never fo; the others, as all in the 
kingdom of Tanjore, are arms of the Caveri, moft of which near 
the foa change their extenfive fui faces on beds of fand into deep chan- 
nels of mud, which, even when fordable, cannot be entered without 
much toil and trouble; to avoid which, fuch of the heavy artillery, and 
cumbrous ftores as were not to be fupplied at Karical, wore fent in 
two veflels by fea. Notwithftanding this relief, the troops gained 
theiy 
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their way with much inconyenicnce. "The regiment of Lonain left 
their tants at Cuddalore, for want of bullocks and coclies to cury 
them. The whole aumy had been 12 hours without food when they 
arrived at Devi Cotah, and, contrary to their cxpedtation, found none 
there excepting paddy, which is the grain of rice before it is dive fled 
of its hulk, in which flate it ts only fit for the food of catde 5 but 
the operation is tedious, and icquircs the implements ufed by the 
natives; and the foldicrs, hunpry and fatigued, having fiarched the 
hats in che fort for other vi@uals without finding any, ict fire to 
them, which was with much difficulty prevented from catching two 
magazines of gunpowder. 

"Lhe troops, after feven days march, arrived at Karical on the 25th. 
The diftance from Pondicherry, although only 75 miles in the dire 
line, is 100 by the road; and here, for the fir time during the 
march, they got a regular meal. Tere a bramin, fent by the king 
of Tanjore with propofals, was waiting for Mr. Lally, who fent him 
back with his own, demanding tnunediate payment of the five mil- 
lions and fix hundicd thousand rupees, with all the interca + and, to 
convince the king that he would derive no benclit fiom the ufual 
delays and prevazications of Indian negotiations, he immediately 
tent forward a detachment to take poff {lion of the opuleut town of 
Nagore, 

"This place is fituated on a river about four miles to the noith of 
Nepapatam, and carrics on a very confiderable commerce ; byt the 
merchants had removed their money and jewels, and offered little for 
the redamption of their warchoufes; on which Mr. {ally farmed 
out the plunder and ranfom of the town for 200,000 rupecs to Itifcher 
the commander of the French huflars, Mipulating, that, if the profit 
exccedcd 190,000 rupecs, a proportional addition was to be made to 
the public fund. THitherto the condu of Mr. Lally had been free 
from the icproach of thofe pecuniary views, which he continually 
imputed without diftinion to every one in the tervice of the French 
company ; but this agreement gave them no flight pretence to retort 
peculation on himfelf, as going thares with Fifcher in the profits of 
Nagore. ‘Whilft this bufinefs was tranfaGing, he applicd to the 
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Dutch government at Negapatam to fupply his wants of money, 

ammunition, and provifions ; who, awed by his farce, furnithed him 
with 20,000 pounds weight of gunpowder, and promifed to affiit his 
commiffaries in purchafing whatfoever their tertitory could fupply, 
but declared themfelves unable to lend any money, not having 
enough for their own ufe. ‘The Danith fettlement of ‘Tranquebar, 
from the fame dread of his violences, promifed the fame affiftances, 


and furnithed fix fimall field-pieces with 10,000 weight of gun-powder. 


The army marched from Nagore on the 28th, and, having pro- 
cecded fix miles, halted at a confiderable pagoda called Kiveloor ; 
wheie Mr, Lally, believing the report of thofe who meant only to 
pleafe him, imagined the bramins to be very rich, and that the 
images they worfhipped were of gold ; in this perfuafion, he ranfacked 
and dug the houfes, dragged the tanks, and took the idols out of the 
chapels, but no treafuics were found; and the idols proved to be 
only of brafs. The bramin returning from the king met Mr. Lally 
at Kiveloor, and offered the ufual complimentary prefents, but no 


terms of accommodation adequate to Mr. Lally’s expe@ations, who 


therefore difmiffed him without accepting the prefents, and the next 
day marched ten miles farther to Trivalore, where ftands the moft 
famous pagoda in the country. Here the army found as much paddy 
laid up in granaries as would have fupplied them with rice for three 
months, but for want of the means to beat it out, could fearcely pro- 
cure from it fufficient for the meal of the day. AJ the bramins had 
ibandoned the pagoda, but fome were afterwards difcovered prying, 
ind afking queftions in the camp, probably from anxiety concern~ 
ng their temples and divinities; but Mr. Lally judged them to be 
(pies employed by the king, and rathly ordered fix of them to be exe- 
cuted, who were blown off from the muzzles of the field-pieces, 

As foon as the French troops arrived at Karikal, the general Mo- 
iacjee advanced from the city of Tanjore and encamped within ten 
niles of Trivalore, with 2560 horfe, and 5000 Sepoys difciplined as 
well as they could be without the dire@lion of Europeans, This was 
ialf the force of the kingdom. The king on the firft alarm had foli- 
sited aid from the Nabob, the Englith pretidency, Tritchinopoly, from 
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Tondiman, and cven from the two Moravars, although he wa, 
at this very time in cnmity with all the three Polypars. ‘Che 
prefidency and the Nabob wete in no condition to fend any affifl- 
ance from the Carnatic, but they authorized Captain Calliaud to 
a as occafion might require fiom ‘Tritchinopoly, where the 
commandant Mahomed [fvof, in obedience to the orders tent to 
him on the firfl appearance of the French fquadron, arrived on the 
16th of June with 2000 Sepoys from the Tinivelly country, ‘This 
reinforcement cnabled Calliaud to fuccour the king without 
too much impaling his own garrifon; but the continual and au- 
thentic intelligence which he obtained of the duplicity of the king’s 
councils, created no little perplexity in the option between fending 
fuccours which might be betrayed to the enemy : or by with-holding 
them give the king a pretext to make terms with them, which in 
this conjuncture mufl be dangerous to the Englifh affairs ; he how- 
ever, at all rifques, as foon as he heard the French army were in 


motion from Nagore, detached s00 Sepoys with ro European ar- 


tillery-men, and joo Colleries collected from the neighbouring Poly= 
gars dependant on T'ritchinopoly, deeming this reinforcement in 
the prefent inftant fuificient to keep up the king’s hope of more 3 
and waiting to aflift him hereafter, according to his condu€ with the 
enemy, which he caufed to be narrowly watched. ‘The exhor- 
tations of the prefidency had likewife induced ‘T'ondiman and the 
two Moravars to fufpend their refentments fo far as to kt their 
Colleries alfo take fervice with the king, who hired 4000 of them ; 
and they were font, as they arrived, to Monacjee’s camp, as wore 
afterwards thofe fupplied by Calliaud. ‘The Freuch arnyy remained 
at Trivalore until the rath of July, during which their cavalry 
fwept the country round of all the cattle, of which Mr. Pally fone 
large droves to be fold at the towns on the fea-coatt; which pic- 
caution was imputed to him as a proje@ of private pains but not 
miuch'was got by it, for Monacjec had detached his Colleries to 
niaraud in the rear of the Vrench army, who cut off every thing 
which moved to and from the camp with flender cfcorts, and 10 
covered great numbers of the cattle, which they too drove away, and 
fold for the loweft prices ta any who would buy them. Itowever, 
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fome of the Colleries were killed, and all who.were taken prifoners 1758. 
Mr, Lally ordered to be Sinked to draw the guns, which did not deter ae 
the others. from repeating their attacks, wherever booty appeared, or g 
even - from. infalting the camp i itfelf every night with their rockets. 

On the 24th, the army came in fight of Monacjee’s, drawn up in 
good ordey behind a water-courfe, from which the Tanjorines were 
foon driven. by the fire of the-French artillery, and. retreated towards 
the city, but {till continued without the walls. 

The French army ¢ arrived within fix miles of the city on the 18th 
in the morning, when a meflage was received from the king, de- 
firing a conference with per: fons authorized to treat’; on which Mr. 
Lally halted the army, and fent in a captain,’ Maudave, and a 
Jefuit, St. Efevan. ‘They: infifted on the firtt demand’ of S hocrdes 
rupees, with the intereft: the king offered 300,000 : the deputies re~ 
turned, and were fent back again with the demand of one million ir 
money, 600 bullocks for the carriage of the artillery and ftores, and 
10,000 pounds weight of gunpowder ; but this article the. deputies « 
wilely agreed.to fupprefs, as expofing the diftrefs of the: army: the king. 
feemed inclined-to add fomething'to his firft offer o Ir jey, but faid,” 
that the fupply or fale of beeves to thofe of ’a different religion Was 
contrary to. his own; the deputies returned again to ithe camp, and 
the next morning. to:-the city, with pofitive rorderd to infift on the 
gunpowder, which. when they propofed to Monacjee i in.a conference. 
before they were. to vifit ‘the king, he. exclaimed with’ indignation, : 
that all negotiation was at’an end, and that he fhould not introduce 
to his mafter men who were only fent to infult him, The: deputies 
returned without delay to the.camp, which immediately mayed,. and. 
in the evening took: poflefti ion. of. the: pettah,, or ‘{uburbs;, which at - 
this time extended along the eaftern fide of the ¢i he artillery, , 
of which only two were battering” cannon, ahd th veohorns. and” 
howitzes,'for the < army. had brou,” 10. mortars, . fired during. the. 
night at the pagodas‘and other. edifi ees which arofe above the walls; a: 
and this was all the annoyance’ “they”: ‘could feat prefent, fince 
the two pieces of battering cannon. ‘could: not ‘be: expofed. again 
the, fuperigr. fire of the town, “without! more to cover them $ aide- 
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tachment was therefore fent to bring up three twenty-four pounders 
from Karical, which were all that this place could f{pare, and 
the two vefiels laden with the cannon and mortars from Pondi- 
cherry were ftill far to leewaid : feveral other detachments, which 
all together cmployed half che infantry and all the cavalry of the 
amy, were at the fame time fent abroad to bring in the cattle of 
the adjacent country ; and a body of Colleries, who had probably 
deferted from the Tanjorines, were likewife hired for the fame em- 
ployment. ‘I'he abundance was much greater than the confump- 
tion; and the furplus were driven away as before to be fold on the 
fea-coaft. "The vafl detriment which the country was likely to fufler 
by the continuance of thefe defolations induced the king to icnew 
the negociation on the 22d, and the next day he paid 50,000 rupees; 
and the jefuit St. Eftevan, with Kenedy a licutenant-colonel, were 
fent to remain as hoflages for the re-payment of the moncy, in cafe 
a treaty fhould not be concluded, and hoftilitics be renewed. But 
the Colleries in the Wrench army could not be reftrained fiom con~ 
tinuing their depredations, which the ‘Tanjorine horfe revenged, by 
giving no quarter to any they fell in with: quarrels likewife en- 
fued with the market people and dealers, who, with the king's pers 

miffion, came from the city to fell provifions and ‘other neceflaries 
in the camp ; and the difcuffions of thefe broifs and violences in- 
terrupted the more important negotiation until the arrival of the 
three picces of cannon from ‘Karical, which came up on the agth ; 
and'Mr, Lally, having at this time received intelligence, that the 
king was prefling the Englith at T'ritchinopoly to fend another and 
fteonger reinforcement, refolved to renew hoftilitics, although hts 
hoftages fill remained in the power of the king, who, frightened by 
the arrival of the cannon, conferred in earneft, and coneluded the 
‘ireaty, of which the terms were founded on Mr, Lally’s declarations, 
‘that he intended to march immediately from Tanjore againtt Tritch~ 
‘inopoly 5 for which feryice the king agreed to lend 300 of his beft 
horfy, to fyrnifh tooo coolies and mattock-men, and to fupply the 
arty with ” provitions during the Gege; to deliver two xefpeQable 
theftages, and to give in money penyens Repees, of which 200,000 
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were to be paid as foon as the army removed ten miles from T'an- 
jore, 180,000 were to be fent with the two French hoftages as foon 
as it arrived before Tiitchinopoly, and the remaining 150,000 were 
to be paid after the fiege, when the king’s hoftages were to be fur- 
rendered, and the cavalry returned. The contingencies involved in 
thefe terms fhewed, that neither fide had much expe@ation they 
would be compleatly executed, and Mr. Lally feems to have accepted 
them, only becaufe he fhould get fome money in hand; the king 
becaufe fome chance might fave the reft. ‘Two hundred of the 
coolies were {ent to the camp during the difcuffion of the articles, 
which were not intirely adjufted until late in the evening of the 
3rft, when Mr. Dubois the commiffary of the army, who had con- 
duded the negotiation in the city, returned to the camp, accom- 
panied by the two Tanjorine hoftages, and 4o of the cavalry, being 
all, it was faid, who were immediately ready ; the delay of the reft con- 
‘firmed My, Lally in his fufpicions that the king meant only to amufe 
thin, and induced him to fhut up thofe who were come in a pagoda_ 
near the encampment: they not knowing what to fofpeé from this. 
treatment, dreaded the worft, and {ent information to the city, in 
.confequence of which the king flopped the reft of the cavalry ; and: 
his coolies in the camp being frightened by the rumours concerning 
the horfemen in the pagoda, run away in the night. The next 
morning Mr. Lally fent Dubois to 1eproach the king’ and! Mo- 
nacjee for their fuppofed breach of faith, who retorted their own 
fufpicions, and this altercation producing the real flate of the mif- 
takes, Dubois proferred to bring back one of the Tanjorine hoftages 
as a convidlion of fecurity to the cavalry which had remained be- 
shind, who were then to proceed to the camp. ‘But Mr. Lally re- 
garded this flipulation as an indignity, and a confirmation of the 
‘king’s infincerity, and fummoned his council of war, who con- 
formably to his expofition were unanimoufly of opittion that no re- 
liance could be had on any profeffions of peace, and that it was 
neceffary to attack the city without delay, and with the utmoft 
‘vigour. In confequence of this refolution, ‘Mr. Lally wrote a lettor. 
sto.colonel Kenedy, ordoting him to denounce the utmoft vengcance- 
mat 
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not only on the country and city of Tanjore, but likewife on the 
King and his whole family, whom he threatened to carry as flaves to 
the ifland of Mauritius. In the evening the army moved from the 
fuburbs, and formed a regular camp about a mile and a half to the 
fouth-caft of the town, 

The expreflions in Mr, Lally’s letter to Kenedy, determined the 
king, who had hitherto fu@uated in irrefolution, to defend himfelf 
to extremity, and he now repeated his folicitations with the utmott 
earneftnels for afliftance from Tritchinopoly. Captain Calliaud, by 
the accounts he continually received of the king’s negotiations, had 
hitherto thought it unfafe to truft any more troops in his power, whilft 
making engagements to affifl the French in the reduction of Tritchi- 
nopoly : but, being convinced by this laf rupture, that he had re- 
nounced all defigns of accord or reconciliation with them, detached on 
the 6th of Auguft 500 of his beft Sepoys, with two excellent ferjeants 
and 27 cannoncers,-who in order to avoid the encounter of the 
French troops, procecded in a round-about road along the bank of 

“the Coleroon. 

A deep water-courfe, running within 400 yards parallel to the 
fouth fide of the city, furnifhing a much more commodious trench 
than any which are opened in fieges, determined Mr. Lally to make 
the attack under the advantage of this cover, The fouth face of the city 
is much the narroweft afpedt, extending only 480 yards. ‘Two batteries 
wore ere&ted on the nether edge of the water-courfe, the one of three 
guns oppofite to the middle of the face, but turned to breach between 
the cavalier of the caftern angle and the next tower. The other, of 
two guns, was 200 yards to the right. 

Both opened on the ad of Auguft. It was the 7th in the evening, after 
five days firing, before the batteries had produced a breach fix feet wide: 
but by this time there remained only 150 charges of powder for the 
cannon, and not 20 cartouches a man for the troops; and, notwith- 
ftanding the numbers of cattle which had been feized, there were not 
provifions for two days remaining in the camp, and the great diftance 
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from which any could be procured throughthe perpetual interruptions 
of the Tanjorine cavalry and colleries, precluded the hopes of any im- 
mediate fupplies. On the 8th in the morning advices were received, 
that another engagement had pafled between the two fquadrons, im- 
mediately after which, the Englith anchored before Karical, where 
they were threatening a defcent ; but that no tidings had been obtained 
concerning the French fquadron fince the fight. ‘This intelligence ag- 
gravated the general anxiety, as the diftreffes of the army in their 
prefent fituation, could only be relieved from Karical; and Mr. 
Lally de{pairing of fucceeding in the affault of the breach, fummon-~ 
ed his council of war, in which, of 12 officers 10 were of opinion to 
raife the fiege; but two, Saubinet, and Mr. D’Eftaigne, advifed the 
immediate aflault, the fuccefs of which appeared to D’Eftaigne in- 
dubitable ; who added, that the city would furnifh more ammuni~ 
tion than would be expended in the ftorm, and that he had no ap- 
prehenfions the Englifh would make a defcont upon Karical, whilft 
the French fquadron kept the fea. Doubtlefs both D’Eftaigne and 
Saubinet knew the ditch was fordable, when they advifed the aflault 
otherwifc, in the ftate we have known it fince, the approach would 
have been utterly impracticable. In confequence of the refolution 
to retreat, the fick and wounded were fent away on the fame dag 
under the efcort of r50 Europeans, and difpofitions were made 
to decamp on the night of the cnfuing day, which was the roth of 
the month; in the mean time the guns in the fiatterice were fired 
every now and then in order to keép the garrifon’ in awe. 

Monagjce foon received intelligence of the refolution to raife the 
fiege, and imputed it to defpondency ; the detachment from ‘Trit- 
chinopoly arrived in the middle of the fame night, and he propofed: 
that they fhould march immediately with his own troops to attack 
the French camp by furprize, conformably to a {cheme for which 
he had taken meafures ; but they were fo much fatigued, that he de- 
ferred the enterprize for 24 hours, until the morning of the 1oth,. 
daring which the camp received no intelligence of this defign, but 
remained in negligence and fecurity, as before an enemy they def- 
piled, and f{uppofed withing their retreat too much to interrupt it, 
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Aten midnight gooo cavalry, fed by Monngjee bimflt, the two des 
tachments trom ‘Tritchinopoly, confifting, of ro0e Sepoys and go 
Kuropeans, with gooo of the hing’s Sepoys, and all the Colluries, 
marched out af the city, and keeping ata tufigient difluuce, acrived 
at the diferent pofls from which they were to make their attacks, and 
remained in them, undilcovered. Ac the firft dawn of day, go horfe- 
men appeared advancing, as fom the city, at a leifurely pace, to- 
wards the camp; they were challenged by the advanced guard, and 
faid they were come to offer their fervice to the French general, to 
whom they requefted to he conducted ; and no danger being appre- 
hended from their uumber, a party from the guard accompanied them. 
towards Mr. Lally’s quarters, who flept in a choultry about halfa mile 
tu the sear, but to the left of the camp, When within 100 yards, 
the troop halted and their feader went forward, and Mr. Lally having 
perceived their arrival, arofe and came out of the choultry to {peak to 
himy but before they met, one of the horfemen, who it is fuppofed 
was intoxicated with opium, left his rank, and galloped up to a tum- 
bril at fome diftance, into which he fired his piftol, and a fpark of 
the wad blew it up and the man; the explofion gave the alarm through 
the camp; and the guard at the choultry, which confifled of 50 
men, immediately advanced to protec Mr. Lally, In the fame inflant 
the captain of the troop, who had not difmounted, pufhed forward to- 
wards him, and made a cut at his head with his {cymetar, which 
Mr. Lally partied with his flick, and a Coffree fervant who ‘attended 
him fhot the T'anjorine dead with d piftol ; the whole troop had now fot 
off at full-gallop to charge the guard, who received them in regular 
order, and with a fire of fitch execution as ftopt all cxcopt two or 
three from breaking through them; thofe, however, who remained 
on horfeback, joined again and endeavoured to make a fecond charge, 
but in fo much confufion, that the fecond fire of the guard put them 
to flight with the uemoft precipitation ; and moft of them galloped 
into a tank, which they did not perecive time enough to avoid: but 
twenty-cight were left dead in the fpace of thirty yards ; Mr, Lally 
hinfelf was trampled down and ftunned in the fcuffle, but only two 
of his guard were killed. Whilft the troops in the camp were get- 
I ting 
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ting under aims and expeCling a general, attack fiom the quarter 
where the firft alarm had been given, the great body of Colleiies 
were difcovered advancing with their lances and 1ockets in the tear, 
3000 horfe at the fame time in the fiont, and the whole body of 
Sepoys, with 1000 more horfe on the tight: much confufion and 
trepidation prevailed in every part of the camp for near an hour, but 
the troops weie recalled to their wonted feadinefs and difcipline, by 
the cxample and adtivity of Saubinet and the Count D’Eftaigne : the 
Englith Sepoys penetrated amongft the tents, and had {cized three 
ficld-pieces, which they were obliged to abandon, after having 75 
of their body killed and wounded in endeavousing to carry them off; 
they, however, brought away an elephant and two camels, ‘The 
French fuppofe that 400 of the enemy were killed, and allow their 
own lofs to be no more than 10, which is improbable. It does not 
appear that any attack was made on the two batteiies in the water~ 
courfe, although it fhould fecm that the troops on duty there were 
the moft expofed. 

As foon as the Tanjorines had retired, the French army continued’ 
their preparations to decamp during the enfuing night; and, for 
want of draft and carriage-bullocks, {piked and difounted the five 
pieces of battering cannon, threw the fhot into wells, and deftroyed 
as much of the baggage as time and means permitted, At midnight 
the whole were in motion, marching tn two lines, with an interval 
between, which was occupied by palanquins, baggage, tumbuills, and 
other carriages ; two field-piéces were in the front, ear, and on each 
fide of the lines. Monacjee, with all his cavalry and a lage body of 
Sepoys, was abroad, and feyeral times obliged the march to. halt, 
and recur to their field-pieces ; the Colleries threw rockets, but dif. 
appeared at the approach of day, But the reft of the Tanjorine army 
continued, as during the night, to followsand hover tqund yntil 
noon} when the French troops arrived and halted at Covilonily15 miles 
from Tanjote: the toad was without a fingle pond’ or fireant until 
they camé to the town; whep, nothing could with-hold the poops and 
animals of the army from breaking their ranks and refbiaints to gain 
the firt water they faw. The next day they reached /Tirivalore; this 
march was 20 miles, and more fatiguing than the former, having two

river's to pafs, over which the artillery and carriages were tranfported 
with much difficulty; but the enemy, inflead of taking the advantage, 
aifcontinued the purfuit before they arrived at the fir: during the 
whole march the troops had no other food than the coco-nuts they 
gathered on the way, of which many got none; hewover, they found 
at Trivalore fome provifions fent from Karical; but all were fo ex- 
haufted and fatigued, that they could not proceed any farther until 
they had been allowed three days refrefhment and repofe. On the 
road Mr. Lally received information that the French {quadron was at 
Pondicherry, and that Mr. D’Aché had fignified to the council there 
his determination to return without delay to the Ifle of France; on 
which he immediately difpatched the Count D'Eftaigne with the 
ftrongeft remonftrances to ftop him. On the 18th the army arrived 
at Karical, and faw the Englifh fquadron at anchor off the mouth of 
the river. 

Many wants and infufficient means had detained the {quadron near 
eight weeks in the road of Madrafs after their unfuccefsful endea- 


“vours to reach Fort St. David during the fiege. On the third of 


July, three of the company’s fhips arrived in the road; they had 
Jeft England in the preceding year, but not arriving in the bay, un- 
til the northern monfoon was fetting in, proceeded to Bengal ; from 
whence they were difpatched in April with money, merchandize, 
and ftores, but without any of the recruits they ‘brought from Eng- 
land, or any troops in return for thofe which had been fent with 
Clive. The fouthern monfoon, which had begun when they failed, 
obliged them to make the outward paflage towards Achin, and they 
came in from the fouthward to Negapatam : in confequence of the in- 
telligence'they received at this place, they put out again to fea and kept 
out of fight of land until they flood in for Madrafs. Chance always 
maintains its fharein all events. Had not the unneceffary anxiety of 
‘the council at Pondicherry recalled Mr. D’Aché’s fquadyon from Kari- 
cal in the middle of June, but permitted him to havecontinued the cruize 
‘he intended, thefe fhips would have becn taken, and would have fup~ 
ypliod the want of money, which had been the principal canfe of the 
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froitlefs and difgraceful expedition to Tanjore. It was the 25th of 
July before the Englith fquadron was fufficiently equipped to fail, and 
on the 27th they appeared in fight of Pondicherry, where the French 
{quadron lay at anchor, and with much hurry got under {ail before 
night. The next morning the two {quadrons were out of fight of 
each other: on the 2gth, the French anchored. at Karical; on.the 
gift, at day-break, they failed for Negapatam, and at nine again 
faw the Englith fquadron ;.but the wind blowing frefh, the three 
{maller of the French fhips could not work their lower tier, on 
which Mr, D’Aché tacked and ftood away, and the next day again 
faw nothing of the Englifh. ‘The day after, the 2d of Auguft, they 
anchored again at Karical, where Mr. D’Aché received intelligence, 
which was not true, that Mr. Lally had been defeated before ‘Tan- 
jore; and, what was much lefs probable, that the Englith fqua- 
dron mtended to difembark a great part of their men, in order to cut 
off the retreat of the French army to Pondicherry. At two in the 
morning lights appeared in the offing, on which the French fqua- 
dron got under way, and plying to windward perceived the Eng* 
lith at day-break out at fea, about four miles to leeward of them. 
Both fquadrons immediately formed their lines, and Mr. Pococke 
perceiving the fhip which led the enemy’s van (it was the Count de 
Provence) to be the flouteft next their Admiral, ordered the Eliza- 
beth, Admiral Stevens, to take the fame ftation in his own line, in- 
ftead of the Tyger, to which, as in the laft engagement, it had 
been alloted, The land-wind blowing from the s. w. the Englith 
Jine ftretched with their heads to the s.s. &, At eleyen o’clock the 
wind where they were, died away, and left them quite becalmed, 
But the enemy continued to have a light breeze from the land, with 
which they ftood on, their line extending Eaft and Weft, and pafled 
the rear of the Englifh line nearly at right angles, without firing a 
fingle thot, although they had the faireft opportunity of raking and 
difabling the Cumberland, and Newcaftle, which were the two 
fternmoft hips, and, as all the others, lay helplefs in the calm with 
their fterns towards the enemy. 
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At noon the {a-breeze fprung up from the sw. which gave the 
wind to the Englith ships. Both fquadrons formed their lines anew 
to the wind, with their heads w. nN. w. and as toon asihis was done 
in the Einglifh linc, Mi, Pocoche at 20 minutes paft 12 made the 
fignal to bear down. 

The enemy's line confifted of eight fail; the Sylphide, which ap- 
peared in it in the lift cngagement, was kept out to repeat fipnals + 
the Comte de Provence, which had not beeen in it, fupplied the place 
of the Bienaime, which was flranded in the furf. The Elizabeth 
flood for the Comte de Provence, and hawled mp abréafl of ber be- 
fore the refl of the line wore in their proper form ; for it is impoftible 
that feveral fhips can correfpond inflantaneoufly in the fame opera~ 
tions. Mr. 1’ Aché immediately made the fignal for engagement, and 
the Comte de Provence had given her broad-fide upon the Eliza~ 
beth before Mr. Pococke threw out his fipnal, at 20 minutes paft 
one, when his whole line wascompleatly formed in clofed order at the 
proper diftance from each other, and allat equal diflance fom the 
enemy, who were not fo regularly drawn up, curving inwards from 
the exticmitios: the two adinirals, as in the former engagement, were 
in the center of their refpeetive lines. ‘he fire was in‘both as hot as 
pofliblo; but the French fired high, the Englith only at the hulls, 
and both with much certainty, for they were near, the fea finooth, 
and the breeze light, In ten minutes the mizen of the Comte de 
Provence took fire, which obliged her to bear away, and cut away 
the maft. ‘The Due de Bourgogne took her place againfl the Eliza 
beth. A little after the whecl of the Zodiac’s rudder was carried 
away by a fhot (vom the Yarmouth, to repair which fhe pafied un- 
der the lee of the Duc d’Orleans, and no fooner returned again into 
vhe line, than one of her lower deck guns in the gun-room burft, 
and beat through the deck above. This mifchance was foon fol- 
lowed by a greater, for the bulk-head of her powder-room took fire ; 
whilft extinguifhing it, the radder gave way again, and the thip fell 
foul of the Due @Orleans, her fccond ahead; and both, whilt dit. 
entangling, were expofed almoft defencelets to the hort M fire from 
their opponents the Yarmouth and 'I'yger : the Condé and the Moras 
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were by this time beaten out of the line, and at eight minutes after 
two, the Zodiaque as foon as difengaged bore away, as in fifteen 
minutes more did the other five {hips not yet gone, all crowding all 
the fail they could carry, and even cutting their boats adrift, to make 
more way. Mr. Pococke then threw out the fignal for a general 
chace; but in lefs than ten minutesall the enemy’s fhips were got out 
of certain fhot; andat fix o’clock their hindmoft were five miles from 
the foremoft of the Englith thips, which then ceafed the chace, and 
after getting together again hawled the wind, and at eight anchored 
off Karical, about three miles from the fhore. Mr. D’Aché fteered for 
Pondicherry, Notwithflanding the irregularity and fhoit continu- 
ance of this fight, the French fuffered as much in it as in the for- 
mer engagement, although they had then 1200 more men on boaid ; 
for their killed and wounded amounted to few lefs than 600, of whom 
33 were killed dead, and 151 dangeroufly wounded in the Zodiaque 
alone. In the whole of the Englith fquadron only 31 were killed, 
- and x66 wounded; both fquadions {uffeicd in proportion to the 
manner in which the enemy fought; the French loft in men and’ 
laughter, and all the Englith fhips were fo much damaged in their 
rigging, that, if a frefh wind had arifen during the engagement, feve- 
ral of their mafts muft have gone by the boaid, for want of the 
throwds, ftays, and other fecurities, which the cnemy’s fhot and 
langrain had cut away. Both Mr. Pococke and D’Aché were wound~ 
ed by fplinters, and Commodore Stevens 1eceived a mutket-ball, 
which lodged in his fhoulder, and was feen to be fhot with aim bya 
French officer, 

Three days after the engagement, a fnow called the Rubys, from 
the ifland of Mauritius, anchored in the road of Negapatam, of 
which, as foon ‘as Mr. Pococke received information, he detached: 
one of the fhips of his {quadron, whofe boats cut the fnow out of 
the road within gun-fhot of the Dutch flag, and the fort did not fire 
to protect her, but afterwards remonftrated again the offence. A: 
few days aftera Dutch fhip of soo tons from Batavia, with 30,000 
pounds in dollars on board, anchored in the road of Pondicherry, 
which Mr, D’Aché immediately feized ag reprifal for the fuppoled. 
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connivance bf the government of Negapatam, in not protecting the 
Rubys according to the rights of a neutral port, 

The retreat of the Mnglith gauifons into Madrafs, and the infub- 
ordination of the Nabob’s troops at Arcot, left the country to the fouth 
of the Paliat without any other protcQion excepting from the troops 
maintained by Munzafabeg ; who cndeavouing to cover a greater 
extent than his force was adequate to, was no where frong enough 
tooppofe the enemy ; and, in the end of June, a French officer return- 
tug with his cfeort of Sepoys, and a party of horfemen, which he had 
levied at Velore, furprized the fort of ‘Trivatore, in which he 
left his Sepoys, who being joined by the pcons from the French 
difltiGs, all together made incurfions an the harvetts of Conjeveram 
and Salawauk ; to reprefs which, the picfiduncy font out apain four 
companies of Scpoys, two to Coujevcram, and two to Chinglapet ; 
which were not fufficient to igmets half the mifchie& ~Low- 
ever, an advantage was foon after gained by other means, which 
more than setaliated the lo(s of Trivatoric, Mr. Lally, on bis ar- 
Yival at Pondicherry, «had given the fort ol Minomalee with its de- 
pedcneics, which Mr. Soupires had reduced in the preceding year, to 
Rajaltaheh, the long-negleded fon of Chundafahieb, who to prove 
himfelf worthy of this change in his fortunes, levied a body of 300 
good horle aud 300 Sepoys, and proceeded with them in the begin- 
ning of Augufl, efvorting a convoy of provifions to the French 
army in the Vanjore country; but this expence and fubflra@ion 
obliged him to leave Trinomalee il-guarded, Kiflnarow, the Kel- 
lidar of hiagar, which had been attacked without fuccefs by the 
French troops, and whofe diftris were Mill continually harrafttd 
by them, took the oppartanity, and adlaulting Trinomalee in the 
night, carried it, and put all the garrifon to the fword. It was taken 
on the coth of Augufl, and it was not until the r4th that the pre- 
fidency received intelligence of the agreement which the king uf 
Tanjore had made on the rftof the month, to aflift the French 
army in the attack they intended againf Tritchinopoly ; on which, 
they refolved to take the field, but with no other views or hopes 


than that the rumour might recall the king, or at leaf flop the 
defeChor 
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defection of other allies. The ufual tardinefs of preparations de- 
tained the troops in the town until the 18th; when Colonel Law- 
rence marched with eight ficld-pieces, 620 Europeans, and 1200 
Sepoys. Qn the 24th, they encamped on the other fide of the Pa- 
liar, about.eight miles beyond Chinglapet, when having received in. 
telligence of the retreat of the French army from Tanjore, they re- 
turned themfelves to Madrafs, where they arrived on thelaft day of the 
month. Whilft abroad, a party of the Nabob’s troops from Arcot, 
encouraged by their march, joined thofe of Abdul Hay the enter 
of Salawauk, and, after an aukward attack, which lafted eight 
days, retook the fort of Tuivatore by affault, and put many of the 
garrifon, which confifted of 500 men, to the fword. 

Mr. D’Aché retired fiom the laft engagement with a conviiom 
that the Englith remained to windward with the intention of fall. 
ing fuddenly upon his fhips, whilft moored and repairing in the 
road of Pondicherry; and it was fuppofed that they had two fire-fhips, 
although they had only one, which had been of no fervice in the lat 
engagement: however, thefe notionsdetermined him toanchoroppofite, 
to the town, as near the fhore as poffible, under the prote@ion of the 
line of guns to the fea; and the council, in complacence, it is faid, 
to his ideas, recalled the detachment of 609 Europeans encamped 
avith Mr, Soupires at Gingee, who came in on the x4th, on the fame 
day that the troops from Madrafs took the field. Neither the re- 
monftrances of the Count D’Eftaigne, fent forward by Mr. Lally, 
to proteft againit the difrepute which would fallow this apprchen- 
five conduét, nor Mr. D’Eftaigne’s offers of embarking any number 
of troops on the {quadron, and of accompanying them himfelf, asa 
proof of his confidence of fuccefs, availed to induce Mr, D’Aché 
to fail, and try the rif{que of another engagement. Mr. Lally 
moved with the army from Karical on the 24th: they were two 
days in paffing the Coleroon at Devi Cotah, and obliged at laft to 
deave their artillery and carriages there: when Mr, Lally -went 
forward with a {mall detachment, and arrived on the 28th at-Pon- 
dicherry, where he immediately fummoned a mixt council of the 


adminiftration and the army, who concurred in remonftating to. 
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My. D'\ché the nec. fity of meeting the Englith {quadion again, or 
at aft of dctaring the departure of his own whilft they remained 
on the coal, Mr. D'Aché eturned the unanimous opinion of all 
his captain, that the one was tupraclicable, and the other too 
dangcrous to be rifgued: however, afice fome madiations, he con+ 
fentcd to laave 500 of his fatlors and marines to farve on fhores 
and on the ad of Scptember failed with all the thips for the Ue of 
Mauritius. 
he detachments which had been fent from 'Tritchinopoly to 
aflift Tanjore, and the attack impending on ‘Liitchinopoly itfelf, if 
Mr. Lally thould tuceced to his views at ‘Lanjore, had obliged Captain 
Calliaud not only to withdraw the guards of Scpoys flationed in the 
diflant villages, bue even to call in the garrifon he had placed in 
the pagoda of Scringham, although under the guns of the city. 
"Lhe brother of Hydeinaig, with the party of Myforeans who had 
lately been driven out of it, had returned from Dindigul, rein- 
forced with naore, and were waiting at fome diftance to the weft ; 
wand as foon as Seringham was evacuated by the Englifh troops, 
they came on, and took pofleflion of it again: but Calliaud, as 
foon as the Trench army retreated from before Tanjore, fent out 
parties to attack them, who with little effort difpoftefled and drove 
them away. No probability then remaining of any intermediate dan- 
ger, Calliaud refolved, as foon as his detachments returned 
from ‘l'anjore, to difpoflefs the reigning Rheddy of Terriore, and to 
reftore his confin, the expelled Rheddy: who had long folicited 
this affiance, which could not with prudence be afforded, whiltt 
the French garrifon were remaining at Scringham. ‘I'he viciflitudes 
of thefe two competitors had been peculiar, The French found 
the Rheddy, now expelled, in pofftfion when they over-run ‘T'cr- 
Nore in 17533 and then depofing him, appointed the Rheddy 
now icigning, whom they removed in 1755, and reinflated the 
fut: but, leing afterwards diflatisfied with his conduél, expelled him 
in 1756, and again reipftated his rival; who, from this lafl appoint. 
ment, had kept pofféftion. ‘The plunder of the adjacent villages 
between ‘Terrioic, and the freights of Utatoor, was the only de- 
triment 
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triment to be apprehended fiom him; but the expelled Rheddy 
was much befriended by the Polygars of Arcclore and Worilorepol- 
lam, whofe long aveifion to the French, it was at this time more 
efpecially expedient to encourage by indulging their foliitude for 
the reinftatement of their fiend. 

Accoidingly Captain Jofeph Smith marched, with his company 
of 7o' Europeans, the company of 50 Coffies, two field-picces, 
with their artillery-men, and ten companies of Sepoys, conszmanded 
by Mahomed Iffoof. The depofed Rheddy, with fome of the Colle- 
ries, or natives of T'erriore, who abided by his fortunes, ac¢ompa- 
nied the detachment, and, if nothing More, were to ferve as guides 
through the wood. Meflengers were fent forward with a letter, 
ordering the Rheddy within to come out, and meet Captain Smith ; 
and they were inftruéted to take notice of every thing that occurred 
in the path through which they fhould be led; but the guards 
at the barrier {topped them, and {ent on the letter by men of their 
own, who returned with a letter from the Rheddy, which they de- 
livered to the meflengers, who brought it to Captain Smith on the 
march. It contained vague 2 apologies for his not coming out of the 
wood, and endeavoured to gain time, which Captain Smith refolved 
not to lof, The troops arrived in fight of the barrier at four in 
the afternoon of the day aftor they had croffed the Coleoon, and 
immediately formed for the attack. ‘ 

The wood of 'Terriore ftretcheth 20 miles along the foot of the 
weftern mountains, and extends from them 10 miles into the plain ; 
the wood is in moft parts feven miles through, and enclofes an 
open ground about three miles fquaye, of which the farther fide, as 
of the wood itfelf, ‘adjoins to the hills : and in this area are the habi- 
tation of the Rhedii, which is a {pacious' building, a town, gardens, 
arable lands, and immediately under ‘the hills a very large tank, 
computed feven miles in circumference. It was known, that the 
path before them had defences in various patts, and that the whole 
of the fighting men would be ‘in thefé ftations, Captain Smith 
therefore fent off four companies, of Sepoys! with Ramanaig, a Je 
mautdar, oa whom Mahorned Ifloof had roliance, to enter the wood 
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at aconfiderable diflance on the right, under the condn@ of the 
guides, who undertook to lead them to the town, through a feeret 
path, of which there are feveral in the wood, known only to the 
inhabitants, who call them the rogues’ path-way. The firft barrier 
qwas a winding paflage between two thick-fet hedges of tharn, lead- 
ing into the ftraiter path of the wood; but choaked at both ends 
with brambles laid for the occafion. Neverthelefs the enemy aban- 
doned this pofl, although very defenfible, without refiftance. 

The Coffres led, followed by the Europeans ; they by one of the 
fix-pounders, with limber boxes only ; and the Sepoys marched in 
the rear, excepting a few who remained to guaid the other fix- 
pounder, the {pare ammunition, and the baggage, which were Icft 
at the {kirt of the wood; the line proceeded more than a mile in the 
path without interruption, but at length was fired upon from a 
breaft-work of brick on the right; from which the enemy were 
foon diflodged, and retired through the bufhes to the next; but as 
they were intent in carrying off their wounded, the mufketry gauled 
them a good dealas they were going away. Moving onward, the line 
foon received a fimart fire from a fecond breaft-work like the fir; 
but the Coffres toon obliged the enemy to quit this flation likewife, 
when they retired to their main body; a few of the line were 
wounded in driving them from thefe defences. ‘The Coffres con- 
tinued to move on in front, and had out-marched the reft of the 
linc, when by a fudden, turning in the road, they came unexpectedly 
at once within piftol-fhot of the cnemy’s principal poft. ‘This was 
a ftrong wall of brick, 14 fect high, divided into a rampart and 
parapet, and in the parapet were feveral tiers of loop-holes; it 
ftretched a-crofs the path and fome yards beyond it on each hand, 
and hada return of the fame conftru@ion at each extremity, but 
falling back, inftead of projeling to flank the main wall, and in the 
return on the Ieft {tood the gate-way ; this work was furiounded by 
a ftrong hedge of thorn, which continuing on the fides joined the 
main wood to fome diftance in the rear. As foon as the Cofltes ap- 
peaed at the turning, the cnemy teflificd their numbers, and their 
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coutage, by fhouting, the din of inftruments, and a ftrong fire of 
their matchlocks, which, with the furprize, panic-ftruck the Cofftes : 
they ran back in the path, and were immediately followed by num- 
bers of the enemy iffuing from the thickets on the left. There was 
no time to enquire the caufe. Captain Smith immediately led on the 
Europeans, who foon drove the enemy back into the wood, who did 
not efcape through the barrier of thorns before the wall. Both were 
now attentively examined ; and, whilft fome endeavoured to tear up 
the hedge in front, others tried to get round the flanks of it into 
the wood ; but none fucceeded, and feveral were wounded. The field- 
piece was then advanced, and fired until all its ammunition was ex- 
pended, without taking any effeét on the parapet, or intimidating 
the enemy, whofe matchlocks had wounded five of the fix artillery- 
men ferving the gun, and more of the other Europeans, who likewife 
had capended moft of their cartridges. It was now feven o'clock, 
and began to grow dark, when all the blacks, whether Coffres, Se- 
poys, or Lafcars, took advantage of this prote@ion, and flunk away 
back into the path, out of the reach of danger, excepting Mahomed 
Iffoof, one fervant of Captain Smith's, and one Tindal, or corporal 
of the Lafcars. A fupply of ammunition had been fent for from 
the fkirt of the wood as foon as the troops came to the wall; but 
from the diftance it could not be expeéted for fome time. During 
which, Captain Smith ordered the Europeans to fire their mufkets 
now and then againft the parapet, as well to convince the chemy 
that they were determined not to relinquifh the attack, as to divert the 
chance of their difcovering the party with Ramanaig, whofe arrival, 
too long delayed, liad for fome time created much doubt and anxicty, 
At cight o’clock more ammunition came up, when the firing of the 
ficld-piece and mufketry renewed again with great vivacity, and was 
equally returned by the cnemy. Soon after, firing was heard in 
the rear of the wall, and the found of Ding Mahomed echoed 
fiom every part of the wood; this is the fuccefsful fhout of the 
Sepoys, and fignifies the faith of their Prophet. They were al- 
ready in the path, advancing at full pace ;. the troops of the ram- 
part were fying, and met their fire ; after which all refiftance ccafeds 
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and Ramensig breaking down the pate, lett in his friends without, 

"There remained three miles of the path to ia town, bul impeded 
with no more defences, nor wee the thickets on cither hand fo 
clofe. "fhe troops were gathered, the Se poys and Coffres who 
had kept back came on, and all _ Drocecded to the town, which 
they found abandoned. "he reigning Rheddy, and all his people, 
had efcaped into the hills, excepting a few men who could not 
remove, having been blowy-up with gunpowder intended to load 
a field-piege, which they were dragging to the wall in the pats. 
The delay of Ramanaig’s,party had been caufed by the timidity of 
his guides, who, on fome fight, ‘oft them foon after they entered 
the wood, to find their way as they could. Of 70 Europeans 4 were 
killed and 28 wounded in the gttack ; Mahomed Iffoof was fhot 
through the arm, but, binding up his wound, continued on the 
ground until all was over. A grcat number of fealing ladders were 
found at the Rheddy’s houfe, which had been prepared, and ‘were 
lying in readinefs for the French to cfealade T ritchinopoly, when they 
{hould fee the opportunity. ‘The natives of this diftrid have little 
iefemblance with any others in the Carnatic; they have large bloated 
heads, pot bellies, and final limbs. The climate is very unhealthy 
to flrangers, imputed to the nature of the water. ‘I ‘he detachment 
continued in. the :town a week 3, and during, this fhort’ tay Captain 
Smith, all his officers, and moft of the other Europeans, fell ill. 
‘Three companies of Scpoys, with three Rood | ferjeants, were left to. 
proteét the reinflated Rheddy ; and the main body of the detachment 
rcturned to 'Tritchinopoly. 

Mr. Lally (lt feverely, although he did not acknowledge, the 
difgrace of his retreat from Tanjore. It exafperated the natural af- 
perity of his difpofition, ‘and inflamed all his prejudices aud animo- 
fities, which, continually cxpreffed in the keeneft farcafins his re- 
dundant wit could fuggeft, had rendered him odious to all ranks of 
men, to the natives as to the colony, to the fquadron as to his own 
army, in which he feems to have allowed capacity with zeal to no 
one, excepting the Count 7’EMaigne. On the other hand, no im- 
putations were {pared by the wounded, or theim® freinds, “which 
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could aggravate his mortifications; not even cowardice itfelf, although 
the fuppofition arofe only from the ftan which he received in the 
ohfet of the Tanjorine horfemen. Being naturally fufpicious, and 
equally inquifitive, he did not remain ignorant of thefe repoits and 
opinions; but for the prefent flifled his refentment, in hopes of 
tracing them to principals worthy of notice, whom he fufpected to 
be the firft in the government, from their adherence to Mr. Bully. 
‘Thefe reproaches, however, ftimulated his aGtivity to enter imme- 
diately into ation; and, on his arrival at Pondicherry, whilft ar- 
ranging with Mr. D’Aché, he ordered Saubinet to march with the 
600 Europeans who had encamped with Soupire’s, and were frefh 
men, and retake T'rinomalee. But before we open this new cam- 
paign, it is neceflary to review the events of Mr. Buffy in the De- 
can; and continue the affairs of Bengal to this period ; as each 
were at this time approaching to an immediate xelation with the 
operations of both nations in the Carnatic. 

The force with which Mr. Bufly marched from Rajahmundrum 
in the beginning of the ycar, to rejoin Salabadjing at Aurengabad, 
confifted of 500 Europeans infantry and artillery, 200 Europeans 
bibunted as Huflars and dragoons, s000 Sepoys, and 1o field-picces, 
They ftruck'dire@tly acrofs the country, pafling through Elore, and 
“proceeded in a‘high road, which had never before been marched by 
a body of European troops. ‘The diftance by the, perambulator is 
nearly 400'miles; which it is faid they accomplifhed in 21 days. 
On their arrival at Aurengabad, they encamped on the weflan fide 
of'the city, and in the ‘midft of four armies: Nizamally’s from 
Berar; the army of the Subahthip, of which Nizamally had likewife 
aflumed the cotmmnand; of Baflaulet Jung from Adoni; and the 
Morattoes, now commanded by Balagerow in perfon, who had come 
as ufual to take advantage of’ the confufions in the government, but 
had fufpended hottilities, 

‘The approach, of Mr. Buffy and his force, which was equal i in 
efficacy to any of the aimies, fufpended all intrigues in attention to. 
his condv€. He immediately vilited Salabadjing with much cere- 
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the next day he went to Balagcrow, who met him half-way in a 
tent pitched on purpofe, and then conducted him to his camp, 
where they had a long conference. Shanavaze Khan had already 
afked permiflion to exculpate himfelf in perfon ; but Mr. Bufly com- 
miffioncd Llyderjung his principal agent to receive his comnunica- 
tions, in order, if poflible, to diftover his real pradlices or intentions. 
The father of Hyderjung was governor of Mafulipatam when the 
French factory in that city was confitcated in 1750 by the orders of 
Nazitjing, of which he evaded the rigour; and afterwards, when 
the city itfelf was furprized by the armament fent from Pondi- 
cherry by Mr. Dupleix, is fuppofed to have connived at their 
fuecels, With thcfe pretenfions, his fon came, and tendered 
his {ervice to Mr, Bufly at Golcondah on his fir arrival there with 
Salabadjing from the Carnatic, when Hyderjung received a command 
in the French Sepoys, in which he diflinguifhed himéelf; but ill 
more by his fagacity «and addrefs, until by degrees he became 
the principal confident of Mr, Buffy, who, to give him weight 
and dignity, obrained for hit high titles om Salabadjing, and cven 
a patent of nobility from Delhi, Urom this time, his retinue 
and houfehold were cfablithed with fimptuoufuels ; and he was 
allowed to keep a conflant court or durbar in order to extend his 
informations; and Jaghires with other emoluments, fufficient not 
only to defray his expences, but to eflablith his fortune, were 
likewife confirred on him, as well by Salabadjing as Mr, Buily ; 
his penetration foon perceived that Shanavaze Khan, naturally 
thmid, was frightened by the arrival of the French army; but that 
he had been the fecret {pring of all the mifchief, in which he 
had engaged from a perfuafion that the operations of the war de- 
clared between the two European nations would have confined Mr. 
Bufly to the protection of the ceded provinces until its conclufion ; 
before which he had no doubt of eftablithing his own arrangements 
in the government of the Decan, too firmly to be fhaken, But, 
as mare danger in the prefint circunftanecs was to be apprehended 
from the more audacious charadler of Nizamally, who, befides the 


sefpedt which was paid to his birth, had acquired fome reputation 
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amongtt the troops, Mr. Bufly refolved for the prefent to take Sha- 
nayaze Khan in his hand as far as he would go, by svhich he 
would at leaft be more narrowly watched, if not prevented tom 
fuggefting refources to Nizamally, and abetting them with his pub- 
lic influence, which, from his long fervices, and a perfuafion of 
his attachment to the family of Nizamalmuluc, was confiderable. 
In conformity to this conduét, Mr. Bufly, by appointment, vifited Ni- 
zamally, but with avery ftrong efcort, which, when he entered the 
tent, was fo difpofed, as to be certain of avenging any attempt on 
his perfon. ‘The interview continued with calmnefs until Mr. Bufly 
advifed Nizamally to deliver back the great feal of the government to 
Salabadjing ; when Nizamally anfwered with much heat, ‘* that he 
* with his brother Baffaulet Jung had becn obliged to take it from him 
‘‘ by the clamours of his own troops, who having been long difap~ 
“ pointed of their pay, with an army of Morattoes in fight, could not 
* have been reflrained from open revolt, if he and his brother had not 
“ immediately furnifhed a part of their arrears, and given their own 
¢ obligations to pay the reft: it was therefore unjufl to deprive them of 
“ the means of reimburfing the money they had advanced, and ftill 
* more, to difable them from providing for the difcharge of their fu- 
« ture engagements, the failure of which would, from the fame caufe, 
* expofe them to the very dangers which they had averted from 
“ Salabadjing,” ‘The next day Salabadjing vifited Nizamally in his 
camp, and demanded the feal in form, but received the fame anfwer. 
Whether from real or pretended indignation, Nizamally the day 
after fent for Shanavaze Khan, and reproached him publickly as the 
author of this advice ; the next day, which was the 14th of Febru- 
ary, as Baflaulet Jung was pafling on his elephant near the palace of 
Salabadjing, a mufket in the croud went off, and the ‘ball paffed 
through the houfings on which he was fitting: the man was im- 
mediately feized, and being queftioned, faid, he had been hired by 
Shanavaze Khan and Hyder Jung, with the promife of 5000 rupees, 
to thoot Baffaulet Jung.’ The ftory was carried, with as much in~ 
coherence as it was paffing in the city, to the camp of Nizamally, 


who, pretending to belicve the life of his brother in danger, 
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mounted his elephant, and advanced with what troops were ready 
to the nearefl gates but after feveral meflages which aflured hin 
that Batianlet Jung was fafc, he returned in the evening. The 
day aha Baflukt fing went to the durbar of Salabadjnp, {poke 
fanding, and with exprdions of unuftal cifiefpe® flung down 
the fal. Tk is fo sare in the manners of lodotlan that any inde 
corum of words or gcfure pafits amonpfl equals, and fill more 
from an inferior, thit the officers prefent in the durbar formed 
finifter conjectures of thefe animofities amongft the brothers ; 
and although the few, who reafon before they believe, im- 
puted the maftkct-ball to chance, and the confeffion of the man 
to fubornatiun, yet the troops oven in Salabadjing’s camp were per- 
fuaded that he had been employed, if not by Shanaveze Khan, at 
leaft by' Hyder Jung. Mr. Bully faw the general odium to which 
this prejudice, if not removed, would expofe, himfelf, and all his 
nation 5 and figgrefted a anedtis sof, reconciliation, The feal was 
fent back to Baflaulet Jung, but an officer, who was a dependant on 
Hyder Jung, was appointed to keep it in a fealed bag, and to be 
prefent whenever it was uled. Thise compliment, fuch as it was, 
fatisfied the officcrs of Baflaulet Jung’s const, and appeafed the 
public 5 and other advantages were gained by its for Baflaulet Jung 
confenting, it placed him in fuch a relation with the adminiftration 
of Salabadjing, that he was either likely to relinquith, or would not 
be able to conceal his intrigues with his brother Nizamally, A few 
days after this reconciliation, Salabadjing fent a deputation of his 
principal officers to Nizamally, requefting him to relinquith the go- 
vernment of Berar, and to accept as a compenfation a monthly al- 
Jowance of 20,000 rupees. Nizamally rejoled the propofal with 
difdain, and publithed it amongft the troops, who with equal indig- 
nation cried out, that “ Nizanvally was a fon of Nizamalmuluck. as 
« well as Salabadjing.” This expreffion of their attachment pre- 
cluded the employment of force, and, as the only means left to reduce 
him to compliance, the principal officers of his army were tampered 
with,‘and feveral of them were gained by promifes and money to 
give affurances that they would not fopport him in afferting the po- 
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vernment of Berar againfl the will of Soubah, provided he reccived 
fome other dignity which he might accept without difhanour; 
but by this time Nizamally himfelf was content to diffemblc, 
and remain quiet, waiting for events, Such was the ftate of affaus 
in the city and camps of Aurungabad towards the end of March, 
when the various agitations, which had hitheito kept every intereft 
in conftant vibration, began to fubfide; and this temporary tian- 
quillity had been much withed for by Mi. Buffy, in o:der to ac- 
complifh another fcheme he had fome time been preparing. 

No reliance could be placed on the integiity of Shanavaze Khan’s 
conduét, whilft in pofleffion of fuch a refuge and refource as the 
fortrefs of Doltabad ; but no offers were likely to induce him to te- 
linquith it, for Balagerow had in vain attempted to purchafe it from 
him; and the dirc@ propofal from Mr. Buffy to Shanavaze Khan 
himfelf, would reveal the fecret, and defeat the intention. Mr, Bufly 
therefore employed Hyder Jung to treat with the governor of the 


fort, who, after a variety of Arguments and overtures, at length con~ 


fented to betray his truft on the receipt of a‘fum of money in hand, 
and the promife of a more profitable employment: but to fave the 
appearance of his honour, diélated the manner, A day or two be- 
fore the execution of the fcheme, Mr, Bufly, as if having leifare to 
take fome amufement, fent his compliments to the governor, re- 
quefling his permiftion to pafs an hour in the upper fort, from which 
the profpe&t is extenfive and magnificent: and the governor invited 
him to dinner. Mr. Buffy arrived, efcorted by goo Europeans, who 
were admitted into the fecond fort, to which the governor, under 
pretence of refpeét, fent down all the. garrifon of the upper, ex- 
cepting fifly men, with whom he remained himfelf above to receive 
the guefls. Mr, Buffy went up accompanied by forty men, many of 
whom were officers. ‘The dinner was ferved in the hall of the 
killidar’s houfe, and when ready, Mr. Bufly, with the officers, went 
into the hall, and his body guard remained at the door: but the killidar, 
as if from politenefs, admitted none of his own officers or foldiers, and 
from the menial fervants who waited, little refiftance was to be appre- 
hended. On theinvitation to fit down, Mr. Bufly told the killidar, that’

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he could not partake of his hofpitality, being obliged by the neceflity 
of his affairs, to make him a prifoner, and take poflefion of the 
fort; but that no violence was intended againit his perfon, pro- 


_. vided neither he nor his gartifon attempted any refiflance. ‘The 


kilidar, as if furprized, f{urrendered his poignard 5 he was then 
conduéted into the area, and fipnified his condition and: the rifque to 
his foldiers, who in deference to his. danger gave up their arms, On 
the. fignal, the French troops below got under arms; by which 
time meflengers fent’ by the killidar came down and informed the 
garrifon: there of what had happened above’; and fuch was the 
military reputation of the French troops drawn up before them, that 
‘the few, whofe indignation exhorted their conatades to. revenge their 
and defend fbenifelyta,. ‘found fewer to fecond their: refiftance,

No reconciliation, and every mifchief, was tobe expected from 
Shanavaze Khan after this provocation, and “Mr, Bufly had ‘taken - 
meafres to prevent the effets of his ‘revenge: a party of Sala- 
badjing’ s troops furrounded his tent i the camp in the very hour 
that the governor of Doltabad was arrefted; and as the connexion 
between him and Mahomed Hufféin the king’s Duan had lately 
grown into {tri intimacy, another detachment at the fume. time 
fecured his perfon’ likewife ; they were both made. prifoners ‘before 
they knew why, or the lofg of Doltabad.’ "The news excited uni- 
verfal aftonifthment, ‘and terrified even thofe\ in “whony it raifed the 
moft refentmient : for Nizamally recovering from his firft emotions 
piétended. that'the pofleftion of Doltabad was. a matter i in which his 
initerefts were not concerned,

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the capital of his government. lhe day of his departure was fixed 
for the 11th of May ; and Salabadjing, having no fufpicion that he 
had any other intentions, went two days before to pay his devotions 
at the tomb of his father Nizamalmuluck, which Nands fomewhere 
about 20 miles from Aurengabad. 

In the morning of Nizamally’ 8 departure, he held a public durbar 
to receive the compliments of taking leave from the principal officers 
of the government : among ft them went Hyder Jung, whom he re- 
ceived with marked diftinétion : and, whet he difmiffed the allembly, 
beckoned him, with feveral of his own officers, to follow to an in- 
ward tent, where they again fat down, dnd difcourfed a while with 
ouch {eeming confidence on public affairs, until Nizamally rofe fud- 
denly, as if urged by fome fudden neceflity; but made a motion 
with his hand to Elyder Jung not to move, fignifying that he fhould 
return immediately, and in the inftant difappeared behind a curtain 
which openedtoother apartments. Hyder Jung, notwithfanding 
the injunion, was tifing to make his obcifance ; when two officers, 
who were fitting one on each hand of him, prefled him down by 
the thoulders, and a domeflic, who flood ready behind, plunged a 
dagger into his heart : the Rruggle was heard, but it was fome time 
before the attendants of Hyder Jung were apprifed of his death s for 
no fervants are admitted within the centrics who guard the tent 
of audience, aud the greateft part of the retinue remain at a fill 
greater diftance, in the place where their mafter has alighted. Letters 
all of the fame tenor to Salabadjing, Balajerow, Baffaulet Fung, and 
even to Mr, Bufly, had been prepared previous to the aflaffination, 
deferibing’ it as the unfortunate confequence of high words and 
affront, which had rifen between Hyder Jung and fome officers 
in the dutbar, after Nizamally had retired : the letter to Mr. Bufly 
brought the firft intelligence which he received of the event, and was 
inter ‘preted to him by Zulfacar Khan, the very brother of Hyder 
Jung. ‘The general was ‘immediately beaten, dnd in a few minutes the 
whiole French’ army Wete j in battle array, with Mr. Bufly at their 
head," ‘tH tinted ‘on his clephant, uncertain what to expec, and furmit 


ing @ coinbinatioiy’ apaindt himfelf of all the ‘pdwers by which he was 
furs 
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furrounded ; but Jaffier Ally Khan, who at this time had the principal 
command in Salabadjing’s army, immediately fent him affurances of 
his attachment, and foon after came up with a large body of troops, 
who ranged with the French, and others were following: the firft 
care was to fend a detachment to ftrengthen the efcort of Sala- 
badjing, and protect his return from his father’s tomb: Mr. Bufly 
had no doubt that Shanavaze Khan and the emperor’s Duan Ma- 
homed Huffein had abetted, if not advifed, the affaffination of Hyder 
Jung : ‘their confinement had hitherto been gentle, having only 
centinels round the enclofures of their tents, in which they refided 
with their families ; but Mr. Buffy now fuppofed, that they would: 
endeavour to efcape to, or might be refcued by, Nizamally ; to pre- 
vent which, as well as to have fureties againft the aflaffination of his 
own perfon, he fent a ftrong detachinent to bring them immediately 
to his own camp, intending to confine them in the fortrefs of 
Doltabad, until more certain information was acquired, or tranquillity 
teftored. ‘The detachinent confifted of Salabadjing’s troops, and 
French Sepoys. ‘They found a multitude: of armed-men at the 
tents, who refufed them admiffion, which they immediately at- 
tempted by violence, and were refifled with great refolution, ani- 
mated by the principals, who fuppofing their deaths ‘determined, 
joined and encouraged their adherents; after which no quarter was 
given ; neither did the confli@ ceafe, until Shanavaze Khan with 
one of his fons, Mahomed Huffein, and moft of thofe who defended 
them, were killed on the {pot. Before the evening clofed, an officer 
deputed by Balajerow came-to Mr. Buffy, with affurances of his de- 
teflation of the murder of Hyder Jung. 

Nizamally had been waiting in the utmoft agitation the con- 
fequences of his decd, and feems to have expected a very different 
refult ; for the news of Shanavaze Khan’s and Mahomed Fluffein’s 
death was obferved to ftrike him with difinay, At midnight he 


quitted the camp, accompanied by the choice of his cavalry 3 and/ 


fled with the utmofl {peed and perfeverance that their hotfes could 


endure to gain Brampour, which is one hundred and fifty, miles N.. 


of Aurnngabad, Tt is faid thoy reached it in 26 hours, which is 
: impoffible. 
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impoftible, Refpedt to Salabadjing had withheld Mr. Bufly from at~ 
twcking Nizamatly in bis camp, which his force would have eafily 
beaten up and difperfed. 

The nest day Salibadjing cetuincd, and tmarediately held a general 
council of his principal officers, ac which Mr. Budly was likewitt 
plefont: after many opinions all infendibly joined in the neceflity of 
punithing Nizamafly ; and this led to a genoral refolution of march- 
ing direttly with the whole army to Brampour, Mr. Bufly, who 
knew the chara&ers and*connexions of thofe who compofed the 
council, firtpoéted the fincerity of feveral in this advice, forcleeing 
that nothing would render him more unpopular in the Decan than 
the imputation of engaging the Soubah in a war with his brother, 
to avenge an offence more particularly committed againit hinafelf; 
he had, morcover, at this time received intelligence from Pondi- 
chery that Mr. Lally was daily expected to arrive there, whofe 
oiders might not be confonant to the difficultics or importance of 
his own fituation: he therefore endeavoured to revoke the refolution 3 
but Salabadjing himfelf infifled, and refled the neccBity on the af. 
fertion of his own authority. ‘I'he whole army was in motion the 
next morning, and advanced with diligence for three days towards 
Brampour, during which Mr. Bufly convinced Salabadjing, naturally 
averle to endeavour, of the inutility of the purfuit, fince it was ovi- 
dent that Nizamally with the infnfficient force he commanded would 
be continually removing out of his reach. "The army having halted 
a day began their march back, thinking that they wero returning to 
Aurungabad ; but it was the intention of Mr, Buffy to lead them 
by degrees to Golcondah ; and in this‘view he faggefted the expe- 
diency of moving towards the frontiers of Berar, in order to fup- 
prefs any commotions which might be attempted in that province 
by the adherents of Nizamally. The arnsy thus proceeded to the 
fouth, leaving the city of Aurungabad at a diftance to the weft; but, 
halting continually to fupport the regulations of the government, 
advanced fo flowly, that they did not reach the banks of the Gunga, 
which pafféth about midway between Golcondah and Aurungabad, 
until the rth of June, in which interval, Mr. Conflans arrived with 

his 
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his commiflion to a€t as fecond in the command of the French army, 
and brought a letter from Mr. Lally to Mr, Bufly, dated the roth of 
May, which announced, although it did not order, his recall, The 
paflage of the Gunga would decide the continuance of the march to 
Golcondah, of which the amy ftill remained uncertain ; but by this 
time Mr. Buffy had gained the concurrence of Baffaulet Jung by pro- 
mifing him the goverment of Hydrabad, which had been intended 
for his brother Nizamally, together with the office of Duan to the 
foubahfhip : his approbation filenced the difcontent of many others, 
and the army fhowed no averfion to go on: and as it was daily ex~ 
peded that the river would begin to 1ife, Mr. Bufly making ufe of 
this pretence, arranged, that the tents, family, and domeftic re- 
tinue of Salabadjing, fhould pafs the full, and then immediately fol- 
Jowed himfelf with the whole body of the French troops, in the 
midft of whom he o:deied the tents of Salabadjing to be pitched. 
Having thus fecured poffeffion of this important pledge, he pave out 
his intentions, which he had hitherto concealed, of not advancing 
any farther towards Golcondah, before he was joined by the troops 
the had left to garrifon the fortrefs of Doltabad; they were 150 
Europeans, and 500 Sepoys, to whom Mr, Bufly, on his return from 
the purfuit of Nizamally, had fent orders to come away, Icaving 
the fortrefs to an officer nominated by Salabadjing, and to join him 
where’he now was, on the Gungas his dread of fome evil chance 
‘befalling them, if left far behind, was the caufe of this precaution ; 
they were already on the way, marching expeditioufly, anda few 
days after arrived fafe at the camp; which then moved forward, and 
the whole paffed the river juft before the rains fet in, which, as ufual, 
fell and continued with, great violence, and rendered the tran{port of 
the artillery fo difficult, that the army did notarrive at Hydrabad until 
the rsth of July; on which day Mr. Bufly received a letter written 
‘by Mr. Lally on the 13th of June, ordering him to repair to 
Pondicherry without delay, with all the troops which could be fpared 
from the defence of Mafulipatam and the northern provinces, and to 
take up Mr, Moracin in the way, who had received the {ime orders.

, On the 2oth of Junc arrived the Hardwicke, one of the company’s 
‘fhips from, England, with the arrangements that had been made in

of this event were réccived ini London in the month of Augutt of the 
‘preceding year, when the company appointed a temporary committee 
“of fiye petlans, (inswhich Clive was to prefide) to manage their affiirs 
vin Bedgal ; “but in Novernber’ they refolved to difmifs Mr, Drake 
fiom the government, and nominated a council of ten, in which, 
the four fenior members were to prefide alternately, each for three 
nionths: in this fucceftion of tha four Mr. Watts flood the fir; 
the others were Mr. Manningham, Mr, Beecher, and Mr. Holwell, 
who was not yet returned fiom England. The firfl refolution of 
Augufl had been feat ia another thip, which although difpatched be- 
fore was not yet arrived; fo that the firft intelligence of it came in the 
Hardwicke, with that of November. ‘he novelty of this refolution 
fubjeéted it to the in putation of abfurdity: it was faid that the powers 
of the country, accuflomed to treat with one chicf, would regard 
the alternate prefidents of Calcutta with mockery inflead of refpeds 
but another caufe operated on opinions’ mae Qrongly. Colonel 
Clive had felt and exprefled refentment at the negle& of himielf in 
the company’s orders, for no ftation was marked for him in the new

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The three Ieadiag members of the council were more imprefled 
than any with thefe apprehenfions, and propofed to the reft that 
Clive thould be requefted to accept of the government under the 
ufual modes; the vote was unanimous, and the tender was made 
and accepted on the 26th of June. . 

Intelligence of the fall of Fort St, David had arrived on the 20th, 
and left no doubt of Mr, Lally’s intention of befieging Madrafs as 
foon as the Englifh fquadron fhould be obliged by the monfoon to 
quit the coaft in October, unlefs he fhould prefer to detach a part 
of his force to Bengal, 

On the ath of July, letters were received from Anunderauze- 
Gauzepetty, who had fucceeded the Rajah Vizeramrauze, in his 
power and territory in the provinces of Rajahmundrum and Chi- 
cacole, Anundeiauze, diffatisfied with the arrangements made by Mr, 
Butly on the death of his predeceffor, had waited an opportunity to 
take his revenge; which occurred foon after Mr. Bufly’s departure, 
by tho-embarraflinents in which he was involycd at Auengabad by 
the animofity of Nizanidlly, and the orders of Mr, Lally for his re- 
turn into the Carnatic. Anunderauze, on this intelligence,’ marched 
from his refidence of Vizianagarum, and retook Vizapapatam from the 
French garrifon, of which he fent advices, offering to furrender the 
place, to the Prefidency of Madrafs; and requefting them to fend 
a large detachment, which he intended to join with his own 
forces, and take the four provinces, which the French had ob- 
tained from the Subah of the Decan; but finding that no troops 
could be {pared from the Carnatic, he now made the fame propofals 
to the prefidency of Bengal, where the ‘project feemed delufive or 
chimerical to all but Clive. However, nothing could be determined 
before the month'of September, when thips might quit the river, 
and the intentions of Mr. Lally would probably be afcertained. . 

The real flate of the Englith affiirs ip the Carnatic could be no 
longer concealed in Bengal, and required more complacency ,than 
the government of Calcutta had hitherto fhewn to the inclinations 
of Meer Jafficr, who regarded the engreafe of their diftreffes with 
{ecret joy as the redemption of his own liberty, Te would imme- 
diately have gratified his’ favourite vengeance againft Roydoolub, ks 
: Li2 the 
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the difcontent of his troops for want of pay had not rendered ic 
dangerous to give them fiich a pttctence of tumult, before they were 
fatisfied. ‘In other points of the government he was obferved to 
aflume a fterner air of authority, and told one of his favorites, who 
betrayed the converfation, that if a French force fhotild come intd 
the province he would aflift them, unlefs the Englith releafed him 
fiom all their claims of money, tetiitory, and exemptions. 

Clive had expeéted this change in the Nabob’s conduét, becaufe 
he knew it to,be none in his mind; and, in order to prevent him, 
at leaft fora while, from committing any excefies in ‘his capital, as 
well as to exhibit the appearance of union and cordiality to the 
public, the prefidency, invited him, as on a vilit of pleafure, and 
asa compliment to Clive on his acceptance of tho government, to 
pals fome days at Calcutta, Mr. Watts was deputed to give the 
invitation, "The Nabob faw the drift, and hefitated, but at ‘length 
confented. a 25, fon, 8.0) his, boats fhould come from Dicea, They are 
a magnificent fleet kept’at a great expence for pomp and amufement, 
and the Nabob, with his family and women, every year pafs a 
month in them at this feafon, when the Coffimbuzar river is higheft, 
They come fiom Dacca, decked and adorned, and return thither as 
foon as the feflival is over, to remain ufclefs until wanted for the 
fame oceafion in the next year, 

Scrafton, after Clive left Muxadavad, had attended to the prefér- 
vation of Roydoolub in his office; but the Englith themfelves had 
unwittingly planted an engine, which was unfufpectedly under- 
mining all his protections. Nuncomar had accompanied the army 
to Patna, and as a Gentoo very converfant in the revenues, was 
employed with confidence by Roydoolub, When the payment of 
the tuncaws given by the Nabob at Rajamahal began to fail, he ox- 
pounded to Colonel Clive the fallacy of the excufos, and profered, 
if he were impowered to adt as the agent of the Englith, fupported 
by the authority of the Nabob’s government, to find fummary means 
‘of recovering the amount, or of ir: riba ee 
Colonel Clive not forefecing the end, employed him as he had pr 
pofed, and without the repugnance of Roydoolub, Nuheomar, as 

his 
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his firft meafure, threatened the Rajah of Nuddeah with imprifon- 
ment, wha, frightened, fled to Calcutta, preferring to truft himfelf 
to the clemency of the Englifh, This exercife of authority, neither 
difavowed nor difapproved, immediately placed Nuncomar in that 
confpicuous flation of terror, which is the object of ambition in 
India, -as the certain means of wealth: but knowing that the prac- 
tices by which he was to make his fortune could not efeape the fa- 
gacity and experience of Roydoolub, he now became as appiehenfive 
of his cantroul, as he had hitherto been folicitous of his favour, and 
caft about to fecond the Nabob’s intention of removing bim from 
the duanny. Scrafton fufpeéted the views of Nuncomar, which 
deterred him from conferring either with the Nabob or his fon, but 
he held nightly meetings with the emiffary in whom they moft con- 
fided, and reprefented that the Englith would no longer interfere in 
any arrangements, which the Nabob might think proper to make in 
his government, provided they received the balances of the treaty 
moiliés;~whichshe undertook to feo regularly paid. His arguments 
were at ‘this junétore thd more welcome, becaufle Roydoolub con- 
tinued to evade the furnifhing of money for the demands of the. 
army, whofe impatience had obliged the Nabob to difhurfe a part 
of his gold, which was, as ufual, treafured up againft extremity. 
The {cheme would not have been void of rifque, if Nuncomar and: 
others had not eftranged the powerful houfe of the Seats from the 
interefts of Roydoolub, by reprefentations, that they would be called 
on for money to fupply the Nabob’s exigencies, if Roydoolub con- 
tinued to delay the fupplies fiom the revenues. On the 24th Rajah- 
bullub, formerly mentioned in the reign of Allaveidy, as father of 
Kiflendafs, and dyan to Nowagis Mahomed, who had held in appa- 
nage the government of the province of Dacca, was appointed duan to, 
Meerum, atid on the 26th Roydoolub was ordered to deliver over to 
Rajabbullub the accounts and fuperintendance of that:province, Roy- 
doolub faw the whole extent of his danger unexpectedly and at once, 
and immediately requefted leave to retire with his family and effeds 
to Calcutta. The.Nabob confented, but Meerun refuted, until he had 


_ furnithed a fim foffigient to fatisfy;the troops, Matters were in this. 
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fate, when Mr. Watts arrived on the qth of Augufl, with the in- 
vitation of the council ta the Nabob, who, defirous of appeaing 
unconcerned in what was to follow, confented to proceed with him 
to Calcutta. The boats, which were now arrived from Dacca, were 
ordered to proceed and wait at Augadeep, where the Nahob in. 
tended to juin them, afler he had taken the diverfion of hunting in 
the ifland of Coftinbuzar, which in the middle is covered with 
jungles, the repair of many deer and tigers; but this amufement 
was only a pretext to remain within call of the city, which he left 
on the 6th accompanied by Mr, Watts, ‘Two days after his depar- 
ture his fon Meerum ordered a body of troops, who were clamouring 
for their pay, to go and demand it of Roydoolub., ‘They furroundcd 
and befet the cnclofurcs of his houfe, which were f{pacious; and 
Roydoolub had gathered a confiderable number of his own troops, 
amonpft whom were fome European deferters. Mr, Scraftan arrived 
at Roydoolub’s houfe before any blood was thed, and prevailed on 
both fides to swomain.quict, rantil he could inform Mr. Watts, who was 
then halting with the Nabob at Moncarrah, 14 miles to the fouth 
of the city. The Nabob pretended to know nothing of what was 
palling, and authorifed Mr. Watts to bring away Roydoolub, He 
arrived in the city juft in time to fave his life ; for Mecium, appre- 
henfive of prevention, had ordered the troops to feize bis perfon at 
any rifquc ; and Roydoolub had prepared a dofe of poifon to prevent 
the indignity. Mr. Watts and Mr. Scrafton immediately put him, 
with a few attendants, into his boats, and accompanied him with 
a party of Sepoys in others: they atrived at Caleutta before the 
Nabob, who waited at Hughley until Clive and moft of the council 
paid their refpe&ls to him there, He then proceeded with them to 
Calcutta, where he was entertained for feveral days with pomp and 
feftivjty. IIe fet out on his return to Muxadavad on the arfl of 
Auguft, and arrived there on the firt of September. During his 
abfence, Mcerum had continued guards over the houfe of Roydoolub 
and of his three brothers, all of whom had employments in the re- 
vention, Mr. Hafttings, who had fucceeded Mr. Scrafton as the agent 
of the prefidency at the city, was aftaid of piving offence to the 
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Nabob, if he thould employ the Englith troops at Coffimbuzar to 
prote& them, and was equally unwilling to advife Roydoolub’s family 
to remove without this aid, left the women fhould be flopped, and 
the infult prodyce a fray between their retinues, and the troops by 
which they were befet ; but the repcated requefts of Clive at length 
prevailed on the Nabob to permit their departure, and they fet out 
for Calcutta on the rath, efcorted by a guard of Englith foldiers, 
‘The next night but one the city was alamed by anew tumult. 

On the 4th of September in this year, began the Moharram, ox 
firft month of the Mahomedan year, of which the firft ten days are 
efpecially confecrated to devotion. "The palaces of the Nabob aud his 
fon Meerum ftood on the weftern bank of the Coffimbuazar river, but 
at fore diftance from. each other. On the night of the 13th of Sep- 
tember, which was the gtk of the Moharram, the Nabob went to 
his fon’s in a boat, and obferved the fhove crouded with a much 
greater number of people than ufual. Returning in his palankin, he 
ftopied to pay his devotions at the principal mofque of the city, and 
had previoufly ordered his general, Coja Hadde, to ftation a fufft- 
cient number of troops to keep off the populace ; but, on entering 


the enclofwwe of the mofque, found it filled and furrounded by fepoys, 


amongft whom were feveral jemautdars belonging to Coja Haddee, 
who, inftead of the ufual refpeét, kept their feats within, whilft 
their foldiery thronged tumultyoufly about the Nabob, and prevented 
his paflage, He, neverthelefs, fufpecting na danger, was endeavour- 
ing to get through them, until one of the {pies, whos as ufval, at- 
tended his perfon, returned out of the coud, and told him, that 
Coja Haddee had armed all his own troops with fome bad intention ; 
on which the Nabob waited until all his own retinue had gathered 
about him, and in the mean time many more were coming from the 
palaces, The Jemautdars of Coja Haddee then rofe and went away 
haftily, and their foldiers likewife difperfed. F 

The next morning a Jemautdar of another divifion of the army 
informed the Nabob that Coja Haddee had armed his foldiery, and 
affémbled them at thé pavilion, with the intention of killing him in 
the tumult of a fray, which, in the night, might appear accidental, 
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‘between them and the Nabob's guard: prefently after, another offi- 
cer, who had ferved in the divifion of troops commanded by Roydoo- 
lub, came in, and faid that Roydoolub had fent a bill of exchange 
from Calcutta for two Incks of rupees, which was to be paid by Meer 
Allee, one of his dependants, to Coja Haddce, who was to diftribute 
this money amongit the troops, to induce, them to rife under protence 
of demanding their arrears, when they were to furround and cut off 
the Nabob,.. The Nabob, without farther examination,  difmifled 
Coja Haddee from his fervice, with orders. to leave the city, and s ap- 
pointed Mahmdec.Cawn, -a Pitan, to the poft of Buxey, or, captain 
general.of his forces. 

Tn this manner was the {tory related on .the Second, day after the 
tumult at.the pavilion. by the Nabob himfelf to Mr. Haftings }. and 
the very day after it happened, ‘Rajah: Binderbund, one. of Roydoo-, 
Jub’s: brothers, in a private conference: on’ this. fubjedt, to. 
Hattings, that the troops: then, afflembled. were ‘at; his devotions This 
fuggettion’ hdticed“Mri Hattinps to believe the accufation againit 
Roydoolub; but Colonel Clive fufpeted, and ordered ftridter enquiry. 
In the mean: time, the Nabob. had informed Mr. Haftings, that he 
had got poleffion of a letter written: by-Roydoolub to Coja Haddee, 
in which Mr. Watts. and Mr. Scrafton were.mentioned as having 
confented to their project of deftroying him ;. but he refuied to give 
a copy of the letter until he faw Mr. ‘Watts and Mr, Scrafton.

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The condu& of the expedition was committed to Ticutenant Co. 
loncl Worde, who, on the invitation of the prefidency to take the 
command of the army in cafe of the departure of Colonel Clive, had 
quitted the King’s fervice in Adlercion’s regiment, and arrived 
from the coaf in the month of April. Mr. George Grey was 
fent to continue the courfe of intelligence at Cutteck, and Mr, 
John Johnftone was difpatched in the Mermaid floop to make the 
neceflary preparations in concert with Anunderauze at Vizagapatam, 
The force allotted for the expedition was s00 Europeans, including 
the artillery-men, 2000 Sepoys, and roo Lafcars: the artillery were 
fix field-picces, the beft brafs fix-pounders, fix 24 pounders for bat- 
tery, a howitz, and an eight-inch mortar, 80000 rupees, and 4000 
gold mohurs, equivalent to 60,000 rupees, were the military choft 
for immediate expences. "The crabarkation was made on three of 
the Company's fhips arrived lately from Europe, on the Thames, 
a private {hip of 700 tons, with two of the pilot floops of the 
tiver. ‘The Tharnes likewife carried a great quantity of provifions 
intended for Madiafs, whither fhe was to procecd as foon as the pre- 
font fervice would permit. By altercations in the council, for the 
oreafuse was too vigorous to be acceptable to all of them, and by der 
lays in the equipment, the veflels were detained in the river until 
the end of September, “Their departure left the Engtith force in the

The progrefs of rhis expedition after the departure of the armament, 
bears more relation to the affairs of Coromandel than of Bengal. 
The events which iminediately enfued in the provinces of Behar and 
Benpal, originated from the diftradions which had for many years 
prevailed at Delhi, the capital of the empire, and from the views and 
operations of a vatiety of great interefls and powers ating in the 
center of Indoftan. "The developement of thele caufes, and their 
offels, require an uninterrupted invefligation of no little compli- 

cation and extent. But the important and nearer conteft already 
opened between .the Englith and French nations in the Cars
